Vote on pay for mayor. Board due 


A $10,000 raise for the position of mayor 
and $000 increase for each of the 24 
aldermen were accepted by the 
legislation & Rules Committee Monday 
night. A favorable report will be given to 
the Boardjit-Aldermen for action March 

The new salaries would be $37,500 and 
$1300 respectively. 

The figures follow the recommendation 
of a citizens' committee appointed by the 
Board to determine proper salaries for 
the positions. 

Aid. Mark White termed "discourteous 
and arrogant" the refusal of the com¬ 
mittee to appear before the L&R Com¬ 
mittee to explain the rationale for its 
recommendations. 

White said he had had a "credibility 


problem” with the committee before. 

Most of the aldermen attending the 
I.&R meeting agreed that $37,500 was a 
fair salary for mayor, but Aid. Donald 
Budge was in favor of increasing the 
amount to $39,500 to deal with the ex¬ 
pected inflation over the next four years. 

White remarked that there are "a lot of 
aldermen” who won’t vote for the 
mayoral increase and an alderman’s 
salary of only $1800, 

The citizens’ committee report said 
that aldermen cannot adequately be 
compensated for their service, White 
noted, "but at least they can keep it from 
being an insult.” He moved to amend the 
report to $2500 for aldermen, but the 
amendment was denied 4-2. 

White then said he would move to put 


the mayor’s raise on the ballot through 
action of the Board of Aldermen. If that 
fails, he said, he would get the 1000 
signatures necessary to get the question 
on the ballot. 

Meanwhile, White said, he will vote 
against the mayor’s raise until "the 
aldermen get a fair raise." 

The vote in favor of $1800 was 4-2. Aid. 
Eliot Cohen, Thomas Concannon, Ethel 
Sheehan and Donald Budge were in 
favor; Aid. White and Richard 
Bullwinkle, who believes the aldermen 
should be unpaid, were opposed. 

On the mayoral pay raise Budge, 
Bullwinkle, Sheehan, Concannon were in 
favor, with White opposed and Cohen 
abstaining because he expects to an¬ 
nounce his candidacy for the mayoralty. 


Library, planners deadlocked

location of a new main library, un¬ 
decided for more than the ten years of 
discussion of a need for a new library, 
seems no closer to resolution after a 
committee established to pick a site met 
Tuesday night. 

In fact, sentiment swung around 
overnight, from agreement among many 
aldermen, the Planning Department and 
the Library that the new main library 
should be located in, or on the fringe of, a 
business area to a feeling that the once- 
rejected site at Homer and Walnut 
Streets, across from City Hall, should be 
the place. 

The Library Trustees and Head 
librarian Virginia Tashjian last year 
hoped to have the land and a building at 


Newton Junior College reserved for 
library construction. 

That recommendation was embodied in 
a report by a committee set up to 
determine the best uses for surplus 
municipal buildings, but the "core 
committee,” which reviewed the report, 
did not accept that recommendation. 

Members of the core committee were 
Planning Director Charles Thomas, Aid. 
Terry Morris, Public Works Com¬ 
missioner Gene Larson, and former Aid. 
David Jackson. 

Thomas has felt all along that the 
library should be in a business district, 
and Morris wants the library made the 
focus for a redevelopment of Newtonville 
Square. He wants to have the library built 
over the municipal parking lot on Austin 
Street opposite Star Market. 


The stalemate in site selection and 
everything else about the library now is 
due to lack of definition of what kind of 
library system Newton will have. 

Some, such as Thomas and Aid. Susan 
Schur, say that before a site is selected, a 
decision must be made as to whether the 
10 branches will be kept or whether any 
branches will be kept and if so, which. 

Tashjian says the branch question may 
be decided at any later time, because 
there are certain standards for a main 
library, regardless of the number of 
branches. 

She supports her position with 
documentation from library experts, but 
several aldermen, and Planning Director 
Thomas, do not agree.

The Finance and Public Buildings 
committees of the Board of Aldermen 
unanimously approved a $1.2 million 
bond issue for Newton North High School 
to solve the heating, ventilation, and air 
conditioning problem.

South and Catholic 
'home'sites approved

Football players at Newton South High 
School and Newton Catholic High School 
each gained yardage toward being able to 
have "home” football games this week. 

The School Committee sent to the 
Board of Aldermen the approved 
specifications for an estimated $250,000 
stadium at Newton South High School, 
and approved Newton Catholic's use of 
the Newton North field for a fee not yet 
established. 

The specifications for the South field 
that could be built with funds leftover in 
the Newton North bonded account were 
approved by the School Buildings 
Advisory Committee. 

The South field with a quarter-mile 
track, 2000 bleacher seats, a press box, 
and an 8-foot fence, will probably be built 
on land without requiring more of the 


The School Committee unanimously 
approved a request by O. Andrews 
Ferguson and John Pozzi of Newton that 
may save members of their family and 
other residents from spending the rest of 
their years in front of the television set. 

Ferguson and Pozzi asked the School 
Committee for about 1200 square feet of 
space in a building to house the 
Norumbega Work Activity Center, Inc., 
(NWAC) that is forming for moderately 
to severely retarded adults. 

This program has not yet begun but 
Pozzi expects it would be fully funded by 
state and private groups to provide 
service for persons over 21 after they are 
no longer covered by Chapter 766. 

Pozzi, a senior at Northeastern 
University majoring in therapeutic 
recreation, is president of NWAC and told 
the Committee that staffing would be 
provided if space is given. 

Pozzi said the mental retardation 
coordinator at the State Department of 
Mental Health has given him en¬ 
couragement that the director and 
assistant for the 10 to 12 people to be 
served would be funded by federal CETA 
program. 

Ferguson, who lives at 134 Upland Rd., 
Waban, said his daughter was at Fernald 
before Chapter 766, and after she has to 
leave the current program at Newton 
South High School, there is no place for 
her to go. 

She can't go back to Fernald, the 
Juniper House in Newton is full, and the 
Charles River Workshop for mentally 
retarded adults is full. 

Newton currently pays the Charles 
River Workshop $14,178 a year for its 
share of the costs of the sheltered 
workshop, according to Dr. Carolyn 
Zavarine, city health conmussioner. 

Ferguson said there are four adults 
currently in the Newton South Chapter 
766 program that would be forced to leave 
in September of this year.

Newton South Athletic Director 
George Winkler, who drew up the 
specifications, said before the unanimous 
vote, "We are in dire need of some type of 
facility.”

Approval of Newton Catholic's use of 
the North field came after the two 
lawyers on the Committee, Honora

Ethics code 
considered 
for Board 

Soon instead of "Is it legal?" the 
question may be "Is it ethical?" 

An ethics code, a committee to enforce 
(he code and a provision for censure may 
soon be created for the Board of Aider- 
men. 

Aid. Mark White and Ethel Sheehan 
have drafted the first version of the 
legislation, and the Legislation & Rules 
Committee has sent it to the city solicitor 
for comment. 

The new code is intended "to eliminate 
conflicts of interest in public office, 
improve standards of public service, and 
promote and strengthen the faith and 
confidence of the people of Newton in 
their government.” 

The committee on ethics would be 
composed of the whole Board of Aider- 
men sitting as a committee of the whole 
and may be called by a two-thirds vote of 
the Board. 

After a meeting of the ethics committee 
on the misconduct of an alderman, at 
which the alderman in question may be 
represented by his private lawyer, the 
ethics committee may vote to censure . 

The censure recommendation must be 
approved by a vote of three-fourths of the 
Board of Aldermen in order to become 
effective. 

The only penalty for censure stipulated 
so far is the loss of chairmanship of a 
committee, if the censured alderman 
holds a chairmanship. 

The misconduct being considered as 
grounds for censure or at least a hearing 
before the ethics committee includes 
using public office for private gain or 
preferential treatment; giving 
preferential treatment to any 
organization or person; and exhibiting 
extreme disrespect for the Board of 
Aldermen, its rules or its procedures. 

Behavior of members of the Board to 
others at Board meetings has been of 
great concern, more than about one 
recent public incident unrelated to Board 
procedure.

School budget 
scrutiny begins 


The School Committee heard from the 
school administration on a few questions 
members had about the $32.4 million 
proposed budget, but made no changes at 
its first meeting on the budget. Monday. 

Honora Kaplan repeatedly asked if 
more services should be restored in 
sections of the budget to compensate for 
the cutbacks made in this year’s budget. 

She asked if Director of Research and 
Planning Vincent Silluzio could use 
another person in light of one position 
being cut and replaced by an equal 
monetary amount for contracted ser¬ 
vices. 

Silluzio responded that his office will be 
more efficient with the reorganization to 
plan for a newer, faster, and less ex¬ 
pensive computer that will be bought in a 
few years. 

Silluzio said, "I think we are 
adequately funded to supply the School 
Committee and School Department 
need.” 

Chairman Alvin Mandell commended 
Silluzio, noting that in his seven years on 
the job, "He's always been able to meet 
School Committee requests if you allow 
him time. 

"He does more and more for less and 
less," Mandell said. 

Assistant Superintendent for Program 


Henry Atkins explained to Paul Ash that 
three teacher aides in physical education 
were from Northeastern University but 
were cut from the current FY77 budget 
because federal funding dried up. 

The Elementary Principals’ 
Association had requested more 
secretarial services at the Division of 
Program, Mrs. Kaplan said, for better 
dissemination of information. 

Atkins said he knew there was a 
problem and there still is, but he hopes 
reorganization after more time in the new 
Education Center will solve it. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said he considered the principals' request 
but said he could not respond to all 
requests and stay within the School 
Committee's order to bring in "the 
tightest possible budget which provides 
for the needs of the schools.” 

Kaplan said, "You might as well get 
ready, because this is going to be a 
question through many of these accounts. 

“I have the right to ask what the impact 
will be of fewer staff and a smaller 
budget'” she said. 

Superintendent Fink responded that 
last year he made a lot of reductions that 
he would have preferred to have made 
over a period of years, but now that

owners so that paint, plaster or 
other accessible substance 
with a dangerously high lead 
content may be removed or 
refinished. 

Interest rates on these loans 
would be at the lowest rate

effective statewide reduction 
of lead paint hazards in homes. 

Sen. Backman stated, "The 
dangers of lead poisoning are 
all too real both in human and 
financial terms. Elevated lead 
levels in the blood system 
cause permanent brain 
damage ranging from mild 
learning and behavior 
disabilities to severe retar¬ 
dation. The cost of permanent 
institutionalization of a 
retarded person costs the 
Commonwealth several 
hundred thousand dollars. The 
cost in terms of decreased 
earning capacity and more 
moderate aid to the less 
severely injured is in¬ 
calculable." 

"The legislature in 1971 
recognized this hazard and 
enacted a Lead Poisoning and 
Prevention Control Act," 
Backman said, "under which 
residential property owners 
must eliminate lead hazards 
from existing dwellings. 

Compliance with this law is 
often impeded by the inability 
of homeowners to acquire the 
necessary financing to make 
their premises lead free. 

"Because of the lack of easy 
financing for lead-paint repairs 
to residential homes, several 
bills have been filed to weaken 
or circumvent enforcement of 
the present law. This would be 
a deadly error. 

"Senate 368 is aimed at 
rectifying this dilemma for the 
individual property owner. 

With financing available at 
favorable terms, the owner will 
be able to comply with the law 
and thereby participate in the 
elimination of a substantial 
hazard to our children. This 
situation is correctable, and 
will halt the needless ruin of 
hundreds of lives,” Backman 
concluded.

'Rape bill' gets 
favorable report 


The Joint Legislative 
Committee on the Judiciary 
has given a favorable report to 
legislation originally in¬ 
troduced by State Rep. Lois G. 
Fhnes in 1975, which would 
restrict the admissibility of 
evidence concerning a victim’s 
past sexual history in rape 
cases. 

The bill, which she In¬ 
troduced this year with other 
legislators, would help 
"correct the existing situation 
where the victim is placed on 
trial and the conviction of 
accused rapists is nearly 
impossible,” according to 
Pines. The proposed legislation 
would prohibit the Introduction 
of evidence concerning the 
victim's past sexual history 
except where the prior sexual 
conduct has been found 
directoy material to the issue 
being tried. 

Citing Department of Justice 
statistics Indicating that only 
one-fourth to one-tenth of all 
rape cases are reported, Pines 
stated, “As many as nine out of 
ten rape victims fall to report 
the Incident to police. Of those 
few cases that reach the courts 
as misdemeanors, 73 percent 
were dropped because the 


victim refused to appear. We 
must ask why? The answer, to 
a great extent, lies in 
Massachusetts’ rape laws 
themselves." 

"Legally, a man's previous 
sexual history, even if 
criminal, is of no relevance to 
his credibility, but once a 
woman has had sexual 
relations with one man, a 
presumption of consent to 
relations with all men exists. 
This prevents many women 
from pressing charges, thus 
letting their assailants go free 
to commit the same crime 
again and again," Pines said. 

Pines said the objective of 
the proposed legislation is the 
elimination of the fear and 
humiliation experienced by 
rape victims in the courtroom, 
thus curbing the high rate of 
rape cases that are not 
reported and-or prosecuted. 

There are currently 30 states 
that have passed laws limiting 
the admissibility of the vic¬ 
tim’s sexual history, and 
similar legislation is pending in 
seven other states. 

The legislation has gained 
the support of a wide range of 
individuals and groups. 


DeNucci testifies

Blue law cases

The 11 Newton store 
managers charged with 
violating the Sunday blue law 
prohibiting the sale of certain 
goods on Sunday had their 
cases continued this week until 
March 29.

The Newton legislator told 
the committee that his bill 
would impose the minimum 
mandatory sentence for "the 
most heinous of crimes," 
(kidnapping, manslaughter, 
indecent assault and battery on 
a child under 14, mayhem, 
assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon, armed 
robbery, armed assault with 
intent to rob, armed assault in 
a dwelling house, stealing by 
confining or fear, rape, rape of 
a child, rape and abuse of a 
child, assault with intent to 
rape, assault of a child with 
intent to rape.) 

He then added: "The fact 
that a firearm is involved in¬ 
dicates some form of 
premeditation on the part of 
the offender." 

DeNucci urging the com¬ 
mittee’s favorable action on H- 
3952 said, "This measure, 
unlike most mandatory sen¬ 
tence bills, would still leave the 
discretion in each case with the 
judge but it says that a sen¬ 
tence should mean a sen¬ 
tence." He added, "The public 
is fed up with the' in again, out 
again' philosophy that is 
currently in practice by the 
Commonwealth’s Judicial 
Corrections systems." 

The Joint Committee on 
Judiciary is expected to vote 
its recommendation on the 
proposal within two weeks.

Gene Larson, speaking at the 
meeting, said that selected 
sidewalks are plowed as school 
routes. These amount to 200 
miles of sidewalks, about one- 
third of the total sidewalk. 

Larson acknowledged that 
the type of plow in use now is 
not very efficient and said he 
has requested money in the 
FY78 budget to buy 27 new and 
different sidewalk plows that 
have sanders in the rear. These 
will cost $16,500 each and have 
a life expectancy of 7-10 years. 

Laskey asked for severe 
fines for blocking the sidewalk 
with snow plowed from a 
driveway, and Silbey asked for 
acceptance of a state law 
allowing fines for failure to 
make sidewalks passable. 

Members of the committee 
felt that requiring homeowners 
to shovel or plow sidewalks 
would put too great a financial 
and physical burden on the 
elderly. Previous discussion of 
the availability of new or used 
snowblowers to most residents 
was not revived. 

Silbey suggested that after 
people were made aware of the 
legal requirement to shovel 
sidewalks, they would adjust to 
it and comply with the law, 
which would be enforced by 
police, but Police Chief 
William Quinn was not en¬ 
thusiastic about adding such 
enforcement to police duties. 

“We have to cut back on 
something,” Silbey said. "The 
city cannot do everything for 
everybody." 

Voting to deny the proposal 
to write a new ordinance were 
Aid. Thomas Concannon, 
Richard Bullwinkle, Mark 
White, and Ethel Sheehan; 
opposed to denial was Donald 
Budge. 

The matter will be voted on 
by the Board of Aldermen 
March 7. 


Aldermen support proposal for 
renovation of Underwood School 


Nine aldermen, members of 
the Public Buildings and 
Finance committees, approved 
the latest plans for additions 
and alterations to Underwood 
School in Newton Comer last 
Thursday night. 

The full Board of Aldermen 
must approve the transfer of 
$43,000 from a previous ac¬ 
count for work on the school so 
that complete architectural 
plans can be drawn. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Gene I .arson plans to trim 
$200,000 from the estimated 
$1.3 million from the project 
that includes an addition of 
2000 square feet for a 
multipurpose room. 

Larson may be able to save 
money on some of the site work 
and possibly cut out the fire 
sprinklers in the basement 
after consulting with Fire Chief 
Harvey Preble. 

Larson told the members of 
the two aldermanic com¬ 
mittees that other preliminary 
sketches for the project in¬ 
cluded one with no addition and 
one with a larger addition. 

This compromise plan meets 
the the educational needs of the 
school, the commissioner said, 


with the new addition costing 
about 20 percent of the total. 

Renovations inside the 
existing building will account 
for about 70 percent of the 
total. Most of this will be to 
meet health and safety 
requirements. 

About another $100,000 will 
be spent to build rooms totaling 
1,800 square feet in the existing 
arcade over the gym. 

Wilson Pollock spoke on 
behalf of the neighborhood and 
said improvement plans for the 
school have been tabled for the 
past five years because of the 
expected addition. 

When Director of Support 
Services Roy Cornelius ex¬ 
plained that the students will 
be bused from Underwood to 
four or five yet undetermined 
schools for the one year the 
project will take, Aid. John 
Stewart of Lower Falls asked 
why the students couldn’t be 
bused permanently and the 
school be closed. 

Stewart strongly defended 
the Hamilton School in his 
village when it was under 
consideration for closing in 
1984 by the School Committee. 

Cornelius explained that the 


Underwood PTA agreed upon 
busing for only one year at the 
most and pointed out that in the 
end, the cost of busing ($100,000 
at the most for one year) would 
eventually be more than the 
cost of renovation. 

Aid. Edward Richmond was 
"deeply troubled" that no 
School Committee member 
was present to "fight for" the 
project’ since it passed that 
Committee by a 5-1-3 vote. 

Aid. Susan Schur viewed the 
project favorably and said, "It 
looks rather minimal com¬ 
pared to what we saw before," 
referring to the $1.8 million 
addition the Board approved 
two years ago. 

At that time the city hoped to 
receive funding from the 
School Buildings Assistance 
Bureau, but now the SBAB has 
changed its priorities and 
Newton will have little chance 
of funding. 

The Public Buildings 
Committee approved the 
project 5-0 with Aid. Schur, 
Ernest Dietz, Dominic 
Taglienti, and Terry Morris in 
favor. Absent were Aid. Robert 
Stiller, Donald Budge, and 


Board President Joseph 
McDonnell. 

Finance Committee approal 
was 4-0-1, with Aid. Richard 
Bullwinkle, Mark White, 
Wendell Bauckman, and 
Richmond in favor and Stewart 
abstaining to study the School 
Committee's deliberation on 
the matter. 

Absent from the Finance 
Committee were Chairman 
Sidney Small, Andrew Magni, 
and Joan Saklad.

Committee this week approved 
asking the state legislature for 
permission to enact a “tow and 
hold” ordinance in Newton. 

The purpose of the new law 
will be not only to collect the 
thousands of dollars of revenue 
either lost or delayed in the 
accumulation of unpaid tickets 
but also to encourage the ob¬ 
servance of traffic and parking 
regulations in the first place.

During the snowstorms, 
police towed and stored 60 to 70 
cars, Police Chief William 
Quinn said, at the parking lot of 
the School Department's 
Education Center. 

Quinn now is empowered to 
tow cars with two previous 
unpaid violations, he said, but 
the police wait until there are 
three. 

The difference between the 
present law and the new law is 
that now the police may not 
hold the car until all fines are 
paid.

Code of Ethics 

Conduct of public officials is not a new 
topic, and ethics have been under considera¬ 
tion at various levels of government since 
Watergate. 

This week, the Board of Aldermen began 
its consideration of a code of ethics and 
provisions for censure at the local level of 
government with the introduction of a draft 
code offered by Aid. Ethel Sheehan and Aid. 
Mark White. 

Everyone has to begin somewhere, and 
while we know the code introduced will 
certainly not be the final version approved, 
we think this is a good time to make some 
suggestions and comments of our own. 

The committee on ethics would, as en¬ 
visioned, consist of all 24 aldermen sitting as 
a committee of the whole. A meeting could 
be called on the motion of one alderman, 
seconded by another and voted by a two- 
thirds majority. 

The alderman in question can be 
represented by counsel and a vote to censure 
would require a three-fourths majority. 

These are all sensible provisions. 

As a penalty, Aid. W'hite and Sheehan 
have proposed that if the alderman censured 
is the chairman of a committee, he or she 
would automatically forfeit the chair¬ 
manship. 

We would like to suggest adding that any 
alderman censured must make a public 
apology to the party offended, or some 
provision that would penalize aldermen who 
are not committee chairmen. 

As is stated in a proposed preamble: 
“Where government is based on the consent 
of the governed, every citizen is entitled to 
have complete confidence in the integrity of 
his government. Each individual officer, 
employee or adviser of government must 
help to earn and must honor that trust by his 
own integrity and conduct in all actions.'' 

As President Carter recently said: “I am 
not the number one boss, I am the number 
one servant." 

This refreshing return to a long-honored 
and then long-forgotten approach to govern¬ 
ment makes the code of ethics here even 
more timely. 

Citizens of this city trust the mayor, 
aldermen and School Committee members 
to work in their best interests. 

W hen a situation arises where the position 
of elected official is used for personal gain 
or preferential treatment, or is used to 
threaten or coerce other public servants, an 
abuse of power clearly exists and a code of 
ethics is needed. 

It also, once established, will state a 
philosophy of government that will serve as 
both a guide and a deterrent to all future 
public servants

Throughout his presidential campaign, 
Jimmy Carter could always strike a 
nerve by saying, "our lax system is a 
disgrace to the human race." 

He was right, and now is the time to 
change it. 

In 1975, 11 major American cor¬ 
porations with earnings of $ 1.2 billion 
paid no federal income tax. Moreover, 
the 145 largest American corporations 
paid twice as much in foreign taxes as 
they did to Uncle Sam. 

Last year, Congress did move to close 
some of the tax loopholes which permit 
such outrageous abuses. But we still have 
a long way to go in building a tax system 
which makes everyone pay his or her fair 
share. 


According to the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment, one quarter of the tax benefits 
claimed on individual income tax returns 
helps only the top 1.2 percent of all tax¬ 
payers. 

No wonder millions of Americans feel 
betrayed by a tax code that is unfair and 
incredibly complicated 

When Congress repealed the oil 
depletion allowance for the giant oil 
companies, we brought an extra $2 billion 
into the federal treasury. 

With a new Administration committed 
to fundamental reform of our tax code, 
we should be able to eliminate other 
corporate giveaways. 

I believe the tax laws must be fairly 
administered; and as a member of the 
Government Operations Committee, I 
have found distressing evidence of the 


uneven performance of the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Our oversight subcommittee 
discovered that one quarter of the 29 
million Americans who phoned the IRS 
for assistance were given incorrect in¬ 
formation. while three-quarters of all 
returns prepared with the assistance of 
IRS personnel contained one or more 
errors. 

As we face the April 15 deadline for 
filing income taxes, those are sobering 
statistics indeed. They cry out for im¬ 
proved performance by the IRS and a tax 
code simple enough to understand. 

Another aspect of the IRS which must 
be changed is the unconscionable use of 
the Service to harass political opponents. 
I am working for the establishment of 
formal procedures and criteria for the 
selection of individual income tax returns 


for audit. In this way, we can keep 
politics out of the IRS. 

The Internal Revenue Service is the one 
government agency which touches nearly 
every citizen. If the IRS is arbitrary or 
vindictive, if it favors the affluent over 
the middle class and the poor, if it is in¬ 
sensitive to reasonable complaints and 
incapable of providing correction in¬ 
formation, confidence in our system of 
government is shattered. 

I hope the Administration and the 
Congress nominate the tax bureaucracy 
as one of the first candidates for top-to- 
bottom overhaul. In that way, we can 
begin to insure fairness and equity in the 
tax laws administered by the IRS.

The realities of power

Three phenomena are occunng 
sunultaneously. If we study them, we 
may possibly see a common force at work 
worthy of noting. 

No matter how hard we might try, we 
cannot avoid the lurid stories about 
crazed gunmen cum hostages. We seem 
to enjoy a new fad, such as pop art, disco 
and gardening. Everyone is taking up 
their guns and holding hostages to draw 
attention to their own decidedly odd 
beliefs. 

1 suspect that in a few short weeks we’ll 
see in trend-setting circles the 
development of hostage cocktail parties: 
you can't attend unless you bring a 
hostage The more famous the hostage, 
the higher up the social ladder you go. 

I think Andy Warhol commented that 
as electronic media proliferate, everyone 
will be famous for 15 minutes. 

Hostage-taking is some people’s idea of 
how to become famous for a few minutes. 


But underlying the need to be famous 
through violent means is a need to have 
some type of power. 

When the belief that one is totally 
powerless to function successfully in 
society becomes all-consuming, then that 
belief will lead toward anti-social 
behavior. That behavior will soon 
manifest itself to demonstrate that power 
has been obtained in a very graphic way, 
albeit briefly. 

Another observable trend is the 
depiction of violence in entertainment 
and informational vehicles. We've ex¬ 
perienced many complaints that TV, 
film, literature and even music use 
violence as the exclusive method for 
conflict resolution. We see that our news 
sources tend to highlight those events 
where some violent action has taken 
place. 

Beneath the obvious surface titillation 
lies the belief that physical violence is the 
only means to obtain an end. 

Popular culture outlets offer the ethic 
that the only successful application of 
power is physical violence, whether 
advancing in society or upholding the 
laws of that society. 

'Die other peculiar rnainfestation if the 
result of recent testing in our educational 
systems which shows that students aren’t 
learning what their parents want them to 
learn 

Studies show that verbal and 
mathematical test scores on college 
entrance examinations are dropping, that 
students do not understand the Con¬ 


stitution, or that they believe Jim Beam 
is the mayor of New York City. 

And the result of this may be that 
children turn to anti-social behavior' such 
as vandalism, alcholism or running 
away. The young see no value in 
education and feel powerless to do 
anything about it. 

These social ills and other result from 
our culture's distaste of mentioning 
power in polite company. We seem to 
treat power as if having, using, or seeking 
it were something a decent person just 
didn't do. 

When we speak of power, it is usually 
with disdain. We create images of 
derelict presidents, tyrants, robber 
barons or gangsters. 

But everything we do is accomplished 
by power and usually because we want 
more of it. We use the power of the 
position conferred on our jobs to earn 
more money to use as power. We try to 
educate our children to ensure they will 
have the power to survive, and, we hope, 
succeed in society. We write books or 
compose music to act as powers to in¬ 
fluence others. 

The currency of our lives is power, but 
we try not to admit it. 

If we were to take every course taught 
in our schools and reveal to the students 
that power bes in understanding and 
learning the subject matter, we might 
very well see a different attitude ex¬ 
pressed by our children toward 
education. 

We ought to show ui the classroom the 


power of history’, art, languages and 
biology. All the courses taught by our 
schools should emphasize the power 
inherent in each. 

By doing so, the importance of that 
subject will be inhanced. Students will 
have a better opportunity to understand 
both the value of education and the 
society they are being prepared to enter 

They may also come to realize that 
there is an entire spectrum of power 
available to them. 

The more we realize there are more 
ways of obtaining and using power, the 
greater the chances we will not use 
violence as the sole expression of power. 
With a better understanding of power, we 
may not become exponents of the hostage- 
school of social interaction. Our 
newspapers and entertainment mediums 
might even depict conflict resolution in 
ways other than at the point of a gua 

We might even confer on education 
qualities which will make it more ap¬ 
pealing to both student and parent 

Once we recognize the reality of power, 
we might even begin to reconstruct 
values by which we can best teach our 
children how to use that power in wor¬ 
thwhile ways. 

But the acquiring of values is another 
matter and depends upon the realization 
that values without meuns of expression 
are too abstract to teach.

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Mofenson leads effort to set up 
state thyroid-cancer screening 


To the Editor: 

When Rep. Harrington abused the process 
of public hearings held Feb. 14 at City Hall by 
delivering a self-serving campaign speech, 
many observers on the scene agreed with me 
that it was as I said: '‘Deplorable." 

Volunteers serving for many years on a 
municipal board have given their time and 
effort to evaluate facts as they relate to a 
given situation. We find attempts to muddy 
the political waters offensive and detrimental 
to good government. Political hay-making 
has no place at these public hearings. 

Not content with his previous adventure, 
the representative returns to the same 
nonsense in the letters column of the Newton 
Graphic Feb. 24. Since he Involves me by 
name, I am certain the Graphic will afford 
me this opportunity to set the record straight. 

As I do this, I am reminded of Josiah 
Holland's words: 

“The time demands 

True Faith, and willing hands: 

Men whom the lust of office does not kill...” 

The representative’s reference to my party 
affiliation and to the section of our city where 
my family and I have lived for nearly 50 years 
will be recognized by some as an old political 
ploy and one that reflects the true attitude 
and background of a politician who does not 
yet understand Newton, its people and their 
thinking. 

It was probably before our representative's 
arrival in this community when I was first 
appointed a member of the Planning Board in 
1965. My appointment came about because of 
my long-standing concern with and activity in 
behalf of open space in Newton. 

The Planned Unit Development proposal 
which has been seized upon as a campaign 
gimmick by the representative came up for 
public hearing as an idea of community in¬ 
terest to be considered. 

Mr. Harrington ought to understand this 
since, as a lawyer, he has represented clients 
seeking changes in zoning requirements. The 
Planning Board, comprised of mayoral 
appointees confirmed by the Board of 


Aldermen, overwhelmingly rejected the 
proposal. 

Only an over-ambitious politician would 
hang his hat on this proposal as an issue. In 
my judgment, it is dead and offers no threat 
to our open space program. 

Our city, in recent years, has made major 
strides with respect to the preservation of 
open spaces, some significant acquisitions 
being: the Norumbega tract, Harwich Road 
area, Webster Vale, Cold Springs tract. 

Somewhat earlier, tracts of land along 
Hammond Pond Parkway were acquired by 
the city. 

Consistent with fin an daily-sound policies, 
the city has a well-based and organized 
program for the protection of its open spaces 
and for the development of recreational 
facilities. 

It is false to create the impression that 
Newton’s open spaces are going to disappear 
because of construction on the land and it is 
equally false to infer that the mayor and other 
city officials are not concerned and will let 
that happen. 

The representative would do well to deal 
with facts and to review Newton’s history of 
non-partisan government so overwhelmingly 
endorsed in the recent Charter referendum. 

Good government comes to Newton through 
no accident. A long succession of dedicated 
city officials, Democrats, Republicans and 
Independents, has served the community 
ably and honestly without resort to disruptive 
partisan sniping. 

One thing the representative trumpets loud 
and clear; I am a supporter of Mayor Mann.. 

That is all to the good for it appears I am 
numbered a among the many who admire the 
mayor’s integrity and commitment to good 
government and his ability to rise above the 
petty and self-serving for the sake of all of us, 
regardless of where we live in this great 
community.

Parking restrictions 


To the Editor: 

Recently, I was given a 
parking ticket for parking in 
front of the Pomroy House on 
Eldredge Street in Newton 
Corner while picking my 
daughter up at her after-school 
day care program there. 

She has been attending 
programs there for a number 
of years, and I have never 
received a ticket before. I 
never park for more than 15 to 
20 minutes when I pick her up 
after work. 

Since I felt this was unfair, I 
wrote a letter directed to the 
traffic division at Newton 
District Court. I placed it on a 
bulletin board at Pomroy 
House to allow interested day 
care parents to endorse my 
letter. I solicited signatures in 
no other way. 

It was signed by about 25 
parents and staff members of 
the Pomroy house. I am sure if 
I had solicited signatures 
personally, from other day 
care parents, I could have 
gotten more. 

My letter pointed out that 
there were no safe parking 
alternatives for parents 
piclcinq up children. At the 


time of day we pick them up it 
is rush hour, it is dusk, a very 
dangerous time because 
drivers cannot see people 
crossing streets; parking is not 
allowed at this time in front of 
the Pomroy house, and parking 
is only allowed on Chrch Street 
on the side of the street op¬ 
posite from Pomroy. 

Traffic is heavy on Church 
Street because drivers use it to 
avoid Newton Corner. They 
come from Centre Street up 
Church to get to Park Street 
and Waverley Avenue. 

In fact, after receiving the 
ticket, I always parked my car 
on Chruch Church Street and 
was almost run over by a car 
which did not slow down to 
allow me to get between 
parked cars as I walked down 
the street. The street is the only 
place someone can walk who 
has parked on Church Street. 
The snowbanks prevent 
walking on the sidewalks. 

In response to my letter, I 
received a call from a police 
captain in the Traffic Division 
who told me there was nothing 
it could do to help us. 

He said the parking 

restrictions were placed on

I read in the Newton Graphic 
Feb. 10 that you plan to rebuild 
some of the traffic in¬ 
tersections around Newton, 
such as the one in Newton 
Corner. I’m all in favor of this; 
the intersections need it. 

The article stated that you 
plan to use treadle switches to 
control traffic lights. But 
bicycles can’t trip any treadle 
switches I've seen. 

There are a lot of treadle 


switches in the streets in 
Brighton; and when I bicycle 
there, 1 either have to wait for 
a car to trip the switch or run a 
red light. 

Running red lights is unsafe 
and violates Massachusetts 
traffic laws, which, quite 
rightly, require bicycles to 
obey the same laws as motor 
vehicles. 

So, please try to obtain 
treadle switches which 
bicyclists can trip, or else use 
some other means of con¬ 
trolling the lights.

State Rep. David J.

"The program provided a 
real public service," Mofenson 
said. “It not only documented 
the problem, but it illustrated 
the procedures a community 


could uae in tracking down 
these now adult patients. In¬ 
viting them in for 
examinations, and through the 
use of early detection, prevent 
many tragedies and certain 
deaths.” 

Last month, Mofenson wrote 
Commissioner of Public Health 
Dr. Jonathan Fielding urging 
that steps be taken to establish 
a thyroid cancer screening and 
treatment program in 
Massachusetts. Fielding has 
responded by outlining a public 


Mann wants broader 
tax exemptions for aged 


Mayor Theodore Mann 
appeared before the 
Massachusetts Legislative 
Joint Committee on Taxation 
in support of House Bill 2857, an 
act broadening real estate tax 
exemptions for widows and the 
elderly. 

The petition was presented to 
the State Legislature by 
Representative David J. 
Mofenson, Senator Jack H. 
Backman, and Representative 
A. Joseph DeNucci. 

In his testimony before the 
committee, Mann, cited the 
severe economic plight of 
certain senior citizens and 
widows who are property 
owners with limited incomes 
and are faced with rising living 
costs and constantly increased 
tax burdens. 

Mayor Mann alluded to the 
responsibility of the state 
legislature to do something 


about the impending 100 
percent revaluation ordered by 
the courts effective July, 1978, 
and said, "The financial 
trauma going to be ex¬ 
perienced by those who can 
least afford it must be con¬ 
sidered by the legislature 
before it is too late.” 

"While we attempt to deal 
with certain elements, the tax 
laws that would make the 
shock of revaluation less 
harmful, you (the legislature) 
must deal with the long-range 
effects of unequal tax struc¬ 
tures from community to 
community," the Mayor said. 

In concluding his testimony, 
Mann spoke in support of other 
similar measures that would 
aid the elderly, disabled 
veterans, and others entitled to 
exemptions, and urged im¬ 
mediate consideration of the 
issue of solving the inequities 
of forced revaluation. 


Information task force project 
It was undertaking. 

Since Mofenson’s letter, the 
Massachusetts Hospital 
Association, part of the Public 
Health Task Force, has 
prepared a set of guidelines for 
hospitals’ involvement with 
programs of screening and 
treatment of thyroid cancer 
patients. Mofenson explained 
that it is especially important 
that a coordinating approach 
between state and local 
medical societies and hospital 
councils be established. 

"According to medical 
authorities, there are currently 
no reliable data on the names 
and numbers of people in¬ 
volved,” Mofenson said. "It is 
critically important that all 
persons who believe they 
received radiation therapy 
between 1940 and 1960, in In¬ 
fancy through adolescence, 
contact the physician's office 
or hospital which administered 
treatment or the American 
Cancer Society for information 
on screening procedures.” 

According to the 
Massachusetts Hospital 
Association, "although the 
correlation between radiation 
therapy and cancer ’of the 
thyroid gland was recognized 
15 to 20 years ago, the maturing 
of that population of children 
treated in the 1940s to 1960s has 
brought the problem Into in¬ 
creasingly sharper focus. 
There is irrefutable evidence 
that there is a significant in¬ 
cidence of cancer of the thyroid 
in persons who received 
radiation therapy as children. 

Mofenson said he hoped the 
series on the problem 
scheduled to be broadcast on 
WBZ-TV, Channel 4, this week 
would further efforts at public 
education.

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Newton must have for a site 100,000 
square feet of land (at the minimum 
80,000), Tashjian says, with about 64,000 
of usable building space. 

It should be located in or near a 
business area to be of greatest use to the 
most people, Tashjian says, should be in 
the best possible place for public tran¬ 
sportation, and should be geographically 
centrally located if possible. 

With these criteria in mind, two 
locations were selected some time ago by 
the City Planning Committee for further 
work by the Library Site Selection 
Committee, which met for the first time 
Tuesday night. 

The two obvious locations were 
somewhere in Newton Centre and 
somewhere in Newtonville. 

Four possible sites were quickly 
eliminated — Morris’ parking lot on 
Austin Street, empty lots behind Sumner 
Street and Langley Road, Newton Centre, 
the site of the present Newton Centre 
branch, and over the Mass. Pike with the 
use of air rights. 

The interjection of the Homer and 
Walnut Street site again came as a 
surprise to most of the site selection 
committee members. The site was 
rejected definitively years ago. 

Apparently independently, Aid. John 
Stewart and Susan Schur both arrived at 
the Homer and Walnut location. Stewart, 
in a memorandum to the committee, 
said, "It is not true that a central library 


has to be located in a busy shopping area 
. . . "There would be a certain symbolic 
significance to a central library on the 
City Hall site. The building would be 
recognized and the institution would 
immediately be recognized as belonging 
as to all the citizens of the city, not 
primarily to the citizens of Newtonville or 
Newton Centre or Newton Comer." 

Other benefits of the City Hall location 
would be the possibility of locating the 
city archives in the library, where they 
would be accessible to City Hall, and the 
use of the library as a meeting place for 
groups concerned with politics and 
government. 

Stewart said he believes the number of 
people who would use public tran¬ 
sportation to a library, even it it were 
convenient, has been exaggerated. 

Schur agrees with Stewart on the 
transportation and added that the Homer 
and Walnut location is no worse for public 
transportation than most other sites and 
is considerably easier by private car than 
many other locations, particularly those 
in congested business areas. 

Schur brought up again her opinion and 
that of Charles Thomas that the branch 
question must be settled before a definite 
site is picked. 

Not only can the decision on branches 
affect the kind of library to be built, Schur 
felt, but it will also have an effect on the 
voting of the Board of Aldermen on any 
kind of new library. 

Schur said people will be interested in

Manuel Beckwith noted that previous 
committees have turned down such 
requests because of the church and state 
issue and the problem with overuse of the 
field. 

Coordinator of Physical Education 
Joan Schmidt and Newton North Prin¬ 
cipal Richard Mechem relayed the 
feelings shared with Newton North 
Director of Athletics James Ronayne that 
the five Sunday games planned by 
Newton Catholic would constitute 
“significant overuse.” 

Schmidt noted that football is a high- 
risk sport and the training room and first 
aid room should be available to the 
players of any game on the field, but 
Committee member Edward Prince who 
presented the proposal for Catholic said 
they only want the field. 

Prince’s original motion called for the 
rental fee of the field to be $25 per game, 
but the Committee agreed to let the 
school use the field at a rental fee to be set 
by the Recreation Department and the 
School Department to cover preparation, 
use, and cleanup of the field. 

Newton Catholic would be responsible 
for providing adequate police protection 
as determined by the Police Department, 
and must present proof of insurance to 
protect the city from being liable for 
anything that happens while Newton 
Catholic is using the field. 

The motion to allow use of the field was 
passed 7-1 with Beckwith against and 
Michael LeConti absent. The motion for 
the setting of the appropriate fee was 
passed unanimously. 

Rural exchange 

Unanimous approval was given to an 


exchange program with 15 Newton South 
students and 15 students from Whitcomb 
High School in Bethel, Vt., for a period of 
one week. 

Students will be responsible for raising 
the $200 needed for the bus trip the week 
of May 1. They will spend the week in the 
homes of the 15 Bethel students and 
follow the rural students’ school 
schedules. 

School Committeeman Paul Ash said 
the program "sounds like a very exciting 
experiment." 

"It shouldn’t stop at Bethel. Students 
would get a tremendous experience if 
they were to spend a week at a Boston 
school, such as Roxbury High School." 

"We should encourage these kind of 
collaborative exchanges if this program 
is a success"’ Ash said. 

This program was approved under the 
Committee policy on voluntary 
collaborative educational programs 
(VCEPs) that is in the process of being 
changed. 


whether their own branch library will be 
closed, and the answer may determine 
whether there will be public opposition to 
a new library or its cost. Public opinion 
will be reflected by Board of Aldermen 
votes. 

The proposed new library has the 
support of Mayor Theodore Mann If the 
library can raise half the estimated $4 
million construction cost. 

This condition is part of the reason for 
the core committee's refusal to hold the 
Newton Junior College land, which 
Morris feels can be put to better use than 
waiting an indefinite period for fund 
raising. 

The Library Trustees, in its bid to have 
the land reserved, claimed that without a 
site firmly in mind, if not in hand, there is 
little chance of raising any large amounts 
of money. 

As long as the aldermen are as so 
deeply involved in all aspects of the 
library, there seems to no resolution in 
sight soon. 

The committee will meet later this 
month to consider the remaining 
proposed sites — Weeks Junior High 
School, Paul Street at Centre Street, the 
Newton Junior College land again, and 
Commonwealth Avenue land owned by 
Newton Cemetery Corp., a private group. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting, the Paul 
Street land, which would involve some 
landtaking and the demolition of a house, 
seemed to have the edge. 


Ash and Kaplan met Tuesday with 
Hyde Principal Arthur Laughland and 
Warren Junior High Principal Thomas 
Lynn on the current policy which Kaplan 
feels "inhibits" the development of such 
programs.

positions are cut he will not recommend 
restoring them for one or two years with 
the enrollment constantly going down. 

“We could justify another $1 million in 
this budget without any problem," Fink 
said, but he is responding to the com¬ 
munity and trying to make budget in¬ 
creases small in light of declining 
enrollment. 


Next year's budget reflects an increase 
of 1.3 percent, or $422,512 over the current 
one. No allowance is made for salary 
increases that are being negotiated for all 
school employees. 

Mayor Theodore Mann asked the ad¬ 
ministration to bring in detailed accounts 
of $2,725 paid to 29 principals for con¬ 
veyance, and of the $11,520 paid to 31 
other professionals who use their cars.

He also worked in various 


administrative positions 
coordinating personnel with 
the United States Army Air 
Forces, Washington, D.C. 

Einstein received his B.A. 
from the University of 
Wisconsin in 1931 and his M.A. 
from New York University in 
1956, with special studies in 
guidance psychology and 
personnel administration. 

Since 1970 he has been doing 
advanced graduate studies at 
Boston University. He has had 
special schooling at Air 
University, Maxwell Air Force , 
Base, Ala. 

Einstein was president of the 1

Food and Fashion

Virginia barbecued lamb riblets 


You may have noticed that super¬ 
markets are jammed with so-called 
“easy and convenient"’ dishes. The only 
problem is some ot these quickie 
dinners have little flavor and when you're 
trying to feed a family of anywhere from 
4 to 6, “easy and convenient" turns out to 
be something else — quick and costly. 

If it's ease and convenience you're 
looking for, without sacrificing quality, 
Ihe American Lamb Council offers some 
solutions. The following is an introduction 
to less familiar cuts'of lamb, and while 
they cost less they are delicious. 

Lamb is also a wonderful way to beat 
the calorie inflation. What with the ad¬ 
vent of spring, when we all want to shed 
our coats to reveal trim, slim bodies, look 
to lamb. What little fat there may be is 
easily trimmed from all cuts...thus 
lowering calories. Nutritionists say lamb 
is equal to beef in protein, but has less 
cholesterol than other red meats. 

Leg of lamb, though not inexpensive, 
has long been a special Sunday dinner 
treat; ever thought of marinating it 
overnight in a zesty dressing and then 
roasting it to golden perfection? 

Tips when buying lamb: Lamb is no 
longer a seasonal meat...it is available 
year round at your meat counter. Use low 
to moderate heat for most dishes since all 
protein foods toughen and shrink ex¬ 
cessively when cooked at a sustained high 
heat and then cook to the degree of 
doneness you prefer. 

Leg of lamb is cut in a variety of 
ways...American Style, French Style or 
boneless. It may be whole with the sirloin 
portion left on or it may be cut as a sirloin 
half roast or shank half, center leg roast 
or as leg steaks. 

The lamb shoulder is a delicious cut 
and usually much less expensive than the 
leg. Lamb need not be defrosted before 
cooking. Frozen leg, loin or shoulder 
roasts should be cooked at 300 to 325 
degrees. Braise frozen thick chops, 
shanks or neck slices about the same time 
as for comparable defrosted cuts. Broil 


frozen patties and chops farther from the 
heat to prevent over-browning before the 
meat has an opportunity to cook inside. 
Time required will vary with the 
thickness of cut, size of surface area and 
degree of heat. 

ECONOMICAL 
LAMB AND VEGETABLE 
JUMBLE 

4 or more lamb neck slices, about l-luch 
thick, or 24 to 3 poimds 
2-3 tablespoons corn oil 
lVz cups water 
2 beef bouillon cubes 
4 small potatoes, pared 
A i teaspoon salt 
l i teaspoon pepper 
4 small carrots, dices 
4 cup chopped celery 

1 medium-sized onion, chopped 

4 pound sliced mushrooms (optional) 

2 medium-sized tomatoes, cut in 
wedges (or equivalent in canned 
tomatoes) 

4 cup chopped parsley 
Cook lamb over low heat until browned, 
using about 2 tablespoons com oil. Add 
water, bouillon cubes, potatoes, salt and 
pepper. Cover and continue cooking for 20 
minutes. Add remaining ingredients;

1 cup yogurt or sour cream 

2 cups diced cooked lamb

1 pkg (10 oz.) frozen patty shells, 
prepared according to package directions 
In 2-quart heavy saucepan, saute 
onions and mushrooms in butter or 
margarine until tender.

3 to 4 pounds lamb riblets

4 cup vinegar 

1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon thyme 
4 teaspoon liquid smoke 
4 teaspoon crushed bay leaf 
4 teaspoon pepper 

1 cup rice 

2 tablespoons butter 

4 cup grated cheddar cheese 
4 cup grated parmesan cheese 
4 cup grated mozzarella cheese 
Simmer lamb riblets in water to cover 
for 1 hour, or until tender. Drain riblets 
and place in large casserole that has a lid 
to fit. Mix together tomato sauce, 
molasses, vinegar, salt, thyme, liquid 
smoke, bay leaf and pepper; then pour 
over riblets.

4 teaspoon EACH: pepper, garilck 
powder. 

Place lamb in large plastic bag. 
Combine soy sauce, cooking oil, lemon 
Juice, onion, tarragon, pepper and garlic 
powder; pour liquid mixture over lamb in 
bag. Seal bag with a twist tie and place 
in refrigerator. (Be sure bag is secure.) 
Allow roast to marinate about 2 hours, 
turning it several times. Remove lamb 
from bag and place on roasting rack;

BROCCOLI CHINESE STYLE 
I bunch broccoli 
4 cup chicken broth 
I tablespoon cornstarch 
1 teaspoon sugar 
4 teaspoon MSG 

3 tablespoons peanut or corn oil 

4 cup chopped onion 

Cut broccoli stalks in 4-inch diagonal slices and large 
flowerets in half. Boil for about 4 minutes in 1 cup boiling 
water and 4 teaspoon salt. Rinse in cold water. Drain 
thoroughly. Mix broth, cornstarch, soy sauce, sugar and 
MSG imonsodium glutamate) together. Heat skillet and 
add oil. Add onion and fry until golden brown. Add broccoli 
and toss with spatula for 3 minutes. Add liquid and cook 
until sauce is clear. Makes 4 servings. 

A house guest from Winnipeg, Canada offered us two 
recipes that are quite popular in her home town. Here are 
Mrs. Alvin Wire's favorite company recipes: 

BLUM COFFEE-TOFFIE PIE 
Ahead of time: Make your own recipe for a one crust pie 
and before adding water to tlie dry ingredients, put in: 4 
cup brown sugar, 4 cup finely chopped walnuts, 1 square 
unsweetened chocolate grated and 1 teaspoon vanilla. Mix 
until well blended. Turn into a 9-lnch well greased pie plate. 
Press firmly against the bottom and sides of pie plate and 


bake in 375 degree oven for 15 minutes. Set aside to cool. 

FILLING 

4 cup soft butter or margarine 
4 cup granulated sugar 

1 square unsweetened chocolate melted and cooled 

2 teaspoons instant coffee 
2 eggs 

In small bowl, with mixer, beat butter till creamy, 
gradually add sugar, Wend in melted chocolate and 2 
teaspoons instant coffee. Add 1 egg, beat for 5 minutes; add 
remaining egg and beat for 5 minutes more. Turn filling 
into baked, cooled pie shell. Refrigerate, covered, over¬ 
night. 

COFFEE TOPPING 
2 cups whipping cream 
2 tablespoons instant coffee 
4 cup confectioners’ sugar 

In large bowl, beat these 3 ingredients until stiff and put 
lopping over pie filling. Garnish with chocolate curls. Chill 
until served. 

HAWAIIAN COMPANY CASSEROLE 
4 pound cocktail weiners 

1 pound ground beef (prepared as you would for meat 
balls) 

4 pound chicken livers 

1 can (14 cz.) pineapple chunks (reserve liquid) 

Saute chicken livers in a small amount of com oil for 5 

minutes. Remove and place in a casserole. Brown weiners 
in pan and put into casserole. Shape your beef mixture into 
tiny balls and brown-place into casserole. Dram pineapple 
chunks and reserve liquid. Put chunks into casserole. 

SAUCE 

Add enough water to reserved pineapple juice to make 4 
cup liquid 
4 cup brown sugar 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

1 tablespoon chicken soup 


3 tablespoons cider vinegar 
1 tablespoon soy sauce 

Mix well ingredients well and cook with pineapple juice, 
stirring constantly, until thickened. Pour over ingredients 
in casserole. Cover and bake in 325 degree oven for 30 
minutes. You can double the sauce recipe and serve it over 
hot steamed rice. 

Here’s a comment from a reader in Millis who writes: “I 
was anxious to make my favorite sour cream coffee cake 
and it called for chopped nuts and raisins. When I went 
shopping and found out how much these two prices had 
escalated, 1 decided to experiment and my husband says 
the resultant coffee cake is even better than the original 
and so I am sending you the recipe. 

DORIS'SURPRISE SOUR 
CREAM COFFEE CAKE 

4 cup sugar 

3 teaspoons cinnamon 

Hz cups very thinly sliced apples 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 

4 cup margarine 
4 cup shortening 
1 cup sugar 

3 large eggs 

24 cups sifted all purpose flour 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 cup commercial sour cream 
1 teaspoon milk 

In a small bowl combine 4 cup sugar, cinnamon, apple 
slices and lemon juice. Stir and set aside. Cream 
margarine, shortening and 1 cup sugar. Beat in eggs, one at 
a time and beat well. Sift together flour, baking powder and 
baking soda. Combine sour cream and milk. Add flour 
mixture to creamed mixture alternately with sour cream, 
beginning and ending with dry ingredients. Grease a 10-inch 
angel cake pan t or 10-inch square pan). Pour half the batter 


into the pan and spread with apple mixture evenly. Spoon 
remaining batter over filling. Top with a sprinkling mixture 
of sugar and cinnamon; bake in 350 degree oven 1 hour or 
until golden brown and tests done.

EASY CREAM CHEESE 
PASTRY HAMANTASHEN 

1 cup (4 lb. or 2 sticks) margarine 

4 pound (8 oz.) cream cheese 

2 cups flour 

1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 

Confectioners’ sugar 

Have margarine and cheese at room temperature. Cream 
margarine; add cheese and grated lemon rind; beat until 
light and fluffy. Stir in flour, mix to blend well. Wrap in 
plastic or foil and chill for 3 hours. Divide dough into 4 
parts. Sprinkle board with confectioners' sugar. Roll dough 
out on board and cut into 3-inch circles. Put 1 teaspoon 
filling in center; bring bottom rounds together and pinch, 
then bring top of circle down and pinch to form a triangular 
pastry. Bake on lightly greased baking sheet in 350 degree 
oven for 10-15 minutes until golden. 

FRUIT FILLING FOR 
HAMANTASHEN 

1 pkg. (12 oz.) pitted prunes 

4 cup chopped almonds 

4 cup raisins 

1 apple, peeled, cut into pieces 

4 cup orange marmalade 

4 teaspoon cinnamon 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

Snip prunes into tiny pieces. Combine with remaining 
ingredients and cook over low heat a few minutes, just until 
thickened. Do not allow to scorch. Chill to room tem¬ 
perature.

Each child will be asked to do 


a few tasks which will give an 
indication of his or her level of 
readiness and maturity, so that 
there can be anticipated ways 
to provide for the child’s needs 
in September. 

This meeting of parents and 
child should not take more than 
a total of forty-five minutes. 

It is an opportunity to meet 
some 8 of the teachers, the 
school psychologist and nurse, 
for they will be involved with 
the registration and in¬ 
terviewing.

widows, 
widoers get 
special 
treatment 

There are special Income tax 
rales (or widows, widowers and 
heads of households that can be 
of advantage In filing federal 
tax returns. This federal In¬ 
come tax Information and 
other tips on how to file your 
tax return are Included In this 
section of an 11-part series 
prepared from official texts by 
Commerce Clearing House, 
national reporting authority on 
tax and business law. 

Widows or widowers can 
continue to pay the rates ap¬ 
plying to joint returns for two 
years after their spouse’s 
death. 

Heads of households pay on a 
schedule of rates that are 
approximately midway bet¬ 
ween those of an individual 
filing a separate return and a 
married couple filing a joint 
return. 

An unmarried widow or 
widower whose spouse died in 
1974 or 1975 and who maintains 
a household as the principal 
place of abode of a dependent 
child or stepchild will be taxed 
on the 1976 return at the same 
rates imposed on a married 
couple filing jointly, If at the 
time of the spouse’s death, the 
couple was entitled to file a 
joint return. 

An individual Is a head of 
household If he or she is un¬ 
married at the end of the year, 
is not a surviving spouse, and 
maintains in his name a 
household which is the prin¬ 
cipal place of abode of (a) a 
child, including a stepchild, 
grandchild, foster child, or an 
adopted child, even though 
such child, if unmarried, is not 
a dependent; or (b) any other 
related person for whom the 
qualifying individual Is entitled 
to a deduction for an exemp¬ 
tion, unless the deduction 
arises from a multiple support 
agreement. He or she must 
also furnish more than one-half 
of the cost of maintaining the 
household. 

An unmarried taxpayer is 
also a head of household if he or 
she maintains for his or her 
mother or father, or both, a 
household which is their home 
even though the taxpayer lives 
elsewhere, says Commerce 
Clearing House. However, at 
least one of the parents must 
have less than $750 gross in¬ 
come, and the taxpayer must 
have contributed over one-half 
of that parent’s support. 

A married individual who 
lives apart from his or her 
spouse during the entire tax 
year may qualify for head-of- 
household status if he or she: 

(1) files a separate income tax 
return, (2) maintains a home 
for a dependent son, daughter, 
stepson, or stepdaughter, for 
the tax year, and (3) furnishes 
more than one-half of the cost 
of maintaining the household. 

Generally, a married in¬ 
dividual is not entitled to the 
head-of-household benefits. 
However, he or she can be a 
head of household if married to 
a nonresident alien. An in¬ 
dividual who is legally separat¬ 
ed or divorced is not con¬ 
sidered as married. However, 
a person is considered married 
even though his or her spouse 
dies during the year. 

Deductible home| 
phone expenses 

ENGLEWOOD CLIFFS, N.J. 
(UPI) — If you conduct a great 
deal of business over your 
home phone even if you don’t 
maintain an actual business 
office at home, you may be 
overlooking the fact that these 
calls are fully deductible 
business expenses. 

Tax information publisher 
Prentice-Hall reports two very 
common situations: 

(1) Your company does a 
coast-to-coast and overseas 
business. Due to time zone 
differences, a particular call 
from your end during business 
hours would be received at a 
highly inconvenient hour. So 
you make the call in the 
evening from home. 

(2) You're laid up at home 
with a tenacious "bug," but 
you’ve got a lot of things going 
at the office that need your 
attention, so you call in three 
and four times a day — all toll 
calls. 

These types of calls are tax 
deductible. Be sure to keep 
your monthly itemized phone 
bills. You'll need them to 
support your deduction. And, if 
your situation warrants it, you 
might consider installing a 
separate phone in your home to 
be used only for business calls. 
Tills will pinpoint your deduc¬ 
tion and eliminate any "home 
versus business use" allocation 
problems.

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Ethel M. Kerrigan, 84, of 
Newton Corner, will be one of 
more than 60 elderly persons 
expected to attend the first of 
Eliot Church's complimentary 
lunches for senior citizens next 
Tuesday (Mar. 88). 

As many as 200-300 senior 
citizens are expected to attend 
the complete series of four 
luncheons planned for noon on 
Mar. 8,15, 22, and 29. in Eliot's 
parlor. Luncheon costs are 
sustained by the church. 
Transportation can be 
arranged by calling Eliot 
Church at 244-3639. 

Mrs. Kerrigan, a well-known 
party-giver in her day, will 
"play the spoons," an old- 
fashioned musical trick, after 
next Tuesday's luncheon. 
Other guests are expected to 
bring along photo albums, 
scrapbooks, and unrevealed 
talents to share with Newton 
Comer contemporaries. 

The Mar. 8 luncheon will be 
one of the few sociable oc¬ 
casions, other than family, that 
Mrs. Kerrigan has been able to 
attend during this uncommonly 
cold winter. 

Locked in by ice, snow, and 
unshoveled public walks for a 
month, her realative isolation 
was experienced by many 
peers who will attend the 
luncheons. Her fears, having to 
do with root survival in the 
Garden City, are also echoed 
by contemporaries. 

What are the fears of the 
seniors in the Garden City? 

Eliot Pastor Herbert R. 
Davis recently summed up 
salient insecurities he has 
encountered in his ministry to 
Eliot's aging. The "Golden Age 
Fear Sheet" reads like this: 


fear of ill health— in¬ 
capacitation; fear of In¬ 
flation-escalating living 
costs; fear of break-in, rob¬ 
bery, assault; fear of going out 
at night; fear of going out in 
inclement weather; fear of 
traffic; fear of losing one's 
home; and the final fear— 
Where do I go when I can't take 
care of myself? 

According to Davis, an 
inordinate number of Newton 
Corner seniors live alone in 
their own homes. He added 
that home has become their 
security base, but the pattern 
compounds their isolation. 

The Eliot minister expressed 
hope that the senior lunch 
meeting, tentatively called 
"Maturings," will evolve into a 
strong neighborhood resource 
for the elderly. 

Davis spelled out alter¬ 
natives to solitary living and 
nursing homes that Newton 
Comer seniors may wish to 
investigate. He named com¬ 
munal residences (several 
seniors sharing one house), 
and "living space for services" 
(graduate students living in 
rent-free in exchange for 
household work). Such 
arrangements have proved 
successful in other com¬ 
munities, he said. 

Community meals, com¬ 
munication networks (one 
senior phoning another to 
check on health, etc.), small- 
scale transportation systems, 
are additional innovations that 
"Maturings” may consider, 
Davis said. He added that for 
some seniors the greatest 
problem is "learning to accept 
their need for other people.”

Zaleznik indicates, "At 
one time people bristled under 
the pressure to conform, but in 
the 1950’s Whyte saw people 
beginning to like conformity If 
that were true, he believed, we 
were all in deep trouble.

Dinner honors pathologist noted for work in radiation 


Dr. Shields Warren, Newton 
pathologist, who is world 
renowned for his work on the 
effects of radiation, was 
honored at a dinner at 
I/>ngwood Towers, Brookline, 
last week in recognition of his 
50 years with the New England 
Deaconess Hospital. 

Warren was chief of 
pathology at New England 
Deaconess Hospital from 1927 
until 1963, when he became a 


pathologist emeritus and an 
active consultant to the 
hospital. 

After World War II, Warren 
went to Nagasaki to do the first 
study on the survivors of the 
atomic bomb. Besides ob¬ 
serving the immediate effects 
of radiation, Warren helped 
initiate a study in genetics to 
survey the effects on second 
and third generations of the 
victims. 


He served as head of the U S. 
Atomic Energy Commission 
Division of Biology and 
Medicine for the first five 

years after its establishment 
and is now a consultant to the 
Energy, Research, and 
Development Administration, 
successor to the commission. 

In 1971 he was presented the 
Enrico Fermi Award by the 
commission for his outstanding 


scientific achievements and 
contributions to health and 
technical management in the 
development of atomic energy. 

As chief of pathology at New 
England Deaconess Hospital, 
Warren organized that 
hospital’s pathology depart¬ 
ment. He was the founder and 

scientific director for the 
hospital's Cancer Research 
Institute from 1951 until 1969. 


A graduate of Boston 
University and the Harvard 
Medical School, Warren is 
professor emeritus of 
pathology at Harvard Medical 
School. 

In 1976 Warren was named 
chairman of the Life Sciences 
Advisory Committee of the 

National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. He 
beacme the 18 th recipient of 


the gold cane award of the 
American Association of 
Pathologists and Bac¬ 
teriologists, was awarded the 
Albert Einstein Medal, 
American Cancer Society 

Medal, Banting Medal from the 
American Diabetes 
Association, and William 

Proctor Award from the 
Scientific Reasearch Society of 
America.

Bears down Suburban League champs, 7-3 

Don Bosco six ousts North from EMass tourney

BILLERICA — "We had our chances but we just couldn't 
capitalize," said Newton North hockey coach Don Crowley 
after his Tigers were defeated by Don Bosco, 7-3 in the first 
round of the EMass Hockey Tournament at the Billerica ice 
forum last Friday night.

The next eight minutes was dominated by Bosco with 
IiDonni coming up with some beauties on O'Dwyer, Ed 
Rausseo, Paul Gannon. 

Jim McHale just missed the corner at the 5 minute mark 
and Whatley robbed Buckley and Lee Waxman at the 7 
minute mark.

If your treatments were to an 
area below the waist, there is 
no known risk of thyroid 
complications. 

Furthermore, there is no 
known danger of thyroid 
tumors from ultraviolet light 
treatments, nor does 
radioiodine treatment of 
overactive thyroid cause 
tumors.

Working two or three hours 
each week, the volunteers 
cleaned and washed the dolls 
and repaired their hair. Then 
they outfitted the dolls in 
handmade clothes designed 
and sewn, knitted or crocheted 
by the doll group volunteers.

Camera and dye used 
to study eye disorders 


A Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
opthalmologist is using a new 
35mm camera that takes two 
photos per second to diagnose 
eye disease. 

Dr. Norman Wald used the 
diagnostic procedure, called 
fluorescein angiography to test 
for retinal vascular disease 
such as diabetic retinopathy, a 
disease of the retina caused by 
diabetes, and others. 

A special fluorescent dye, 
fluorescein, which is injected 
into the vein of a patient's 
hand, outlines the eye's 
vascular structure within 15 
seconds. The dye absorbs light 
from the camera's flash and 
emits light of higher wave 
length. 

Before the dye is injected, 
color photographs are taken of 
the back of the eye. Black-and- 
white pictures are then taken 
of the dye as it fills and empties 
from the eye vessels. 

The camera itself is very 
simple. The motor-driven 
instrument has a power supply 
that provides the required 
intense flash and filters that 
screen unwanted light 
wavelengths. 

Because regular film is used, 


a photography lab simply 
develops the negatives for the 
opthalmologist to study.

It s a woman's 
world in this 
Bangkok bank 

BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) 
— "I don't think, in the modem 
world, men and women should 
entirely separate their duties. 
They should do things together. 
If a woman is skillful in 
something men are used to 
doing, she should go ahead and 
do it. It should be the same with 
men." 

The observation comes from 
a young, delicate, five-foot- 
three-inch-tall female bank 
security guard who is fully 
trained in the manly art of self- 
defense. 

Yawaman Liengpracha, 26, 
has worked for more than a 
year in a branch of the 
Bangkok Bank. The other 
guard in the branch is also 
female. 

She has been trained since 
the age of 14 in judo, 
taekwando, karate, shooting, 
sword and dagger use and 
boxing.

Non-additive 
snack trend 
is growing 

NEW YORK l UPI)- Snacks 
are trending toward the natu¬ 
ral, non-additive variety, says 
a supermarket trade 
magazine. 

‘‘Progressive Grocer" 
quotes Gary Cook, marketing 
manager for a California 
manufacturer, as saying more 
manufacturers arc switching 
to ingredients such as saf¬ 
flower oil and other products 
low in polyunsaturates, salt 
with no anticaking additives or 
iodine.

One manufacturer estimated 
that 300-400 new snack 
products had been introduced 
during the past 8-10 years. A 
current consensus indicates 
introductions are down.

Squash, Pumpkins, and 
Cukes — For many home 
gardeners' 1976 was not a good 
year for melons or cucumbers, 
and a fairly good year for 
squash and pumpkins. Due to 
rains, the flavor was off. Many 
believe this was due to the fact 
that squash, pumpkins, melons 
and cukes all had one big field 
day and crossed with each 
other. 

While cucumbers, melons, 
squash and pumpkins are 
related to each other, cross¬ 
pollination among them is 
impossible, except for squash 
and pumpkins. Off-flavorers 
can be blamed on poor 
weather. 

When melons or cucumbers 
are exposed to low tem¬ 
peratures or cloudy, rainy 
weather for many days after 
they have emerged as 
seedlings, somehow this does 
something to prevent starch 
from changing to sugar later. 
As most of us know, ripening is 
nothing more than the process 
of converting starch (made by 
leaves of plants) into sugar. 

A certain amount of bit¬ 
terness can be expected in 
cukes, but a sharp drop in 
temperature following a warm 
spell can cause bitterness. Best 
flavor is achieved where 
there’s no more than 20 degs. 
variation. 

Melons develop a flat flavor 
due to poor weather as well as 
shortage of magnesium in the 
soil. Squash and pumpkins are 
something different, indeed. 
When it comes to cross 
pollination, seedsmen say they 
are as careless about their 
progeny as a bunch of alley 
cats. Squashes are pumpkins 
and pumpkins are squashes 
(all are cururbita), but their 
ease of mixing should be no 
problem to the home gardener 
unless he saves his own seed. 
Saving seed from squash or 
pumpkin is a bad practice 
because you get many strange 
types and shapes, some you 
never saw before, even if 
planted 500 feet apart. 

Incidentally, did you know 
that many readers keep ants 
out of the house by cutting 
pieces of cucumbers and 
placing them in the area where 
the ants congregate? They 
don't like the bitter factor 
found in the skin of a cuke. 

Lime your soil — You may 
have a lot of wood ashes left 
from your fireplace, but don't 
dump them on the garden 
without making sure the soil 
needs it. A simple soil testing 
kit is found in garden stores 
which can tell if you need

Ice climbing 


CAMDEN, Maine (UPI) - 
The ice climbing began 
because a small group of 
bicycle riders and rock 
climbers wanted to keep in 
shape during the winter. 

‘‘It’s getting so now that the 
climbing is so much fun that 
the winter is no problem at 
all,” said David Getchell, 48, a 
local magazine editor who has 
been climbing sheer ice walls 
in the Camden area for about a 
year. 

The ice climbing is an off¬ 
shoot of rock-climbing, a sport 
popular in New England and 
elsewhere during the summer 
months. Ice climbing is 
similar, except the ice is 
slicker and trickier to work 
with than rock. 

The local type of climbing is 
generally done on ice that 
develops from running water. 
Alpine ice climbing is done on 
ice that forms from freezing 
snow. 

"This is steeper and has a lot 
more variation in quality of the 
ice, running from soft to very, 
very brittle," Getchell said. 

Many of the ice climbers 
have had some rock-climbing 
experience, and Getchell said 
most of them made the tran¬ 
sition easily. 

"Most rock climbers adapt 
easily," he said. "In rock 
climbing you know what you 
are dealing with. With the ice, 
you have a very fluid material. 
Real good climbers can climb

vertical ice, on ice faces you 
wouldn’t believe. 

The most important thing, 
Getchell said, is good equip¬ 
ment. The basic equipment 
costs about $200 and can run as 
high as $500. But even with the 
best equipment, the climbing 
can be dangerous. 

“Yes, I suppose it's dan¬ 
gerous. The biggest problem is 
the cold, and you generally are 
quite a distance from help, so a 
sprained ankle can cause a lot 
more trouble in the winter than 
in the summer,” Getchell said. 

Between six and eight per¬ 
sons are involved in ice¬ 
climbing in the area, Getchell 
said. All have resisted organiz¬ 
ing into a formal climbing club. 

"We really don’t want to do 
that," he said. "Once you have 
organizations you have the 
complications of organizations. 
This way, we call up and say 
let's go climbing and away we 
go- 

"We’ve been through that 
business in the past and we 
want to leave it for the younger 
fellows. 

“While the climbiong is 
steep, almost vertical at 
times," Getchell said the 
climbers aren’t immune to fear 
of heights at times. 

“I have a thing about roofs, 
for example,’ s he said. "I built 
my own house, and I had to put 
the roof on it.”

Safety Can Be 
Habit Forming 

Habits in driving begin lu 
develop immediately, ranging 
from shifting gears to lightly 
tapping the breaks when 
slowing do vn on slippery 
roads. 

As drivers develop a re¬ 
source of data related to 
handling, safety consultant 
Haskell B. Schultz suggests 
that knowledge of stopping 
distances under various con¬ 
ditions would cut the acci¬ 
dent rate by some 85 per cent 


. . providing the knowledge 

was used in developing re¬ 
lated driving habits. 

Schultz, author of a hand¬ 
book on driving, observes 
that at 20 rmles per hour, the 
auto travels approximately 
22 feet from the time the 
motorist sees danger to when 
he applies the brakes The 
entire stopping distance at 
that speed is 52 feet, under 
normal conditions. That "re¬ 
action time" increases to 65 
feet at a speed of 60 m.p.h. 
with an overall stopping dis¬ 
tance of 243 feet. ***

4-Wheeled Cars 
Not Always So 

As each year's new auto¬ 
mobile models from Detroit 
and foreign manufacturing 
capitals are unveiled, the sur¬ 
prises are, at most, marginal. 
The basics are pretty well 
standardized now. The vehi¬ 
cles still ride on four wheels, 
for instance. 

But it was not always so. 
Industry historian Philip Van 
Doren Stern reports that U.S. 
cars have been marketed—al¬ 
though not very successfully 
—with two, three, six and 
eight wheels. Both the six- 
and eight-wheelers were the 
brainchildren of O. M. Reeves 
of Columbus, Ohio, and he 
turned them out in the years 
just before World War I. The 
row after row of wheels on 
each side of the Octo-Auto 
gave it an elegant look, ns 
well as a smooth ride for that 
era. But Reeves’ sales pitch 
that the tires wore longer 
carried little weight with 
shoppers who realized that 
they had a lot more wheels to 
buy tires for, even if each one 
did last longer. 

The Kelsey Motorette of 
1010 had only three wheels— 
two in front and one behind 
—and was chain driven from 
a two-cylinder air cooled en¬ 
gine. It looks today like a 
cross between a true horse¬ 
less carriage and a motor¬ 
cycle sidecar. 

The oddest of all the vari¬ 
ants on the four-wheel norm 
was probably the 1913 Bi- 
Autogo, which looks like the 
sleekest of roadsters, but had 
only two wheels. "Actually, 
it had more than two wheels," 
Stern admits, "because the 
small balancing wheels had 
to be kept lowered until the 
car got up enough speed for 
them tu he raised." They 
rode just m front, and to each 
side, of the tear wheel, di¬ 
rectly beneath the rear pas¬ 
senger sent. The Hi-Autogo 
was built by James Scripps 
Booth, who later designed 
more conventional cars, with 
$25,000 of his own money, 
and is in the permanent col¬ 
lection of the Detroit Histor¬ 
ical Museum. 

"It had what was perhaps 
the first V8 motor to be put 
into actual use in the United 
States,” Stern recalls. "And 
the cooling system was really 
remarkable. There were 450 
feet of half-inch copper tub¬ 
ing left exposed on the front 
und sides of the car. Water 
was pumped through the 
jacket to the rear tank of the 
radiator—then througn the 
tup bank of tubes to small 
rear return tanks." ***

Warning Maps 

Washington State this 
winter is taking the most 
sophisticated approach yet to 
warning motorists what road 
conditions ahead look like. 
The technique is being tried 
out along the road over 
Snoqualmie Pass, where in 
past years there have often 
been traffic tie-ups at high 
altitudes when conditions 
looked just fine at the ap¬ 
proach points. 

The new warning devices 
are large strip maps—26 feet 
by 24 feet—posted alongside 
major highway approaches. 
Individual panels of the map 
are lighted in red when condi¬ 
tions there require chains. 
That lets drivers either put 


on the traction devices before 
conditions become hazardous, 
or decide to pick an alternate 
route or pull off and put up 
overnight. Interchange loca¬ 
tions and the way to the near¬ 
est cities are also clearly 
shown on the Washington 
maps. *** 

Oil industry insiders pre¬ 
dict that the new legislature 
convened this month (Janu¬ 
ary) in Maine is likely to 
pass a law barring refining 
companies from owning any 
gasoline stations in the state. 
The lawmakers' Energy Com¬ 
mittee ended a year’s study 
on how to spur filling station 
competition with a recom¬ 
mendation for such a meas¬ 
ure.

'Midsummer Night's Dream' a triumph

“A Midsummer Night's 
Dream" is the Boston 
Shakespeare Company 's latest 
triumph. The abundance of 
laughter was very well 
deserved. This play illustrates 
the maxim that Shakespeare 
should be seen rather than 
read. It was simply hilarious. 

'A Midsummer Night's 
Dream" is a strange and 
beautiful web, woven 
delicately by a youthful poet's 
fancy. What is most 
remarkable about the play is 
the harmonious blending in it 
of widely different elements. It 
is as if threads of silken 
splendor were run together in 
its texture with a yarn of 
hempen homespun, and both of 
these with lines of dewy 
gossamer and filaments drawn 
from moonbeams. Elements 
homogeneous yet contrasting, 
some tangible others not. 

The marriage of Duke 
Theseus and Hippolyta, who 
are classical in name only 
'being in reality romantic 


medieval figures), surrounds 
the whole, as it were, with a 
magnificent frame. 

Theseus is Shakespeare’s 
early ideal of a heroic warrior 
and man of action. His life is 
one of splendid achievement 
and of joy; his love is a kind of 
happy victory, his marriage a 
triumph. From early morning 
until midnight, Theseus 
displays his joyous energy and 
graciousness of power. 

In contrast with him and his 
warrior bnde. the figures of of 
the young lovers look slight and 
graceful, and their love— love- 
perplexities and errors are 
seen to be among the minor 
and remediable afflictions of 
the world. The mirth of the 
lovers' part of "A Midsummer 
Night's Dream" turns chiefly 
upon the incidents, and 
therefore, as with the brothers 
Antipholus in "The Comedy of 
Errors" fperformed by the 
BSC and reviewed in 
December, 1975), differences 
of character are not made 
prominent.

Here, as in Errors," there 
are entanglements and cross- 
purposes. The one play has 
been named “the mistakes of a 
day," and the other "the 
mistakes of a night," but the 
difference lies deeper than 
such names intimate. 

For in "Errors," the con¬ 
fusion is external to the mind, 
here it is internal. Also, in 
"Errors" the feelings of the 
actors remain constant, but the 
persons toward whom they are 
directed take the place, 
unobserved, of one another. 
Here, the persons remain 
constant, but their feelings of 
love, indifference, or dislike 
are at the mercy of mischief¬ 
making accident. As the two 
extremes of exquisite delicacy, 
of dainty elegance, and, on the 
other hand, of thick-witted 
gressness and clumsiness, 
stand the fairy tribe and the 
group of Athenian craftsmen. 

The world of the poet's 
dream includes the two; 
Titania the fairy queen and 
Bottom the weaver, and can 
bring them into grotesque 
conjunction. 

No such fairy poetry' existed 
anywhere in English literature 
before Shakespeare. The tiny 
elves, to whom a flower is tall, 
for whom a fraction of a minute 
is an important division of 
time, have a miniature per¬ 
fection which is charming. 
They delight in all beautiful 
and dainty things, and war 
with things that creep and 
things that fly, if they be un¬ 
comely; their lives are gay 
with fine frolic and delicate 
revelry. Puck, the jester of 
Fairyland, stands apart from 
the rest, a hardy type among 
the dainty shapes around him. 

Lysander and Hermia are in 
love. Demetrius, paternally 
approved suitor to Hermia, is 
pursued by the ardent Helena. 
Puck is sent by Oberon, King of 
the Fairies, to sprinkle some 
magical flower juice upon the 
eyes of Demetrius which will 
make him fall in love with the 
first creature he sees, sup¬ 
posedly Helena. Puck mistakes 
Lysander for Demetrius, and 
he is awakened by none other 
than Helena (with whom he 
falls in love, much to the 
consternation of Hermia|. 
When the mistake is realized. 
Puck then douses Demetrius 
with the flower-juice and 
Helena soon has two pursuers, 
Hermia none. 

Queen Titania is also doused 
and becomes enamored of 
Bottom, who has the head of a 
donkey. All this takes place in 
the dream, in reality Bottom 
and his cohorts are to produce

This production is one of the 
funniest I have ever seen. Once 
again, the direction is ex¬ 
cellent. Janet Buchwald in¬ 
novates while keeping the pace 
very fresh. Such between-the- 
lines innovation adds much to 
the comedy. Every cast 
member gives a good per¬ 
formance. Beginning at the top 
of the cast list, Sterling Swann 
gives another masterful 
performance, this time as 
Theseus Oberon. Terry Rabine 
plays Egeus, Hermia's father, 
who frowns upon Lysander. 
Demetrius is played by David 
Grabau who shines in his on- 
again-off agin attitude toward 
Helena. S. Proctor-Gray is also 
excellent once again, this time 
as Puck. Her bubbly manner is 
delightfully appropriate for the 
role. John Griffin Tom Dinger, 
Steven B. Aveson, Robert 
Fiorentino, and Jeffrey Stuart 
are terrific as the Athenian 
craftsment and the fairies. 
Special plaudits to Aveson and 
Beach, who are hilarious as the 
Wall and Moon respectively in 
the "Pyramus and Thisbe" 
sequence (which must be seen 
to be believed; it is tremen¬ 
dously funny). 

Ramon Ramos offers 
another excellent performance 
as the buffoon Nick Bottom. 
Catherine Rust is elegant and 
fetching as Hippolyta-Titania. 
Hermia is played quite sweetly 
by Samantha Wenderoth. 
Rosamond Hooper perhaps 
offers the best performance as 
Helena.

A MEDICAL MIRACLE 


The most unlikely team of surgeons ever 
assembled performed medical magic the 
other day at the Children's Hospital 
Medical Center located at 300 Longwood 
Ave. in Boston. The team arrived at the 
Center carrying their work bags filled with 
operating tools of a different nature. In 
fact when they opened their bags to begin 
this new brand of surgical magic, squeals of 
delight could be heard from the young 
patients who were anxiously awaiting their 
turns.

The purpose of the treatments is to 
help them to confront the situation and 
hopefully take a new lease on life. 

What prompts Catherine to give so much 
of herself to add a little sunshine to the 
lives of those less fortunate than some? 
"Improving ones image is a great morale 
booster and its my way of saying thanks for 
the success I have enjoyed in my lifetime" 
she said. Certainly not a boasting 
statement from this generous woman who 
was on her way to advise the likes of Jackie 
Onasis the very next day and who shuttles 
back and forth to New York for on loca¬ 
tion advice for Harper's Bazaar and Seven¬ 
teen almost weekly. Catherine Hinds 
'Loves Your Face" and is a love according 
to everyone she has touched. Her goal is to 
have others offer their services to help and 
keep the kids smiling.

F or years we have contended 
that the best dining expe¬ 
rience in Boston is to be 

found at the Ritz-Carlton 

Dining Room. But does the Ritz 
mystique survive in the kitchen? 

We decided to finally end all 

speculation and with the blessings 
of Fritz Koeppel, Food and Bever¬ 
age Manager, we spent a day in the 
Ritz kitchen. We snooped about, 
asked endless questions, opened 
doors, tasted sauces, inspected 
cartons and arrived at the conclu¬ 
sion that today the Ritz kitchen is 
displaying the same quality of 
excellence by which it established 
its reputation exactly 50 years ago. 

Contrary to what one may think 
a kitchen’s work does not begin 
with the ordering of a meal. The 
daily events begin about 6:00 A.M. 
when Bill Veloso begins his work in 
the kitchen's storeroom. There, in 
a rather, small crowded room, you 
can find everything that dreams are 
made of. Besides the day's delivery 
of fresh fruits, vegetables, fish and 
dairy products, there are thin, 
crispy fan-shaped wafers called La 
Bretagne Friande, petits pois fran- 
caises, delicate tiny peas imported 
from France, boxes of couscous, 
English water crackers and pickled 
walnuts. For those that appreciate 
la haute cuisine, there are truffles, 
cepes, hearts of palm, escargots, 
white asparagus, marrons entiers, 
and lots more. For thirsty patrons, 
one spies huge bags of special 
blend coffee as well as rows of tea 
boxes, including Twinings, Jack¬ 
son’s of Piccadilly, Ty-Phoo, and 
Pompadour herb brands. In the 
meat chest, we see the prime beef 


hind quarters waiting to be cut up; 
piles of lamb bones which will later 
be placed in the stockpot as well as 
beautiful, perfect scallops, fresh 
pompano and pate en croute 
Maison stacked on the shelves 
waiting to be sliced and served. 
Chef Banino, the well-known 
former Ritz chef, established the 
kitchen's cardinal rule many years 
ago, "Never use poor ingredients; 
the very best quality is essential. 
No fine sauce was ever made from 
stale eggs or inferior cheese". 

No where is this advice taken 
more seriously than where it was 
originally declared. Though the 
country has moved on to many 
convenience products, here, the 
art of cuisine is still passed on in 
the manner of a Medieval craft. 

upervising the entire opera¬ 
tion is Chef Jean Yves 
Loizance, a young likeable 
man who once supervised 

the kitchen of the Rockefeller 
yacht. It is he who must co-ordi¬ 
nate the different levels of jobs so 
that the entire kitchen works 
smoothly and without friction. He 
plans the menus and sees that 
orders from diners are properly 
filled. Furthermore, he must plan 
the day’s work so that the kitchen 
is always supplied with the stocks, 
sauce bases, fresh herbs and other 
basic ingredients and preparations 
the cooks will need for the day's 
menu. But most important of all, 
the Chef de Cuisine brings to his 
kitchen that magic ingredient, his 
discriminating taste.

Chef Loizance uses all his senses 
in cooking, not only touch, taste, 
sight and smell but sound as well. 
The sizzle of oil in a skillet tells him 
if it is hot enough for browning and 
the increasingly muffled sound of a 
whisk beating a sauce tells him if 
the mixture is, indeed, thickening. 

Becoming a full-fledged chef is 
no easy task. A student usually 
goes to school for 2 years and then 
becomes an apprentice for 3 years. 
After that, he graduates to a 
“commis” or specialized appren¬ 
tice. Large kitchens have more 
than one "commis” to a station, the 
kitchen’s main subdivision. Then 
he may become a cook, a broiler 
man, a garde manager in charge of 
cold dishes and salads or a saucier, 
probably the second most impor¬ 
tant position in a well-managed 
kitchen. 

La Classlque 
Cuisine Stockpot 


s in the traditional French 
household, the most influ¬ 
ential element in cuisine is 


the stockpot, the major 
function of the saucier. Long the 
basis of la classlque cuisine fran- 
calse, sauces are the ultimate ex¬ 
pression of fine, delicate cooking. 
Patrick O’Byrne, Chef Saucier, has, 
in effect, the final and irrevocable 
influence on an entree leaving the 
kitchen. It is his authority which 
will wield the lasting impression to 
the diner’s palate. 

Sauces are usually divided into 2 
main categories: sauces to be com¬ 
bined with or served on foods, such 
as Mornay sauce and Hollandaise 
sauce or sauces, which, as an 
integral part of the dish, derive 
their flavors and liquids from the 
foods they enhance. 

Beginning with the latter, the 
most fundamental step to the sauce 
is the stockpot. The Ritz usually 
has 3 stockpots going. One for fish 
bones, another for meat bones and 
the third for fowl bones. To these 
are added innards, cold water, 
freshly sliced vegetables, lemons, 
spices and herbs. These stocks 
simmer for, at least, 2 to 3 days, 
while thickening or reducing. To 
our knowledge, this is the only

Boston restaurant kitchen with 
such fine neverending stockpots, a 
sight to behold! 

But the stockpots are only one 
subdivision in the many areas that 
make up the working kitchen. 
Every station is a microcosm of de¬ 
tails which eventually go into the 
composition of a complete meal. In 
the butcher shop, meat is cut to the 
customer’s specification. At the 
fish station, lobster meat is pulled 
from the shell. All of these shells 
are then put aside to be simmered 
with spices and other ingredients 
and then strained thorugh a cheese 
cloth to form the fish stock, a 
fundamental ingredient to the 
success of the Ritz specialty, 


lobster etuve au whiskey, sauteed 
Maine lobster in a special whiskey 
sauce. 

Your Choice of 
160 Wines 

But it can be said that food is 
only one aspect of a consummate 
dining experience. Wine is the 
adornment that gives a final touch 
of elegance to a meal, and, at the 
Ritz, we find a formidable wine list 
of over 160 varied wines, including 
some excellent California growths 
as well as the most prized Bor¬ 
deaux vintages. In the well-stocked 
wine cellar, we see cases upon 
cases of wines. Mr. Koeppel tells us 
that wine sales have jumped from 
25 percent of the total liquor 
consumption to a present 33 per¬ 
cent. This is a trend we have heard 
about, a direction away from hard 
liquor to wines and wine drinks. 
And when we read the winelist, we 
see an enormous range of prices 
from a very nominal $5.25 a bottle 
to a mind-boggling $250.00 a bottle 
for Chateau Mouton Rothschild 
1945. Nonetheless, a good wine

with your meal does not neces¬ 
sarily have to be a slimming exper¬ 
ience for your wallet, as the wide 
scope of prices on this list indi¬ 
cates. 

Throughout the Ritz, in the 
kitchen and in the dining rooms, 
we see progress and change have 
been subtly introduced while the 
old tradition is maintained. It is not 
just a question of a fine meal. For it 
is not enough for the food to be 
good. Everything must be good. 
The table, the carving, the decor, 
the service, it is all an art. 

And for those who consider the 
whole excitement over dinner a 
trivial matter, ponder the words of 
Brillat-Savarin, noted French gas¬ 
tronomic philosopher who said, 
“the fate of nations depends upon 
the way they eat". 

Cynthia and Jerome Rubin, authors 
of Old Boston Fare, The Proper 
Bostonian Cookbook and the soon 
to be published New Fruit Cook¬ 
book, are currently working on a 
new edition of Boston Dining Out.

S hore Gallery's preview on Wednesday, Feb. 2 of Robert Frost’s 
tribute "The Road Not Taken” provided each of our artists with a 
unique way to express their personal reactions to the poem, 
which in turn created a lively curiosity from our viewing patrons. 
Arthur Polonsky chose a philosophical approach, letting the individual 
viewer’s imagination make his-her own interpretation of “Denial”, his four 
color monotype in predominating hues of soft coral and aqua green.

Bales of hay were being fastened to the 
ground at the Vale's edge to prevent 
additional mud from entering. 

The cease and desist order did not halt 
work on the rest of the NCDF site, where 
frames and exterior walls are about half 
finished. 

“We’re working together to solve the 
problem,” said Alan Schlesinger, 
Executive Director of NCDF. 

The Conservation Commission and 
NCDF held several meetings on the 
siltation, including a lengthy one Tuesday 
morning, according to Schlesinger. 

Although NCDF doesn’t believe the 


commission has jurisdiction at the site, 
NCDF is voluntarily complying with the 
commission’s requests, he said. 

“We are doing everything, and more, 
that they suggested,” Schlesinger said. 

A second issue between the two groups 
is whether an impervious dike on the 
NCDF land should have been in place and 
whether it could have prevented the 
siltation. 

The Conservation Commission wanted 
to have the dike built first, said Chairman 
Dennis Ditelberg. 

“When you peel the grass off (land), 
you are going to get erosion," he com¬ 
mented. 

But NCDF’s contract with the L.H. 
Hewitt, contractor for the project, does 
not call for the dike to be finished first. 


There was no reason to require that, 
Schlesinqer said, because the dike is 
meant to hold runoff after the buildings 
are up. 

When the dike was partly finished last 
fall the ground froze 18 inches down 
before the drainage pipe could be put in to 
let water out, according to the job 
foreman. 

After the dike is completed next week, 
water will drain into a rip-rapped area 
below and seep gradually toward the 
Cohen Conservation Area and the 
Webster Vale. 

Conservation Commission Secretary 
Helen Heyn, who has been working on the 
siltation problem, said Tuesday that she 
did not think it appropriate to comment 
on the situation at this time.

Coordinator of Physical Education 
Joan Schmidt presented an ananlysis of 
how much physical education specialist 
time is available at each elementary 
school in response to questions by Paul 
Ash and Honora Kaplan. 

The state laws require 90 minutes of 
physical education per week for each 


elementary child, with the major portion 
of time being devoted to "vigorous ac¬ 
tivity,” the law says. 

Also included under physical education 
is instruction in health, first aid, hygiene, 
and class performance techniques, ac¬ 
cording to Schmidt. 

Gym teachers, like specialists in art 
and music, are allocated to the 22 
elementary schools according to the 
enrollment in the schools, with the 
smallest school, Hamilton, receiving the 


services of a gym teacher for three-tenths 
of the school week, according to Sch¬ 
midt’s figures. 

This works out just about right for 
Hamilton, giving each of the six class 
units 60 minutes of gym time a week. 
Some schools are two and two-thirds 
hours short of the 60 minutes per class, 
and of the 12 schools that have extra gym 
teacher time, seven have more than three 
hours extra per week.

Planned development, at least as it is 
now conceived, was killed by the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night, which voted 19-4 
against the proposed ordinance. 

A companion proposal, applying to 
parcels of five acres or more, was held in 
the Land Use Committee for further 
work, as the committee felt the cluster 
zoning ordinance may be salvageable. 

The main problems still to be worked 
out in the cluster zoning are the size of the 
parcel to which the zoning may be applied 
and the use and ownership of the open 
land gained from the clustering. 

In the proposed ordinance, lot area for 
houses may be reduced, as long as the 
overall density does not exceed that 
already established for the zoning 
district, in exchange for keeping the 
remainder of the land as permanent open 
space. 

Land Use Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen feels that the developer cannot be 
compelled or even persuaded to dedicate 
the open land to public use or public 
access. 

Many aldermen feel that if there can be 
no public benefit from the land other than 
being able to look at it, there is little 
reason to give a developer the benefit of 


cluster zoning, which can save the 
developer money in street construction 
and other costs. 

Aid. David Cohen questioned the in¬ 
terpretation that public access or public 
ownership of at least some of the open 
space cannot be mandatory. Eliot Cohen 
agreed that a written opinion from the 
city solicitor should be obtained.

Pay increases pass 
for mayor, aldermen 


Opposition to the citizens' committee 
recommendations for a pay raise for the 
mayor and aldermen fizzled, and the 
Board of Aldermen Monday night voted 
approval of both by wide margins. 
Speaking in favor of the minimal in¬ 
crease for the Board — from $1200 to 
$1800 — Aid. Robert Tennant reminded 
the aldermen of the "old days," when 
“there was a feeling of civic¬ 
mindedness." 

”1 wonder where that feeling has 
gone,” Tennant said. 

Aid. Mark White had proposed $2500 for 
aldermen. "I sincerely and honestly 
believe that $2500 is fair value. . .Voters 
would not object if they knew what we 
do," White said. 

In White’s opinion the committee which 
recommended the increases, appointed 
by the Board of Aldermen, was not truly a 
disinterested group "because they are 
taxpayers.” 

White's motion to increase the aider- 
men’s pay to $2500 was defeated 19-4. 
Voting in favor were Aid. White, Thomas 
Concannon, Susan Schur, and Board 
President Joseph McDonnell. 

The vote on $1800 was 16-7 in favor. 
Voting against were Aid. Richard 
Bullwinkle, David Cohen, Andrew Magni, 
James Miller, Terry Morris, Carol Ann 
Shea, and Robert Tennant. 


On the vote for a $10,000 increase for the 
job of mayor, the main dissenter was Aid. 
Robert Gaynor, who said he thought the 
present $27,500 is in line with many 
comparable jobs, even those of con¬ 
stitutional offices in the state. 

Gaynor’s attempt to amend the 
recommendation back to $27,500 was 
rejected by McDonnell, who suggested 
that a vote against the increase would 
accomplish the same thing. 

Other comments on the mayor’s salary 
were from Aid. James Miller, who said he 
finds it difficult to reconcile the mayor's 
salary with that of the superintendent of 
schools, $45,500; Susan Schur, who 
pointed out that with recent pay increases 
for department heads, many would make 
more than the mayor; and Joan Saklad, 
who said, "Nobody can live in this 
economy on dedication.” 

Aid. Eliot Cohen left the chamber for 
the vote because he is a candidate tor 
mayor, as did Aid. Richard Bullwinkle, 
who said, "I may be a potential candidate 
for mayor." 

Voting against the increase in salary 
for mayor were Aid. Gaynor, Magni, 
Morris, and McDonnell. 

The mayor's salary was last set in 1968. 
The aldermen began receiving com¬ 
pensation for expenses in January, 1974. 

Both increases will go into effect in 
January, 1978.

The cost of cremation is $110, and 
contrary to widely held beliefs, a 
cremation does not have to be done in a 
regular coffin, according to Kilborn. 
There are heavy cardboard boxes made 
for the purpose. 

The city, the state, and the federal 
government all see to it that veterans of 
the armed services are taken care of. The 
original veterans’ lot is full and the city 
owns a second lot in the cemetery, which 
in all can accommodate 5O0-600 veterans.

School project 
funds approved 

A $1.2 million renovation of the Un¬ 
derwood School and another $1.2 repair 
and modification of the Newton North 
High School were given the go-ahead by 
the Board of Aldermen this week. 

The Underwood School architect fees 
approved by the Board, while only 
$43,000, clearly commit the Board to 
seeing $1.2 million project through to 
completion. 

Work may begin on some of the ven¬ 
tilation work at Newton North this 
. summer and will be completed in late 
1978. 

"I hope this is the last of the big-time 
spending on schools,” Aid. Joan Saklad 
commented. 

Aid. John Stewart, who had abstained 
from voting for the Underwood project in 
the Finance Committee, explained his 
abstention on the grounds of wanting to 
find out more about School Committee 
opinion. 

"There is opposition to this on the 
School Committee and some uneasiness," 
Stewart said, but he would vote for it 
because there are "checkpoints" along 
the route to completion. 

“What we're saying is that the Newton 
Comer people need a school and that 
busing out would be terribly disruptive. I 
hope the same feeling is applied to Lower 
Falls," Stewart said. 

Hamilton School was scheduled for 
closing in 1981 by vote of the present 
School Committee, which later rescinded

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Judge Flaschner's memory 
to be honored at ceremony 


The late Franklin N. 
Flaschner of Newton, who 
served as Chief Justice of the 
District Courts of 
Massachusetts, will be honored 
with the dedication of a plaque 
and a portrait at ceremonies at 
Newton District Court on 
March 16 at 4 p.m. 

The dedication is being made 
by the Waltham-Watertown— 
Weston-Newton Bar 
Association. Speakers at the 
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occasion will include Edward 
F. Hennessey, Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Judicial Court, 
and Samuel E. Zoll, Chief 
Justice of the District Courts of 
Massachusetts. Attorney 
William Glovsky, a friend of 
Chief Justice Flaschner's who 
served with him as a member 
of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen and who is vice 
chairman of the Franklin N. 
Flaschner Foundation, will be 
master of ceremonies. Mayor 
Theodore Mann and other local 
public officials arc being in¬ 
vited to attend. Members of the 
public are also welcome. 

Shortly after his sudden 
death last year, the Franklin 
N. Flaschner Foundation was 
established to increase public 
understanding of the courts' 
role in stemming the tide of 
crime and violence, to educate 
the public to the kind of 
reforms essential to proper 
functioning of the courts, and 
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to encourage and develop 
public participation in im¬ 
proving the quality of justice. 

Those who knew Judge 
Flaschner are aware of his 
interest in mental health, 
juveniles, prison reform, 
regional planning, and en¬ 
vironmental problems. At the 
time of his death, his highest 
priority involved reform of the 
District Courts of 
Massachusetts; he wanted to 
establish a model for trial 
court systems throughout the 
United States. Judge 
Flaschner saw clearly that 
significant change required 
informed public participation 
and tried hard the last years of 
his life to direct public at¬ 
tention to the need for reform. 

Flaschner Foundation funds 
will be used for such projects 
as the development of 
programs in cooperation with 
public television and media to 
probe the strengths and 
weaknesses of the court 
system; the exploration of 
alternate methods of 
rehabilitation, especially for 
juveniles; and the sponsorship 
of forums and lectures that will 
enhance the prospects of 
judicial reform.

'Sunset' law testimony heard 


Slate Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) testified this week 
before the Joint Legislative 
Committee on State 
Administration, on behalf of 
House Bill 3807, her proposal 
for a Massachusetts “Sunset 
I-aw.” She underscored the 
need to substantially improve 
the efficiency of governmental 
operations. 

“House Bill 3807 is designed 
to place all government 
agencies under the scrutiny of 
the Joint Committee on Post 
Audit and Oversight. It calls 
for the periodic termination of 
all agencies unless affirmative 
action is taken by the 
Legislature. Thus, the sun will 
set on obsolete agencies” she 
said. 

Pines chose the Committee 
on Post Audit and Oversight 
because it is currently func¬ 
tioning in much the same role, 
but is more limited in the scope 
of its duties. It has, she 
believes, the professional staff 
and the neutrality to make 
objective determinations. 

"Agencies will be required to 
explain their past performance 
and justify their continued 
existence." She went on to 
explain that during the past 15 
years, the Legislature has 
tended to address every new 
problem by creating a new 


agency. “This practice," she 
said, "has led to a proliferation 
of government activity. There 
is, however, no mechanism to 
functionally evaluate the need 
for the continued existence of a 
particular agency.” 

The Pines bill proposes a 
comprehensive review of all 
agencies every six years, 
utilizing three basic elements. 
The first is a zero-based budget 
review process. Each agency 
must justify its continued 
existence and financial needs 
from a base of zero, so that all 
expenditures, rather than just 
increased funding requests, 
would be closely examined. Is 
there still a public need for the 
agency? If so, should funding 
be increased, decreased or 
remain the same? 

“This determination will be 
based, in part, on citizen input, 
obtained at public hearings,” 
Pines explained. 

The second element of Pines’ 
bill is unique among the other 
sunset legislation filed during 
this session. It is a review of 
tax expenditure provisions. 
These are preferences in the 
state tax code resulting in lost 
revenue. As with many 
agencies, these provisions 
were instituted to meet certain 
needs and also require review. 

“There are instances when a 


particular incentive was 
adopted to deal with a problem 
which no longer exists, or has 
proved too costly or ineffective 
and causes an unnecessary loss 
of revenue. Too often, the 
Legislature thinks only in 
terms of dollars spent, rather 
than dollars uncollected." The 
review, Pines said, will allow 
the Legislature to determine 
the desireability of the con¬ 
tinued existence of a particular 
tax expenditure provision. 

The third element is the 
law’s own sunset provision. It 
too will undergo periodic zero- 
base review to ensure that it is 
meeting the needs for which it 
was adopted. 

"The concept is sound. It has 
been enacted by Colorado, 
Florida and Louisana. The 
United States Congress is 
currently considering its own 
Sunset legislation," the 
Newton lawmaker stated. 

Pines expressed confidence 
that her proposal will make 
government more streamlined. 
“The elimination of obsolete 
agencies, consolidation of 
duplicated activity and a 
general maintenance of firm 
cost control will result in 
significant savings to and 
improved government services 
for the taxpayer." 
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Harrington favors 
creation of strong 
ethics committee 


State Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington (D-Newton) ap¬ 
peared last Friday before the 
House Committee on Rules to 
speak in favor of the creation of 
a strong ethics committee and 
establishment of rules to 
reduce the power and influence 
of the House leadership. 

Harrington said: "The public 
is greatly incensed over 
corruption in government and 
our failure to take a strong 
stand on this matter not only 
tarnishes the image of 
government, but is 
acquiescence to a charge that 
public officials are insensitive 
to and unconcerned about 
corruption.” 

"An elected Ethics Com¬ 
mittee is only the first step," 
Harrington went on to say. 
“The entire House mem¬ 
bership must approve a strong 
code of ethics which would 
require disclosure of financial 
information and business af¬ 
filiations, require investigation 
of citizen complaints and have 
strong penalties for those who 
violate the code or the conflict 
of interest laws.” 

Harrington also called for 
the addition of a new rule 
which would ban lobbyists 
from the hallways and 
corridors adjacent to the House 
chamber. 

“The time has come to 
consider the appearance and 
the effect of lobbyists on the 
legislative process,” he said. 
“To see them standing in the 
hallways outside the door to the 
Chamber attempting to ‘hustle 
votes’ is a disgrace." 

Concerning a reduction in the 
power of the Speaker of the 
House, Harrington asked for a 


rule change which would allow 
a majority of the membership 
to call for a vote on any bill. 
Under a new ruling made last 
year by House Speaker 
Thomas McGee (D-Lynn), 
unanimous consent of all the 
members is necessary to 
discharge a bill from the Third 
Reading Committee. 

Harrington also requested a 
rule which would require all 
legislative proposals be given a 
public hearing at least once 
during each bi-annual session. 

He said: “We were sent here 
by our constituents to propose, 
deliberate and enact 
legislation.” If bills do not 
receive a public hearing, or if 
they are bottled up in Ways and 
Means or the Committee on 
Third Reading, we cannot do 
our job and our constituents 
cannot determine our position 
on the issues or the support or 
opposition the House members 
have for any particular 
legislative proposal.” 

, During the past few years, 
Harrington said he has joined a 
small group of House members 
in an attempt to change the 
House rules and "make the 
process more open." 

Last year, he said, he was 
one of 12 who voted in a 
Democratic caucus to reduce 
the power of the speaker by 
requiring election of com¬ 
mittee chairmen, the House 
majority leader and the House 
whip. 

On Jan. 5, the Speaker ap¬ 
pointed a special committee to 
prepare permanent rules for 
the 1977-78 legislative session, 
Harrington said. A public 
hearing was held last week and 
debate is tentatively set for 
March 14.

Study of firefighting 


equipment urged in bill 


State Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci is working • to 
establish a commission to 
study developments in 
firefighting equipment. 

DeNucci is a cosponsor of the 
bill which State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson has sponsored in the 
past. 

According to DeNucci and 
Mofenson the weight of 
firefighting equipment is one of 
the major factors contributing 
to heart attacks and job- 
related deaths among 
firefighters. 

"In addition to the equip¬ 
ment weight problem, there is 
a need to upgrade firefighting 
equipment generally," 
DeNucci said. “A better 
equipped firefighter will be 


better able to protect himself 
and, in turn, better equipped to 
save the lives and protect the 
property of us all." 

"Currently in Massachusetts 
we don’t even have a state fire 
data system which, as 
recommended by the National 
Commission on Fire 
Prevention and Control, could 
collect and make available 
information on the many 
aspects of fires, firefighting, 
and other related topics," 
Mofenson said. 

"A commission could serve 
the useful function of searching 
•out sources of government and 
private funds to promote in¬ 
novative firefighting program 
and equipment research."

petition rejected 


The Board of Aldermen 
Monday night refused to accept 
one of two new proposals 
submitted by developer 
Michael Iodice for housing on 
Commonwealth Avenue, 
Auburndale. 

The Board agreed that the 
proposal for 60 units in three 
buildings at 2350 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. constituted a 
sufficiently different proposal 
from one for 72 units that was 
denied last month by the I,and 
Use Committee and the Board. 

But the Board did not agree 
that the proposal for 22 units in 
a townhouse development on 
Iodice’s other parcel of land 
across Commonwealth Avenue 
was significantly different 
from the earlier plan for 25 
units, which was also denied. 

According to rules of the 
Board, a petition may not be 
accepted for referral to a 


committee for a year after it 
has once been disposed of 
without a majority vote of the 
Board. The vote Monday night 
was 12 opposed, 11 in favor. 

Land Use Committee 
Chairman Eliot Cohen ex¬ 
plained that the earlier 
petitions had been denied 
because the committee was in 
danger of running out of time, 
under provisions of the new 
state zoning enabling act. 

"The committee indicated it 
hoped the petitioner would be 
back, that the door would 
remain open,” Cohen said. 

Aid. Mark White, who had 
moved not to allow the new 
petition, said after the meeting 
he hopes that Iodice will 
submit a petition for 20 
townhouse units. 

The 60-unit garden 
development will have a public 
hearing April 11 before the 
tend Use Committee. 


Alan Barkin suspended 
from practice of law 


Former Ward 8 Aldertnan 
Alan Barkin was last week was 
given a six-month suspension 
from practicing law by the 
Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts. 

Barkin lost his appeal from a 
suspension recommended in 
September, 1976, by the Board 
of Bar Overseers, an arm of the 
SJC. 

Barkin, 53, was convicted in 
July, 1975, of two counts of 
failure to file federal income 
tax returns for 1971 and 1972. 
He was fined $1500 and put on 
six months’ probation. 

According to Robert 
DeGiacomo, counsel for the 
Board of Bar Overseers, 
Barkin may file a petition for 
reinstatement before the six- 
month suspension is over, so 


that the Bar Overseers’ 
hearing may take place at 
about the time of the expiration 
of the suspension. 

In order to be reinstated, a 
suspended lawyer must file a 
petition with the Supreme 
Judicial Court, which is 
referred to the BBO for a 
hearing, DeGiacomo said. 

At the hearing the petitioner 
must show that he or she has 
“the the moral qualifications, 
competency, and learning" to 
practice, and that his or her 
resumption of practice "will 
not be detrimental" to the bar 
administration. 

Barkin is director of the state 
Milk Control Commission.

White will study 
brain function

Asbestos is again of high 
concern at Newton North High 
School as the city is preparing 
to begin extensive work on the 
heating and ventilation system 
at the three-year-old school. 

The Board of Aldermen 
approved a $1.2 million bond 
issue to fix the heating, ven¬ 
tilation, and air conditioning at 
the school, and then passed a 
resolution to insure that 
maximum care be taken to 
prevent higher concentrations 
of asbestos from being put in 
the air while the work is being 
done. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson has assured 
parents, teachers, and students 
that all possible precautions 
will be taken, including, if 
necessary, the closing off of 
part of the building for a while 
during the HVAC work. 

The latest testing for 
asbestos and other fibers in the 
air found that "in general, 
fiber concentrations within the 
school are comparable to those 
outdoors," according to a 
report by David Leith, Sc. D., 
an environmental specialist at 
Harvard University. 

Leith uses the testing method 
called for by the federal 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration 
(OSHA), which has set stan¬ 
dards for particle con¬ 
centration in workrooms. He 
notes that no standard exists 
for fiber concentration in areas 
used by the public, but all 
areas in the school are from 20 
to 100 times lower than the 
workroom standard. 

The latest test taken Jan. 25 
and 26 showed that the stage 
had the highest concentration 
of fibers, but Leith believes 
most of the fibers are not 
asbestos. 

A 95 percent confidence 
interval is used in comparing 
the results of the test in dif¬ 
ferent rooms. The confidence 
interval is an estimated 
margin of deviation for the 
test. If the test were repeated 
100 times in the same room on 
the same day, the results would 
be within the range in 95 of the 
tests. 

The air outside the school on 
the roof had a fiber con¬ 
centration of .0371 particles per 
cubic centimeter, with a 
confidence range of .0558 to 
.0183. 

The federal standard for 
workroom fibers is two per 


cubic rentimeter. The wood 
shop had .1 fiber per cc. 

In the stage area, the test 
showed a concentration of 
.0580, with a confidence in¬ 
terval of .0848 to .0312’ which 
shows the stage level was 
above the 95 percent con¬ 
fidence level for the outside air 
on this day. 

During previous tests within 
the past 12 months, the outside 
air tested higher than the latest 
test on the stage. 

The air sampling at the 
school will continue, with 
another test to be done later 
this month, Leith said.

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Editorial 

Raises 

Increases in salary for the positions of 
mayor and alderman in Newton were ap¬ 
proved by the Board of Aldermen this week. 

Aldermen voted to accept the recommen¬ 
dations ot a citizen committee and in¬ 
creased the mayor's salary by $10,000 and 
the salary of each alderman by $600. 

It is important that the public understand 
these raises do not go into effect until 
January, 1978, which is after the November 
city election. Therefore, the current Board 
ol Aldermen did not vote itself a pay in¬ 
crease. 

The salary of the mayor will go from 
$27,500 to $37,500. We agree with the in¬ 
dependent committee's analysis of the 
rationale for granting this increase. 

It it seems excessive to you, then think of 
it in terms of these facts: 

—the mayor's salary has not been in¬ 
creased since 1968 although the cost of living 
has increased 64 percent. 

—under the provisions of the City Charter, 
the mayor's salary cannot be increased 
during the term of office, now a four-year 
term. The salary of $37,500 will stay in effect 
from 1978 to 1982 unless the charter is 
changed by a vote of the people. 

—the mayor is required to serve full time 
and cannot engage in any other business, 
occupation or profession during his or her 
term. 

With all of these factors in mind, it is 
diiiicult to argue against the increase. 

Paying the aldermen is a more difficult 
question. Some aldermen were unhappy 
with the $600 increase from $1200 to $1800; 
others still feel they should serve unpaid. 

Data on the salaries paid to selectmen, 
aldermen and city councillors in other 
Massachusetts communities is enlightening 
in two ways. 

Brockton, a community of 89,000, pays its 
councillors $5000 a year. Somerville, popula¬ 
tion 88.000, pays its aldermen $3700 a year. 
Waltham, with 61,000 people, pays its coun¬ 
cillors $3000 a year. Cambridge, population 
102,000, pays its councillors $12,500 a year. 

All these salaries, in communities of 
roughly comparable size to Newton, are 
higher than ours. 

Now tor the second phase of enlighten¬ 
ment. 

Brockton has 11 councillors, Somerville 
has 11 aldermen, Waltham has 15 councillors 
and Cambridge has 9. 

With the exception of Waltham, Newton 
has more than twice as many aldermen as 
any ot the other comparable communities. 

The salary of the aldermen can be 
reviewed again in two years. During the 
interim, we should seriously consider the 
question of how many aldermen this city 
needs. 

To reduce the size of the Board of 
Aldermen, perhaps from 24 to 16, would 
require a change in the City Charter. 

It this issue is not considered, the day 
cannot be far off when it will become . 
tinancially prohibitive to pay our aldermen. 

The increases just approved amount to a 
mere 7 cents per thousand on the tax rate. 
Incidentally, that's 3 cents for the mayor’s 
increase and 4 cents for the aldermen’s. 

We don't disagree with the idea of paying 
our aldermen, but we do believe strongly in 
the principle of "give and take.” 

It you want to give them more money, 
then take away a few aldermen.

It's the thought that counts 



President Carter is settling into his new 
job, and as he does, he’s bringinq some 
novel ideas to the Presidency. In his 
attempt to run the country as if it were 
one large multi-national corporaUon, he’s 
setting up suggesUon boxes. 

Like all top management in business, 
he wants to discover what the little people 
think. As one little person, I’d like to let 
Mr. Carter know what my suggestions 
are. 

Here’s one of them. 

Lately, we seem to have difficulties 
with leaders of small countries who don’t 
seem to play with full decks. It’s difficult 
for a super-power such as the USA to 


exercise its internaUonal prerogatives 
when dealing with mini-states. 

We are branded as imperialists and 
war-mongers. Obviously, the solution lies 
in areas outside conventional diplomatic 
and military responses. 

I suggest that President Carter 
establish a Federal Waste Disposal and 
International Gifts Administration 
(FWDIGA). This agency will oversee the 
distribution of garbage to leaders of 
foreign powers who are mad as hatters. 
When the National Security Council 
concludes that a particular dictator has 
come loose from his moorings, the 
FWDIGA will immediately send 
Mailgrams to every American household 
advising that the U.S. government has 
determined that Field Marshall So-and- 
So should receive a traditional gift from 
the American people. 

That gift will consist of a specified 
number of pounds of garbage sent from 
every American family to that tyrant's 
home. Each family will then pack the 
specified quantity of waste and simply 
mail it to the Official Residence of the 
leader in question. 

Let’s assume that Field Marshall Idi 
Amin Dada is chosen by the White House 
as a recipient of the gift from the 
American People. 


That gift should consist of five pounds 
of garbage. If only 50 percent of the 
population responded, it would amount to 
250,000 tons of rubbish mailed to His 
Excellency’s home. 

That gift would certainly be more ef¬ 
fective in expressing American sen¬ 
timents than a diplomatic protest or even 
a Marine battalion, while at the same 
time defusing the international reaction 
that America is warlike. 

Domestically, such a program would 
revitalize our belief in participatory 
democracy. Moreover, we would be 
reduci ig the problem of pollution and 
waste uisposal at home. 

Postal Service revenues would shoot 
up. Mailing garbage would, be a stimulus 
to move the mail as fast as possible. 

We would also have little to fear from 
retaliation, since we clearly have major 
stockpiles of trash surpassing any other 
country. It also seems likely refuse will 
be limited by any future SALT 
agreements. . 

President Carter could call a special 
press conference to announce that the 
people of the United States have 
demonstrated their world-famous 
generosity and by their act have shown 
how much they care for the leader in 
question. Carter could unveil aerial 


photos taken by spy satellites showing a 
mountain of garbage on the front lawn of 
the dictator's home—a monument to 
American ingenuity and largess. 

Although right-wing critics may say 
that the recipient of our national gift 
could possibly find a use for the trash 
(recycling and fertilizer) this will only 
enhance our image among other nations 
of America as a generous and humane 
country. 

I,eft-wing nay-sayers might denounce 
the move as tasteless and possibly a 
source of potential illness. But surely 
250,000 tons of trash isn’t nearly as 
tasteless as the 82nd Airborne. 

As for disease, that very small 
potential would be limited to the ruling 
elements of the recipient country. It's 
surely less dangerous than putting poison 
in the dictator's shaving cream. 

In future articles, I hope to present 
ideas which President Carter and his 
advisors may consider. I trust they will 
be taken in the spirit in which they are 
given.

Carter gutsy to meet Bukovsky . . . BUT

WASHINGTON — In his meeting last week with Vladimir 
Bukovsky, President Carter told the exiled Soviet freedom 
fighter: •‘Our commitment to the concept of human rights 
is permanent and I don’t intend to be timid in my public 
statements and positions." But, intentionally or unin¬ 
tentionally, by refusing to allow himself to be photographed 
with Bukovsky, Carter gave the appearance of exhibiting 
precisely the kind of timidity he vowed not to show. 

The official White House excuse, voiced by Vice 
President Mondale's press aide, A1 Eisele, that Mr. Carter 
"wanted to meet privately with Mr. Bokovsky without the 
distractions of cameras and reporters,” simply is not 
credible. If this was really the president's concern, all he 
had to do was pose for a picture with the Soviet dissident 
leader, ask the photographers to leave, and then begin his 
private talk. 

In addition to his no-picture command, there are other 
indications that in meeting with Bukovsky, Carter went out 
of his way not to unnecessarily anger the Soviet govern¬ 
ment, who has called Bukovsky "scum" and a "criminal." 

First, there was the format of the meeting itself. Why was 
the invitation to Bukovsky from the vice president and not 
the president? Eisele tells me that the "White House” 
asked his boss to extend this invitation after seeing 
Bukovsky on the CBS show "60 Minutes" in an interview in 
which he expressed a desire to meet the president. Mondale 
communicated with Bukovsky via the State Dept., which 
contacted Bukovsky through the American embassy in 
London, where CBS had interviewed him. 

Secondly, there is the odd way in which Carter met with 
Bukovsky. Why did he drop by for only the last 10 minutes of 
the 30-minute meeting with Monday? What was so im¬ 
portant that it kept Carter from attending the entire 
meeting? Presidential press secretary Jody Powell says he 
doesn't know. Eisele also says he doesn’t know. 

Finally, there is the refusal of the White House to allow 
TV or radio coverage of Eisele’s press briefing following 
the Mondale-Carter-Bukovsky meeting. Before the briefing 
began. National Security Council press spokesman Jerry 
Schecter announced that no cameras, no film, and no tape 
recorders would be permitted. Asked why, Schecter 
replied, "because it is a normal briefing." Pressed as to 
whether this was an attempt to downplay or low-key the 
Bukovsky meeting, Schecter said “no” but, it obviously 
was. Many "normal" White House briefings, involving 
important visitors or high government officials, are filmed 
and taped. 

What is most likely true, although no one at.the White 
House will confirm it, is that all these things were done 
because, as one "mystified" AFL-CIO official told me, 
"President Carter wanted the best of both worlds: to show 
that he was no Gerald Ford (who refused to meet with 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn), while at the same time not 
wanting to make a big production of the Bukovsky 
meeting.” 

The no-photo gesture seems to have been in vain, 
however. In an interview, I asked Valentin Kamenov, press 


spokesman for the Soviet Embassy here, if it would have 
made the meeting no more offensive to his government had 
Carter had his picture taken with Bukovsky. Kamenov 
laughed as he told me "absolutely no." He said it was the 
meeting itself of which his government disapproved. 

Credit must be given where credit is due. By meeting with 
Bukovsky, Carter, in his first month in office, has showed 
more guts on the human rights issue than did Nixon, Ford 
and Kissinger together during their entire eight years in 
office. 

In a discussion last month when he was here in town, 
exiled dissident-novelist, Vladimir Maximov, who lives in 
Paris where he edits "Kontinent," a forum for suppressed 
Soviet-based and exiled writers, told me: 

"Until Mr. Carter began speaking out on human rights, 
the main problem facing the dissidents in the Soviet Union 
was hopelessness. For years, we had no hope. What Carter 


has done is to remove this hopeless feeling. We need this 
hope and support.” 

Maximov is particularly bitter when he speaks of the 
eight years of Nixon-Ford-Kissinger, all supposedly anti¬ 
communist Republicans. He scoffs at the rumors that 
Kissinger helped get Solzhenitsyn out of the U.S.S.R. 
"Kissinger talked a lot about human rights - blah, blah, 
blah," says Maximov. "But he did absolutely nothing but 
talk demagogue talk. It is a lie to say he helped Solzhenit¬ 
syn." Maximov has some advice for Kissinger: 

"If the dissidents succeed, and democratic change takes 
place in my country, I would suggest that Mr. Kissinger not 
cross our borders. Things could end very sadly for him." 
Maximov says that as a result of the eight years of 
Republican silence on the human rights issue in the 
U.S.S.R., "our movement almost died of hopelessness. Had 
we been weaker, we would have been destroyed.”

Maybe it's time for an 'auto accident'

WASHINGTON — In his confirmation hearing last week, 
President Carter’s most recent nominee to head the CIA, 
Adm. Stansfield Turner, made a statement with which most 
people undoubtedly will be in agreement. When asked if he 
could think of a situation where he might approve the 
assassination of a foreign head of state, Adm. Turner 
replied tersely: "Not in peacetime." 

But, I wonder. I wonder if the world wouldn't really be a 
better place if the CIA were to assassinate or assist in the 
assassination of Uganda's President Idi Amin. 

Since he came to power in a coup six years ago, Amnesty 
International quotes a now in exile former inspector of the 
Ugandan secret police as saying that under the Amin 
regime 300,000 civilian human beings have been killed as 
well as 10,000 soldiers and 3,000 policemen. The In¬ 
ternational Commission of Jurists estimates that as many 
as 250,000 Ugandans may have been killed in reprisals for 
alleged plots against Amin and in purges of his opponents. 

In just one 90-day period in 1972, Amin expelled 55,000 
Asians from Uganda. In London, Maj. Ian Grahame, 
Amin's former commanding officer in African Rifles and a 
prominent apologist for him, tells the BBC that in Uganda, 
under Amin "it’s the law of the jungle there." And the 
jungle is winning. 

Amin’s predecessor Milton Obote described him as "the 
greatest brute an African mother has ever brought to life." 
The president of Tanzania, Julius Nyerere, has called Amin 
"a murderer.” Amin, early in his reign, had his own chief 
justice dragged in his robes from his downtown chambers 
by troops and killed. At one time the river Nile and l*ake 
Victoria became so dogged with the bodies of Amin's 
victims that they were dearly visible from the giant Owen 
Falls power station and several Italian engineers working 
there quit in disgust m 1975. Amin has said that Hitler was 
"right to burn six million Jews." 

More recently, Idi Amin has once again been in the news 
as a result of a variety of horror stories, specifically his 
role in the deaths of the Anglican Archbishop of Uganda 


and two Ugandan cabinet ministers. Although Amin says 
these people died "accidentally" in an auto collision, 
sources characterized as reliable say otherwise. No "im¬ 
perial president" he, isolated from affairs of state, the 
official Tanzanian government paper, the Daily News, 
reports that Amin personally shot to death the Anglican 
Archbishop, Janani Luwum. 

The Daily News’ correspondent writing from the 
Ugandan capital city reports: 

"Two soldiers in turn whipped the Archbishop. While they 
did so, the Archbishop uttered prayers, but the prayers 
seemed to incense Amin, for he angrily shouted wildly in 
extremely obscene language and struck the Archbishop." 

What followed, says this report, were “very bizarre, 
sacrilegious and obscene activities during which Amin 
pulled out his pistol and shot the Archbishop twice on the 
left side of the chest." The newspaper says that the Ar¬ 
chbishop's body as well as those of the two cabinet 
ministers were dumped into I-ake Victoria. 

Commenting on these murders, Canon Burgess Carr, 
head of the All-Africa Conference of Churches, says that he 
is "terrified and alarmed" that they may be part of "a 
campaign of terror unleashed against Christians in 
Uganda,” which number about six million. 

In another report of additional Amin atrocities, a 
Ugandan survivor of Amin’s rriost infamous prison has told 
the Kenyan paper, the Daily Nation, that he watched 
Amin’s soldiers murder 200 prisoners a day lor 45 con¬ 
secutive days. This eye-witness says: 

"Those who were chosen to die knew it. Some of them 
struggled; many of them cried.... Around me, men’s heads 
were being smashed to pieces with sledgehammers. Then 
the guards made us clean up the room and load the bodies 
onto lorries. I became crazy. The killings drove me mad. 1 
saw 200 men die each day for 45 straight days. One morning, 
the guards found me lying on the floor not understanding 
anything. I was babbling like a lunatic, and 1 stayed that 
way for eight months." 

In his confirmation hearing, Adm. Turner declared; "1 
believe with my deepest conviction that the greatest

A very simple economic fact 
is that as undeveloped land in 
the Metropolitan Boston area 
becomes less available, the 
remaining open land becomes 
more expensive and the desire 
to develop it increases sub¬ 
stantially . The remaining open 
land in Newton is now a prime 
target for development in¬ 
vestment. 

Secondly, when 100 percent 
valuation goes into effect on 
July 1,1978, the tax payments 
on the open land will increase, 
the cost of owning it will in¬ 
crease, and the owners’ desire 
to sell it to a developer will also 
increase. 

The facts I have presented 
are true’ the theories sound 
and now I find that I am 
villified for expressing my 
opinion because I criticize the 
mayor. 

And who is my attacker? No 
less than an acknowledged 
supporter of the mayor and a 
member of the Newton 
Planning Board. 

It seems to me that a 
Planning Board members 
should be more concerned with 
solving our open space 
problem than with defending 
his political friends.

This past weekend, I per¬

Yes, we’ve contacted the 
school officials.

When 
proper actions are taken to 
both prevent and clean up this 
trash and behavior, I will stop 
delivering the trash to the 
office. Further, I intend to urge 
my neighbors to do the same. 

With the warmer weather 
almost upon us, we are all too 
accustomed to what can 
happen in our neighborhood. 
As a candidate for School 
Committee, I have been urged 
not to write this letter. 

Some friends thought it 
would be too exposing. Ob¬ 
viously, I disagree and feel that 
people might as well know how 
I feel. In fact, if I am elected, 
this problem, which exists at 
other Newton schools, will be a 
chief concern. Setting and 
enforcing restrictions for 
children is very important in 
education. This extends beyond 
the classroom and includes 
respect for other people and 
their property.

In other action the Board accepted with 
no debate the recommendation of the 
Public Health & Safety Committee that 
Mayor Theodore Mann should request an 
appropriation of around $214,000 to im¬ 
plement the new ambulance service and 
emergency medical service. 

Permission was given by the Board for 
the city to request state legislation to 
allow police to “tow and hold" cars with 
five or more unpaid tickets. 

Police would be able to hold the cars 


until all unpaid fines have been settled.

mailing of the questionnaire in 1976 there 
had been a large snowstorm.) 

Trash collection maintained its "good” 
rating of more than 60 percent. 

Satisfaction with “neighborhood ap¬ 
pearance" took a sudden leap — from 33.7 
percent "good" in 1975 to 47.4 in 1976 — 
perhaps in anticipation of the community 
development programs in Newton Cor¬ 
ner, West Newton, Nonantum and 
Newton Highlands. Only the Newton 
Corner cosmetic improvement has been 
carried out. 

Despite a slight decrease in use of all 
but two of the library branches, residents 
gave library facilities a much higher 
grade in the 1976 report over the 1975 
ratings. More than 65 percent rated 
facilities "good," compared to 44 percent 
the previous year. 

And although neither houses nor the 
libraries have moved, 76.7 percent of the 
respondents felt that their housinq 
location is "good" in relation to location 
of the libraries, but only 53.8 percent 
thought so in 1975. 

In recreation, programs for children 
and youth got the best rating — 39.9 
percent "good," a slight increase over 
1975. Adult recreation was rated "good" 
by 36.5 percent, also a slight increas 

The "don’t know” answers to both 
youth and adult recreation questions 
were more than one-third of the answers, 
but for elderly recreation programs 59 
percent answered "don't know." 

Recreation programs for the elderly 
also slipped in the "good” ratings, from 
33.3 percent in 1975 to 24.5 percent in 1976. 

Social services all slipped in public 
estimation. 

The need for low-income housing was 
expressed in the low number of "good" 


ratings —15.1 percent — in the 1976 
report, compared to 33.1 percent "good" 
ratings in 1975 for housing assistance for 
the needy. 

Welfare assistance and medical 
assistance for the needy each dropped in 
the number of “good” ratings, with less 
than 20 percent of the respondents calling 
them "good." Public health care services 
dropped slightly, from 27.4 percent to 26.9 
percent "good” ratings. 

But as and “good" and "fair" ratings 
all dropped in social services, the per¬ 
centage of "don’t know" answers in¬ 
creased. With the exception of public 
health services, about two-thirds of the 
respondents to the questionnaire "don't 
know” how to rate these services. 

Land — its uses, abuses, and 
acquisition — is the issue that draws 
people to City Hall more than any other. 
Nevertheless, 42.7 percent of the answers 
to the land use question were “don’t 
know," while 21.7 feel percent feel the 
city's land use policies are "good.” In 
1975 28.3 percent answered "good." 

Preservation of open space got 27 
percent "good" responses, compared to 
28.8 percent in 1975, but 34.5 percent 
answered "don’t know," a slight increase 
over 1975. 

While 87 percent of the questionnaires 
indicated that the city should engage in a 
program of land acquisition, only 52 
percent thought a proposal to spend 
$325,000 a year on the program was either 
not enough or about right; 13 percent 
thought the figure, which would add 87 
cents to the tax rate, is too high. 

Newton's population as of January, 
1976, was 87,267, a drop of 1518 people 
since January, 1975, and 2676 fewer 
people than in 1974.

Schmidt said in her memo that classes 
double up with the gym teacher at schools 
that don’t have enough time, and schools 
with extra gym time have longer, classes 
or individual help for children who need 
it. 

With the 17.4 full-time physical 
education teachers for the elementary' 
schools for this year and next, Schmidt 
says in her report, "We believe that our 
projected allocation for fiscal (year) 1978 
is equitable," having noted the disad¬ 
vantages of the present staff traveling 
between more schools. 

Schmidt also hopes a part-time person 
can be hired with Chapter 766 funds to 
work with children in nine schools who 
are behind in their physical motor 
development. 

Normal classroom teachers “at best 
take one course in their undergraduate' 
work in physical education," Scmidt said, 
and cannot significantly contribute to the 
physical education program unless 
trained in motor development. She said 
they can be helpful in practice sessions. 

Language program 

In answering Kaplan's question on the 
foreign language program at the junior 
highs, Assistant Superintendent for 
Program Henry Atkins said three years 
of French and Spanish are offered at four 
out of five junior highs. 

Day Junior High offers three years of 
French and Italian with Latin and an 
intensive Spanish course starting in the 
ninth grade. 

Iatin is also taught before school at 
Warren Junior High and during an ac¬ 
tivity block at Bigelow. It was also taught 
previously at Meadowbrook, and $3000 is 
in the summer curriculum workshop 
account to develop a city-wide 
curriculum in the subject for grade nine. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
commented on the problems with offering 
languages for 30 students in junior high 
school, then not having enough left after 
grade 10 or 11 to continue offering the 
subject in students' last year before 
college. 

Kaplan objected to Fink's assumption 
that all students who take a language 
plan to go to college, and said she wants 
to see more diversity in the junior high 
curriculum. 

Other summer curriculum projects 
planned with the $59,700 budgeted will 
pay all teachers involved at a rate of $55 a 
day, with some secretarial and leader¬ 
ship pay allocated for the larger 
workshops. 

For elementary schools curriculum 
work will be in math for grades 2 and 3, 
social studies grade 4, 5, and 6, reading 
and literature skills grades 3-6, and the 
training of six teachers at Davis School 
for Words and Color, and training of 10 
teachers in teaching sixth grade com¬ 
position. 

For the junior high schools there will be 
a rewrite and evaluation of the grammar 
sequence, a review of last fall’s STEP 
tests in math, a revision of the music 


geography, and physical science 
curriculnms, and a course on the 
teaching of reading and writing for seven 
teachers. 

For the senior high schools money will 
be spent on revising an Engllsh- 
joumalism course, adding a second 
semester of psychology, and further 
developing a choral handbook and career 
development materials. 

Also, a new course in small business 
management will be developed for 
grades 11 and 12 , and the popular air 
conditioning repair elective in the 
Newton North tech-voc program will be 
expanded into a major program, with 
students on work-study possibly working 
with the high school system. 

Other courses for a wide range of 
students include eight teachers working 
with consultants to develop a guide for 
alcohol education in grades 6-12, a music 
theory and composition curriculum, and 
the standardization of teaching English 
as a second language. 

Resource rooms 

Resource rooms to serve children 
under Chapter 766, the special education 
law, are now established in every school 
in Newton, although staffing differs 
widely. 

A memo from John Cullinane, director 
of the special education program, states 
that resource rooms "do indeed work 
well, that they are a useful and adaptable 
way to help students learn.” 

The rooms serve students who cannot 
be treated by the classroom teacher but 
are not so severely handicapped that they 
have to leave the school to have their 
needs met. 

In 10 of the elementary schools the 
rooms are staffed by tutors, with others 
having a full- or part-time teacher. Weeks 
and Newton South are also staffed by 
tutors, and the resource rooms in other 
secondary schools have full-time 
teachers. 

The negative feelings often associated 
with a special room are reduced by 
allowing students to bring friends to the 
room and allowing regular students to 
study there. 

The resource rooms are staffed by 
personnel paid under the special 
education budget which totals $1.8 
million. 

Conveyance 

The School Department’s conveyance 
accounts to reimburse staff for use of 
their private cars total $48,003. 
Superintendent Fink gets the largest 
allocation of $2000, with his top assistants 
in program, personnel, and support 
services each receiving $ 1000 . 

Other yearly payments include $600 to 
the supervisor of attendance, $200 to a 
guidance counselor (unnamed), $75 each 
to elementary and junior high principals, 
with $250 for the senior high principals, 
$200 each for music teachers, and $300 
each for subject coordinators. 

Chief custodians at all schools receive 


$250 as covered by contract, and other 
custodial supervisors receive from $400 to 
$700. 

In addition to other professionals who 
receive yearly allowances, there is $7,350 
paid out at the rate of 10 cents a mile for 
in-state conferences and recruiting. 

Out-of-state travel for the School 
Department was increased by the 
superintendent from $7500 to $12,000. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann questioned 
the use of flat reimbursements for the use 
of private cars, noting that the municipal 
workers just switched from a flat rate to 
a 12-cents-per-mile allowance. 

Fifty-one municipal employees are 
given city vehicles with annual main¬ 
tenance costs of $800 each. 

The mayor receives a car plus a $1000 
travel allowance. 

> Frazier Room 

School Committee members were 
uncomfortable with the acoustics and 
heat in the newly renovated and 
dedicated Francis Frazier Conference 
Room which was designed to be the 
School Committee's meeting place in the 
new Education Center. 

After hearing complaints from Kaplan, 
Michael LeConti, and Robert Cohen, 
Chairman Alvin Mandell agreed to move 
meetings to Mason-Rice School in Newton 
Centre as of Monday, March 14. 

There will be another budget meeting 
Wednesday, March 16, at Mason-Rice if 
necessary before the public hearing set 
for March 21. 

Mayor Mann said that with the amount 
of money already invested in renovating 
the old F.A. Day Junior High School, the 
School Department should look into what 
would be needed to make the room 
suitable for the Committee. 


Squirrel causes 
power outage 
in Chestnut Hill 

A squirrel shorted out a 
switch on Ward Street in 
Chestnut Hill Wednesday 
morning and caused about 2000 
Boston Edison customers to be 
without power for an hour, and 
three minutes. 

Walter McGauley, 
spokesman for Boston Edison, 
said power was out from 6:54 to 
7:57 a.m. 

McGauley said the squirrel 
was dead when it came in 
contact with an electrical 
ground inside the switch, 
something which happens 
"once in a while." Squirrels 
and birds can walk freely on 
the wires as long as they are 
not grounded. 

McGauley said, "It's kind of 
funny ... a squirrel in 
Chestnut Hill."

Drinan act gives equal 
Social Security benefits 


Saying "the time has come to 
end sex discrimination in the 
Social Security system," Cong. 
Robert F. Drinan (D.-Mass.) 
has announced that he is 
reintroducing, with 53 
cosponsors, the equity in Social 
Security Act of 1977. 

Drinan acted the day after 
the U.S. Supreme Court upheld 
the rights of nearly a quarter of 
a million men to receive Social 
Security widowers’ benefits 
based upon their wives' ear¬ 
nings. 

In the decision the court 
ruled that the dependency 
requirement that widowers 
prove reliance upon their wives 
for one-half of their own sup- 
port “invidiously 
discriminates against female 
workers by affording them less 
protection for their surviving 
spouses than it affords male 
workers.” 

Drinan's Equity in Social 
Security Act provides for equal 
standing between men and 
women in their entitlement to

benefits under the Social 
Security law. The legislation 
calls for the removal of the 
dependency requirement 
governing eligibility to 
husband's and widower's in¬ 
surance benefits, equal en¬ 
titlement to benefits for sur¬ 
viving children, and payment 
of retirement benefits to a 
married couple based upon 
their combined earnings. 

Drinan said the Supreme 
Court ruling, coupled with its 
1975 landmark decision 
disallowing gender-based 
distinction in the distribution of 
survivor's benefits, "shows 
that the judicial branch of our 
government has discarded 
outdated notions about the role 
of women." 

"Under the current law, a 
married woman who has 
worked all her life and con¬ 
tributed to the Social Security 
fund may receive a benefit no 
larger than she would have 
obtained without ever having 
worked a day in her life. My 
bill would end this unfair 
treatment and reward the 
working woman for her labor 
by allowing husbands and 
wives to draw Social Security 
benefits based upon their 


combined earnings," Drinan 
said. 

He pointed out that a 
husband and wife with average 
annual earnings of $6000 and 
$3000, respectively, currently 
receive almost. 20 percent less 
in retirement benefits than 
they would if the husband 
made $9000 anrtually and the 
wife had never worked.

New health services 
started for elderly 
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The Newton Health 
Department this month is 
adding a new dimension to its 
services to the public by 
beginning a special program of 
services for the elderly. 

The two new aspects of the 
program currently being 
implemented include the ad¬ 
dition of specialized staff to the 
senior health maintenance 
program operated in the city’s 
senior drop-in centers and the 
assignment of a health 
department staff nurse to work 
half-time with the elderly. New 
staff of the senior health 
maintenance program are 
Beverly Sorge and Frances 
Portnoy. 

Ms. Sorge is a registered 
nurse who has a master of 
science degree in nursing. She 
has had much experience 
working with elderly persons, 
including work at the Hebrew 
Rehabilitation Center for the 
Aged, where she began a 
highly successful program for 
helping groups of residents and 
their families to deal with 
problems of aging. 

Ms. Portnoy, who holds a 
Ph.D. from Brandeis 
University, combines training 
in psychiatric nursing and in 
sociology. She will be working 
with clients of the drop-in 
centers as well as carrying out 
an evaluation and planning 
project for the centers and all 
the elderly residents of 
Newton. 

The senior health main¬ 
tenance program is sponsored 
by the Council on Aging and 
Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices in cooperation with the 
Health Department and is 
funded by a grant from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Elder Affairs. 

The senior drop-in centers 
are located at the Hyde School 
in Newton Highlands and at 41 
Austin St., in Newtonville. The 
schedules of health main¬ 
tenance clinics may be ob¬ 
tained by calling the centers at 
527-6749 or 527-6770. 

Beginning this month Ms. 
Mary Kelleher, a public health 
nurse in the Health Depart¬ 
ment, will be assigned to spend 
every weekday afternoon 
working with elderly citizens, 
beginning with residents of the 
four city-operated housing 
units for the elderly for whom 


she will hold regular nursing 
clinics. 

Ms. Kelleher will serve as 
the person in the Health 
Department to whom all 
elderly citizens of Newton can 
turn for assistance in dealing 
with their health needs. 

In addition, all other health 
department nurses will begin 
to devote more of their time to 
health maintenance and health 
education services for the 
elderly, with the ultimate goal 
of meeting the special needs of 
the entire older population. The 
Newton-Wellesley Visiting 
Nurse Association will con¬ 
tinue to provide home bedside 
nursing to residents as in the 
past. 

The Health Department has 
traditionally concentrated its 
public health nursing services 
upon infants and children. 
Although these services will 
continue, the elderly will now 
begin to share this attention 
because of their special needs 
for health care and preventive 
services.

Highlands Senior Drop-in 
Center at the Hyde School, 68 
Lincoln St. 

No appointment is necessary 
and there is no charge for the 
test, which will be performed 
by public health nurses from 
the Newton Health Depart¬ 
ment. Each person will be 
asked to return two days after 
testing for evaluation of the 
test response. 

Senior citizens are urged to 
take advantage of the op¬ 
portunity for tuberculosis 
testing. Contrary to common 
opinion, tuberculosis is still a 


significant disease and several 
cases are diagnosed every year 
in Newton. 

The likelihood of having 
tuberculosis greatly increases 
with advancing age and the 
condition is more likely to 
cause serious illness in the 
elderly if not adequately 
treated. 

If diagnosed early, however, 
the disease can be effectively 
treated with modem drugs.

CLOUD NINE 


Rule changes sought 
to make government 
more accountable 



State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) appeared before the 
House Rules Committee and 
testified on behalf of several 
proposed rule changes 
designed to make the govern¬ 
mental process more open and 
accountable. 

One proposal would 
authorize the audio recording 
of all legislative committee 
meetings and legislative 
debates. Pines believes that a 
complete transcript of such 
proceedings represents an 
important resouce for the 
citizens of the Commonwealth 
and would establish legislative 
history for future court use. 

Another proposal would 
require that a hearing be held 
on every bill filed during a 
session of the Legislature. 

“Some committees do not 
allow oral testimony on bills 
refiled from the previous 
session. This is terribly unfair 
to freshman legislators who 
have not had the opportunity to 
become involved in an issue. It 
is also unfair to the public who 
might not have known about a 
bill when it was first in¬ 
troduced and might now have 


important testimony to offer. It 
is rare that a bill gets passed 
the first time it is proposed. 
Public hearings are often 
critical to acceptance of new 
ideas,” said Pines. 

A third proposal calls for 
termination of legislative 
sessions at midnight. "In the 
past, particularly during 
budget debate sessions go into 
the early morning hours. Some 
legislators are so tired they are 
not as effective as they might 
otherwise be," Pines stated. 

The fourth proposed rule 
change calls for the creation of 
a strong Ethics Committee. 
"We are living in a time when 
the public's confidence in its 
representatives and iU 
government has eroded. It is 
also a time when the 
Legislature's self confidence 
has been damaged. I believe 
that it is imperative that the 
elected officials of this state 
make an unwavering com- 
mru«oent to high ethical 
standards. 

Both the puUie and their 
representatives recopize the 
need for this legislation and, I 
believe, want it enacted," ihe 
stated.

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Bridal 
fashions 
traditional 

Tradition is so strong in 
bridal fashions that some 
design elements haven't 
changed in 200 years. 

Designer Edythe Vincent 
discovered this in preparing a 
booklet for the family 
manufacturing firm to 
distribute to its customers. 

Even the daringly bared 
gowns that manufacturers 
show today in their high-priced 
lines have historic precedent. 

Ms. Vincent’s "200 Years of 
Bridal Fashions” depicts, 
among other things, two elabo¬ 
rate designs with plunging 
necklines that date from 1826- 
1876, when establishment of 
bridal departments began 
proliferating in department 
stores in the United States. 

Off-the-shoulder necklines 
also were popular during that 
period. Demure looking bon¬ 
nets tied under the chin tended 
to be as elaborate in 
workmanship as the dresses. 

The empire waistline so 
strong in contemporary fash¬ 
ions was popular as early as 
1815, when French laces were 
already being imported. One 
such style sketched in Ms. 
Vincent’s booklet is heavily 
embroidered, a trend that also 
remains popular, especially 
with the ultra-feminine, ruf¬ 
fled, frilly designs popular with 
brides of Mexican heritage in 
the Southwest and other ethnic 
brides in the Chicago area and 
elsewhere in the Great Lakes 
states. 

A revival of modesty in dress 
became apparent about 1850, 
with lace capelets to cover the 
shoulders. Hoop skirts and hip 
pads were still worn, but hair 
styles were becoming simpler, 
and so were headdresses, 
sometime only fitted head- 
bands trimmed with small 
French flowers and three- 
quarters lacetrimmed veils. 

By 1865, the chapel train had 
begun to catch on, necklines 
were getting higher and 
higher, see-through yokes were 
vanishing and long sleeves 
replacing short or just-below- 
elbow length. 

* Waist cinchers had a 
relatively short life in bridal 
wear, from 1876-1926. Ms. 
Vincent dates the beginning of 
today’s huge undergarment 
business from that period. 

The blouson bodice that 
resurfaces every few years 
began to show up in bridal 
wear about 1904 and so did 
simulated beaded trim that 
still is strong. 

When flappers came along in 
the 1920s, they got rid of un¬ 
derpinnings and underskirts in 
bridal gowns as well as 
everyday clothing, but the 
gowns remained elaborate, 
including veils covering the 
face. 

The soft, draped look was 
popular by 1948, and head- 
pieces tended to be made of 
mother-ofpearl, orange 
blossoms or beaded crowns. 

By 1960, the bouffant look 
was coming back. In 1966, the 
scooped neckline and short 
sleeves had come full circle in 
one of Ms. Vincent's own 
designs, a lace-trlmmed sheath 
with slim skirt and a detached 
Watteau train. 

The back of her booklet 
depicts the last gown in Ms. 
Vincent's 1976 collection, her 
Bicentennial wedding gown 
with a full Victorian lace 
sleeve, lace bodice with an 
almost floor-length lace panel, 
deep oval neckline, chapel 
length train, lace headpiece 
and veil. 

Ms. Vincent, wife of 
manufacturer Alfred Angelo 
Piccione, of Willow Grove, Pa., 
drew on the resources of 
Drexel University and the 
Philadelphia Museum of Art 
for the history of bridal 
fashions. 


McWilliams wins| 
Bayfield award 

NEW YORK (UPI) - Caro¬ 
line McWilliams has been 
awarded the 1976 Bayfield 
Award for her performance as 
Mariana in the New York 
Shakespeare Festival produc¬ 
tion of "Measure for 
Measure.”

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Fun and games help 
phase in metrics 


Fifth and sixth graders sat in 
front of television in the library 
at Lenox School in New York 
City and giggled as they 
watched a boy try to measure 
the - 'operoni on a pizza. 

The boy was putting a metric 
ruler on the pizza and some 
pepperoni stuck to the ruler. 

The children in Miss Oksana 
Solomczak's sixth grade class 
were watching one of 12 
programs called MeasureMet- 
ric, developed by the Agency 
for Instructional Television 
and designed to teach fifth and 
six graders metrics. 

The new classroom 
televisionfilm series on the 
metric system became 
available for use in classrooms 
throughout the United States 
and Canada early in 1977. 

It was financed and deve¬ 
loped by a consortium of 24 
state and provincial agencies. 
It is fun to watch, according to 
the Lenox school youngsters. 

After an introductory pro¬ 
gram that takes place at a 
carnival, there are three 
programs on length featuring 
Murray, a teen-aged metric 
wizard who helps his younger 
cousin Randolph measure 
many things — the pepperoni 
on the pizza, a battleship in the 
harbor. 

In the fifth program another 
character, Barbara, follows a 
rabbit through her bedroom 
window to Arealand. She ex¬ 
plores a place where every¬ 
thing is mixed up but metrics. 

The Old West is the setting 
for three more programs, on 
volume and capacity. Doc 
Cranshaw, a traveling 
medicine man, and his grand¬ 
son, Joey, sell their wares 
through measurement and 
magic. 

The programs were 
produced under supervision of 
the Agency for Instructional 
Television and the Ontario 
Educational Communications 
Authority, Toronto; The 
Curriculum Division, Utah 
State Board of Education, Salt 
Lake City, and the South 
Carolina Educational 
Television Network and the 
Office of Instructional Televi- 
__sion, South Carolina Depart¬ 
ment of Education, Columbia. 

Educators across the nation 
are working together to make 
the teaching of metrics as 
painless as possible for the 
nation's school schildren. 

The National Council of 
Teachers of Mathematics' sug¬ 
gested list of school metric 
awareness activities includes: 

— A metric field day, with 
track and field events using 
metric measures and with 
various measurement events 
using estimation and direct 
and indirect measurement. 

— Metric cooking projects in 
which the class makes pies, 
chocolate chip cookies or 
anything yummy, using metric 
measurements. 

— Making a map of the 
school locale, using a metric 
scale. 

— Giving daily school an¬ 
nouncements of temperature, 
precipitation, barometric pres¬ 
sure and other items in metric. 

— Agitate to convert city 
road signs to metric measures. 

Metrics isn’t something to 
dread, the National Education 
Association reminds teachers, 
students and parents. The 
Association's instruction unit, 
in a recent publication to help 
teachers keep a few meters 
ahead of the game, reprinted 
this statement which was first 
published more than a half 
century ago: 

"While any intelligent child 
can learn and carry in his mind 
the whole metric system in 
three lessons, and any adult 
can master the same in one 
hour or less of serious study, no 
man ever has, and probably no 
man ever will, master the 
United States system of 
weights and measures.” 

In case you think you have, 
how many pints make a peck 9 
How many square rods in an 
acre? Cubic inches in a cubic 
fool? 

Metrics, by contrast, is 
simple and logical, say the 
teachers of mathematics. Ev¬ 
erything is built on blocks of 10, 
100 and 1,000. 

To multiply or divide, you 
merely shift the decimal point. 
As an example of simplicity, 
the Celsius temperature scale 
uses zero as the freezuig point, 
100 the boiling point. 

By contrast our English 
system of measurement is 
marked by complexity and 
illogic. The foot ruler repre¬ 
sents the length of King 
Edgar's foot. The yard was the 
distance from this English 
King’s nose to the tip of the 


middle finger of his out¬ 
stretched arm. 

An acre was the amount of 
land that could be plowed in a 
day by a yoke of oxen. 

The National Education As¬ 
sociation says these ancient 
measurements arc costly and 
time consuming. 

The present anachronistic 
system has been a barrier to 
international trade and a 
nuisance to Americans travel¬ 
ing abroad. 

The metric system, created 
by the French Academy of 
Science in 1790, now is used by 
over 90 per cent of the world. 

America's metric movement 
took a long time to get moving. 
President George Washington 
brought up metrics in his first 
message to Congress in 1790 
and several times later. 

The United States adopted a 
metric system for money in 
1792 with the Coinage Act, 
which gave us a neat 100 cents 
for the dollar. 

Innovation is the key word in 
the teaching of metrics as the 
movement grows. To help it 
along, the American Institute 
for Research, which has a 
Metric Studies Center, is 
sponsoring a national competi¬ 
tion for students and teachers 
on creative ideas for going 
metric. 

A check by United Press 
International showed that most 
school systems contacted plan 
to introduce metrics gradually. 

Odie Dickens, Director of 
Communications for the Clay¬ 
ton School District in St. Louis 
County, echoed comments of 
other school spokesmen when 
saying: 

‘‘We're trying to integrate it 
into the curriculum so 
thoroughly that it’s to be 
learned by a process of ab¬ 
sorption. 

‘‘We’re going to have a 
workshop for elementary 
teachers on the techniques of 
teaching first and second 
graders to help them become 
aware of metrics. 

"By the time the kids study 
science, metrics is a natural. 
Some teachers say by the time 
students are using metrics in 
science in the sixth grade they 
are irritated to have to go back 
to ounces and pounds.” 

At CEMREL, an educational 
research laboratory in St. 
Louis, metric workshops are 
for teachers. 

Those running the workshops 
say most adults who profess 
confusion about metrics really 
are using it every day with 
their 35 millimeter cameras, 
kilowatts on electric bills and 
mgs of tar in cigarettes. 

Joel E. Schneider of 
CEMREL said: 

"Metrics is so much more 
natural to use. It's just 10, 10, 
10 ." 

In Vermont, as in other 
slates, the emphasis is on 
learning by doing, using met¬ 
rics whenever measurements 
are involved, along with the 
traditional method. 

Robert Kenney, 
mathematics consultant for the 
elementary and secondary 
education in the Vermont State 
Department of Education, has 
been running workshops for 
teachers. 

"We’re looking to use the 
metric system whenever 
measure becomes a natural 
part of the curriculum, 
especially in math and home ec 
classes," he said. 

The Waterford Elementary 
School in Waterford, Vt., 
received one of the Federal 
grants available to finance a 
metric teaching project. 

Principal Roger Couture 
says teachers and students like 
to make their own metric 
games, including board games. 

Metrics also are taught in 
physical education classes. 
The kids run a 100 meter dash 
instead of a 100 yard dash and 
measure themselves - weight 
and height — in kilograms and 
centimeters.

Often the biggest burden single 
parents carry is their lack of self- 
identity. “Going from adolescence to 
marriage without establishing an 
identity...to go from two people to one 
without knowing who you are is 
scary,” is how Claire Connelly 
poignantly described becoming a 
widow. She and six other men and 
women from Norwood were sitting 
relaxed in John and Lois Russell's 
living room discussing Parents 
Without Partners. 

The others were Les Drake, a 
widower; Janice Lewis, separated and 
Joel Cohn, divorced. One woman, 
divorced, chose to remain anonymous. 

Four belong to the Norwood Fre’ dom 
Bridge Chapter. The Russells met at 
the chapter and currently belong to a 
PWP “alumni” group. Although 
somewhat nervous at the beginning of 
the interview, all responded with the 
candor and freedom of those who have 
wrestled with their selfhood. 

The ravaging lonliness was the 
common denominator which bound 
members. For some, the decision to 
join PWP came quickly. 

After puffing on his pipe, Les ex¬ 
plained that after his wife died five 
years ago, he joined within six mon¬ 
ths because “I knew I had to be with 
people... I didn't want the barroom or 
singles scene...and that left Parents 
Without Partners." 

For others, the decision came after 
their most vulnerable moments. 

Janice Lewis's decision was the result 
of a solitary, miserable Memorial Day 
weekend her children were visiting 
with her former husband. Alone, with 
nowhere to go, she spent the weekend 
crying recalling "there is nothing 
worse than being totally alone." 
Despite her weeping, she emerged 
stronger vowing "never to spend 
another holiday this way." 

For John Russell, the personal 
confrontation and ultimate reaching 
out came at the end of a relationship 
resulting from his "barroom scene” 
days following his divorce. He played 
the part of a spirited bachelor until a 
woman brutally ended their 


relationship screaming “why don't you 
join Parents Without Partners with the 
rest of the losers.” 

The word was unleashed. Widowed, 
separated, divorced, singles feel like 
losers and turn to a group like PWP for 
assistance in putting together the 
pieces of their adult life. They need 
support for the task of self-restoration. 

Claire observed "on my own I felt 
dull and it took time and people to 
reassure me it wasn’t so." All needed 
the kind of reaffirmation John found 
when he spoke at a meeting for the 
first time, discovering "people ac¬ 
cepted what I said...I felt com¬ 
fortable." He began to inch his way out 
of his ‘John-the-loser’ image. 

The process is slow. 

For awhile John drifted away from 
the group. For Lois, an initial attempt 
to join PWP didn't work out because 
she feels because “I joined for the 
wrong reasons.” It was two years 
before she returned. 

Working and caring for two young 
children, she "wanted to get out and I 
couldn’t afford to go out..." By chance 
she saw a notice about PWP, which 
runs nominally priced activities, and 
she went finding the people “so 
nice...everyone made me feel 
welcome.” She was also ready to have 
people welcome her. 

Like the others, she didn’t join 
because of the children. Softly she said 
"they weren’t lacking...I was." 

Joel Cohn articulated the "lack" 
many experienced, explaining "I 
wanted to be with people in a relaxed 
non-dating situation,” the same kind of 
situation Donna L. sought. 

Divorced with four children, bet¬ 
ween work and devoting her life to the 
children, it was many years before she 
felt it necessary to fill any of her needs. 
Today one is in college. 

This pretty, slender woman had no 
idea she was an attractive female. In 
fact, she confided, she was thun¬ 
derstruck when she was “asked out." 
She said she spoke for "all the other 
gals who never knew there was a world 
out there...I was suppressed for 
years." 


For the children, the benefits of their 
parent's participation in PWP comes 
indirectly. By expanding her friend¬ 
ships, Claire said her children "have 
become more independent and they 
have gotten a wider view of the 
world." 

Donna L. noted she knows "I can 
take care of me...as a result I am not 
as possessive.” For other parents, the 
benefit is having a place to go with 
their children for the chapter plans 
activities. 

The fact that a parent has a social 
life can "remove some pressures from 
the kids,” said Les. Some of the 
pressures in a single parent household 
are easily defined. 

Occasionally there are pressures 
only probing will reveal. One 
youngster, told by a parent, he now 
headed the household knew his mother 
was particularly unhappy and he felt 
responsible. It was only after coun¬ 
seling sessions that his burden was 
lightened. 

Single parents who are divorced or 
separated contend with frustrations 
which arise from the other parent not 
living up to his or her parenting 
promises. In one instance, an eight 
year old spent many anxious Satur¬ 
days waiting for a parent who 
sometimes never appeared. 

Weekends, this youngster spent with 
the father improved behavior, while 
weekends the child was disappointed 
had a destructive effect. 

While aware of the stresses of single 
parenting, Claire sagely cautioned 
against a "guilt trip...it is easy to 
blame everything on divorce or death 
and they could have been who they are 
anyway.” 

There are innumerable problems not 
only in single parenting but also in 
being single. For these people PWP 
has been the difference. Together they 
learned what it was like to have fun 
and share in the warmth of belonging 
to a group. It didn't take the pain 
away, it just made it easier to bear. 

"We're the lucky ones,” they 
agreed.

Question: Last summer I was invited to a company 
cocktail party at which they served small cream puff shells 
with crab meat and tuna in it. I would like the recipe for the 
shells. 

Mrs. M.M., Westwood 

Answer: Here is an easy and excellent cream puff recipe. 
They can be made ahead. The next day, reheat in .225 degree 
F. oven five minutes; cool and split. 

CREAM PUFFS 
4 cup butter or margarine 
1 cup boiling water 
4 teasp. salt 

1 cup sifted all-purpose flour 
4 eggs, unbeaten 

1. Start heating oven to 400 degree F. In medium 
saucepan, heat butter with boiling water, over high heat, 
stirring occasionally, until butter is melted. Then turn heat 
low, add salt and flour, both at once, and stir vigorously, 
over low heat, until mixture leaves sides of pan in a smooth 
compact ball. 

2. Immediately remove from heat, then quickly add eggs, 
one at a time, beating with spoon until smooth after each 
addition. After last egg has been added, beat until mixture 
has satin like sheen. 

3. Drop mixture by rounded teaspoonfuls onto lightly 
greased cookie sheet. Bake at 400 degree F. about 30 
minutes. Cream Puffs should be puffed high and golden. 
Remove with spatula to wire rack to cool. 

Question: I am trying to find some recipes for various 
types of German and Austrian breads — some of which I 
used to be able to find in New York City years ago, including 
Jewish rye, Jewish Comrye, Roggenbrot, Kornbrot, 
Kommisbrot and Bauerbrot. If you have any, all or any of 
these I would greatly appreciate them. Thank you.

Sour: 


DAD'S JEWISH LIGHT RYE BREAD 


1 package active dry yeast 

(or 2 cups starter or home yeast) 

1 cup water, warm 

2 cups rye flour 

Dissolve yeast in water. Mix in flour. Cover, and let stand 
for 24 hours. 

Sponge: 

1 package active dry yeast (or starter) 

1 cup water, warm 
* 3 cups rye flour 

Dissolve yeast in water, and mix in flour. Add to 
preparatory sour mixture and mix to a fine consistency. 
Cover, and let rise for two hours. 

Dough: 

1 tablespoon salt 
1 cup wnter, warm 
1 tablespoon malt 

couple dabs of caraway seeds, (optional) 

2cups unbleached flour (or all-purpose) blended with 
1 cup rye flour 

Mix all ingredients and add to sponge; completely in¬ 
corporate but do not overmix. Scale (weigh), round up 
dough, and let it recover for a few moments. Make into long 
or round loaves and place on corn-mealed pans or ear¬ 
thenware. Proof (let rise in a humid spot), for 12 minutes. 
Dock, or punch with clean nail or knife, and bake in a moist 
375 degree F. oven for 55 minutes. 

Try light and dark rye flours for variety. It is all in where 
one was reared; the Bavarian likes the dark rye taste. 

MOTHER’S RYE-CORN BREAD 
Starter dissolved in 

2 cups milk, scalded (or 

stock or potato water) 

4 cups corn meal 
4 cup molasses (or honey) 

2 teaspoons salt 

4 cup nutritional yeast (brewers’ yeast) 

4 cups rye flour 

Pour the milk-starter mix over the corn meal, stirring the 
while. Incorporate all the other ingredients, stirring slowly 
but well. Cover and let rise overnight. 

Next morning stir the batter down. Turn out on your 
bread board and let it rest for a few seconds. Divide in half. 
Turn into greased bread pans. Smooth tops of dough with 
wet fingers, cover, let rest for a spell (5-10 minutes). 

Bake in 350 degree F. oven for at least 35 to 40 minutes.

1 teasp. salt 

4 package raisins or 
1 cup raisins and 

1 cup candied fruits 
1 tablespoon caraway seeds (optional) 
Beat egg and milk and oil. Mix and sift 
dry ingredients. Add fruit and add all to 
the liquids. Mix well. Pour into greased 
and floured angel cake pans. 

Bake 45 minutes at 350 degree F. or 
until golden brown and done. 

IRISH SODA BREAD 
4 cups sifted all purpose flour 
4 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

4 cup butter or margarine or Mazola 
type oil 
1 egg 

1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 and two-thirds cups buttermilk 
(1 tablespoon caraway seeds, if you 
like) 

Mix and sift dry ingredients except the 
baking soda. Rub in butter or margarine. 

If Mazola oil is used, add to the but¬ 
termilk mixture.) 


Add raisins and mix well. In a separate 
bowl, beat the egg and add one and two- 
thirds cups buttermilk, baking soda and 
oil, if used. Mix and add to dry 
ingredients and stir with a fork until just 
moistened. Bake in a greased pan at 375 
degrees about 45-50 minutes or until done 
and golden brown. This makes a large 
loaf. Two loaf pans may be used-watch 
baking time. 

LOCAL IRISH SODA 
BREAD 

24 cups self rising flour 
4 cup low fat soy flour 
(no salt or baking powder needed) 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

4 cup sugar 

14 cups buttermilk 

5 tablespoons raisins 

Combine dry ingredients—stir well- 
stir in raisins. Stir in milk, Scrape batter 
out of the bowl and pile in the center of a 
110 -stick cookie sheet. Rub salad oil on 
hands and then pat and shape the batter 
into a smooth, round loaf. Bake in 350 
oven for 45 minutes. (Mark cross before 
baking.) 

IRISH RASPBERRY BUNS 

4 cup butter (margarine) 

4 cup sugar 
1 egg yolk 
4 cup milk 

3 cups sifted cake flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

4 cup raspberry jam 

1 egg white slightly beaten 
Cream butter and sugar until light and 
fluggy. 

Add egg yolk and milk and mix well. 
Sift flour and baking powder Add the 
flour mixture in two additions. Beat well 


after each addition. Make 14 inch ball 
with dough-flatten each ball to 4 inch 
thickness. Put 4 teaspoon raspberry jam 
in center, fold in half-pinch edges to seal 
and brush with slightly beaten egg white. 
Place on cookie sheet covered with foil. 
Bake 15-20 minutes in a 400 degree oven. 
Makes 2 dozen. 

SHAMROCK COOKIES 

Two-thirds cup shortening 

4 cup sugar 

4 teaspoon grated orange rind 

4 teaspoon vanilla 

1 egg 

4 teaspoons milk 

2 cups all purpose flour (sifted) 

14 teaspoons baking powder 

4 teaspoon salt. 

Cream shortening, sugar, orange peel, 
and vanilla. Add egg and beat well. Stir in 
milk. Sift dry ingredients and blend into 
creamed mixture. Divide dough in half. 
Chill 1 hour. On lightly floured surface, 
roll to 4 inch thick. Cut in shamrock 
shapes with cookie cutter. Bake on 
greased cookie sheet in 375 oven for 6-5 
minutes. Cool slightly. Remove from pan 
and cool on rack. 

IRISH RAISINS BISCUITS 

3 cups sifted flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 cup sugar 

1 cup raisins 

2 tablespoons butler or margrine 

1 egg beaten 

14 cups milk 

Candied fruits may be added. 

Mix dry ingredients. Cut in margarine 
or butter. Add raisins. Add fruit and then 
the beaten egg and milk. 


Mix well and knead slightly. Roll out 
dough to 4 inch thickness. Cut with a 
biscuit cutter before putting on baking 
sheet. Place on greased baking sheet. 
Bake at 450 degree for 10-15 min. 

ST PATRICK’S SCONES 

4 cup raisins 

2 cups sifted flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon sugar 

4 cup butter (margarine) 

2 eggs 

4 cup light cream or evaporated milk 

4 cup thick strawberry jam 

Rinse raisins-dry and chop coarsely 

Sift flour, baking powder, salt, and 
sugar into a bowl. 

Cut in butter or margarine. Add eggs 
beaten with the cream or evaporated 
milk. Add raisins. Mix to a moderately 
soft dough. Turn onto a floured board- 
divide in half. 

Roll each piece into a circle about 4 
inch thick. Carefully fit one piece into a 
buttered 8 inch round pan, pressing dough 
about 4 inch up sides of pan. Spread with 
jam. Cover with remaining dough. Cut 
lightly through into 6 pie-like pieces. 
Brush top of scone with cream or melted 
butter-sprinkle lightly with sugar. Bake 
in 425 degree oven for 20-25 minutes. 
Serve hot. 

IRISH COFFEE 

Pour a jigger of Irish whiskey into a 
stemmed goblet. Add hot' strong, black 
coffee—sweeten to taste. Float a good 
spoonful of thick, whipped cream on the 
top. Sip the coffee through the cream. DO

Metrics 

Signs of the times 
all over America 


Motorists approaching 
Cincinnati these days see a 
sign spelling out the distance 
two ways — regular, 62 miles; 
metric, 100 kilometers. 

All over Ohio it’s getting to 
be that way as road signs 
approved by the US. Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation go up, 
readying motorists for the slow 
switch to metric measurement 

Such signs are going up In 
Kansas, Alabama, Arizona, 
California, Florida, Maryland, 
Michigan, Minnesota, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
Vermont and Washington. 
Eventually they will be the 
signs of the times all over 
America. The metric times. 

The nation has started its 
shift to the international 
system of measurement, 
metrics, in an attempt to put it 
in step with the rest of the 
world, measurement and 
welghtwise. 

The switch began officially 
with enactment of Public Law 
94-168, the Metric Conversion 
Act of 1975. 

When the metrics get into the 
fabric of American life, cook¬ 
books will instruct 10 ml. in 
place of two tsp. of salt; 
glrlwatchers will whistle over 
beauty contestants with bust, 
92 cm.; waist, 61 cm.; hips, 90 
cm.; and even some maxims 
may be expressed in metrics. 

An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure comes 
out: A gram of prevention is 
worth a kilogram of cure. 

Industry and the schools for 
years were anticipating the 
nation's eventual commitment 
to metric conversion. So no 
one’s in a panic. The conver¬ 
sion doesn't need to be ac¬ 
complished next year. Within 
10 years is the hope. 

Weather reports these days 
are a good example of the way 
metrics are being phased in. 
You read and-or hear the 
weather in Farenhelt tempera¬ 
tures followed by the degrees 
Celsius. 

The U.S. Bureau of Stan¬ 
dards, the U.S. Office of 
Education, the National 
Education Association, the 
National Council of Teachers of 
Mathematics and the 
American National Metric 
Council these days head the 
metric movement. 

The Office of Education this 
academic year awarded the 
first $2.1 million in grants and 
contracts of metric instruction 
projects throughout the United 
States. 

The awards authorized by 
Public Law 93-380 are for in¬ 
novative programs designed to 
teach school-age children and 
adults to use the International 
System of Units. 

At the Office of Education in 
Washington, D.C., Dr. Floyd 
Davis, head of the metric 
education programs, in an 
interview talked about 
metrics. 

"The changeover has got to 
be coordinated,” he said. 

"Children shouldn't be re¬ 
quired to shift from system to 
system when they change 
schools. 

•'And they shouldn't encoun¬ 
ter different units in geography 
and in arithmetic." 

For the present and for 
perhaps at least 10 more years 
Davis sees textbooks ex¬ 
pressing quantities both ways 
— the distance from Paris to 
Rome given in kilometers and, 
parenthetically, In miles; 
arithmetic problems alter¬ 
nating between metric units 
and customary units. 

Getting it together in metrics 
indhe schoolroom is not the 
only thing leaders of metric 
conversion worry about. 


'Matchmaker' 
opens repertory 
season 

ABINGDON, Va. (UPI) - 
The Barter Theatre, America's 
oldest professional repertory 
theatre, will open its 1977 
spring season on April 5 with a 
production of Thornton 
Wilder’s “The Matchmaker." 

The show will run until April 
23 and will be followed by a 
number of other plays in¬ 
cluding Shakespeare's 
“Taming of the Shrew," 
Arthur Miller’s "All My Sons" 
and J. M. Synge's "Playboy of 
the Western World." 

The production of "The 
Matchmaker" marks the 45th 
season for the Barter, which is 
also the State Theatre of 
Virginia. 


As Dr. Davis put it: 

"We don’t want to Introduce 
international units in the 
schools and then find out It may 
be years before a student has a 
chance to use them. 

"What the schools do will 
depend on how fast other 
sectors of society move. 
Teachers who switch to In¬ 
ternational units may find they 
are beating their heads against 
a stone wall If their students 
have to deal in pounds, feet and 
quarts everywhere but in 
school.” 

Davis needn't worry. The 
metric movement in business, 
industry and even sports 
already has a good measure of 
support 

This was shown by makers of 
all kinds of things, from autos 
to household appliances, taking 
part in a conference sponsored 
by the American National 
Metric Council and the Ameri¬ 
can Society of Mechanical 
Engineers recently. 

Going metric, they reported, 
was easier and cheaper than 
anyone had expected. The 
Chevette, a little General 
Motors car designed first in 
Germany, was put into produc¬ 
tion in the United States in 
record time entirely to metric 
measure. 

Thousands of cars on Ameri¬ 
can roads have parts made to 
metric measurement, in¬ 
cluding Ford and Chrysler 
products. 

Most big United States 
manufacturers have been deal¬ 
ing in metrics for years 
through export business and 
foreign-based operations. They 
use both systems, actually. 

Some other signs of the 
metric shift: 

- The Distilled Spirits 
Council of the United States 
has requested the Treasury 
Department to approve the 
adoption of six metric-sized 
wine bottles. The use of the new 
sizes will be mandatory by Jan. 

1, 1979. For other bottled 
"spirits," by 1980. 

— The Bureau of Reclama¬ 
tion of the Department of the 
Interior has designed several 
recent dam projects in metric 
measure. 

— The Defense Department”* 
is procuring certain weapons 
systems for the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization's use on 
the basis of metric specifica¬ 
tions. 

— The International 
Amateur Athletic Federation 
has ruled It will no longer 
accept "converted" times to 
qualify an athlete for the 
Olympics. Amateur and 
college sports associations say 
this makes metrics in sports 
very near. 

— More than half the states 
have had some type of formal 
action on metrics by their 
legislatures and-or school 
boards. "Go Metric" resolu¬ 
tions are on the books in 
Alabama, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, 
Maine, Maryland, Michigan, 
Nevada, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Vermont and 
Wyoming. 

— The Pennsylvania State 
Bureau of Standard Weights 
and Measures cooperated with 
the Sun Oil Company in a pilot 
test to determine customer 
reaction to buying gasoline by 
the litre. A similar test was 
done In Tallahassee, Fla. Both 
times reaction was favorable. 

— The Maritime Administra¬ 
tion has developed a program 
of metric conversion to provide 
for the orderly transition to all 
facets of merchant shipping by 
1980. 

— The U.S. Forest Service 
and National Park Service are 
adding metric to all signs and 
brochures bearing weights and 
measures designations. 

— The Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment is starting to Issue its 
data on crop yields in metric 
terms. 

- The Patent and 
Trademark Office has Issued a 
requirement for the use of 
metric in patent applications. 

— The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration has 
been using metric units exten¬ 
sively for several years. 

— The Department of De¬ 
fense says it will use the in¬ 
ternational metric system in 
all of its activities consistent 
with operational, economical, 
technical and safety considera¬ 
tions. 

Metrics, meanwhile, will be 
no problem for the phar¬ 
maceutical industry, medical 
profession, photography or 
tooacio industry. 

These have been into metrics 
for years.

Rep. relocates play 


"We haven't changed our name,..we're still the Boy 
Scouts of America," says the Norumbega Council in 
response to numerous inquiries based on several 
misleading national news stories. 

Council President Dr. Edward C. Michaud stated em¬ 
phatically that the legal corporate name of the Boy Scouts 
of America had not change and that the misunderstanding 
arose over the BSA’s adoption of a new communicative 
symbol using the words Scouting USA, which was 
mistakenly reported as the new name of the 67-year-old Boy 
Scouts of America. 

The official name of the local council will continue to be 
Norumbega Council, Boy Scouts of America. The council 
will gradually incorporate the new symbol on its printed 
material, signs and other places where a stong, 
recognizable identification is required. • 

The BSA's new bright red and white symbol includes a 
contemporary version of the traditional BSA fleur-de-lis, 
plus the new communitative name, Scouting USA. 
Together, these elements more appropriately reflect the 
current broadened scope of the Boy Scouts of America. 

Use of the Scouting USA symbol began last year, but full 
implementation is expected to take several years, ac¬ 
cording to Adolf Andersen, council executive of the 
Norumbega Council. 

The traditional fleur-de-lis of Scouting will continue in a 
modernized form, Andersen explained, but badges and 
insignia donoting advancement and office will not be 
changed. Also not to be changed will be the three symbols 
for the Cub Scout, Scout, and Explorer phases of the total 
BSA program. 

The new look for Scouting USA will help clear up con¬ 
fusion related to the youth and adult leaders Scouting is 
committed to serve, according to the findings of a five-year 
study. 

Andersen explained that Scouting serves young men and 
women as well as boys, and that the word boy was dropped 
from the Scout phase of the program several years ago. 
This was NOT because of any pressure from minorities or 
women’s groups. Surveys showed that the boys themselves 
did not like to be called boys. 

Scouting USA was selected as the BSA’s communicative 
name because women are now serving as volunteers and 
professionals and have full membership in the Exploring 
program. Also, there has been a need to identify Scouting 
with the United States of America because the organization 
does not serve youth in South America, Mexico, Central 
America and Canada. 

The legal corporate name, Boy Scouts of America, which 
was established by a Charter from Congress in 1916 (6 years 
after Scoutings founding in this country), will still be used 
along with the new Scouting USA symbol.

The Newton South High 
School’s Enrichment program 
has arranged for Dr. Mervyn 
Israel of the Sydney Farber 
Cancer Institute to speak at 
Newton South Friday, March 
11. He will discuss with 
students and faculty his career 
in medicinal chemistry and his 
newly developed anticancer 
drug. 

Dr. Israel has received world 
recognition for his recent 
discovery of a new, more ef¬ 


ficient cancer drug, 
adriamycin analog (AD32). 

Adriamycin, the drug 
previously used for the 
treatment of leukemia, is 
expected to be superseded by 
AD32, a much less toxic drug. 

AD32 is not only more ef¬ 
ficient, but because of the 
lesser quantity of toxicity, it 
will alleviate the risk of 
damaging the heart. 

According to Dr. Israel, "In 
tests done on mice, AD32 


produced cures in 70 to 80 
percent of the cases. Fur¬ 
thermore, when the animals 
were sacrificed as long as 18 
months after treatment, they 
had no signs of tumors or 
leukemia." 

Although this drug has not 
been used on leukemia patients 
yet, it may be used in the very 
near future. Dr. Israel feels 
this drug is "very, very 
promising." 


The cancer research is being 
conducted at the new Charles 
A. Dana Institute as part of the 
Sydney Farber Cancer 
Institute.

Tremendous domestication 
in the toy industry is weaning 
American children away from 
outdoor activities, says a child 
development authority. 

"Apparently, we are plan¬ 
ning a world where we live 
indoors,” said Dr. Brian 
Sutton-Smith, speaking of new 
toys displayed at the annual 
trade fair in New York City. 
Sutton-Smith is research 
consultant to the Toy 
Manufacturers of America and 
head of the graduate program 
in developmental psychology 
at Columbia University’s 
Teachers College. 

He told a news conference 
that toys tend to reflect society 
as a whole. 

"The increasing complexity 
and incredible acceleration of 
automated, electronic toys is 
an on-going trend,” he said. 

In response to a question, 
Sutton-Smith acknowledged 
that toys intended for indoor 
play contribute to the problems 
of overweight and under¬ 
activity suffered by many 
children today. 

He also said commercial toys 
based on television show 
characters, fast-food chains 
and food products put pressure 
on children to buy certain pro¬ 
ducts. He added that children 
whose parents discuss the 
commercialism with them are 
less likely to be affected in the 


Death threats 

made to 
Iran critics 

LAWRENCE, Kan. (UPI) - 
A University of-Kansas profes¬ 
sor and a student newspaper 
reporter say they received 
telephoned death threats for 
publicizing allegations about 
the shah of Iran’s secret police. 

Police and University of 
Kansas officials are investigat¬ 
ing the threats and a related 
charge by the Iranian Students 
Association at KU that an 
agent of the Iranian secret 
police, known as SAVAK, 

. operates on campus and beat 
one of their members recently. 

The alleged agent is Kambiz 
Zibaii, enrolled as a special 
student from Tehran, Iran. He 
refused to talk with reporters. 

Norman Forer, associate 
professor of social welfare, 
said his wife received an 
anonymous telephone threat 
last Thursday night. 

"He had a foreign accent, 
said he was an Iranian student 
and a representative of the 
Iranian government and to tell 
professor Norman that if he 
continued in his activities he 
would get shot,” Forer said. 
“My wife said, ’What you’re 
saying is illegal and I'm going 
to call the police,' and then he 
repeated it." 

. Forer visited Iran last month 
to gather information about 
dissidents who oppose the shah 
and said said he found ‘‘fan¬ 
tastic corruption” at the 
highest levels of government, 
plus evidence of torture deaths 
of two religious leaders. 

Forer said he thought the 
anonymous call was prompted 
by a newspaper report of his 
recent visit to Iran. "The 
agents have the arrogant 
assumption that they can get 
away with these things in 
America," Forer said. "It’s a 
preposterous notion." 

John Mueller, a reporter for 
the University Daily Kansan, 
said he received a telephone 
call at his residence hall 
Saturday night from a man 
with a foreign accent a few 
hours after visiting Zibaii’s 
house. 

"He said, ’If you do another 
story, you will be shot,’ then he 
hung up," Mueller said. 

Mueller said Zibaii refused to 
talk to him and another Kansan 
reporter. He said he asked 
Zibaii if he were an agent of 
SAVAK, and Zibaii replied, "I 
won't talk about that. I don’t 
have to say anything." 

KU Executive Vice Chancel¬ 
lor Delbert Shankel said 
university officials are in¬ 
terviewing students to find 
whether the accusation that 
Zibaii attacked another, 
smaller Iranian student on 
Feb. 25 can be substantiated. 

"We are taking this serious¬ 
ly," Shankel said after an 80- 
minute meeting Monday with 
representatives of the Iranian 
student group.

long run. "Only the very young 
are affected, and they are so 
young their parents still 
control what they buy." 

He said adventure play¬ 
grounds and scouting attempt 
to correct the indoor play 
situation, but added that more 
schools should have better 
physical education programs. 

By contrast, he said, many 
19th century games were 
terribly dangerous. He de¬ 
scribed one called Duckstones, 


in which one player threw 
stones at a target while another 
tried to prevent the stone from 
hitting it. 

Sutton-Smith added that 
decision-making games are 
steadily increasing. 

"That probably implies that 
we are finding children need to 
make many more choices in 
preparation for adult life." 

He said research into sex 
role stereotyping in choice of 
toys indicates children and 


parents remain the major 
force. SuttonSmith quoted 
studies of the average number 
of toys for 6-year-olds in upper 
income homes in both North 
Carolina and New York City. 
They showed boys had a much 
greater variety of toys than 
girls the same age. 

Asked what they played with 
most often, girls tended to 
name domestic toys, dolls and 
the like, while boys tended to 
reflect what Sutton-Smith calls 


"TV imagery" and playthings 
designed for use outside the 
home, as they have traditional¬ 
ly- 

One-to-three-y ear-olds re¬ 
present the missing area in toy 
research, he said. 

"It's very difficult for a an 
18-month-old child to be very 
imaginative” if he has mostly 
stacking toys or the kind that 
fit together, he said. 

"They should have very 
realistic toys, copying what 


they see regularly in tneir 
homes." 

Kitchen pots and pans are 
the best, he said. 

In another speech, 
association board chairman 
David A. Miller said oil 
shortages had greater impact 
on the industry in 1974 than 
they do currently. 

"There’s no real shortage of 
raw materials now. The prob¬ 
lems have more to do with the 


availability of manufacturing 
facilities outside the United 
States." 

Miller sees no major toy 
price increases in store for 
consumers this year, but ex¬ 
pects creeping inflation in 
areas such as labor contract 
wage settlements to boost 
retail prices by about five 
percent.

Former Newton alderman 
and clerk of the District Court 
Arthur S. Scipione died 
Thursday (March 3) in 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

Mr. Scipione, 73, was bom in 
Newton and attended local 
schools. He was a graduate of 
Boston University and Nor¬ 
theastern University Law 
School. 

Admitted to the bar in 1934, 
Mr. Scipione practiced law at 
241 Walnut St., Newtonville. 
During World War II, he 
served as legal adviser to 
military personnel and was the 
legal adviser for the City of 
Newton Draft draft board. 

Mr. Scipione was appointed 
I-and Court examiner in 1942; 
served as title examiner for 
Newton from 1928-67; as trial 
counsel in many Com¬ 
monwealth courts; was ad¬ 
mitted to the Board of 
Immigration and Appeals in 
1944 and the U.S. Court of 
Appeals in 1957. 

He was also a member of the 
bar of the U.S. Supreme Court, 
the Middlesex County and 
American bar associations and 
the American Judicature 
Society. 

Mr. Scipione was appointed 
clerk of the Newton District 
Court in 1967 and held that post 
until 1971. He served on the 
Board of Aldermen from 1949 
to 1954. 

Mr. Scipione was a past 
president of the Newtonville 
Improvement Association and 
was a member of the Newton 
Rotary, Newton Lodge of Elks 
No. 1327, Knights of Columbus, 
Sons of Italy, Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Northeastern 
University Husky Associates. 

His wife, Mrs. Mary L. | 
Scipione, who died in 1974, was 
first violinist at the All Newton 
■ Music School, where she had I 
taught for 50 years. 

Mr. Scipione is survived by a 
daughter, Mrs. Carol

Newton,” meaning they entered the 
service as a Newton resident. 

In addition, the city must provide a 
grave for any veteran who lived here for 
the last three years of his life. The federal 
government provides a $400 burial 
allowance. 

The old veterans’ lot contains a granite 
monument to 43 Newton soldiers who died 
in the Civil War. The monument was 
erected in 1864 and paid for in part by 
public subscription of 1200 people, who 
gave $1 each, and 1100 schoolchildren, 
who each gave a dime. 

A chapel was built by John S. Farlow in 
1885 in memory of the first president of 
the cemetery corporation, Dr. Henry 
Bigelow. This is apparently not the same 
Dr. Henry Bigelow whose house on Oak 
Hill has been the subject of concern to the 
Historical Commission but is the Dr. 
Bigelow after whom the Biqelow School 
was named. 

A new chapel was built in 1942 and 
houses the columbarium. The chapel is 
used about 100 times a year for funerals. 

The cemetery was laid out with Mt. 
Auburn Cemetery in mind, according to 
Duscha Scott, Jackson Homestead ar¬ 
chivist, and was very much involved with 
a horticultural society of the time, since 
Dr. Bigelow was interested in hor¬ 
ticulture. 

Plantings are equal to those of the 
finest park, as indeed the cemetery is in a 
sense considereda park. The corporation 
has two full-time arborists and two full¬ 
time horticulturists and runs its own 
greenhouses. 

The six miles of privately maintained 
streets that wind through the cemetery 
and around its ponds are are named 
principally after trees that may be found 
on the grounds. 


To increase the parklike character of 
the cemetery, controls have been in¬ 
stituted on the design and size of 
gravestones. 

The stones may say anything on them, 
Kilbom said, “but we try to stay away 
from the lambs and the doves" that used 
to be popular. 

The public is encouraged to use the 
cemetery as a park, within reason, 
Kilborn says. 

Many oldtime residents of Newton 
remember with pleasure going to see and 
feed the white ducks on the ponds. These 
ducks, Kilborn said, were Easter 
presents grown up and given to the 
cemetery when no one wanted a full-size 
duck running around the house. 

Since the practice of giving children 
baby ducks and chickens for Easter has 
been largely stopped, there are no more 
white ducks, but there are plenty of wild 
ducks. The cemetery corporation buys 
com “by the bushel" to feed them in the 
winter, Kilbom said. 

Security at the cemetery is maintained 
by private, full-time officers and an 
alarm connected to the police station’ but 
there is little vandalism, Kilborn said. 

The job of superintendent is to keep the 
whole cemetery operation running 
smoothly. But probably more important 
is the planning and design for the future. 

Kilbom is an engineer, and his office 
contains a drawing table covered with 
maps and plans for development of the 
last 20 acres, as well as cabinets full of lot 
indexes for the land in use. 

He has been superintendent for eight 
years and is available to talk to anyone 
interested in the cemetery. He is a strong 
advocate of having one’s funeral and 
burial place planned ahead of time, to 
make it easier all around.

Time running 
out for O.J. 


Older brides choose ivory, pastel gowns

NEW YORK i UPI) - Every 
time you see O.J. Simpson in 
that TV commercial, he's 
running through some airport 
with his suitcase in one hand, 
his trench coat in the other and 
a big Super Bowl smile on his 
face because he knows he still 
has enough time and he's not 
going to blow his plane at all. 

That's only in the commer¬ 
cial, though. 

Realistically, time is running 
out for O.J. Simpson, and one 
of the reasons for that is 
because he has imposed a 
deadline of only two more 
years upon himself, after 
which he says he will not play 
professional football anymore. 

This season and next, and 
that's it. 

That's absolutely definite, 
says O.J. Simpson, the 
National Football League's 
leading active rusher and quite 
possibly the finest running 
back in the entire history of 
professional football. 

O.J. Simpson is only 29. Why 


is he quitting so soon? What are 
the reasons Simpson is so 
determined to quit playing 
after next year? There are 
three reasons. 

The first is the one super- 
stars always talk of but don't 
always do anything about, 
pride. The second reason is 
intermingled with the first and 
has to do with physical 
limitations, and the "third 
reason concerns a new career 
with which he's anxious to 
become more involved, acting. 

O.J. Simpson talked about all 
three reasons here Monday 
after signing a new three-year 
contract with the Hertz Corp., 
to keep making cortimercials 
for them. 

"Some people ask me wheth¬ 
er I've lost a step," he said. 
"Could be. I dunno. I got 
caught a coupla' times last 
year and the guys wouldn't let 
me forget it. I know this: 1 find 
it harder and harder to con¬ 
centrate. I used to dream about 
making a long run; now 1 
dream about playing a part." 

He smiled — maybe he was 
remembering another dream 


Medical research 
uses genealogy

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
Medical researchers are using 
the genealogy records of the 
Mormon Church in a search for 
the genetic roots of cancer and 
other diseases. 

As a first step, scientists at 
LDS Hospital and the Universi¬ 
ty of Utah Medical Center are 
putting family histories into a 
computer. 

Dr. Mark Skolnick, the 
population geneticist heading 
the team, anticipates it will be 
another year before research¬ 
ers are ready to compare the 
genealogy of 250,000 Mormon 
families with medical records 
to test several genetic hypo¬ 
theses about disease. 

Their research could help in 
the early detection and preven- 
— tion of cancer and other 
diseases, says Dr. Homer 
Warner of the university’s 
medical biophysics and 
computing department. 

The research is funded by a 
National Cancer Institute 
grant. It first will try to 
determine whether cancer 
runs in families. 

If a strong family relation¬ 
ships is found, search will 
begin for distinguishing traits 
of car.cer-prone families. 

Warner hopes to find a 
relationship between certain 
genetic markers, such as 
fingerprints, and cancer, and 
use them to identify high-risk , 
individuals within families. 

"If a family at risk can be 
identified, then it might be 
possible to identify individuals ■ 
within that family who have I 
traits corresponding to genes 
which might predispose them' 
to cancer," he said. 

"By identifying these people 
early, we can expose them to 
unusual detection efforts that 
would be cost-prohibitive to 
carry out for the entire 
population. With such thorough 
testing, we should be able to 
identify many lesions before 
they become malignant. 

"We also can improve 
cancer prevention by coun¬ 
seling these people on en¬ 
vironmental dangers, such as 
poor diet and smoking, which 
may trigger the start of can¬ 
cer." 


Skolnick already has used 
family relationships to find 
individuals at high risk of 
contracting Wilson’s disease, a 
neurological disorder that can 
destroy the liver. 

The researchers also hope to 
apply their approach to coro¬ 
nary heart disease, cerebral 
vascular disease and the whole 
spectrum of illness, using the 
huge collection of genealogical 
data on members of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. Each 
member is encouraged by the 
church to fill out a four- 
generation family chart to be 
filed in the church office 
building here. 

Photocopies of family charts 
are put in an LDS Hospital 
computer that can reconstruct 
a detailed family history of 
Utah’s entire Mormon Church 
population. 

The researchers hope to link 
the history to hospital medical 
records, death records and the 
state's cancer registry. They 
also will search medical files 
for all persons having a par¬ 
ticular disease, then locate the 
patients in the genealogical 
files to determine in¬ 
terrelationships. 

“This will provide an in¬ 
valuable resource for genetic 
res e a r c h, not only for in¬ 
vestigators at this institution, 
but all over the world," Warner 
said. 


he once had when he first 
started in pro ball after coming 
out of the University of 
Southern California eight 
seasons ago, a dream in which 
he and the Bills were going to 
wind up playing in the Super 
Bowl. But he knows that with 
the two-year deadline he has 
given himself, there is little 
likelihood of his dream ever 
being fulfilled. 

"The Super Bowl logically is 
everybody’s goal," he said, 
"but to get there, you gotta 
have some players, you gotta 
go out and get 'em. We haven't 
so far, and if we don't, our 
chances are slim." 

Is that one of the reasons he 
has made up his mind to quit in 
two more years? 

Simpson shook his head no. 

"I'm a running back and I'll 
be 30 this season," he said. "I 
look around me to see some of 
the other running backs who 
came into the league with me 
and I don't see 'em. Not too 
many keep playing after 30. I 
saw Leroy Kelly play well at 
32, but I never wanna be out 
there on the field and find out I 
can't do something I wanna 
do." 

Somebody asked Simpson 
about Joe Namath. 

"I think the Rams would like 
to have him but I don't think he 
wants to take a cut in his 
contract," said Simpson. “1 
understand the way Joe feels, 
but if he can swallow some of 
his pride and sign with the 
Rams, I think he can take 'em 
to the Super Bowl. I think that 
with his arm, he can't take an 
average team and get it to the 
Super Bowl, but he can take a 
good team there, and the Rams 
are a great team." 

So far, Simpson has made six 
movies. He likes doing them 
and hopes to make acting his 
full-time occupation after he 
quits football. 

"Physically, making pic¬ 
tures are much easier than 
playing football, but 
emotionally it can be tougher," 
he said. “I've got 13 scripts 
now and I’ve been offered some 
leading roles, but I'd rather 
have smaller roles if they're 
the right ones.” 

Simpson's first major pic¬ 
ture was "The Klansman” 
starring Richard Burton — 
when he was still married to 
Elizabeth Taylor — and Lee 
Marvin. Simpson said he 
learned from both actors. 

"I-ee Marvin told me. 'Juice, 
the hell with the script. You 
just make sure you get the 
thought across, the theme, then 
give your fellow actor his cue 
and you'll be all right in this 
business.' Richard Burton 
complained about all the trash 
he had to do. 1 asked him why 
he did it, and he laughed and 
told me, 'Well, Liz is a little 
extravagant.’"

Etiquette authority 
Elizabeth Post doesn’t 
recommend pure white for 
mature brides or those who 
have been married before. 

But not for reasons of 
etiquette.

"But I think it's mostly a 
matter of choosing what's most 
becoming. A divorcee might 
wear off-white or white with 
color in the trim or white lace 
over a pastel underskirt. 

"length depends on the type 
of wedding. If it is a church 
wedding and formal, a long 
gown is called for. Certainly, a 
young second-time bride will 
want to wear a long dress 
again." 

Mrs. Post said street length 
afternoon dresses are ap¬ 
propriate for less formal 
Weddings. “The setting rather 
than age determines the dress 


length." 

Her views coincide with 
current styles we saw in the 
New York City showroom of a 
major manufacturer of bridal 
wear. 

General manager Marvin 
Cashman said ivory and 
pastels are the favorite colors 
for second weddings and older 
brides. 

Styles may change rapidly in 
ready-to-wear and sportswear, 
but brides of all ages remain 
steadfast in their desire for 
feminine, becoming wedding 
gowns, he said. 

Only the most expensive 
designs tend to change some¬ 


what with succeeding seasons, 
Cashman said. 

So-called fashion colors that 
also change seasonally rarely 
show up, even in bridesmaids’ 
apparel. 

Ivory has become a big 
favorite in the past five years, 
for first weddings as well as 
successive ones, he said. 
Traditional pasteLs such as ice 
blue and blush pink are as 
popular for bridal gowns as 
they ever were. 

Many gowns at Albert 
Angelo, Inc., feature empire 
waistlines, including a $110 
design that Cashman said was 
"as big a reorder as we have 


ever had." It was a sheer nylon 
organza-type fabric with Chan¬ 
tilly lace and iridescents (like 
small sequins) and lantern 
sleeves. 

"It sells as heavily in 14 and 
16 as it does in smaller sizes," 
Cashman said. 

The company's most expen¬ 
sive line includes one wedding 
gown that looks like a caftan 
and another that consists of a 
backless halter of venise lace 
with a permanently pleated 
chiffon skirt and matching 
cape. The caftan look is 
achieved with split sleeves 
dropping from a venise lace 
bodice.

The father said no 
and the son said he couldn't go on the 
weekend. "Can't-you board it out?" asked 
the irritated senior Sebell. The reply was 
there was no decent place to board a dog. 
"That’s ridiculous," said the senior 
Sebell. 


Hanging up, he began to investigate 
only to find what his son said was true. 
Suddenly Sebell found himself thinking of 
a new business. The key to a successful 
business is to find a need and set about 
filling it. Sebell knew the need, now he set 
about filling it. • 

Rolling up his shirt sleeves, the MIT 
educated engineer, began training under 
a distant cousin who is a veterinarian. He 
w as on his way to become the owner and 
operator of a kennel. He helped the vet in 
the hospital assisting in surgical 
procedures and cleaning cages. 

At the same time, he was collecting 


data from the U.S. Department of 
Commerce and his son was conducting a 
market survey "to get a feel...if there 
was a good facility, would people use 

it...?"

Help for 

businesses urged

BOSTON' (UPI) - Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis is support¬ 
ing efforts to promote capital 
business expansion in the state. 
But industry hopes for equal 
support of several corporate 
tax break plans are dim. 

Dukakis Tuesday urged a 
legislative committee to 
quickly approve a combination 
of expanded and reshuffled 
programs to provide new and 
struggling businesses with 
capital. 

The proposals, drafted by a 
task force of business officials 
and filed by the governor as an 
administrative proposal, would 
cclate a new state Industrial 
Development Authority. 

*But Dukakis was silent on a 
series of business tax break 
proposals recommended by the 
sjime task force. The task force 
l^d urged a cutback in several 
srate taxes including the 
corporate excise tax. 
i Aides to Dukakis acknowl¬ 
edged after the hearing before 
Iff Commerce and Labor 
Qijnmittee that the majority of 
the tax break plans "are on a 
bjickburner." 

'•"No immediate action is 
pjanned on them," said a 
legislative aide. 

; Dukakis said the proposal for 
a new state industrial finance 
authority could have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on efforts to im¬ 
prove the state's economy. 
*The new agency would bring 


several existing programs 
providing capital for business 
development under the new 
authority, which would be run 
by a 13 member board. The 
board would have the power to 
appoint and set the salary for 
an executive director. 

The combined state cost of 
the new agency would be $22.2 
million. More than half the 
amount already has won 
legislative approval. 

Dukakis said the only added 
state cost of the proposal would 
be $10 million in bonds to 
finance an expanded Technolo¬ 
gy Development Corporation 
which would succeed the 
existing Massachusetts 
Science and Technology 
Foundation. 

The bonds would not be 
backed by the state. 

The expanded corporation 
would provide financing for 
new high technology firms 
which Dukakis described as 
"the wellspring" of Massa¬ 
chusetts' economic growth. 

Another facet of the proposal 
would merge the recently 
created Massachusetts 
Industrial Mortgage Insurance 
Agency into an expanded 
Massachusetts Industrial 
Finance Agency. 

Dukakis said that agency 
then would provide a one stop 
shopping center for business¬ 
men seeking expansion capital.

committee to increase the state 
liquor tax and use the added 
taxes to fund alcoholic halfway 
house IreaUnent centers, 

Other bills would exempt 
college students living on 
campus and committed to 
eating meals in dormitories 
from paying the state’s 8 per 
cent meals tax. Still other bills 
would exempt the elderly from 
the meals tax or reinstate the 
so-called "junk food" breaker, 
making all meals under $2 not 
subject to the tax. 

Research and development 
companies would get a sales 
tax exemption, now granted to 
some manufacturers, under 
another bill. 

Committee research aide 
Frederick Schlosstein, who last 
year was the committee's 
Senate chairman, said the 
conumttee could act by early 
next week on some of the 50 or 
so bills heard Tuesday.

Together with six vets, Sebell worked 
on designing what he terms "the ideal 
facility" resulting in the of opening of the 
Holiday Kennel in Brockton. 

A "hotel" for dogs and cats, the pets 
stay in "suites" and daily records of their 
eating habits and medication are kept by 
a supervised staff. There is also a 
grooming service available, and pets are 
picked up and delivered. 

As this interview was taking place, a 
new guest came into the facility. He was 
greeted by Mrs. Ruth Sebell who works 
with her husband. She was heard to call 
out "Jackie, we have a new guest with his 
toys." At the same time Sebell had to 
excuse himself to help with a German 
Shepherd's bath. 

People dropping off their pets at the 
Holiday Kennel may be away, but they 
are still concerned. Sebell says they have 
received long distance calls from 
Hamburg, Germany, Madrid, London 
and Rome "asking how the pet is doing." 

Owners not only call, but also leave 
explicit instructions to be carried out by 
staff members. On one occasion, an 
unsuspecting carpenter, who was 
finishing work in the cat room, came out 
to warn Sebell that "you have some flaky 
people on the staff...one just walked in 
singing Happy Birthday to a cat." The 
staff member was carrying out in¬ 
structions and sometimes they are 
charged with not only singing Happy 
Birthday but also distributing birthday 
gifts which have been left for the pet. 

Sebell admits that "some owners are 
more genuinely concerned about their pet 
than their children" and some have even 
remarked to him jokingly "you take the 
kids and I’ll take the dog." 

One gentleman arrived, with his 
Chihuahua one day and two suitcases 
which were filled with a tablecloth, 
napkins and china. He told Sebell the dog 


would not eat unless the table was set 
before him. Sebell complied and reported 
that the "dog ate well." 

Getting used to requests which are 
somewhat out of the ordinary is SebelJ's 
business. Recently he encountered an 
unusual predicament. A good customer 
boarded a New Foundland dog with him 
and went on to a summer home. After a 
few days, the agitated owner called 
saying a neighbor at home informed her 
the dog was running around the house. 

Sebell checked, although he krew it 
was impossible for the dog to escape, and 
the dog was in the kennel. But the owner 
was still dubious. Soon, he ushered the 
New Foundland into his office and place 
the phone to its ear after instructing the 
owner to say hello. Upon hearing the 
owner's voice, the dog barked in 
recognition and a relieved owner was 
satisfied. 

Advance reservations are necessary 
for a pet to stay at Holiday Kennel. When 
the pet arrives, it is weighed and a staff 
member keeps track of the weight. Dogs 
with a particular medical problem such 
as diabetes or epilepsy are "no problem" 
says Sebell. • 

However, he will not admit a dog or cat 
who which is ill, or suspected of being ill. 
Taking action of this sort has angered 
customers and at that point Sebell says 
"if your vet says it is o.k., we will take 
it." Should an animal get sick on the 
premises there is an isolation unit. 

The disease of kennel cough, Sebell 
pointed out, is a "misnomer." Actually 
tracheo-bronchitis, he said a "pet doesn't 
have to be in a kennel to contract it." If a 
dog does come down with kennel cough, 
at the first sign, the animal is put into a 
completely sterilized run and the staff 
member who treats the dog is not per¬ 
mitted to be around other dogs. 


Floors in the kennel are heated with 
radiant heat, and the wards are in¬ 
dividually heated and air-conditioned. At 
night the areas are sterilized with 
ultraviolet rays. All of the staff is in¬ 
structed in using medication and how to 
spot an emergency. 

Recently, a dog suffering from torsion 
of the stomach which is fatal in roughly 20 
minutes, was rushed into emergency 
surgery as a result of a staff memBber's 
careful attention to detail. After exer¬ 
cising the dog, the staff member noted 
the dog made no attempt to drink any 
water and the reported this to Sebell 
immediately. "In someone's home, the 
dog would have been gone" said Sebell. 

In addition to the kennel, Sebell 
operates the Homeward Hound Humane 
Society, a non-profit adoption agency for 
pets. The original owner makes a con¬ 
tribution when giving up the pet, and the 
prospective owner also makes a con¬ 
tribution. 

People are forced to give up dogs when 
they move, find members of the family 
have allergies or someone loses a job a 
job and can't afford to keep the dog. 

If Sebell accepts the pet, he keeps It 
indefinitely until a home is found. "Only a 
couple were put down because people lied 
and the dog had advanced, non-treatable 
diseases." 

Adoptions sometimes do not work out 
and Sebell says he will take back the dog. 

Dogs are also obedience trained on th? 
premises, however, Sabell refuses "to get 
involved with attack- training." Usually 
after someone's home has been 
burglarized, they call wanting to get a 
dog that is attack trained. Sebell talks 
with them, saying'he understands how 
they feel but points out they don't want to 
"come home to a bloody heap.” He says 
dogs can be trained to be highly 
protective of their homes and a deterrent 
to would-be thieves—without killing.

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Dedham - the history 


In September of 1635, the 
Great and General Court of 
Massachusetts Bay Colony 
ordered the establishment of 
two towns, to be located inland, 
and to serve as a buffer zone 
between Boston and the 
surrounding, hostile wilder¬ 
ness. The first of these towns, 
Concord, was settled almost 
immediately; Dedham, the 
second, was not occupied until 
December of the following 
year. 

Predominantly yeomen and 
middle-class people from 
Suffolk, Norfolk and Essex, the 
Dedham pioneers found 
themselves in possession of 
something in excess of two 
hundred square miles of virgin 
wilderness-complete with 
•‘lakes, hills, forests, 
meadows, Indians and a 
seemingly endless supply of 
rocks and wolves.” Curiously, 
the settlers initially contented 
themselves with taming only 
the smallest portion of their 
holdings; expansion was a 
process which came only with 
time, ultimately resulting in 
the separation of Medfield 
( 1651), Wrentham (1673), 
Needham (1711), Dover (1784), 
Norwood (1872) and Westwood 
(1897). The Reverend John 
Eliot and his "praying In¬ 
dians" squatted on Dedham 
land in what is now Natick.In 


1659, after a protracted 
litigation, the Indians were 
awarded title to those 2,000 
acres and Dedham, in com¬ 
pensation, was granted 8,000 
acres at Pocumtuck (Deer¬ 
field). 

The fourteenth church of 
Massachusetts Bay Colony was 
gathered in Dedham in 1638, 
selecting John Allin as pastor 
and John Hunting as Ruling 
Elder. It is pleasing to note that 
the church records show no 
instances of dissensions, 
Quaker of Baptist expulsions, 
or witchcraft persecutions. On 
the other hand, the state of 
peace which existed in town 
and church should not be 
surprising in the light of the 
requirements stipulated by the 
Town Covenant, signed by all 
those admitted as settlers. 
Newcomers who seemed to be 
potentially troublesome, or 
who posed the possibility of 
becoming public charges, were 
"warned out” and forbidden to 
reside within Dedham boun¬ 
daries. 

Town business was originally 
transacted by the whole 
company, gathered in general 
meeting. As the population 
grew, this became im¬ 
practicable. Beginning in 1639, 
"Selectmen” were elected to 
carry out the administration of 
town affairs. 

In 1793, Dedham was 


selected as the shiretown for 
the new County of Norfolk, and 
an influx of lawyers, politicians 
and people on county business 
forced the town to a'bandon its 
traditional insularity and its 
habitual distrust of 
newcomers. The Norfolk and 
Bristol Turnpike was run 
through Dedham in 1803, 
providing a main route bet¬ 
ween Boston and Providence. 
One year later, the Hartford 
and Dedham Turnpike was 
chartered, serving as a main 
road through to Connecticut. 
New taverns were established 
in Dedham, to provide for the 
wants of the traveler, but more 
particularly to provide way- 
stations and relay points for 
the new stage lines that the 
turnpike had suddenly made 
feasible. 

In 1835, the Boston and 
Providence Railroad built a 
branch from Dedham to 
Readville, connecting with the 
main line from Boston to 
Providence. This was followed, 
in 1848, by the Norfolk County 
Railroad, which ran from 
Dedham to Walpole. In 1854, 
the Boston and New York 
Central ran through town, and 
on to Blackstone. Dedham, 
almost involuntarily, became a 
transportation center, and the 
existence of quick freight 
service promoted a burst of 
industrial development. 

By 1845, the town's

manufactories employed over 
650 people, and produced such 
varied goods as cotton, cotton 
thread, woolens, silk, brooms, 
furnaces, shovels and hoes, 
paper, chairs and cabinets, 
tinware, sheet iron, vehicles, 
boots, shoes' saddles and 
harness, cigars, pocket 
notebooks and marbled papers. 

Gradually, the local in¬ 
dustries succumbed to 
economic pressures; the last to 
go were the textile companies 
of East Dedham, which fell 
victim to the economic slump 
following the First World War. 
Concurrently, the town fell 
away from its traditional 
associations with agriculture, 
increased mobility for local 
residents, and an increased 
rate of immigration by 
newcomers spelled the 


inevitable destruction of open, 
agricultural land areas. The 
Whiting Farm was the first 
large subdivision’ becoming 
Oakdale in 1871. The 
Farrington Farm became 
Endicott in 1872, and the 
Turner-Whiting tract became 
Ashcroft in 1873. By 1910, the 
old Bullard lands near 
Wigwam Pond had become 
Fairbanks Park, and the 
Bingham Farm in Dedham 
Island had become Charles 
River Heights and Charles 
River Terrace. The old 
Sprague Farm became the 
“Manor", and almost the last 
to go, parts of the ancient 
Smith Farm became 
Greenlodge Estates.

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Needham - 
the history

In 1680 the settlers of 
Dedham bought a large tract of 
land along the Charles River 
from the Indian Chief 
Nehoiden; the purchase price 
was 10 pounds sterling and 40 
shillings' worth of Indian corn, 
along with some land for 
fishing and hunting. 
Needham’s town seal com¬ 
memorates this historic 
transaction. In time, a number 
of settlers wished to break off 
from Dedham, and on 
November 5, 1711, Needham 
was granted a petition to in¬ 
corporate as a separate town. 

Needham began as a quiet 
agricultural village. Its 
earliest significant industry 
was supplying faggots as fuel 
for bakery ovens in Roxbury 
and Boston. This Industry 


became so important that the 
faggots were known as 
"Needham currency” and 
were bartered for goods. 

The railroad came to 
Needham in 1835, facilitating 
the steady growth of in¬ 
dustrialization within the town. 
By 1875, Needham Heights was 
a thriving industrial area with 
73 manufacturing industries, 
among them paper, hosiery, 
glue, boots and shoes, moldings 
and doors. Power machinery 
was introduced to Needham's 
garment industry in 1886 and 
was applied to the manufac¬ 
ture of children’s underwear. 
TTils remains to the present 
time one of Needham’s 
foremost industries. 

In addition to farming and

One hundred and twelve 
years ago, a man came to this 
country with but ten shillings in 
his pocket and a knowledge of 
knitting machines. 

From that humble begin¬ 
ning, the William Carter 
Company started in Needham 
in 1865.

back on foot and mended pots 
and pans along the route until 
he reached Roxbury where he 
was able to get work at his 
trade. 

Three long years passed, 
years of small wages, long 
hours and little spare time or 
money. But with small gains he 
was able to purchase a piece of 
land and for the sum of >175, 
built a house at the corner of 
Hunnewell and Highland 
avenue. A part of the kitchen 
became a workshop and it was 
there on a hand-frame that 
William and Martha Lee 
Carter turned out the first 
Carter's product, a cardigan 
jacket. William then journeyed 
ten miles to Boston by foot to 
show it to a jobber. The jobber 
was pleased with the jacket 
and said he would take all that 
young Carter could make at $45 
a dozen. 

They did well on this class of 


work and soon the Carter’s 
were able to employ one or two 
helpers. 

After Carter paid off all the 
debts, business began to pick 
up and he brought his two sons, 
Horace A. and William H., into 
the firm, when they were still 
young men. 

A new corporate set-up was 
effected in 1901 by the 
establishment of the Carter 
Company of Maine, with 
William Carter as President 
and two sons as officers — 
William H. serving as Vice 
President and Horace A. 
serving as Treasurer and 
Clerk. 

In 1912 the present 
Massachusetts corporation 
was founded, and on.the death 
of William Carter in 1918, his 
son, William H. Carter, suc¬ 
ceeded him as President, with 
Horace A. Carter, a younger 
brother, serving as Vice 


President and Treasurer. In 
fact, two of William Carter’s 
five sons and one of his 
grandsons, Lyndall F. Carter, 
have succeeded him as 
President of the company. 
Horace A. Carter was the 
second son and was President 
from 1955 to 1959. His son, 
Lyndall F. Carter, was 
President from 1959 to 1970. 

Today, three other 
descendants of the founder now 
hold important positions. 
Manson H. Carter and William 
H. Carter, II, are great- 
grandsons of the founder and 
grandsons of Horace A. Carter. 
Hanson is Vice President of 
Merchandising, Clerk and a 
Director; William is Director 
of Licensing. Dana Carter, son 
of Lyndall F. Carter, is the 
Secretary and a Director of the 
company. 

The company is now headed 


by Leo J. Feuer, President. 
Richard G. Holland is 
Executive Vice President. 
Both men are also Directors of 
the firm. 

The Home Office at 
Needham is the nerve center of 
the William Carter Company. 
The executive offices are 
located in a modern building 
which is warm and welcoming. 
The company’s computer 
which keeps in its electronic 
memory a knowledge of the 
ebb and flow of Carter's 
production plays an important 
role in exerting traffic control 
of Carter’s garments from 
mills to retail stores. 

Carter’s sales force in 1900 
consisted of three men. Today 
there are more than 70 capable 
representatives who have a 
knowledge of Carter's mer¬ 
chandise in minutest detail.

Titled "Dying to Grow Up”, the 
documentary-drama recreates 
the lives of two men who 9lide 
into four of the typical 
American lifestyles: excessive 
drinking, smoking, over-

It will be aired 9:00 to 10:00 

p.m. 

These four themes will be 
developed further throughout 
the week as Channel 5 devotes 
approximately 12 hours of 
programming to the subject. 

Among the highlights will be 
a test designed by Dr. Johnson 
and Dr. Jonathan Fielding, 
Massachusetts Commissioner 
of Public Health, and given to 
the public in the form of a half- 
hour special, Thursday, March 
31, at 7:30 p.m.

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Westwood- 
a history 


At the time of the American 
Revolution, Westwood had a 
population of no more than 400 
people living In some 75 houses. 

It was a quiet farming 
community loosely attached to 
Dedham. Known as West 
Dedham, the Clapboardtrees 
or Third Parish of Dedham, 
Westwood did not have an 
identity of its own until its 
incorporation in 1897. 

The Ellis Tavern, built in 
1731, was one center of village 
life in the 18th century. Rebuilt 
after it burned in 1887, it is now 
the Country Store on High 
Street. 

Another main thoroughfare, 
the current Washington Street, 
boasted Islington's earliest 
watering place near the East 
Street intersection. That 
section of town was called 
Springvale during the 
Revolutionary days. 

Located here was the Blue 
Hart Tavern, built in 1741. It 
was a favorite “truck atop" for 
the rebel troops marching 
along the “Rhode Island Road" 
as Route 1A was then called. 
The building is now a real 


estate office. A number of the 
18th century farmhouses it 
served can be found along 
Canton Street. 

Today, residents can best 
appreciate what the town 
looked like at the time of the 
Revolution by visiting the 
conservation areas, such as 
Baker Reservation or the 
swampy open space areas 
along the present Gay Street. 

Historic buildings 

Early Westwood community 
life did not feature separation 
between church and state, 
according to various historical 
accounts. 

The meeting house of the 
First Parish Church at the 
comer of Naha tan and Clap- 
boardtree Streets was a focus 
of activity, both religious and 
social, as well as political' for 
many years. Hence, the name 
Clapboard tree Parish. 

During this time there was 
much community discontent 
regarding religion, par¬ 
ticularly due to the per¬ 
sonalities of various ministers.

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In 1639 John Jackson, his 
wife’ and fifteen children 
became the first permanent 
settlers of an outlying area of 
Cambridge known as Cam¬ 
bridge Village. Located along 
the large bend of the Charles 
River, these early settlers had 
Indian neighbors on Nonantum 
Hill, led by Chief Waban, 
whose name was later adopted 
for one of Newton's villages. 
By 1645, the little community 
was thriving. Records for that 
year indicate a population of 
135 people, 90 houses, 206 cows, 
20 horses, 131 oxen, 37 sheep, 62 
swine and 58 goats. Today, a 
thriving city. Newton’s human 
population of over 91,000 
outnumbers its domestic 
animals, but it has retained 
vestiges of its former village 
flavor. 


In the 1600’s, church, schools 
and local government con¬ 
tinued to be centered in the 
older village near Harvard 
Square, but traveling to 
Cambridge proved so in¬ 
convenient to the Puritan 
settlers that they petitioned for 
a separate church, and 
eventually for a separate 
government Many years and 
many petitions later, the new 
town was bom in 1686. They 
called it "Newtown” but of¬ 
ficially shortened it some 78 
years later. 

The openness and diversity 
of the landscape is what makes 
Newton distinctive-today, even 


as it must have seemed to the 
Jackson family over 330 years 
ago: the picturesque river 
winding its way through 11 
miles of gently sloping terrain, 
marked by hills that command 
a clear view of Boston and the 
surrounding territory. In fact, 
it was Just this riverside 
location that seemed to attract 
new settlers. They knew in¬ 
dustry generally expanded 
along every stream and 
thought the town might become 
a manufacturing center some 
day. But three historic events 
changed Newton’s destiny: the 
diversion of the river waters by 
the town of Dedham, the 
granting of territory by 
legislative act to Roxbury and 
Waltham, and, even more 
significant, the opening of the 
Boston and Worcester Railroad 
in 1834, making Newton 
irrevocably a suburb of Boston. 

Agriculture and manufac¬ 
turing developed side by side in 
a generally well-balanced 


expansion. In the 25 years 
between 1850 and 1875, the 
population of the town swelled 
from over 5000 to more than 
16,000. Such rapid growth 
brought the town many 
growing pains and modified its 
rural character with such 
developments as street lights, 
paved roads, an all-night police 
force, municipal water supply, 
fire alarm boxes, separate high 
school and evening schools, 
and not least, a board of park 
commissioners. Governing the 
sprawling community became 
increasingly complex. In 1873, 
the citizens voted in favor of a 
city charter and on January 5. 
1874, Newton became a city

Glover-Memorial Hospital 
serves area towns 


Since its founding in 1910, 
Needham's Glover Memorial 
Hospital has grown with the 
community from a small 
cottage-type institution housed 
in a converted residential 
building to a 101-bed modemly- 
equipped general medical- 
surgical hospital which an¬ 
nually serves some 3,500 in¬ 
patients and provides more 
than 44,000 emergency medical 
and outpatient services to the 
residents of Needham and 
nearby communities. 

And it’s still growing. A new 
construction and renovation 
program got underway in 
November, 1976, to provide an 
enlarged radiology depart¬ 
ment, expand the present in¬ 
tensive-coronary care, 
laboratory and rehabilitation 
medicine facilities, and 
establish a separate one-day 
surgical unit. Target date for 
completion of the construction- 
renovation program is early 
spring in 1978. 

One of a handful of hospitals 
operating in Massachusetts as 
a municipal institution, Glover 
Memorial is a community 
hospital owned and operated 
by the Town of Needham to 
serve the health care needs of 
the residents of Needham and 
nearby towns. 

Funds for its annual 
operation are appropriated by 
the Needham Town Meeting 
and the Hospital is governed by 
a nine-member Board of 
Trustees appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Generally, the Hospital 
operates on a fully self- 
supporting basis. 

Over the years many 
Needham residents and 
organizations and patients 
from other communities have 
made substantial gifts to the 
Hospital in the form of 
bequests, cash contributions, 
memorials and annual 
donations to be used for special 


purposes or as unrestricted 
contributions to the Hospital's 
Permanent Donation Fund. 

These gifts, held in trust, are 
available to the Hospital 
Trustees for their 
discretionary use in the 
acquisition of equipment and 
support of medical-surgical 
needs to assure a high level of 
patient care and service. At the 
end of fiscal 1976 the amount of 
trust funds on deposit for the 
benefit of Glover Memorial 
Hospital totalled $361,000, 
reflecting a net increase of 


$64,625 above the year-end 
level in fiscal 1975! 

The origins of the Hospital 
date back to a 1910 bequest by 
an ex-'49er, long-time 
Needham resident and former 
Selectman Frederick Glover, 
who directed in his will that the 
Glover family home on 
Chestnut Street be given to the 
town of to serve as a hospital. 

When the Glover Home and 


Hospital opened its doors (o 
patients the population of 
Needham was 5,026 and the 
Hospital boasted five beds, 
housed in the two-story wood- 
frame building which had been 
the Glover residence. 

Until 1928, the Hospital was 
administered as a Town- 
sponsored non-profit cor¬ 
poration. In 1928, at the request 
of the Trustees and other 
Needham residents, the Town 
Meeting voted to assume full 
responsibility for operation of 
the Hospital as a municipal

Like many other suburban 
communities, Needham began 
to experience substantial 
residential and population 
growth in the years im¬ 
mediately following World War 
II, and in 1947, with further 
federal aid under the Hill- 
Burton program, the two-story, 
70-bed North wing was added, 
including a maternity section, 
four operating rooms and an x- 
ray department.

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Newton's supply of low-income housing dwindles 


Newton's supply of low-income housing 
looks good through the rest of this year, 
but it may dry up after that if more units 
aren't built. 

A request for third year funding for the 
Housing Services Commission's Section 8 
program has been turned down, the 
commission learned at its monthly 
meeting March 9. 

Newton asked for subsidies for 48 more 
units in fiscal 1978, which runs from 
Sept.,1977 through August,1978, but the 


federal Dept, of Housing and Urban 
Development refused to grant any. 

The denial was not too surprising, 
because Newton received funds for 178 
units during the first two years of the 
program - more than Boston, Cambridge 
or Brookline - according to Assistant 
Director Jennifer Volkert. 

Under Section 8, applicants who meet 
HUD requirements are certified by the 
commission, then they go out and find 
their own housing and return for HSC 


staff to check out the premises. 

If the housing meets HSC standards, 
the tenant pays a certain percentage of 
the rent and HSC subsidizes the rest with 
Section 8 funds. 

Newton has been allotted 120 units for 
fiscal 1976 and 58 for fiscal 1977. 

The commission is asking HUD for an 
explanation of the way allotments were 
made over the three-year period. 

If it appears that Newton was treated 
unfairly, HSC will appeal. 


Executive Director Frank Quinn is 
worried that Newton will lose units as the 
old Section 23 program is cut back. 

By a 6-0 vote, the HSC decided to 
reactivate the waiting list for family 
housing. 

Beginning April 1, people who believe 
they are eligible may apply and be put on 
a list. 

A complete check on applicants' 
eligibility will be done later. 

Chronological order of application is 


the basis for assigning people to vacant 
housing. 

At the end of 1976, HSC had 204 elderly 
and 48 families on the waiting list. 

Applications for the Section 8 program 
and elderly housing projects were taking 
so much staff time that the commission 
stopped adding names to the family 
housing waiting list. 

Completion of the Thurston Road 
project in Upper Falls and the Newton 
Community Development Foundation

Labor 'problems' hinted by union

Since Superintendent of Schools Aaron 
Fink presented his budget recom¬ 
mendation on March 7, $5,940 has been 
cut from the budget.

The new "10 percent” ordinance, 
presented at a public hearing before the 
land Use Committee Monday night, 
received a cool reception from the public 
and a threat of court action from a 
developer. 

The policy, which has been in effect 
since 1968 but never incorporated into the 
zoning ordinance, is being put into of¬ 
ficial, written form because of a court 
decision last month against the 10 percent 
requirement. 

The "10 percent policy” has required 
that developers lease 10 percent of their 
new apartments to the Housing 
Authority, now the Housing Services 
Commission, for its subsidized housing 
program for low-income elderly and 
family housing. 

Michael Iodice, developer of 2300 
Commonwealth Ave., fought the city and 
won in reference to five apartments in his 
development. The Supreme Judicial 
Court gave as one of its reasons for ruling 
against the city the fact that there was no 
ordinance giving the Board of Aldermen 
the power to impose the 10 percent policy. 

The proposed ordinance says that when 
a request for permission of the Board of 
Aldermen is sought to increase the 
density of a residential development "to a 
level greater than that permissible 
without said permission," the Board shall 
require the provision of approximately 10 


The state was financially kinder to 
Newton this year than last. 

The "cherry sheet,” a statement of 
reimbursements and assessments to the 
city, shows that Newton owes the state 
$7,583,659 and will receive $7,437,079, a 
gross deficit of about $150,000. Last year’s 
deficit was around $400,000. 

The actual money available to Newton, 
however, is not the full $7.4 million, since

admission fee. 

The O'Brien children are very- 
aware of their Irish heritage, says 
their mother, and several are 
proficient at step dancing. . 

Featured at the Saturday night St. 
Patrick's Day social was the folk 
song "Four Green Fields", whose 
name symbolizes the four counties 
in the south of Ireland. 

"It's beautiful. It would make you 
cry, if you understand the history of 
Ireland," said Jo O'Brien. 

In the song a picture emerges of 
the tragic history of Ireland - of a 
divided country, with Irish fighting 
against Irish.

Great day' 
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Cost of house rehabilitation allegations labeled 'erroneous'

Allegations in a recent 
Boston newspaper article that 
the state Department of 
Community Affairs spent 
$85,000 to rehabilitate one unit 
of housing in Newton have been 
labeled "completely 
erroneous” by one Newton 
officials and denied by DCA's 
chief legal advisor. 

A memorandum has also 
gone out from William Flynn, 
Secretary of the Office of 
Communities and Develop¬ 
ment. terming the allegations 
“misperceptions”. 

The story, which appeared in 
the Boston Herald American on 
Sunday, March 6, claimed that 
housing authorities in 40 
Massachusetts communities 
were being investigated and 
named Newton as one city 


whose authority would soon be 
audited. 

It claimed that “disclosures 
of ‘corruption and dishonesty’ 
have forced suspension of a $65 
million state program to 
provide rehabilitated housing 
for hundreds of poor families." 

According to the story, 
Deputy Administrator of DCA 
Edmund Mangini, his staff and 
a special State Police task 
force had learned the DCA 
“paid $85,000 to fix up a single 
unit in Newton." 

Funds were said to have been 
spent under the state's Chapter 
705 scattered site housing 
program. 

Maurice Corman, counsel to 
DCA, told the Graphic that the 
Newton Housing Authority is 
not under investigation. 

“That was a decided error. 
That story was full of mistakes 


and innuendos," Corman said 
Monday. 

The list of 40 housing 
authorities that appeared was 
just a list of those who par¬ 
ticipated in the 705 program, 
Corman said. 

Only one was “in¬ 
vestigated", and that was in 
Adams, he added. 

Corman cited a memo that 
went out from Secretary Flynn 
to all local housing authorities 
in the state regarding the 
allegations. 

The $85,000 mentioned for 
Newton was "completely 
erroneous." said Frank Quinn, 
executive director of the 
Newton Housing Services 
Commission, which replaced 
the Newton Housing Authority 
last summer. 

Quinn served in that same 
capacity when the NHA 


became involved, briefly, in 
the 705 program. 

Only $42,000 was ever spent 
in Newton, Quinn said. 

The NHA purchased one 
duplex on Tremont Street 
under the 705 program just 
before that program was 
terminated, said former NHA 
Chairman .lames Miller. 

The house "didn't need that 
much rehabilitation work," 
according to Miller. 

“It was the kind of house a 
young couple would buy for 
income property," he said. 

NHA worked with a group of 
realtors trying to find local 
houses to buy under that 
program, Miller explained. 

Another house was under 
option at the time the program 
was closed down, he added. 

Eight units to be purchased 
were never bought, nor was the 


Site selected for proposed library

Homer and Walnut Streets, 
across from City Hall, has been 
chosen as the site for a new 
main library by the Library 
Site Selection Committee. 

The recommendation now 
goes to the City Planning 
Committee meeting of March 
28. The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee will report the 
recommendation to the Board 
of Aldermen April 4. 

The selection of the land at 
Homer and Walnut, a 4.5-acre 
city-owned parcel, culminates 
10 years of talking about a new- 
main library and trying to find 
a place to put it. 

A study done in 1968 
recommended that location for 
the main library', with one 
large north-side branch and 
one on the south side of the city. 

Librarian Virginia Tashjian 
and the Planning Department 
both wanted the main library 
to be located in a business 
area, but the advantages, both 
inherent and newly added, of 
the Homer-Walnut site made 
that location acceptable. 

The advantages are first that 
the land is available, and while 
it is not ideally located for 
public transportation it is 
easily accessible to cars and 
has enough room for plenty of 
parking. 

The proximity to City Hall 
would make the two buildings 
complement each other. Aid. 


John Stewart's suggestion to 
house the city archive in the 
library could be carried out, 
and the committee discussed 
the possibility of housing the 
Recreation Department offices 
there, along with a meeting 
room or two to be used by 
community or governmental 
groups. 

The Board of Library 
Trustees, at its meeting last 
Friday, accepted the Homer- 
Walnut site and are in the 
process of looking into fun¬ 
draising procedures to start as 
soon as possible. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has 
promised the Library Trustees 
that if they show signs of being 
able to raise half the estimated 
cost of a new main library, $2 
million, he will put the other $2 
million into the capital im¬ 
provement program as a bond 
issue. 


All of this must be approved 
by the Board of Aldermen, and 
by the time the bond issue is 
needed there may be a dif¬ 
ferent mayor, who is not 
necessarily bound by wishes of 
his predecessor. 

Efforts to pin down the effect 
of a new main library on the 
branch libraries, and vice 
versa, have not been suc¬ 
cessful. Mrs. Tashjian 
maintains that there is no 
relationship between the two, 
and that the branch question 
can be settled at any time. 

Many aldermen, the mayor 
and the Planning Department 
do not agree' and the new site 
may not gain aldermanic 
aproval until a cut in the 
number of branches is ef¬ 
fected. . 

One reason is cost. Material 
provided by Aid. Stewart 
shows : that in 1974 among 18 


neighboring or comparable 
communities Newton ranked 
highest in money spent on 
salaries and services. 

Newton also ranked highest 
in circulation of books. 

Quincy, with almost the 
same population and the same 
number of books, spent $93,500 
less in salaries and services 
and $58,000 more than Newton 
on "library materials." Quincy 
newton has 10. 

Newton spent $668,736 in 
salaries and services. 

Mrs. Tashjian has suggested 
closing the Upper Falls and 
and Oak Hill Park libraries and 
using bookmobiles instead. 
Objections from the 
neighborhoods involved have 
made Mrs. Tashjian reluctant 
to discuss the closing of 
branches. 


Tremont Street duplex ever 
rehabilitated, because the 705 
program stopped and there 
were no more funds, Quinn 
said. 

Charles Thomas, Director of 
Planning and Development for 
Newton, said that the two- 
family house on Tremont 
Street is the only property ever 
involved in a rehabilitation 
program under the Newton 
Housing Authority. 

The allegations made by the 
Mangini task force and the 
newspaper story "don't relate 
to any rehabilitation work done 
in Newton," Thomas said. 

“The problem they are 
addressing is the hiring of 
friends, neighbors and 
relatives" to do work for 
housing authorities, he said. 

Quinn said that no relatives 
or friends of NHA members or 
staff were involved in pur¬ 
chases of property or work for 
the NHA, to his knowledge. 

REcords show that the house 
at 223-225 Tremont Street was 
purchased by NHA on July 2, 
1975 for $42,000 from the estate 
of Mary B. McKenzie, an 
elderly woman who had lived 
at 223 Tremont Street until her 
death in Dec., 1974. 

The property, valued on the 
city assessors' books at $ 12 , 200 , 
has 10 rooms and two baths and 
was built in 1925. 

Its Cole-Layer-Trumble 
assessment figure is $42,400. 

The second floor tenants who 
occupied the house in 1975 have 


never moved out, and a family 
burned out of their home on 
Watertown Street was moved 
into the vacant first floor 
apartment, Quinn said. 

It is in essentially the same 
condition now as it was in 
July,1975, he added. 

Secretary Flynn's memo, 
dated March 8, meant to 
"clarify the unfortunate 
misperceptions left by recent 
news reports," explains what 
happened to the 705 program. 

“In the summer of 1975, a 
moratorium was placed on the 
further expansion of the 
program pending thorough 
review," the memo states. 

That review "discovered 
that the financial viability of 
the program was questionable 
and the concept was 
managerially difficult from an 
LHA's (local housing 
authority’s) point of view," it 
says. 

"Presently, the Department 
is systematically reviewing all 
phases of the Program and, 
where necessary, is conducting 
program audits in particular 
authorities," it adds. 

"These reviews are being 
conducted to assure proper 
administration of the 
program," it says. 

"Beginning last August, the 
Department initiated Chapter 
705 program audits of a few 
authorities where there were 
particular concerns over ap¬ 
parent operational problems," 
it continues. 


Catholic High School's rental 
of North Stadium snagged 



A dispute about who should 
set the fees for the rental of 
Dickinson Stadium at Newton 
North High School and a 
scheduling snag delayed any 
final action on the use of the 
football field by Newton 
Catholic High School. 

The School Committee, 
which the Law Department 
reportedly sees as having final 
jurisdiction over who uses the 
field, had previously agreed to 
rent the stadium to Newton 
Catholic at a fee schedule 
recommended by the 
Recreation Department. 

Recreation Commissioner 
Russell Halloran and Director 
of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius, who supervises 
custodians, recommended an 
$80 charge for use of the field 


and the scoreboard, and a fee 
of $155 for use of all facilities 
including toilets, the pressbox, 
and facilities for athletes inside 
the school. 

Joseph Chevarley, president 
of the Newton Catholic Board 
of Education, thanked the 
Committee for being com¬ 
munity minded in its approval 
of the leasing concept. He 
noted many cases of Newton 
Catholic allowing the city and 
city residents the use of its 
facilities at no cost. 

Committeeman Edward 
Prince who proposed the rental 
agreement felt there should be 
a rental fee that would include 
the use of the field, scoreboard, 
and toilets, since the parochial 
school made it clear before 
that it did not want to use 
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facilities in the school. 

Director of Athletics James 
Ronayne at North said another 
problem would arise when rain 
cancels a public school game 
on Saturday and pushes it to 
Sunday when Catholic would 
want to use the field. The city 
high schools are committed to 
play on Sunday because of the 
leaque they are in. 

Cornelius said the two fees 
were due to the need to hire 
custodians if any facilities are 
used, whether inside the school 
or in the stadium. He clarified 
that the toilets are not located 
in the press box, but both are in 
the stadium. 

Committeeman Robert 
Cohen questioned why the 
School Committee should be 
involved in setting the fee since 
the Recreation Department 
maintains the field. 

The Committee tabled the 
matter forfurther consultation 
with the Law Department and 
Newton to allow Chevarley to 
present the new conditions of 
the Sunday rental to the people 
at Newton Catholic.

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"In a couple of cases alleged 
corruption has been un¬ 
covered." it adds. 

Regarding pending audits by 
DCA, the memo says: "From 
time to time, other authorities 
will be selected for program 
audits." 

"These reviews should in no 
way reflect adversely on the 
authority, its staff or its 
tenants." the memo adds. 

In a March 9 letter to the 
editor of the Herald with 
similar comments, Flynn said 
it was "extremely un¬ 
fortunate” that the article 
“created the impression that 
the 40 housing authorities 
participating in the 705 


program, and ultimately all 220 
authorities, arc being actively 
investigated for possible 
corruption." 

The Newton Housing 
Authority lias had two audits 
since July,1975 when the 705 
money was used to purchase 
the duplex, Quinn said. 

He was critical of the state 
auditors themselves. 

"Someone ought to in¬ 
vestigate the state auditors,” 
he said. 

"They came in here (to 
NHA) and spent three months 
with their feet on the desk 
reading papers,” doing what 
amounted to two days’ work 
checking NHA's books, Quinn 
charged. 


$25,000 requested 
for public works study 


Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Iarson last week started 
the ball rolling toward getting 
a new public works garage and 
operations facility. 

But members of the Public 
Works Committee refused to 
approve Arson's request for a 
$25,000, eight-month study of 
space requirements for the 
public works department until 
they meet the consultant 
Iarson has in mind to do the 
study. 

Iarson has wanted Board 
approval of a $3 million facility 
to be built at the existing city 
yard on Elliot Street, Newton 
Highlands, but neighborhood 
and some aldermanic op¬ 
position has made him 
reconsider. 

Aid. Susan Schur has been in 
the fore of those who not only 
do not think the Elliot Street 
site is adequate for access and 
egress of the large number of 
vehicles but also doubt that a 
single facility is the best an¬ 
swer. 

Larson wants the single 
location to replace the four city 
yards serving the public works 
department. 

l.arson now realizes that 


chances of getting the single 
facility at Elliot Street are 
dimming, but he still feels that 
is the best choice. 

The report Iarson hopes to 
get from the consultant will 
include an in-depth analysis on 
space requirements, work and 
traffic flow, long-term site 
requirements, and costs of 
operation. 

Schur wants the report to 
include a comparison of cost of 
operation of a centralized 
facility versus two facilities. 

Aid. Robert Stiller did not 
like the method of selecting the 
consultant — Larson's per¬ 
sonal choice — and the fact 
that there is no public bidding 
requirement for the process. 

"Why should you be put in 
the position of making 
•sweetheart deals?',” Stiller 
asked. 

“I refuse to answer that," 
Iarson replied. 

Aid. David Cohen said, "He's 
not in the position — you're the 
only one that mentioned it." 

Larson agreed to bring 
examples of the consultant's 
work, the proposed contract, 
and the consultant to the next 
meeting of the Public Works 
Committee.

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Unequal funding in elementary schools discussed 


Sushila Rao joins BU staff 


After an hoifr of debate on the ap¬ 
portionment of- specialist time for 
physical education specialists at Wed¬ 
nesday night's school budget meeting, a 
member of the Williams School PTA 
brought up the thorny subject of unequal 
funding for creative arts programs in the 
elementary schools. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said Wednesday that there should be 
closer evaluation made of the formula for 
next year, although he said Monday "the 
allocation of time to Emerson is equit- 
table.'' 

Emerson has a half-time physical 
education specialist while only .4 is 
needed under the current enrollment 
criteria, but by comparison with the 
number of classrooms, Emerson has 13 
classes and Bowen School has 14 classes 
and gets ,9 of a full-time teacher. 

A study by Physical Education Coor¬ 
dinator Joan Schmidt presented in¬ 
formation that showed some schools get 
an average of 45 minutes per classroom 
and others average 88 minutes per class 
per week. 


School Committeewoman Honora 
Kaplan asked why Burr School with 14 
classrooms has .6 of a full-time physical 
education specialist, and Hyde School 
with the same number of classes has one 
full-time gym teacher. 

Superintendent Fink said the com¬ 
parisons by the number of classrooms 
was not valid because of wide differences 
in the number of students per class. 

Small classes are often combined in 
physical education with no loss to the 
students, Fink said. 

At Wednesday's meeting Schmidt 
proposed hiring five more full-time 
teachers and three teacher aides, but 
Saturday she dropped this plan. 

Superintendent Fink distributed 
Saturday a study by statistician Vin 
Silluzio that the physical education 
staffing is proportional to enrollment, 
with some schools receiving slightly 
more than a certain criteria. 

Paul Ash suggested the criteria be 
more closely examined for next year and 
Fink and Schmidt agreed.

Adults get chance 
to go to high school? 


Superintendent of Scnools 
Aaron Fink and the principals 
of both high schools are con¬ 
sidering opening up un¬ 
derenrolled classes at the two 
schools to adults in the com¬ 
munity starting this Sep¬ 
tember. 

Superintendent Fink made 
the announcement at one of 
last week's budget hearings 
when School Committee 
member Honora Kaplan 
brought up the suggestion of 
expanding daytime continuing 
education programs in the high 
schools in light of declining 
enrollment. 

Joyce Picard of Halycon 
Road, Newton Centre, a 
member of the former Citizens 
Advisory Committee on 


Declining Enrollment, 
suggested opening up the high 
school guidance and career 
centers for adult use. She said 
they are excellent facilities and 
would be used by women re¬ 
entering the work force and 
adults changing jobs even if 
there was a fee charged. 

Principals Ernest Van 
Seasholesof Newton South and 
Richard Mechem of Newton 
North expressed initial ap¬ 
proval of the idea. 

Fink suggested that adults 
could be notified of courses in 
technical vocational fields, the 
arts, and general academic 
fields that have low relatively 
enrollments after the first 
week or two of school. 


each child 60 minutes of physical 
education time with a specialist to partly 
meet the 90 minutes a week required by 
law. The rest of the time is met by 
classroom teachers following directives 
left by the specialists, Fink said, 

Susan Silbey of Williams School told the 
Committee Wednesday of the inequities 
of the elementary schools' PTAs fundinq 
of each school’s creative arts program. 

The programs take place in the school 
during after-school hours with funds 
mostly from PTAs’. 

Silbey said, "I wonder if the system can 
justify inequities in something that is 
considered essential to the program." 

Kaplan said she pays $11 for a weekly 
program for her child at Beethoven 
School and she realizes that some parents 
can't afford that. 

Fink said in previous years the topic 
has come up and he suggested PTAs 
pooling their resources into a central 
fund. He would then recommend the 
School Committee add more money and 
split it all among schools, as long as in¬ 
dividual PTAs agree not to increase 
funding to make their school's program 


better than all the rest. 

Fink said the PTAs couldn’t agree to 
the final clause so nothing formal came 
before the School Committee. 

Fink agreed there is a discrepancy 
between schools and said, "Probably the 
greatest need is where the ability to give 
is the least." 

Coordinator of Music John Harper said 
his department tries to make up for some 
of the inequities by scheduling auditions 
for his department's concert series at 
schools where the funding is the least. 

School Committeeman Robert Cohen 
questioned if some of the PTAs were 
really hurting financially or whether they 
chose to put their money into something 
besides creative arts, but Silbey said 
some are just poorer. 

Silbey plans to gather information on 
how much each PTA’s budget is and how 
much they apportion to creative arts 
before making a request to the Com¬ 
mittee. 

She said she has not asked other PTAs 
how they might feel toward agreement on 
pooling money.

More housing proposals 
raise residents' opposition 


Newton Corner residents 
who feel their neighborhood is 
changing for the better Mon¬ 
day night oppposed the con¬ 
struction of an apartment 
house they feel will not help the 
neighborhood. 

Dianne Dumanoski, 107 Park 
St., found everything wrong 
with the proposal of Louis 
Zegarelli to build a 13-unit 
apartment building on a parcel 
of land between Vemon and 
Tremont Streets at Park 
Street. 

The land, which is zoned for 
apartments with permission 
from the Board of Aldermen, is 
occupied by a large house built 
in 1850, which according to a 
Planning Department report 
appears to be “in fair “con¬ 
dition,” and a garage. 

Dumanoski told the Land 
Use Committee there is 
already a number of apart¬ 
ments in the area and more 
would encourage "speculative 
absentee ownership” of other 
property. 

The design is "boxy," 
Dumanoski said, and the 
proposed landscaping is 
"poor." 

Aid. Terry Morris opposed 
the project because he believes 
the land is “improperly” 
zoned. The land in question is 
Residence D, as is the land to 
each side and across Tremont 
Street. 

Morris also worries that the 
use of the land for apartments 
will put pressure on the nearby 
land which is occupied by 
single- and two-family houses. 

“Such lots as these used to be 
the pearls of a neighborhood. 
Now they’re gold mines," 
Morris said 


Other neighbors were more 
afraid of the blasting that will 
be necessary for construction 
than they are of the increased 
density of the land’ but in 
general opponents cited the 
increased traffic and a change 
in the character of the 
neighborhood as their principal 
reasons for opposing the 
project. 

Peter Smith, 130 Washington 
St., and Dennis Ingram, 15 
Belmont St., both said there is 
neighborhood sentiment for 
restoring the house, which is 
occupied by seven people in 
five households, but offered no 
financial plan for restoration. 

Ingram reported that the 
Newton Corner Neighborhood 
Association voted 17-4 against 
the proposal. 

Former alderman Alan 
Barkin, who represented 
Zegarelli at the hearing, noted 
that the association had met 
without benefit of seeing 
Zegarelli or his plans. 

Barkin, asking for approval 
of the project, said, "This 
property is not going to im¬ 
prove itself.” 

The Planning Department 
memorandum on the petition 
recommends no action until 
revised architectural and 
landscaping plans are sub¬ 
mitted, but says the proposed 
development “is appropriate to 
the site and its surroundings." 
The Planning Board after the 
hearing voted 5-0 to recom¬ 
mend denial of the petition. 

A proposal to build 28 at¬ 
tached dwellings on a 3.5-acre 
site at 243 Waltham St. met 
opposition primarily on the 
question of rezoning.

Kelly not given 
day in court 

State Senator James Kelly of Oxford, 
chairman of the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee and one of the most prominent 
politicians on Beacon Hill, is angry, resent- 
lul and bitter about his role in the trial of 
Senator Joseph DiCarlo and Ronald 
Mackenzie and the treatment he received 
during that trial. 

Kelly maintains that his civil rights were 
violated during the trial. Whether they 
legally were or not, Senator Kelly seems to 
have a justifiable complaint. 

He never was given his day in court. He 
was not called to testify. He was given no 
opportunity to tell his story, to respond to 
the testimony involving him or to answer 
the charges leveled against him. 

DiCarlo and Mackenzie did not choose to 
take the witness stand. Kelly, on the other 
hand, had no chance to do so. 

Kelly claims that the McKee company 
oiiicial, who testified that he (Kelly) 
suggested at a Florida meeting that $100,000 
be paid to DiCarlo, was lying. But he was not 
given the opportunity to deny the allegation 
under oath on the witness stand. 

The explanation given was that Kelly 
technically was not accused of committing 
any crime and that there was no actual 
charge to defend himself against. 

Kelly's friends, however, feel that his 
reputation and possibly his public career 
were badly damaged during the trial and 
that he was accorded a strange sort of 
justice. 

Kelly was included as an unindicted co- 
conspirator in the original indictment, but 
his name was not made public until the trial 
began in U.S. District Court. In fact, there 
was considerable conjecture in advance of 
the trial as to the identity of the unindicted 
co-conspirator. 

Federal Judge Walter Jay Skinner struck 
Kelly's name from the indictment near the 
end of the trial, ruling that there had been no 
evidence that the conspiracy, of which 
DiCarlo and Mackenzie were accused, was 
linked in any way to the conversation Kelly 
allegedly had in Florida with the McKee 
company official. 

But Kelly had been badly smeared before 
Judge Skinner removed his name from the 
case. When the trial ended, a cloud hung 
over Kelly's head. His political future had 
been placed in doubt. The harm had been 
done to him. 

In all fairness, it does not seem Kelly 
should have had to appear on a radio talk 
show to tell his story. 

Meanwhile, it appears that the investiga¬ 
tion is continuing into alleged payments by 
the McKee company to political figures and 
that other persons may be indicted and tried 
before the case is finally closed. 

The Assistant U.S. Attorney, who 
prosecuted the case against DiCarlo and 
Mackenzie, is on vacation. U.S. Attorney 
James Gabriel probably will be replaced by 
President Carter in the near future. 

Officials at Gabriel's ofice declined to 
comment on what action, if any, is still 
being taken in the McKee company case. 

Stale Police, under the direction of At¬ 
torney General Francis X. Bellotti, are 
investigating aspects of the case which were 
revealed during the trial of DiCarlo and 
Mackenzie. 

It is likely to be a long time before the 
last is heard of this sorry mess.

This is another in a series of 
suggestions for President Carter, who is 
seeking ideas from the American people 
to help him improve the government. 

last week, I suggested mailing gar¬ 
bage to dictators as a method of making 
diplomatic statements. This week, I will 
focus on domestic problems. 

Although President Carter's idea that 
people telephone him or send him letters 
is novel, it isn't very effective or efficient. 
There is another way to get a very ac¬ 
curate picture of the peoples’ opinions of 
government and stimulate productivity 
in government agencies. 

I propose a major revision of the 
federal income tax. 

Today, a taxpayer fills out his or her 
forms and mails in the check without 
knowing what really happens to the 
money. 


It simply disappears into the vast 
national treasury. The citizen only has 
control over a meager $1, which can be 
earmarked for the presidential campaign 
funds. 

The campaign check-off is a good idea, 
but it doesn’t go far enough. 

Taxpayers should have the right to 
earmark each tax dollar for whatever 
programs desired. My proposal would do 
just that. After the tax has been com¬ 
puted, the taxpayer could designate that 
tax to pay for a particular program or 
series of programs. The IRS should 
change its name to the Corporation of 
Public Financing. 

Every citizen would become the head of 
his own non-profit foundation. Just as the 
Ford Foundation or public television 
does, you could decide how you wanted to 
distribute the money you must give up. 

In this way, each citizen could express 
his pleasure or dislike for each govern¬ 
mental project undertaken. 

liberals could choose to have their tax 
monies fund school breakfast, lunch, 
snack and dinner programs. 

Conservatives could finance covert 
assassination projects by the CIA. 

Corporations could direct their taxes to 
federal pay-off slush funds to be used to 
persuade foreign countries to trade with 
America. Policemen could ensure that 


I£AA would continue making grants so 
that police departments could buy low 
yield nuclear weapons. 

The options are endless. 

The results would be more impressive 
than any poll. Those agencies that didn't 
receive any tax monies from the check¬ 
off would just have to go. "Produce or 
perish" would be the dictum by which 
agencies would operate. If the Defense 
Department received only $32.65 for the 
B-l Bomber, that would be the end of that 
program. Defense couldn't run to 
Congress looking for funding; the people 
would have spoken. 

With such a direct involvement in their 
government, citizens would look forward 
to tax time. They wouldn't cheat on their 
returns and might even decide not to take 
deductions. 

Competition among interest groups 
would be fast and furious. En¬ 
vironmentalists would urge their 
brethern to pour all their tax dollars into 
the EPA^while car manufacturers would 
fund highway construction projects. 

June 30 of each year would be bigger 
than the Super BWgJ. On that day, the last 
day of the fiscal^gar, the government 
would announce the 'Winers and losers. 
States could conduct special tax check-off 
track betting games. People could wager 
on the point spread between HEW and 
Defense. Or bet on whether NASA's 


tiudget would be bigger or smaller than 
last year's. 

New businesses would be created. Take 
Stock in America analysts would B* 
needed. Taxpayers and bettors could 
consult the analysts, who would give 
advice on how the budget would turn out. 

Fundamental analysts would say that 
Medicare, despite recent poor showings 
in the last two quarters, was still a good 
program to fund because of improved 
management. Technical analysts would 
say that in charting the growth patterns 
over the past 18 months, Medicare was a 
bad choice because trends show a lack of 
taxpayer faith in the program. 

Of course, there would always be the 
apathetic citizens who just didn't care 
what happened to their tax dollars. These 
people could use the general fund check¬ 
off. Money paid into this fund would pay 
for the salaries of government officials. 

This would be a milestone in America’s 
experiment in democracy. 

President Carter would be hailed as a 
great leader. The Secretary of the 
Treasury would become more popular 
than Pete Roselle. 

Please send your letters to President 
Carter and urge him to adopt the income 
tax check-off system. As the President 
says: why not the best?

WASHINGTON — Although they are less than 10 per cent 
of the total civilian labor force, young people from the ages 
of 16 through 19 now comprise more than 20 per cent of the 
total number of people who are unemployed. For white 
teen-agers in this age group, the jobless rate is about 12 per 
cent; for nonwhite teen-agers, the rate is almost 37 per cent. 

To 70-year-old S.I. Hayakawa of California, the oldest 
freshman Senator, this situation is "intolerable.” So, to do 
something about it, he has introduced legislation to lower 
the minimum wage for youth. Hayakawa says he's doing 
this because it has been his personal experience that there 
are many jobs available, but employers regard the costs 
generated by the federal minimum wage — now $2.30 an 
hour — as too high. 

Predictably, Sen. Hayakawa's proposal will be 
denounced by organized labor and their allies in Congress. 
It's only a matter of time before the AFL-CIO, which is now 
pushing for a $3-an-hour minimum wage, will be ex¬ 
coriating Hayakawa as a tool of the blood-sucking robber 
barons whose fondest dream is to return to that era when 
sweat shops and child labor were legal. 

But, there is a growing body of evidence that a lower 
minimum wage would do just what Sen. Hayakawa says it 
would do: improve the present youth job market. The case 
against the minimum wage is summed up aptly by Dr. John 
Seater, a researcher at the Philadelphia Reserve Bank, 
who says: 

"Teen-agers generally are low-skilled workers. Thus an 
employer will be willing to hire them only if he can pay 
them a low wage commensurate with their low level of skill. 
Such a wage, however, may be below the minimum wage 
required by law and therefore is not permitted. 

"In this case, the employer must choose either to pay a 
wage higher than he would like or to forgo hiring entirely. 
Some employers undoubtedly choose the latter alternative. 
Thus, many teen-agers find employment closed to them 
because the minimum wage law prohibits their being paid a 
wage in line with their low skill." 

Further evidence of the impact of the minimum wage on 
the teen-age unemployment rate is contained in a paper 
done for the Urban Institute, titled "Two Policy Questions 
Regarding the Minimum Wage." The author of this paper, 
Terence Kelly, says: 

"The minimum wage does affect the industrial 
distribution of teen-agers, and, further, it affects that 


distribution in such a way as to cause a net reduction in 
employment opportunities." 

In his draft paper, which is marked "not for general 
circulation," Kelly challenges the assertion that the 
minimum wage has been effective in reducing poverty. 

Employing various plausible assumptions, Kelly finds 
that a likely result of abolishing the minimum wage would 
be only a three per cent increase in the number of poor 
families and a three per cent increase in the aggregate 
poverty gap. Even fairly large increases in the minimum 
wage, says Kelly, would not generate correspondingly large 
reductions in the number of poor families. 

This study is of particular interest because the Urban 
Institute is an organization that is 24-carat, 99 and 44-100 per 
cent liberal. On its board are: Charles Schultze, President 
Carter’s chief economic adviser; Joe Califano, Mr. Carter's 
secretary of HEW; Vernon Jordan, head of the Urban 
I-eague; and Katherine Graham, publisher of the 
Washineton Post. 

Finally, there is one other recent study which has found a 
correlation between the minimum wage and reduced 
employment opportunities for young people. A study done 
by the nonpartisan Congressional Budget Office, titled 
"Policy Options for the Teen-age Uemployment Problem," 
says: 

"Public regulation of the labor market, by means such as 
minimum wage laws, add to teenagers problems in finding 
jobs and acquiring job experience... More extensive use of 
a differential (lower) minimum wage ... could stimulate 
demand for teen-age labor." 

The CBO notes that over a long period of time, some in¬ 
dustrialized countries have managed to keep teen-age 
unemployment rates relatively low compared with those in 
the United States. Singling out West Germany, Great 
Britain and Japan, the CBO says that one factor which 
contributes to the lower youth jobless rate in these coun¬ 
tries is the fact that they have low wages for teens, dif¬ 
ferentially lower minimums, or no minimum wage laws at 
all. 

In its report, the CBO suggests several options for 
stimulating the demand for teen-age workers. Besides a 
lower minimum wage, there is also the possibility of a tax 
credit to private sector employers for hiring and-or training 
teen-agers. And, there is the option of partially exempting 
teen-agers from the payroll tax.

Ted Kennedy To Pick 
/\lew U.S. Attorney 

Lively competition is shaping up for the position of U.S. 
Attorney for Massachusetts, an office now held by James 
Gabriel, who was picked for the job by Senator Edward W. 
Brooke. 

With Deomcratic President Jimmy Carter now residing 
in the White House, Gabriel’s successor will be chosen by 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy, but only after all but four of 
the candidates for the post have been eliminated by a 
screening committee headed by Richard Donahue of 
Lowell, an aide to the late President John F. Kennedy. 

At this stage, the list of contenders seeking to take over 
Gabriel's duties seems to be comprised largely of two 
groups, one composed of attorneys who apparently could 
have the job but can’t afford the financial sacrifice involved 
in taking it, the other made up of lawyers eager to get 
thejob but unable to do so. 

Near the top of those certain to be among the four finalists 
from whom Senator Kennedy will select the next U.S. At¬ 
torney for Massachusetts — if he wants to job — will be 
Attorney Paul Kirk, an aid to Ted Kennedy for the past 
seven years. 

Kirk, however, has been offered positions with 
prestigious law firms which would pay him substantially 
more than he would receive as U.S. Attorney. 

Front-runners in the contest for the post are believed to 
include Assistant U.S. Attorney Edward Lee, who 
prosecuted the case against Senators Joseph DiCarlo and 
Ronald MacKenzie; former Attorney General Robert H. 
Quinn; Edward F. Harrington of Needham, former head of 
the federal Strike Force Against Organized Crime in 
Massachusetts; Gordon Martin of Newton, formerly of 
West Roxbury, active in Democratic politics; Assistant 
Suffolk County District Attorney Thomas Dwyer and An¬ 
drea Wasserman Gargiulo, chairman of the Boston Finance 
Commission.

Phoney political issues 


To the Editor: 

We can be confident that 
readers of the Newton Graphic 
are not going to be taken in by 
phoney issues spewed by 
political aspirants. 

Newton residents in general 
know that their city is in the 
forefront particularly in the 
metropolitan area, with 
respect to programs for 
safeguarding Newton’s 
remaining open spaces. 

The city's mayor, aldermen 
and Planning Board and the 
Planning Department, joined 
by the Conservation Com¬ 
mission and such citizen 
groups as the Conservators, all 
share a common concern while 
giving positive support to the 
program. 

The Charter of the city 
mandates a Comprehensive 
Plan now well-developed with 
public hearings already held on 
housing and land use goals and 
policies. 

Meetings with community 
groups are scheduled through 
April with an early date set for 
the report of which several 
elements have already been 
delivered. 


Moreover, Newton has a 
functioning land acquisition 
program under which several 
significant land areas have 
been acquired. These include 
the Norumbega tract, Harwich 
Road area, Webster Vale, Cold 
Springs and earlier, land along 
Hammond Pond Parkway. 

It is utterly dishonest to 
attempt to create the im¬ 
pression Newton is without 
policies, plans or programs to 
safeguard its open spaces. 
Political opportunism is no 
excuse for denying our com¬ 
munity credit and 
acknowledgement for its 
substantial accomplishment in 
what lias been already done 
and continues to be done. 

And it is wrong to give the 
impression that any program 
will put a stop to the need for 
public hearings for the purpose 
of dealing with proposed land 
use changes. Whatever the 
program, those owning parcels 
may be expected to submit 
petitions for land use changes 
as a matter of legal right. 

We can only hope to 
minimize the incidence of such 
hearings. 


In Newton we have the basic 
prerequisite that assures 
successful implementation of 
open space programs, and that 
is a concerned citizenry and 
support of the local press. 

Intelligent and prudent 
action based on fact and our 
financial capacity to pay our 
bills, not self-serving political 
distortion, has achieved much 
for us to date and promises 
much more for the future. 

Most residents of Newton are 
not being taken in by cheap 
shots at an individual Planning 
Board member who calls the 
issues as he sees them. Those 
who serve on the Planning 
Board, appointed by the mayor

presently enjoy in our single¬ 
family neighborhoods. 

Developers will opt for the 
maximum number of apjrt- 
ment-type units which can De. 
legally built on each tract. This 
will increase the heavy traffic 
which already exists on some 
of our streets. 

Murley Farm offers an 
example. If the allowable 
approximate 45 single-family 
homes are built, we could 
expect 90 automobiles. If the 
120 condominiums are built, we 


could expect up to 240 
automobiles. 

A second concern is for the 
integrity and continuity of 
Newton's zoning laws. Many 
residents have purchased 
homes in Newton 
neighborhoods expecting the 
existing single-family zoning to 
be maintained. The spot 
variances given to zoning by 
the aldermen over the past 10 
years raise concern. 

Two business acquaintances 
have told me that they bought 
in Weston because they did not 
trust the continuity of Newton’s 
zoning laws. A neighbor is 
selling his home and moving to 
Weston for the same reason. 

In conclusion, let me say that 
I subscribe to the concept of the 
city purchasing and main¬ 
taining recreational open 
space. 

However, I fear that the 
cluster zoning concept will 
result in the unhappy exchange 
of open space for traffic, 
exhaust fumes and congestion.

ro the Editor: 

On Feb. 28, the aldermanic 
Legislation & Rules Committee 
voted 4-1 against a possible 
ordinance that would have 
required residents of Newton to 
clear a path through the snow 
across their property sufficient 
to accommodate children 
walking to school and the 
elderly pedestrian. 

On March 7, the Board of 
Aldermen concurred' 
defeating the ordinance 19-4. 
Only Aid. Budge, Shea, Morris 
and McDonnell voted in favor 
of the ordinance. 

The L & R Committee had 
been concerned with what it be 
believed to be the unen¬ 
forceability of such an or¬ 
dinance. 

Because of these actions, the 
city now faces rather bleak 
alternatives. 

It will have to spend $500,000 
on new snow plows for next 
year, or it will have to suffer 
another winter without 
sidewalks cleared for 
pedestrians. 

Serious consideration must 
be given to a cost analysis of 
alternative methods of 
clearing the snow from 
sidewalks. 

—Under the present system, 
the city assumes responsibility 
for clearing sidewalks. 
However, it has not been able 
to do an effective job, not only 
this year, but for a number of 
years. Many, if not most, 
streets are impassable and 
hazardous. The mobility of our 
citizens and the safety of our 
children are at stake. 


Shoveling the sidewalks 


Moreover, the inoperable 
snow plows the city now owns 
represent a waste of tax 
dollars, and the damage they 
do, when operating, costs 
further tax dollars in repair to 
private property. 

—If the city continues to 
assume this responsiblility, 
Mr. Larson, commissioner of 
public works, states the city 
requires 27 new sidewalk plows 
at a cost of $16,500 each, 
totaling $453,000 (part of a $3 
million capital investment he 
plans to propose). Fur¬ 
thermore, he estimates the 
lifetime of these plows to be 
seven to 10 years. In seven to 10 
years, you or your successors 
will need to consider a similar 
but more expensive purchase, 
given inflation, just when the 
debt for these will be at its end. 

Moreover, the man hours 
required to run the plows 
average $2500 to $5000 per 
storm. 

—By voting down this 
proposal, the committee has 
left the city only two options. 

One, spend $500,000 on 
sidewalks plows, or two, repeat 
the treacherous situation we 
have suffered this year with 
the vain hope that some child 
will not be severely injured in 
the coming years. 

Because of this proposal, I 
have been receiving letters and 
calls from people telling of 
children falling off snow-laden 
sidewalks under moving cars 
and in front of trucks. Only the 
expert driving of a few in¬ 
dividuals saved these 
children's lives. This is not 


reliable insurance for the 
future. 

—The proposal to require 
that a path be made in front of 
each property will require 
specifications of time boun¬ 
daries, responsibility of 
residents vs. landlords’ en¬ 
forcement authority and 
exemptions for need. But these 
are not insurmountable ob¬ 
stacles if the intention to shift 
the responsibility is there. 

—The enforcement problems 
are probably not as great as 
the committee' would like to 
believe, if a summons system 
analogous to a parking ticket 
were adopted. It would not 
require any new ad¬ 
ministrative machinery. I 
would oppose that. The people 
of Newton are reasonable and 
cooperative and civic-minded. 

A serious publicity campaign 
would probably go a long way 
toward solving serious en¬ 
forcement difficulties, 
especially if the cost saving 
features and moral im¬ 
peratives are made apparent. 
Also, consider the possible 
revenue in fines. 

—Sidewalk plowing is a 
luxury service which very few 
municipalities provide. The 
costs of city services in Newton 
are second highest in the state 


perhaps because we do proride 
many excellent services other 
cities do not. But we must 
allocate the existing tax dollars 
efficiently and effectively 
because we cannot bear the 
burden of ever-escalating 
taxes. We cannot continue to 
assume the costs and 
responsibilities for services 
which we are indeed not 
providing and which citizens 
can provide themselves, more 
□early, the time has come to 
recognize that we must 
reorient our perspective about 
the possible, if not proper, 
functions of government. 
Surely, the quality of life ir 
Newton will not be measurablj 
affected if the city no longet 
assumes responsibility to plov 
the sidewalks. 

1 would like to urge ou 
citizens to carefully conside 
the implications of the denial c 
this ordinance for the safety c 
our children and all ou 
citizens. The alternatives ar 
to spend at least $500,000; th 
second to do nothing. 

The first is fiscall 
irresponsible, the second it 
defensible.

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Lower Falls housing 
project still stalled 


A 60-unit apartment complex 
in Lower Falls is still stalled 
while the developer negotiates 
with the federal Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development on the rent 
figures. 

New Falls .Associates has 
mortgage commitments from 
HUD under both the 221(dn4i 
and the Section 8 program, but 
for different rent scales, City 
Planning Director Charles 
Thomas told the Newton 
Planning and Development 
Board last week. 

Mel Barkan, a partner in 
New Falls, has been trying to 
resolve the differences with the 
Boston regional HUD office, 
Thomas said. 

New F alls faces a late April 
deadline to obtain financing for 
the apartment project at 
Washington and Moulton Sts. 
or it will be in default of its 
contract with the Newton 
Community Development 
Authority, which Thomas 
chairs. 

Should that happen, the 
project will have to be rebid 

Six vacant NCDA-owned lots 
elsewhere on Moulton Street 
may be developed under a 
reactivated Section 235 HUD 
program. 

The NPDB agreed last week 
that Thomas should explore 
use of that program, finding a 
way to require that the buyer 
pay market value for the land. 


Vice Chairman Cecil Cad- 
well, who presided at the 
session, voiced strenuous 
objections to "giving" the 
value of the lots to individuals 
who ultimately purchase the 
finished houses. 

Those people might turn 
around and resell them at 
considerable profit, Cadwell 
fears. 

Thomas suggested putting 
conditions on the sale of the 
property to the new owner so 
that a siiding-scale percentage 
of the profit would return to the 
NCDA if the new owner sold 
within a specified tune period. 

.Another possibility is that 
NCDA may sell the lots in¬ 
dividually, although Thomas 
said there are questions as to 
whether we can do this under 
the program." 

Aid. Carol Ann Shea, who 
represents the Ixiwer Falls 
ward, told the board that area 
residents are still concerned 
over the requirement that the 
housing on Moulton Street be 
"subsidized". 

Claims have been made that 
the Ixiwer Falls Project Area 
Committee (LOPAC) did not 
approve the plan for the Lower 
Falls urban, renewal project 
when "subsidized" residential 
use was stipulated for these six 
lots, Aid. Shea said. 

Carol Robinson, a member of 
both NPDB and LOPAC, 
denied this. 


IjOPAC is on record as ap¬ 
proving, she said. 

What did happen was that 
IX3PAC members went before 
the Board of Aldermen as 
individuals and objected to the 
subsidized housing 
requirement, she said. 

In other business, the 
authority and the board ap¬ 
proved renewal of a contract 
with their legal counsel, the 
Boston firm of Withington, 
Cross. Park and Groden. 

Executive Director Gerald 
Early advised the board of a 
notice from HUD that $850,000 
in loan notes for the Lower 
Falls renewal project must be 
bid and re-financed in April. 

A LOPAC query regarding 
payment of the relocation 
allowance for a displaced 
Ixrwer Falls resident will be 
answered citing appropriate 
regulations that require 
tenants to be permanently 
relocated before this money is 
paid. 

The tenant is currently living 
in temporary, authority-owned 
housing until she can be per¬ 
manently housed, according to 
Early.

Rep. Harrington submits 
proposal for open space 


State Rep. Peter Harrington 
has submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen a plan he believes 
will solve the open-space 
problem in Newton. Planning 
Director Charles Thomas, 
after a brief reading of the plan 
said, "There are many 
serious questions about it." 
Harrington's plan calls for a 
list of all undeveloped, 
open parcels of lands over 
five acres and an analysis by 
the Planning 

Department of the 
population increase that would 
result from various 
kinds of development. 
Harrington wants the City 
Planning Committee of the 
Board of 

Aldermen to create a 10-year 
land acquisition plan includ 
ing a survey of owners of the 
parcels of five acres and more. 
The 

survey would determine 
whether the owners would be 
willing to put their property 
in a special conservation 
district, give the land to the 
city, or sell 

it to the city for less than 
assessed value with a tax- 
deductible gift 
clause. Publicly owned land 
and land 

owned by tax-exempt in¬ 
stitutions would be put into a 
special new 

district, O District (official- 
open space district) in 
Harrington's 
proposal. 

The Board of Aldermen or 
other permit-granting 
authority must approve any 


building or structure on O 
District land, which in general 
would be kept undeveloped and 
unbuilt on. 

In Harrington's conservation 
district, the land could not be 
built on, except for roadways, 
utility transmission lines, and 
structures necessary to the use 
of the land for conservation, 
recreation, gardening, and the 
like. Real estate taxes would 
not be as high as for residential 
land. 

In order to acquire the land 
selected in the City Planning 
Committee's acquisition plan, 
Harrington proposes to ask the 
mayor to authorize a $3 million 
bond issue, which he says can 
multiply to $12 million with 
state and federal aid at its 
current level. 

The $3 million could be used 
only for buying undeveloped 
parcels of land five acres or 
more. 

Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, commenting on 
Harrington's proposal, pointed 
out that the five-acre limitation 
ignores small pieces of land, 
such as those along the Charles 
River, that are necessary to 
complete linear open spaces 
and connect parcels of land 
already in public ownership. 

Thomas thinks the state and 
federal limitation on 
processing applications for 
funds for conservation and 
recreation lands would make 
the $3 million bond 
authorization unnecessary. 
Also, Thomas said, a $3 million 
bond issue for 10 years, as 
proposed, would end up costing 


about $4 million. 

The land acquisition plan will 
be referred to the City Plan¬ 
ning Committee. 


A three-member committee 
has been appointed by the 
Newton Taxpayers' 
Association to study the budget 
for Fiscal Year 1978 of the 
School Department, and to 
make recommendations to the 
School Committee based on 
guidelines proposed by the 
association’s board of direc¬ 
tors 

The committee, named 
earlier this week by Herbert W. 
Cole, West Newton, president; 
includes Ronald L. Nuttall, 
Newton, Harry L. Walen, 


Newton Highlands, and Lorenz 
F. Muther, Jr., executive 
director. 

The three were named 
following a meeting of the 
Taxpayers' Board of Directors 
at which School Superintendent 
Aaron Fink, School Budget 
Director James Egan and 
School Committee member 
Michael LeConti reviewed the 
proposed budget. A public 


hearing is scheduled on March 
21 on the budget, which will be 
part of the Mayor's budget, 
dues for submission to the 
Board of Aldermen March 31. 

More than 600 residents of I

Spaulding and Slye is set to 
begin construction Monday on 
two more office buildings in the 
Newton Executive Park, the 
commercial section of the 
Lower Falls redevelopment 
project a' Route 128 and Route 
16. 

Sale of the land from the 
Newton Community 
Development Authority to 
Spaulding and Slye was 
scheduled for 10 a.m. today at 
ihe old Newton Redevelopment 
Authority office in Newton 
Lower Falls. 

The First National Bank of 
Boston granted Spaulding and 
Slye a $3 million construction 
loan for two years to build two 
three-story office buildings, 
according to Charles Wigging 
and Arthur Gutierrez, vice 
presidents of Spaulding and 
Slye. 

The NCDA and the Newton 
Planning and Development 
Board, at thelO March joint 
meeting, voted unanimously to 
authorize City Planning 
Director Charles Thomas to 
execute the agreements with 
Spaulding and Slye dated July 
10, 1974 as amended. 

The NRA, which initiated the 
renewal project, was replaced 
by the NCDA (consisting solely 
of Thomas) and the seven- 
member NPDB in a 
reorganization that took effect 
last July 1. 

Building one, which fronts on 
Washington Street, was 
finished last fall and is now 
occupied by the anchor tenant, 


Massachusetts General Life 
Insurance Co. 

According to the 
agreements, Spaulding and 
Slye will pay NCDA $417,240 for 
lots two and three, the balance 
due after the developer paid 
$198,760 for lot one to the old 
NRA. 

A landscaping plan is still to 
be resolved by Thomas and 
architect Victor Vitols of 
Glaser, deCastro, Vitols. 

Highlighting the plaza 
around the two buildings will 
be a rock-ledge waterfall that 
recirculates water. 

Tree plantings are still under 
discussion. 

Spaulding and Slye will use 
one of its own subsidiaries as 
contractor for the two office 
buildings, with 50 or 60 workers 
expected to be employed on the 
job, according to Gutierrez. 

No anchor tenant is lined up 
for either new building, but 
there are several prospects, 
including one who could occupy 
a ‘'substantiar portion of one, 
Wiggin said. 

Once the buildings are 
finished, Spaulding and Slye 
will retain ownership, the 
officials said. 

The office park is rising on 
land that lies predominantly in 
the state-aided portion of the 
Lower Falls urban renewal 
project begun in the 1960’s. 

Most of the land was for¬ 
merly owned by Martin Roach 
of Wellesley, who is still pur¬ 
suing court action over the 
price the NRA paid him for his 
land. 

Roach’s new trial in Superior 
Court is slated for April 4. 



'No liability' in lots 
not quite accurate 


State Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton) wants 
owners of parking lots to notify 
parking lot patrons that despite 
the present “no liability” 
signs, owners are liable for 
certain damages. 

“All too often, people come 
out of parking lots and find 
their cars smashed in or 
worse," DeNucci said. "And 
they leave thinking the ’no 
liability sign’ frees the parking 
lot from any responsibility." 

DeNucci pointed out that “no 
liability" does not really mean 
no liability under all cir¬ 
cumstances. 

’ Where the damage was 


caused by the negligence of the 
parking lot owners, attendants 
or the agents, patrons whose 
cars are damaged can 
recover,” he said. 

DeNucci filed a bill, House 
No. 1623, to strengthen the 
Massachusetts law which 
currently voids the right of 
parking lot operators to 
disclaim or limit liability by 
putting disclaimer language on 
tickets, receipts, or signs. 

The intent of the bill is to 
dispel the fears of parking lot 
users that owners, attendants 
or other operators are totally 
immune from liability when 
they post in the lot a "no 
liability” sign.

Only about 25 percent of the 
respondents were aware that 
Newton gets paid for the glass, 
cans and papers. 

On the basis of figures made 
available by the Newton 
Planning Department, the 
survey respondents reflect 
Newton's population fairly 
well, according to Lori 
Swensson of the LWV.

Backman opposes forced 
work for unemployed

Sen Jack Backman today 
called on Joseph Califano, 
secretary of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare, to reject attempts by 
the Dukakis administration to 
secure a waiver of federal 
regulations which would 
enable the state to impose a 
forced work program on 
welfare recipients. 

The waiver, Backman said, 
was requested by Gov. Michael 
Dukakis on Feb. 25 and would 
allow the administration to 
immediately require some 5500 
AFDC unemployed fathers to 
work off their benefit 
payments in part-time work 
projects. The projects which 
the governor has approved 
include custodial work, litter 
pickup, guard rail painting, 
parkways and beach cleaning 
and zoo clean-up and main¬ 
tenance, according to 
Backman. 

In a letter to Califano, 
Backman vehemently opposed 
the the implementation of 
"workfare" and scored the 
Dukakis administration for 
what he called "secret tac¬ 
tics." 

Backman told Califano in his 
letter, "As recently as Feb. 18, 
at a conference on federal 


welfare reform held in Boston, 
the governor publicly stated 
his opposition to forced work 
for welfare recipients. It was 
therefore a complete surprise 
to learn that earlier this winter 
the governor had assigned a 
task force comprised of his 
secretary and undersecretary 
of Human Services, secretary 
of Manpower Affairs and 
director of the Division of 
Employment Security to 
design just such a workfare 
program." 

The proposal devised by the 
Dukakis administration would 
require AFDC fathers to work 
that number of hours per week 
equal to their cash grant, 
divided by the wage paid to 
regular workers doing similar 
work for the state. There would 
be no opportunity to earn more 
than the welfare benefit 
amount. 

Noting that the program was 
planned by the administration 
without the knowledge of the 
legislature, or even the 
Department of Public Welfare, 
Backman stated, “Workfare is 
a program which affects too 
many people and is too drastic 
a change in the policy of our 
government to be initiated in 
secret without any opportunity 
for public input.

School Committee turns 
back $130,000 to city 


The School Committee voted 
unanimously to turn back to 
the city treasury $130,640 due to 
a reimbursement to the schools 
for special education that was 
higher than anticipated for the 
current school year. 

The state reimbursement for 
Chapter 766, the special 
education law, is paid directly 
into the public school accounts, 
unlike state general aide for 
the schools that is paid into the 
city treasury. 

This year the income to the 
schools for Chapter 766 was 
$1,512,529, $130,640 more than 
expected. For next year's FY78 
budget the reimbursement will 
increase to $2'206,340. 

The increase is a result of a 
change in the state's reim¬ 
bursement formula, not in the 
number of special education 
students. 

The $2.2 million reim¬ 
bursement directly to the 
schools will reduce the School 
Committee's requested 
allocation from the Board of 


Aldermen to about $30.2 
million’ without any allowance 
made yet for collective 
bargaining increases. 

While state aid paid directly 
to the schools has increased, 
ihe general aid. Chapter 70 
funding has been cut by about 
$300,000, bilingual program 
reimbursements have dropped 
$15,000, and technical 
vocational funding has dropped 
$250,000' according to Mayor 
Theodore Mann. 

Fur the current year all state 
reimbursement for the schools 
was expected to total $6.2 
million. $88,000 less than last 
year, and federal reim¬ 
bursements this year were 
expected lo be $121,000, a 
decrease of $154,000 from last 
year. 

Last year the city also 
received $421,511 from local 
fees and tuitions, half of which 
was paid by other towns sen¬ 
ding students to Newton's 
technical vocational depart¬ 
ment.

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Pines bill would create state public defenders 
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A bill to establish an in¬ 
dependent statewide Office of 
the Public Defender, in¬ 
troduced by State Rep. Lois G. 
Pines (D-Newton), was heard 
by the Joint Legislative 
Committee on the Judiciary 
last . week. 

The bill, Pines believes, 
would replace the present 
costly and inefficient system of 
public defense, and help 
alleviate the crushing tax 


burden the present system now 
imposes on the counties. 

Both the federal and state 
constitutions require that 
criminal defendants receive 
appointed counsel if they are 
unable to afford private 
representation. "In attempting 
to meet this obligation, Pines 
stated, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts provides a 
patchwork system which 
unfairly and unnecessarily 


places the financial burden on 
the counties and consequently 
onto the shoulders of an 
already overtaxed property 
owner." 

In an attempt to meet the 
state’s constitutional 
obligation, the legislature in 
1960 authorized the creation of 
the Massachusetts Defenders 
Committee under the super¬ 
vision of the Supreme Judicial 
Court. According to Pines, the 


MDC has been capable of 
performing only a small part of 
the task assigned to it and the 
huge and unnecessary void is 
filled by the costly and often 
ineffective use of private 
counsel and-or the creation of 
county defender systems. 

"This combination of public 
and private counsel and 
multiple county systems and 
the duplication, inefficiency 
and waste it spawns costs over 


$8 million annually, most of 
which is paid for through 
property tax levies," Pines 
continued. 

The creation of the Office of 
the Public Defender will en¬ 
sure the most economical use 
of public funds while also 
providing better public 
defense, the Newton lawmaker 
believes. 

The OPD would be centrally 
administered by the state. 


which would also increase its 
share of funding by ap¬ 
proximately $3.5 million’ ac¬ 
cording to the bill, H. 4143. This 
increase will be more than 
offset by direct reductioas in 
county expenditures. The total 
cost is estimated at $6.5-7 
million dollars, or at least $1 
million less than the present, 
inadequate system. 

"The importance of these 
savings cannot be overstated. 


By shifting the financial 
burden from the narrow base 
of the counties to the broad 
base of the state a much 
greater return will be realized 
from our tax dollars," Pines 
said. 

"House 4143 also conforms to 
the judicial reform proposals 
made by the Cox Commission. 
The transfer of court costs 
from the counties to the state is 
an essential part of any 
program to increase the 


production, efficiency, and 
uniformity of the legal system 
while holding down the costs," 
she said

Possible violations of HUD and state 
Department of Community Affairs 
specifications at the Thurston Road 
construction site were called to the at¬ 
tention of HSC and will be relayed to city 
officials for investigation.

Michael LeConti proposed cutting 
another $27,000 from three areas of the 
budget, but his motion received no 
second. 

LeConti wanted to cut $5000 from the 
$12,500 out-of-state travel account, $2000 
from the custodial overtime account that 
pays men $9.12 an hour to raise and lower 
flags on holidays, and $20,000 for the new 
job of director of plant at Newton North 
High School. 

The Committee approved the job 
description for the director of plant by a 
5-3 vote with LeConti, Edward Prince, 
and Henry Delicata opposed. 

Cornelius wants to hire a mechanical 
engineer with four years of experience in 
operating boilers, swimming pools, 
electrical systems, and heating, ven¬ 
tilation, and air conditioning systems. 

The Newton North High School has 
been plagued with breakdowns and 
malfunctions of its heating, ventilation, 
and air conditioning system (HVAC) 
since it opened three years ago. 

Cornelius argued that with a full-time 
engineer to supervise custodians and 
closely monitor the equipment and 
planned repairs, the engineer may well 
save the city his salary by preventing 
some calamity. 

Curently Cornelius spends an "inor¬ 
dinate amount of his time" at the school, 


Fink said, as do many city engineers 
from the Public Buildings Department. 

LeConti argued that the person will be 
mostly a trouble shooter, and there is no 
guarantee that he or she will help solve 
any of the school's HVAC problems. 

Committeeman Paul Ash noted the 
person will "monitor," "assist,” 
"study," and "instruct" on the job, but 
nowhere does it mention he or she will do 
mechanical work. 

Cornelius said, "an engineer very 
seldom works on equipment himself." 

Committee Chairman Alvin Mandell 
recommended possibly hiring a retired 
chief Navy engineer, and Kaplan 
reminded Cornelius not to rule out a 
woman. 

The necessity for the position will be 
evaluated when the HVAC system is 
functioning properly. 

Flexibility 

Committeewoman Kaplan had con¬ 
sidered trying to add $25,000 to the budget 
Saturday afternoon, but other Committee 
members convinced her that the budget 
is flexible and no reasonable request for 
any aid to programs would be denied. 

Kaplan suggested adding two more 
teachers and two teacher aides to the 
current reserve of two each in the budget.

ments is not a matter of right. . . When 
some sort of use or permission is sought, 
permissive use means in and of itself 
being of benefit to the community." 

A spokesman for the league of Women 
Voters spoke in favor of the ordinance, 
but indicated its preference for a more 
detailed ordinance and a broader use of 
site plan review.

Chief explains changes 
in 'open burning' law

Fire Chief Harvey Preble 
this week explained changes in 
the "open burning" law, 

This statute authorizes open 
burning of products of open 
space land husbandry and 
management including certain 
specific materials during the 
period of March 15 to April 15, 
Preble said. 

Material specified includes 
tree branches, brush, cane, 
driftwood and forestry debris. 

The Fire Department's in¬ 
terpretation is that the law 
allows for open burning 
associated with the following: 

-domestic tree trimming 
and pruning. 

— domestic garden 
preparation. 

—commercial nursery tree 
trimming and pruning. 

—government nursery and 


forest tree trimming and 
pruning. 

—maintenance of existing 
accessways. 

-removal of driftwood from 
beach and shore areas. 

Preble also said the statute 
specifically prohibits open 
burning of grass, hay or leaves. 

The Fire Department's in¬ 
terpretation is that the law 
prohibits: 

—residential, industrial, 
commerical and governmental 
land clearing for site or road 
development. 

—reduction of materials 
other than natural wood. 

—reduction of whole trees 
and stumps. 

—reduction of construction 
or demolition materials. 

—operation of a private or 
municipal refuse disposal area 
or any other area subject to 


provisions of Se. 150A of 
Chapter 111 of the General 
Laws. 

Any open burning conducted 
under the provisions of the 
statute must adhere to the 
following rules: 

—no nusiance. 

—smoke minimizing starters 
—only during the hours of 10 
a.m. and 4 p.m. 

—on land close to the place of 
generation of the material or at 
another place specifically 
designated by permit. 

— in accordance with a 
written permit issued under 
provisions of Se. 13 of Chapter 
48 of the General I-aws. 

The permit must be obtained 
from the Fire Department, 
Preble said. They are available 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. at Fire 
Headquarters, 1164 Centre St., 
Newton Centre.

Newton man faces 
counterfeiting charge 


An apartment on Auburn 
Street in Auburndale was 
apparently the first step in a 
$20 bill counterfeiting 
operation that the U.S. Secret 
Service broke up this weekend 
when agents arrested five 
persons, according to a U.S. 
attorney. 

Anthony Saville, 54, of 417 
Auburn St., Auburndale, was 
held in lieu of $5000 bond after 
being arrested Saturday, 
March 12, in Springfield, 
Special Agent Thomas Smith 
said Tuesday. 

According to U.S. Attorney 
Paul Healy, Jr., Saville is 
being held for allegedly con¬ 
spiring to counterfeit and 
passing counterfeit $20 Federal 
Reserve notes, a crime which 
could lead to a maximum of 15 
years imprisonment. 

A Waltham couple and a 
Woburn couple charged with 
coconspiracy on the same 
charges were arrested at the 
I.iberty Tree Mall in Danvers 
where they allegedly passed 
the counterfeit bills, the at¬ 
torney said. 

Attorney Healy said the 
indictments state that 
bleaching equipment was 
found in the Auburn Street 
apartment, "and the inference 
is that $1 bills were bleached 


there and sent to Woburn to be 
reprinted.” 

In the Woburn home of 
Robert Mancuso, 36, of 8 
Stonewall Dr., and his wife, 
Sandra, 34, a printing press 
and allegedly counterfeit 
plates were found, Healy said. 

Thomas Mancuso, 33, and his 
wife, Noreen, 33, both of 36 
Hammond St., Waltham, were 
charged along with the other 
Mancuso couple with passing 
counterfiet money. 

The four Mancusos were 
released on their own 
recognizance after a hearing 
before Magistrate Peter Princi 
Monday. The case was con¬ 
tinued to March 23 for a 
probable cuase hearing' Healy 
said. 

Newton Detectives Sgt. 
Arthur Fryar and Det. Joseph 
Donahue, Jr., assisted federal 
agents in the seizure of the 
bleaching equipment in 
Newton. 

Agent Smith estimated the 
first counterfeit bill hit the 
streets four to five months ago.

The vaccine is also recom¬ 
mended for children whose 
immunization history is^not 
known or those who aYe 
thought to have had measles 
but the diagnosis was not 
confirmed by a doctor. 

Consent forms were also 
mailed to parents of elemen¬ 
tary students whose records 
indicated they should be 
reimmunized, but "not very 
many" students were involved, 
Zavarine said. 

The Health Department also 
provides services to three 
private schools in the city 
where parents of Newton 
students request the service. 


These schools and the 
number of Newton children in 
them are Newton Catholic, 464; 
St. Jean’s, 58, and Our Lady of 
the Presentation, 25. 

Zavarine emphasized that 
there is no epidemic in the 
Newton area at this time and 
none is expected, but children 
may come in contact with 
carriers from other com¬ 
munities. 

All parents are urged to 
review their children's im- 
munzation records and consult 
with their physician if they 
have any questions regarding 
the immunization program. 

Zavarine also said all private 
schools in the city have been 
notified of her recom¬ 
mendation.

In a hearing before the Joint 
Legislative Committee on 
Public Safety, Harrington 
said: "The vote in last 
November's election is a clear 
indication that the public op¬ 
poses a ban on handgun 
ownership. 

"Since the polls and public 
surveys show that the public 


favors some laws regulating 
the use and ownership of 
handguns, I have proposed we 
establish a licensing system 
similar to that used by the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles for 
automobile drivers'" 
Harrington said. 

“The problem of misuse of 
handguns remains very 
serious. This year, 200,000 
Americans will be injured in 
firearms accidents; one-half 
will be injured within the 


home; one-third will be people 
under 15; and one-eighth will 
die. .Sixty percent of those 
injuries will be caused by 
persons having no training in 
firearms’ use or safety,” 
Harrington said. 

“This year more than 100,000 
guns will be stolen from among 
the 43 million privately-owned 
weapons in the United States, “ 
Harrington said. "Most of the 
stolen guns will be used to 
commit crimes. Usually, the 


stolen weapons were acquired 
easily, in a totally operable 
state and equipped with am¬ 
munition, due to the 
callousness of their owners." 

Harrington said his proposal 
was opposed by the Gun 
Owner’s Action league. 

Victor Anop, executive 
director of GOAL said testing 
does not eliminate crime, nor 
does testing mean there shall 
be reductions in accidents, 
Harrington said.

Is it realistic for suburban mothers to 
dream about Shangri-ta while they 
chauffeur children around Newton, or to 
envision shedding the comfortable 
trappings of Waban for a tent on some 
remote mountain top? 

Absolutely yes, says Margery “Midge" 
Stafford Rowbotham, professional travel 
lecturer and former Waban resident who 
found a totally new lifestyle visiting the 
"roof tops of the world" in Nepal. 

At age 50 she decided that she was not 
going to "spend her days in a rocking 
chair drinking geritol," she says. 

So, after raising eight children and 
step-children, grandmother Midge 
Rowbotham became a mountain climber. 

Now a resident of Boston she spends 
almost four months of the year living in a 


“They love warmth. They come in 
through your boots and all the cracks in 
your clothing. They attack everyone, 
especially on the feet,” she explains. 
“Well. . . it gets disgusting, that's all!" 
she comments. 

On the seventh day, as soft rain fell and 
mist shrouded the high peaks of the 
Himalayas, the expedition emerged from 
the gorge it had been following. Base 
camp was set up at a sheep herders’ hut 
in preparation for the climb to the 
summit. 

The next morning the sun came out, 
revealing Macha Pucchare, their 
destination. Nearby was Annapurna I, 
the first Himalayan mountain ever 
conquered. The final day’s climb, amidst 
magnificent scenery and good weather, 
almost compensated for the seven days of 
leeches.

tent on the west coast, taking one to two 
month expeditions to the Himalayas. 

She returned in February to share her 
experiences with contemporaries in the 
Waban Woman's Club whom she hadn't 
seen since 1971. 

In the interim she has trekked up Mt. 
Everest, endured assaults from leeches 
during Asian monsoons, visited the high 
I-ama at Tengboche Monastery, and 
watched whole mountainsides suddenly 
disappear in an avalanche. 

Ever since she had the opportunity to 
go with a Sierra Club group to western 
Nepal, Margery Rowbotham has been 
hooked on two things: mountain climbing 
and the people of Nepal. 

Her four expeditions to date were an 
opportunity to get to know people of 
another culture by walking, as well as a 
challenge in physical activity, she says. 

What kind of physical preparation did 
she have, her friends wanted to know. 

To begin with, she was an excellent 
tennis player. She jumped rope. She 
walked. She went camping in the Rocky 
fountains. 

An 80-day journey to ascend Macha 
Pucchare, "the Matterhorn of Nepal" in 
central Nepal, was a prelude to more 
strenuous climbs. 

Following narrow sheep herders' trails 
and paths laid out by an earlier ex¬ 
pedition, the seven men and two women 
in Midge’s group walked through dense 
forest and over roaring rivers she 
describes as "too swift for fish to spawn." 

The day would begin about 6:30 a.m. 
with a small meal. Breakfast, eaten later 
during a 10 o’clock break, usually con¬ 
sisted of potatoes, eggs and a Nepalese 
pancake. Monsoon rains plagued the 
expedition, and in Nepal rain means 
leeches. “I almost didn't go to Nepal 
because of all the leeches in the stories," 
says Midge. 


In the fall of 1975 came the opportunity 
for Midge Rowbotham to climb Mt. 
Everest. 

The two-month trip began with a flight 
to New Delhi, India, then a jaunt by 
smaller plane to Katmandu, the capital of 
Nepal. Monsoon rains were still falling as 
the expedition walked out of Katmandu in 
early October. 

Midge purchased an unbrella — "the 
best investment I ever made," she 
comments. A 15-pound backpack carried 
her personal gear. Living arrangements 
were primitive for the five women and 11 
men in the group. All food was cooked 
over outdoor fires. Rest rooms consisted 
of latrines with canvas shelters. 

"Hotels," at 80 cents a night, were little 
more than large, one-room shelters with 
a fireplace in the center. "If you’re 
conjuring up images of the Holiday Inn, 
forget it," says Ms. Rowbotham. 

The expedition trail led through many 
small villages where natives were still 
busy harvesting potatoes and barley, two 
of the staple crops that feed the 
population. 

Walking was "surprisingly easy", even 
at the 12,000 foot altitude, says Midge. 
When she did get tired, prayer wheels at 
rest stops helped give her sustenance. 

Finally, after two weeks the expedition 
reached the Tengboche Monastery where 
there was a layover to rest, recover from 
ailments, and visit with the high Lama. 

Beyond Tengboche, at the 14,000 foot 
base camp, the scenery became like a 
barren moonscape. Here yaks, the 
Nepalese beasts of burden, took the place 
of human porters carrying equipment. 

The climbers became subjected to 
severe extremes in climate. "My skin felt 
as if it were peeling off. I was baking. 
There is no protection from the ozone 
layer,” says Midge.

"Yet, at night you know you will freeze. 
It goes down to zero," she adds. 

The next day began at 4:30 a.m. Only 
seven of the 16 people were well enough to 
tackle the final lap. Just short of the 
summit, Midge stopped, had a snack, and 
decided she was content to have come 
that far. The effort to go the last stretch 
was just too much. Then another climber 
returned from the summit. 

"Midge, if you don’t go up 25 more 
minutes you'll regret it all your life," he 
told her. 

She went. 

Color slides taken on Mt. Everest 
capture the aura that drives climbers like 
Margery Rowbotham up to the roof tops 
of the world — the breathtaking beauty of 
sparkling snow, azure blue sky, and a 360 
degree vista where humans can gaze 
down on giant mountain tops. 

"As we descended, an avalanche, a 
whole (nearby) mountainside, came 
down within three or four minutes and 
disappeared," she says 

Ms. Rowbotham sees pressures that 


threaten to destroy the Nepalese way of 
life, and it worries her. 

Nepal has a pre-industrial, basically 
agricultural society. 

Commerce is still carried out on the 
backs of the human population. No 
vehicles, even bicycles, are common 
outside of Katmandu. 

At least 25 different ethnic groups exist 
within the country. 

Average income is about $100 a year. 

But "progress" is beginning to take its 
toll. 

Felling of trees for fuel and the 
terracing of mountainsides for crop 
cultivation are causing soil erosion. 

That and over-population are soon 
going to cause serious problems, Midge 
believes. 

Margery Rowbotham hopes to inspire 
other people her age to expand their own 
horizons. 

You can have a family, then when 
they’re grown, do something else, if you 
keep yourself in shape, she told Waban 
women. "If I can do it — well, let’s re¬ 
evaluate our potential at 50," she says.

Question: I am planning a 25th anniversary party in April 
and I would like to make an ice cream cake. Could you 
please print the steps in the making of one? My greatest 
problem is in the frosting. What kind does that local ice 
cream store. Baskin-Robbins, use?

SEVEN LAYER 

Answer: Bake a 9s3"x2" cake, either devil’s food or 
white cake. Cool cake: cut in half, making two rectangles: 
split each rectangle into two layers. 

If it is devil’s food cake, spread one layer with coffee ice 
cream, one with pistachio, one with cherry-vanilla. If it’s 
white cake, use raspberry sherbet, butter-pecan, then 
chocolate ice cream. 

Set layers, one on top of the other, pressing them into 
shape and ending with plain cake layer. Freezer-wTap; 
freeze. To serve, unwrap, let stand a few minutes, slice. If 
you want frosting, after setting the layers, work quickly, 
spread sides of cake with whipped cream in cake decorator. 
To serve, unwrap, let stand a few minutes, slice. The local 
Baskin-Robbins manager said that they use ice cream for 
frosting and sugar icing for the decorations. 

PARTYTIME 

A second recipe calls for starting a small amount of extra 
work. Two days ahead, press one quart vanilla ice cream 
into waxed-paper lined 9" layer pan: freezer-wrap; freeze. 

Day ahead, whip one cup heavy cream. Split one 9" 
yellow or white cake layer into two layers; place one cake 
layer on waxed paper; unmold ice cream layer onto cake; 
spread with ‘4 cup jelly, jam or drained canned crushed 
pineapple; top with second cake layer. Frost as above. To 
serve thaw in refrigerator one hour. Cut into wedges. 


Question: Readers were concerned that young cooks 
making the recipe for Lasses cookies might not realize the 
egg and vanilla must not be exposed to heat with the 
margarine. Here is the recipe again from Mrs. N.C. Noyes, 
Dedham, with the combining methods. 

LASSES 

*2 cup (1 stick) margarine (melt and cool) 

>2 cup sugar 
1 egg 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
l 4 cup molasses 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

2 tablespoons boiling water 
14 to 2 cups flour 

>2 teaspoon salt 

Melt and cool margarine. Break egg into mixing bowl and 
add sugar, beating until well blended and smooth. Add 
margarine and vanilla. Pour 4 cup molasses into 
measuring cup and add one teaspoon of soda, and two 
tablespoons of boiling water. 

Add molasses mixture to mixture in bowl. Place 14 cups 
flour in sifter, add 4 teaspoon of salt and sift into bowl, a 
portion at a time, beating well after each addition. When 
thoroughly combined, drop by teaspoonfuls on greased 
cookie sheet, and bake in a 350 degree F. oven for 15 min

Passover (pesach), a spring festival, 
observed by Jews for eight days, is a 
holiday for which, over the years, 
elaborate customs have developed in 
preparation for it. Primarily a home 
festival, for women like Millie Cohen of 
Needham who combine volunteer work 
with a job, and raising a family, the 
preparation for Passover must be an 
organized effort. 

Mrs. Cohen, who is leaving the office of 
Sisterhood President for Temple Beth 
Shalom, Needham, said that she is 
"systematic and plans her menus in 
advance... I try to start cooking about 
three weeks before so I don’t have the 
burden of doing everything the day 
before." She also makes good use of her 
freezer cooking chicken soup, draining 
the vegetables and meat and freezing the 
stock. Mrs. Cohen also freezes baked 
items. Below are some of her favorite 
recipes, many of which are included in 
the Sisterhood’s cookbook, "Creative 
Cuisine". 

BROWNIES 

34 ounces bittersweet chocolate 
4 cup butter (margarine) 

2 eggs 

4 tsp. salt 
two-thirds cup sugar 
4 cup cake meal 
4 cup walnuts 

Melt chocolate with butter and cool. 
Beat eggs with salt till thick, and lemony 
in color. Gradually add sugar, cake meal, 
add chocolate and margarine (mixture). 
Add 4 cup walnuts. Place in well greased 
8 " square pan. Bake 350 degree for 35 
minutes. Can be frozen. 

PASSOVER BAGELS 
1 cup matzo meal 
V« tsp. salt 
1 tablespoon sugar 
two-thirds cup water 
one-third cup peanut oil 

3 eggs 


Combine matzo meal with salt and 
sugar. Bring oil and water to boil. Add to 
matzo meal mixture and mix well. Beat 
in eggs thoughly one at a time. Allow to 
stand 15 minutes. Oil hands. Shape into 
rolls, place on greased cookie sheets. 
Bake 375 degree F. for 50 minutes, till 
golden brown. 

JAM SQUARES 

2 eggs 
1 cup sugar 
4 cup oil 
1 cup coconut 
4 cup chopped nuts 
jam 

1 cup cake meal 

Beat eggs well. Add sugar beating until 
well mixed. Add remaining ingredients 
and mix well. Put 4 dough in 7” x 10" 
greased pan. Cover batter with jam. 
Spread rest of batter on top of jam. Press 
down with fingers. Bake 40 minutes in 350 
degree F. oven. 


LEMON CHIFFON CAKE 
1 sponge cake 
1-3 oz. pkg. lemon jello 
4 cup boiling water 
6 eggs, separated 
3 4 cup sugar 
jo juice of two lemons 
4 cup sugar 

Mix jello with 4 cup boiling water. Set 
aside. In double boiler cook egg yolks, 3 4 
cup sugar and lemon juice until it forms a 
custard, stir constantly. Add this to jello 
mixture. Beat egg whites until stiff; add 
the 4 cup sugar gradually. Fold into jello 
mixture. Line spring form pan, bottom 
and sides with sponge cake pieces. 
Spread the above mixture over cake and 
chill. Garnish with whipped cream if 
desired. 

MUFFINS 

4 tsp. sugar 
4 Tablespoon salt 
14 cup matzo farfel 


14 cup boiling water 
3 tablespoons margarine or oil 

3 eggs 
dash pepper 

dash cinnamon, optional 

Blend together sugar, salt and matzo 
farfel. Pour water over all, cover and let 
stand until cool. Water should be ab¬ 
sorbed by then. Add margarine or oil to 
farfel mixture; add eggs one at a time 
and dash of pepper; mix well. Pour 
mixture into well greased muffin tin and 
bake in 450 degree F. oven 30-35 min. 
Yields one dozen. 

MATZO KUGEL 

4 sq. regular matzo 

7 eggs, separated 

4 large apples, grated 
14 cup sugar 
4 cup white raisins 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
one-third cup chicken fat 
14 tsp. cinnamon 
salt 

Beat egg whites until stiff - set aside. 
Soak and drain matzos in hot water. 
(Break the matzo in pieces). Beat egg 
yolks. Mix egg yolks and drained matzo; 
add apples, sugar, raisins, lemon juice, 
fat, cinnamon and salt. Mix well. Fold in 
egg whites. Bake in 11 x 7 greased pan at 
350 degree F. for 45-50 min. until golden 
brown. 

CHOCOLATE WINE CAKE 

8 eggs separated 
14 cup sugar 

4 cup orange juice 
14 cup wine 
4 cup cake meal 
3 oz. melted chocolate. 

Beal egg yolks 15 min. Add sugar 
gradually; add remaining ingredients 
except whites. Beat whites and fold into 
mixture. Bake at 350 degree for one hour 
in ungreased 9 or 10" tube pan Invert 
immediately until cool. Serves 12.

SANTA MONICA, Calif. 
iUPI) — Deanna Solar shows 
off her carburetor as proudly 
as some women show off their 
diamonds. 

And why not? Ms. Solar not 
only puts carburetors Into 
working order, but she also 
changes spark plugs, does lube 
jobs, flushes cooling sytems 
and changes flat tires. 

She says anyone can learn 
how to do simple repairs and 
preventive maintenance on an 
automobile, and she's written a 
book, "Auto Repair for Dum¬ 
mies" I McGraw-Hill $7.95) to 
prove it. She said it is not 
primarily for women. 

Car owners "... should learn 
how to flush the cooling 
system, be aware that the oil 
has to be changed," Ms. Sclar 
said in an interview. "Know 
how to tune the car, install 
spark plugs, new air and fuel 
filters, etc. 

“People should also know 
how to change a flat tire and to 
diagnose some problems.” 

The author, a petite woman 
in her 30s, said she was 25 when 
she learned to drive, but has 
always been crazy about cars. 

She enrolled In a high school 
auto repair course after 
moving to southern California. 

"I fell in love with the 
beautiful logic with which cars 
.■redesigned,"'Ms. Sclar said. 
"It*made such sense. Auto 
makers do the simplest things 
because it’s cheaper. I found it 
fun to work on my car and 
found out how cheap it was to 
do my own repairs." 

She said eight spark plugs 
sale-priced for $4.80 to $6 would 
cost up to $14 for plugs and 
labor if a mechanic installed 
them. An oil change and a new 
»il filter installed by a 
mechanic would cost up to $20, 
compared with $4 to $6.50 self- 
installed. 

“I always assumed that 
women got ripped off the most 
by mechanics. Statistically 
they do, because they bring in 
most of the cars. 

"But from talking to me¬ 
chanics, the guys who really 
get ripped off are the ‘closet 
dummies’ who go into a garage 
with a super macho attitude 
and pretend to know what they 
are doing. And also the people 
who come with cars that they 
have completely run down." 

She suggests car owners 
learn enough to give 
mechanics a coherent 
description of their automotive 
problems. She encourages 
them to watch and show in¬ 
terest in the mechanic's work. 

Ms. Sclar said most mechan¬ 
ics prefer people to do their 
own basic work. 

"Mechanics don’t make any 
money off the little things," she 
said. "And when you do your 
own work you realize why 
mechanics charge so much for 
the complicated repairs. You 
know how time-consuming 
some things are." 

After her first car mainte¬ 
nance course, Ms. Sclar bought 
a 1959 Mercedes 190SL roadster 
she is reconditioning. 

But she still turns some jobs 
over to garage mechanics. 

"I'm limited by the fact that 
I don't have a hoist. And I draw 
the line at lying on my back 
with oil dripping on my face. 
Basic maintenance is what I’m 
after." 

She once toyed with the idea 
of becoming a mechanic ("The 
pay is good"), but would rather 
write for a living and restore 
old cars as a hobby. But she 
doesn’t mind giving advice to 
friends. 

"I will show anyone how to 
do anything, but after that 
you’re on your own. For a while 
1 felt responsible for strangers 
and would stop to help anyone 
who looked like they were 
having trouble. 

"But then experience showed 
me that men don’t like strange 
ladies coming up and telling 
them what is wrong with their 
cars."

A group of about 100 mem¬ 
bers of Temple Beth Avodah 
Brotherhood were brought up 
to date on Newton education by 
Alvin Mandell, chairman of the 
School Committee at the 
brotherhood's March meeting. 

The discussion began with an 
explanation of how the present 
School Committee had 
organized a group of sub¬ 
committees to do sufficient 
research to enable the mem¬ 
bers to approach all important 
topics with a reasonable grasp 
of background material, 
essential to the decision¬ 
making process. Management 
controls have been instituted, 
such as the development of a 
policy manual, preparation of 
organization charts, writing of 
job descriptions, and other aids 
to efficient operation, Mandell 
said. 

Because of state reim¬ 
bursements shown on the 
newly issued "cherry sheets," 
Mandell said, it is possible the 
new school-budget ap¬ 
propriation will be $211,000 less 
than last year, for a reduction 
of about 0.7 percent. Fur¬ 
thermore, Mandell added, this 
has been accomplished with an 
educational program that, in 
the words of the superin¬ 
tendent, will unequivocally 
meet "the needs of the 
students." 

In his concluding remarks, 
Mandell offered the following 
expression of his "philusophy" 
of public education: "We are 
striving to educate our 
youngsters so that they will be 
endowed with the tools and 
benefits of our culture — 
balanced knowledge, a thirst 
for more knowledge, and an 
ability to balance history and 
the practicalities of the real 
world in which we live. 

"Thus we hope that in truth, 
rather than in pious 
generalities, the young-people 
will emerge as "thinking 
human beings" or persons who 
can reason productively in the 
real and harsher world that 
awaits them and which they 
will have to strive to keep in 
one piece."

Haywire, by Brooke Hay¬ 
ward. 

(Knopf, $10). 

This is a beautiful, tragic, 
searching book about actress 
Margaret Sullavan, her hus¬ 
band, agent-producer Inland 
Hayward, and their family, 
written by their eldest daught¬ 
er, Brooke. 

It is a sad story about a sad 
family, and Brooke Hayward 
admits in her dedication that 
more than once she felt unable 
to finish it. 

It is the story of one family in 
show business, lots of money 
and lots of problems. Lovely 
Margaret Sullavan, who 
wanted only to give her 
children a home, was married 
four times and may have 
committed suicide; Hayward 
was married five times and 
died six weeks after a stroke 
brought on by decades of 
overwork; Brooke's younger 
sister, Bridget, scared by 
deteriorating epilepsy, was a 
probable suicide; her mother, 
sister and brother Bill all had 
breakdowns. The wonder is 
that Brooke, now 38, twice 
divorced, mother of three, 
came through it as balanced 
and coherent as she has. 

Margaret and Leland Hay¬ 
ward were among the really 
beautiful people: talented and 
popular in Hollywood and on 
Broadway. He was gregarious 
and charming; she never gave 
autographs and hated the 
telephone at home over which 
he would conduct his business 
day and night. She loved the 
children when they were small, 
and later tried too hard to run 
their lives for them; he didn't 
care for them as toddlers, but 
became closer to them as they 
grew up. 

Hayward was a womanizer 
and divorce was inevitable 
after one affair became too 
blatant. Brooke stayed with 
her mother, while Bridget and 
Bill were brought up by 
Hayward and a couple of step¬ 
mothers. 

Brooke Hayward starts the 
book with the deaths of her 
mother and sister within nine 
months of each other. Then she 
goes back over her life to seek 
the clues to this double 
tragedy. "Haywire” — her 
father’s Hollywood cable 
address — shows gradually 
how the Hayward family came 
asunder. A book to read and 
remember. 

Glenne Currie (UPI) 

The Golden Clan, by John 
Cony. 

(Houghton Mifflin, $8.95) 
When a substantial number 
of Irish immigrants or the sons 
of immigrants started ac¬ 
cumulating wealth toward the 
end of the 19th century, they 
made a different breed of rich. 

They were too close in time 
to the shabby, despised hordes 
that swarmed from Ireland 50 
years earlier for them to be 
comfortable in elevated 
society. They either tried too 
hard or did not try at all. They 
considered themselves "at 
once superior and inferior to 
everyone else," as the author 
remarked. 

And their Roman Cath¬ 
olicism, as much anathema to 
the higher reaches of 
American society as was the 
basest poverty, forever 
stamped them as different 
from other wealthy "captains 
and kings." 

The author, an Irish-Ameri- 
can newspaper columnist, con¬ 
centrates on the Murrays, 
whose patriarch developed the 
fundamental electric power 
and distribution system, and 
the McDonnells, whose money 
came from the stock brokerage 
business. 

Cony is more interested in 
how they reacted to their 
wealth than in how they got it. 
The first generation of Irish 
rich tended to live among 
themselves and marry within 
their circle. They clung fier¬ 
cely to their Catholicism to the 
point, at limes, of fanaticism. 

The second generation, 
which was enormous ithe 
Murrays had eight children, 
the McDonnells had 13), was 
more liberal. Some strayed 
from the church. A surprising 
number could not cope and 
ended up drunkards, dropouts 
or insane. 

But this is not a bleak book. 
These are vital people and one 
is charmed by their humor, 
their eccentricities and their 
excesses. 

LBJ: The Way He Was, by 
Frank Cormier. 

1 Doubleday, $8.95) 

This is one of the best books 
written about a president by a 
witness. 

Frank Cormier, White House 
correspondent for the 
Associated Press, has written a 
memoir of Lyndon B. Johnson, 
including all the four-letter 


to read 

words, all the warts and all the 
humor, earthiness, ego, in¬ 
telligence. triumph and 
tragedy that formed LBJ and 
his White House. 

Cormier leaves to the profes¬ 
sors and other academics 
history's judgment of Johnson. 
But, as few White House aides 1 
and reporters have done, he 
has written of a president as a 
man. 

The book is stuffed with 
anecdotes about LBJ among 
the women, seducing and 
spurning the press, hunting 
deer from a platform and being 
loo tenderhearted to pull the 
trigger, rollicking among 
diplomats and senators, giving 
the White House the manners 
and mores of his Texas ranch 
house, rambling through Asia, 
giving interviews in the 
bathroom. 

Cormier, a sensitive fellow, 
witnessed and felt the warmth 
and the terror of the man. The 
book reads like the diary of a 
lady being courted by Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. In sum. 
Cormier's judgment: “...our 
Lyndon, always and forever his 
own man." 

Richard H. Growald (UPI) 

The Female Experience, by 
Gerda Lemer. (Bobbs-Merrill, 
$10.50) What did women think 
of their individual lot over the 
centuries? This feminist 
history draws from letters, 
diaries, and transcripts of 
public hearings dating back to 
the mid-17th century to 
eavesdrop on the complaints 
and viewpoints of women on 
diverse subjects. The women 
are not historically prominent 
— although they do include 
Anne Hutchinson and Susan B. 
Anthony — and this is one of 
the book's best points. But they 
are articulate, sometimes 
stoic, often passionate, and 
they see life with directness 
and honesty. 

Laughing Last, by Tony Hiss. 
iHoughton-Mifflin, $8.95) Here 
is a defense and expose of the 
strengths and weaknesses of 
Alger Hiss, the controversial 
figure of post World War II 
days when Communists — real 
or imagined — seemed under 
every streetlight. The author is 
Hiss' son, 35 and a talented 
magazine writer who obviously 
is edgy about his subject. ■ 
Whether you go along with the 
young Hiss' explanation about 
his father’s activities, this is a 
compelling study of a deeply 
intelligent man subjected to 
extraordinary pressures. 


My Truth, by Edda Mussolini 
Ciano, (Morrow, $8.95) Quite 
revealing are these memoirs of 
Edda Ciano, the daughter of 
Italy's Fascist dictator, Benito 
Mussolini. Her husband was 
executed for trying to over¬ 
throw his father-in-law, a 
charge the dictator's daughter 
tries to refute. Her "as told to” 
biography (with Albert Zarco) 
is full of anecdotes and at¬ 
titudes about important Nazi 
figures and, in an offhand 
manner, offers a unique view 
of life among the militarists. 


The Affair of the Blood- 
Stained Cosy, by James Ander¬ 
son. (McKay, $6.95 1 This is a 
beguiling mystery that revels 
in the nostalgic evocation of 
England in the 1930s. The 
ingredients are standard: the 
country estate at which scads 
of worthy individuals are 
gathered for the weekend; 
diplomatic maneuverings be¬ 
tween local and foreign fac¬ 
tions over a European duchy, 
plus one gross American and 
one young English lady of good 
family down on her luck. 
Altogether, a jolly exercise in 
civilized mayhem. 

The Winding Stair, by 
Daphne du Maurier. (Dou¬ 
bleday, $10) Sir Francis Bacon, 
whose current recognition is 
based mainly on his writing, 
also was a skilled political 
operator and achieved the 
office of I-ord High Chancellor 
of England during the 17th 
century. Daphne du Maurier, 
whose historical romances are 
among the most popular ever 
written, delves into Bacon’s 
ascension under James 1 and 
his eventual fall. This is a 
credible performance by a 
writer who is practiced at 
manipulating larger-than-life 
characters. 


Circus: A World History, by 
Crofl-Cooke and Cotes. 1 Mac¬ 
millan, $14.95) If children had 
coffee table books, this tall, 
thin picture history of circuses 
would be ideal. For adults, 
however, it is but a one-ring 
circus, well-illustrated but not 
deeply told.

before 1855 and still standing 
are being inventoried and 
documented.

Students from France 
seek homes for July 


David Phelan, a teacher of 
French and Spanish at Newton 
North High School, is looking to 
place some 150 French 
teenagers in Massachusetts 
homes this summer. Phelan, 
Central Massachusetts 
coordinator for North Atlantic 
Cultural Exchange League 
(NACEL), a nonprofit French 
enterprise said, "Our program 
has grown steadily over the 
past seven years thanks to the 
generosity of American 
families.”

Other aspects, of South 
African life that Rotberg will 
discuss are the disadvantages 
of governmental ownership of 
major South African in¬ 
dustries, segregation in South 
Africa, and lack of job op¬ 
portunities.

Amaryllis Care — Since a 
potted amaryllis costs 
anywhere from $5 to $7, It pays 
to keep your bulb over for 
another show. Grow yours in a 
warm room, around 65 to 70 
degs.. and keep it well watered. 
If you want to slow the growth 
down a bit, place it in a cool 
place 150 degs.). You'll find 
that the length of the flower 
stalk is regulated by the 
amount of light it gets. Grown 
in a bright window, flower 
stalks will be short, but if 
grown in a dimly-lit room, the 
stalk will be longer. 

After the giant-sized flowers 
have started to fade, keep the 
plant in a bright window so that 
the leaves that follow the 
flower spike will make food for 
the bulb. As long as the stalk is 
green it functions as a food 
maker, but as soon as it starts 
to turn yellow, cut it off. 
Sprouting leaves will make 
new food supply for the bulb. So 
continue to grow the amaryllis 
as a foliage plant indoors. Do 
not let it dry bulb, pot and all, 
out. When warm weather 
conies, set the in a semi-sunny 
area outdoors. Feed the bulb 
every two weeks with a liquid

plant food, and keep it watered. 

Before frost in fall, bring the 
pot indoors and store it in a 
dry, cool p ia ce (60 to 65 degs.) 
and discontinue watering. This 
dry period is important as the 
bulb must be dormant for two 
or three months, otherwise it 
will not bloom. Soon after the 
rest period, a new bud will 
begin to form and that’s the 

signal to start water. Grow it in 

a warm place and it will put on 
a fine Christmas show. 

The amaryllis shoots at the 
base can be cut off and started. 
It takes three or four years to 
get a flowering bulb from the 
small bublets. Or you can start 
new plants from seed. That 
takes even longer. Allow the 
seed to turn brown before you 
sow it in pots of sand and 
peatmoss. 

Sow Salvia — if you’re 
sowing seed of salvia, 
remember this one point: it 
likes a warm temperature for 
germination. Germination Is 
poor if temperature is 70 degs. 
or less, so increase the heat to 
75 degs., even if you need to use 
a heating cable. After the seed 
has germinated, move the 
seedlings to a room that’s 65 
degs.. and when about an inch 
tall, transplant them into 
’pony packs" or similar 
containers. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "Is it 
true that insects will attack 
plants quicker if they are sick 
or under stress?” 

Ans. — Yes, sick plants or 
those under stress release 
ethylene gas and Insects are 
aware of this and will attack 
sick trees or plants. Keep your 
plants in good shape and you’ll 
have less Insect trouble.

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& Newton's supply of low-income housing dwindles 


Newton’s supply of low-income housing 
looks good through the rest of this year, 
but it may dry up after that if more units 
aren’t built. 

A request for third year funding for the 
Housing Services Commission’s Section 8 
program has been turned down, the 
commission learned at its monthly 
meeting March 9. 

Newton asked for subsidies for 48 more 
units in fiscal 1978, which runs from 
Sept.,1977 through August,1978, but the 


federal Dept, of Housing and Urban 
Development refused to grant any. 

The denial was not too surprising, 
because Newton received funds for 178 
units during the first two years of the 
program - more than Boston, Cambridge 
or Brookline - according to Assistant 
Director Jennifer Volkert. 

Under Section 8, applicants who meet 
HUD requirements are certified by the 
commission, then they go out and find 
their own housing and return for HSC 


staff to check out the premises. 

If the housing meets HSC standards, 
the tenant pays a certain percentage of 
the rent and HSC subsidizes the rest with 
Section 8 funds. 

Newton has been allotted 120 units for 
fiscal 1976 and 58 for fiscal 1977. 

The commission is asking HUD for an 
explanation of the way allotments were 
made over the three-year period. 

If it appears that Newton was treated 
unfairly, HSC will appeal. 


Executive Director Frank Quinn is 
worried that Newton will lose units as the 
old Section 23 program is cut back. 

By a 6-0 vote, the HSC decided to 
reactivate the waiting list for family 
housing. 

Beginning April 1, people who believe 
they are eligible may apply and be put on 
a list. 

A complete check on applicants’ 
eligibility will be done later. 

Chronological order of application is 


the basis for assigning people to vacant 
housing. 

At the end of 1976, HSC had 204 elderly 
and 48 families on the waiting list. 

Applications for the Section 8 program 
and elderly housing projects were taking 
so much staff time that the commission 
stopped adding names to the family 
housing waiting list. 

Completion of the Thurston Road 
project in Upper Falls and the Newton 
Community Development Foundation 


townhouscs in Newton Centre by fall will 
create 24 new family units for the com¬ 
mission to fill. 

No agreement has been drawn up yet to 
specify HSC's responsibilities at the 
NCDF development. 

Commissioner Leo Karas and Ms. 
Volkert have met with members of the 
NCDF board to brief them on HSC 
procedures, and NCDF is now working on

Labor 'problems' hinted by union

Labor problems, simmering for the 
pasl month, may be about to boil over 
again. 

Twice in the past two weeks, Louis 
Rufo, president of Local 800 of the 
American Federation of Stale, County 
and Municipal Employees, has hinted 
that there may be labor "problems" and 
“trouble" by April 1. 


The two causes of dissatisfaction are a 
possible change in health insurance 
coverage and, again, the advent of the 
new rubbish trucks. 

Ten huge new Shu-Pak trucks will be 
ready for use March 28, according to 
Public Works Commissioner Gene 
I-arson. 

The Sanitation Division men won’t be 
ready for the trucks, according to Rufo. 

Larson devised an incentive plan for 


workers on the new trucks that would 
have given them an increase in wages 
and a weekly bonus for good work. 

According to Rufo, the plan, which was 
acceptable to the union, was submitted to 
Mayor Theodore Mann, who returned it 
with a counterproposal unacceptable to 
the union. 

Larson's plan would have given the 
drivers a $1300 increase in wages and a 
$5-$20 increase in weekly wages if the 


worker did not miss any days of work and 
had no more than two complaints per day 
i in his route. 

The mayor cut the yearly wage in¬ 
crease to the amount due July 1 under the 
contract. 

Another point of contention is overtime. 
Rufo said he would not go along with the 
requirement that if work is not completed 
by Friday at 5 p.m. and the men have not

Straw vote presages easy budget approval

The School Committee made a straw 
vote of 7-0-1 in favor of the $32.4 million 
school budget for next year almost as it 
was presented by the superintendent. 

Robert Cohen abstained from this 
preliminary vote on the whole budget 
because his wife works as a special 
education tutor. Cohen voted in favor of 
the budget with the special education 
section excluded, but Michael LeConti 


voted against the budget in that vote. 

School Committeewoman Honora 
Kaplan was absent for the straw vote 
because of a toothache but had previously 
spoken in favor. 

The budget figure is up 1.3 percent from 
the current FY77 budget, but does not 
include any amount for the collective 
bargaining settlements with all of the 
School Department employees, nor does 
it include the $287,000 supplemental 
request for maintenance in the schools 


beyond the 2 percent of the previous 
year’s budget allowed by the city charter. 

Director of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius recommended the additional 
amount for maintenance that the Com¬ 
mittee will consider after it passes the 
budget. There is $640,269 in the charter 
maintenance account, half of which is 
budgeted for Public Buildings employees 
who often work for the School Depart¬ 
ment. Other School Department main¬ 
tenance salaries are separate. 


Since Superintendent of Schools Aaron 
Fink presented his budget recom¬ 
mendation on March 7, $5,940 has been 
cut from the budget. 

That amount was half of the allowance 
for the new sewer use charge which will 
go into effect Jan. 1, 1978. The School 
Department thought it took effect July 1, 
1977, so on the recommendation of Mayor 
Theodore Mann the School Committee 
halved the amount.

10% ordinance may 
face a court battle 


The new “10 percent" ordinance, 
presented at a public hearing before the 
land Use Committee Monday night, 
received a cool reception from the public 
and a threat of court action from a 
developer. 

The policy, which has been in effect 
since 1968 but never incorporated into the 
zoning ordinance, is being put into of¬ 
ficial, written form because of a court 
decision last month against the 10 percent 
requirement. 

The "10 percent policy" has required 
that developers lease 10 percent of their 
new apartments to the Housing 
Authority, now the Housing Services 
Commission, for its subsidized housing 
program for low-income elderly and 
family housing. 

Michael Iodice, developer of 2300 
Commonwealth Ave., fought the city and 
won in reference to five apartments in his 
development. The Supreme Judicial 
Court gave as one of its reasons for ruling 
against the city the fact that there was no 
ordinance giving the Board of Aldermen 
the power to impose the 10 percent policy. 

The proposed ordinance says that when 
a request for permission of the Board of 
Aldermen is sought to increase the 
density of a residential development “to a 
level greater than that permissible 
without said permission," the Board shall 
require the provision of approximately 10 


percent, or the equivalent, of the housing 
units for subsidized housing, or the 
equivalent 

The Board is relying on a provision in 
the new state zoning enabling act which 
says that zoning ordinances may provide 
for special permits authorizing increases 
"in the permissible density of population 
or intensity of a particular use in a 
proposed development" provided that 
certain “amenities," such as low-or 
moderate-income housing are created. 

Architect Mark Dooling, who spoke at 
the hearing both in favor of the ordinance 
and against it, may have regarded this

IMewton fares better 
on the cherry sheet 


The state was financially kinder to 
Newton this year than last. 

The "cherry sheet,” a statement of 
reimbursements and assessments to the 
city, shows that Newton owes the state 
$7,583,659 and will receive $7,437,079, a 
gross deficit of about $150,000. Last year's 
deficit was around $400,000. 

The actual money available to Newton, 
however, is not the full $7.4 million, since 
$3.1 million of the reimbursements are 
for state-mandated education programs 
and go directly to the schools for Metco, 
transportation, Chapter 766, bilingual 
education and the like. 

The state increased its funding for 
special education programs from $1.5 
million to $2 million and the Metco fun¬ 


ding from $690,000 to $851,000, but cut 
drastically reimbursement for vocational 
education, which lost about $300,000. 

Reimbursement for transportation of 
pupils was cut by $180,000, from $311,000 
last year to $210,000. 

County costs rose slightly, with the 
county assessment now at $2 million and 
the assessment for Middlesex County 
Hospital at $25,000. 

"Metropolitan parks" cost Newton 
$700,000 this year. 

The assessment for Massachusetts Bay 
Trasportation Authority service is $2.5 
million. 

The city’s share of money from the 
state lottery and “charity gambling" 
took a big jump, from $442,000 last year to 
$594,000 this year.

. Over from Waltham will be Tom’s 
84-year-old father, also named 
Thomas Reynolds, and his wife

retirement. 

A farmer before he left Ireland, 
Reynolds is a dedicated walker 
wherever he goes, including 
Newtonville.

The O'Brien children are very 
aware of their Irish heritage, says 
their mother, and several are 
proficient at step dancing. .

Allegations in a recent 
Boston newspaper article that 
the state Department of 
Community Affairs spent 
$85,000 to rehabilitate one unit 
of housing in Newton have been 
labeled “completely 
erroneous" by one Newton 
officials and denied by DCA's 
chief legal advisor. 

A memorandum has also 
gone out from William Flynn, 
Secretary of the Office of 
Communities and Develop¬ 
ment, terming the allegations 
‘■misperceptions". 

The story, which appeared in 
the Boston Herald American on 
Sunday, March 6, claimed that 
housing authorities in 40 
Massachusetts communities 
were being investigated and 
named Newton as one city

whose authority would soon be 
audited. 

It claimed that "disclosures 
"f corruption and dishonesty’ 
have forced suspension of a $65 
million state program to 
provide rehabilitated housing 
for hundreds of poor families." 

According to the story. 
Deputy Administrator of DCA 
Edmund Mangini, his staff and 
a special State Police task 
force had learned the DCA 
"paid $85,000 to fix up a single 
unit in Newton." 

Funds were said to have been 
spent under the sta<e's Chapter 
705 scattered site housing 
program. 

Maurice Corman, counsel to 
DCA, told the Graphic that the 
Newton Housing Authority is 
not under investigation. 

"That was a decided error. 
That story was full of mistakes 


and innuendos," Corman said 
Monday. 

The list of 40 housing 
authorities that appeared was 
just a list of those who par¬ 
ticipated in the 705 program, 
Corman said. 

Only one was "in¬ 
vestigated", and that was in 
Adams, he added. 

Corman cited a memo that 
went out from Secretary Flynn 
to all local housing authorities 
in the state regarding the 
allegations. 

The $85,000 mentioned for 
Newton was "completely 
erroneous,” said Frank Quinn, 
executive director of the 
Newton Housing Services 
Commission, which replaced 
the Newton Housing Authority 
last summer. 

Quinn served in that same 
capacity when the NHA 


became involved, briefly, in 
the 705 program. 

Only $42,000 was ever spent 
in Newton, Quinn said. 

The NHA purchased one 
duplex on Tremont Street 
under the 705 program just 
before that program was 
terminated, said former NHA 
Chairman James Miller. 

The house "didn't need that 
much rehabilitation work," 
according to Miller. 

"It was the kind of house a 
young couple would buy for 
income property," he said. 

NHA worked with a group of 
realtors trying to find local 
houses to buy under that 
program. Miller explained. 

Another house was under 
option at the time the program 
was closed down, he added. 

Eight units to be purchased 
were never bought, nor was the 


Site selected for proposed library

Homer and Walnut Streets, 
across from City Hall, has been 
chosen as the site for a new 
main library by the Library 
Site Selection Committee. 

The recommendation now 
goes to the City Planning 
Committee meeting of March 
28. The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee will report the 
recommendation to the Board 
of Aldermen April 4. 

The selection of the land at 
Homer and Walnut, a 4.5-acre 
city-owned parcel, culminates 
10 years of talking about a new 
main library and trying to find 
a place to put it. 

A study done in 1968 
recommended that location for 
the main library, with one 
large north-side branch and 
one on the south side of the city. 

Librarian Virginia Tashjian 
and the Planning Department 
both wanted the main library 
to be located in a business 
area, but the advantages, both 
inherent and newly added, of 
the Homer-Walnut site made 
that location acceptable. 

The advantages are first that 
the land is available, and while 
it is not ideally located for 
public transportation it is 
easily accessible to cars and 
has enough room for plenty of 
parking. 

The proximity to City Hall 
would make the two buildings 
complement each other. Aid.

John Stewart's suggestion to 
house the city archive in the 
library could be carried out, 
and the committee discussed 
the possibility of housing the 
Recreation Department offices 
there, along with a meeting 
room or two to be used by 
community or governmental 
groups. 

The Board of Library 
Trustees, at its meeting last 
Friday, accepted the Homer- 
Walnut site and are in the 
process of looking into fun¬ 
draising procedures to start as 
soon as possible. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has 
promised the Library Trustees 
that if they show signs of being 
able to raise half the estimated 
cost of a new main library, $2 
million, he will put the other $2 
million into the capital im¬ 
provement program as a bond 
issue. 


All of this must be approved 
by the Board of Aldermen, and 
by the lime the bond issue is 
needed there may be a dif¬ 
ferent mayor, who is not 
necessarily bound by wishes of 
his predecessor. 

Efforts to pin down the effect 
of a new main library on the 
branch libraries, and vice 
versa, have not been suc¬ 
cessful. Mrs. Tashjian 
maintains that there is no 
relationship between the two, 
and that the branch question 
can be settled at any time. 

Many aldermen, the mayor 
and the Planning Department 
do not agree' and the new site 
may not gain aldermanic 
aproval until a cut in the 
number of branches is ef¬ 
fected. . 

One reason is cost. Material 
provided by Aid. Stewart 
shows : that in 1974 among 18 


neighboring or comparable 
communities Newton ranked 
highest in money spent on 
salaries and services. 

Newton also ranked highest 
in circulation of books. 

Quincy, with almost the 
same population and the same 
number of books, spent $93,500 
less in salaries and services 
and $58,000 more than Newton 
on "library materials." Quincy 
newton has 10. 

Newton spent $668,736 in 
salaries and services. 

Mrs. Tashjian has suggested 
closing the Upper Falls and 
and Oak Hill Park libraries and 
using bookmobiles instead. 
Objections from the 
neighborhoods involved have 
made Mrs. Tashjian reluctant 
to discuss the closing of 
branches. 


Tremont Street duplex ever 
rehabilitated, because the 705 
program stopped and there 
were no more funds, Quinn 
said. 

Charles Thomas, Director of 
Planning and Development for 
Newton, said that the two- 
family house on Tremont 
Street is the only property ever 
involved in a rehabilitation 
program under the Newton 
Housing Authority. 

The allegations made by the 
Mangini task force and the 
newspaper story "don't relate 
to any rehabilitation work done 
in Newton," Thomas said. 

"The problem they are 
addressing is the hiring of 
friends, neighbors and 
relatives" to do work for 
housing authorities, he said. 

Quinn said that no relatives 
or friends of NHA members or 
staff were involved in pur¬ 
chases of property or work for 
the NHA, to his knowledge. 

REcords show that the house 
at 223-225 Tremont Street was 
purchased by NHA on July 2, 
1975 for $42,000 from the estate 
of Mary B. McKenzie, an 
elderly woman who had lived 
at 223 Tremont Street until her 
death in Dec., 1974. 

The property, valued on the 
city assessors’ books at $12,200, 
has 10 rooms and two baths and 
was built in 1925. 

Its Cole-Layer-Trumble 
assessment figure is $42,400. 

The second floor tenants who 
occupied the house in 1975 have 


never moved out, and a family 
burned out of their home on 
Watertown Street was moved 
into the vacant first floor 
apartment, Quinn said. 

It is in essentially the same 
condition now as it was in 
July,1975, he added. 

Secretary Flynn’s memo, 
dated March 8, meant to 
"clarify the unfortunate 
misperceptions left by recent 
news reports," explains what 
happened to the 705 program. 

"In the summer of 1975, a 
moratorium was placed on the 
further expansion of the 
program pending thorough 
review," the memo states. 

That review “discovered 
that the financial viability of 
the program was questionable 
and the concept was 
managerially difficult from an 
LHA's (local housing 
authority's) point of view," it 
says. 

"Presently, the Department 
is systematically reviewing all 
phases of the Program and, 
where necessary, is conducting 
program audits in particular 
authorities,"* it adds. 

"These reViews are being 
conducted to assure proper 
administration of the 
program," it says. 

"Beginning last August, the 
Department initiated Chapter 
705 program audits of a few 
authorities where there were 
particular concerns over ap¬ 
parent operational problems," 
it continues. 


"In a couple of cases alleged 
corruption has been un¬ 
covered." it adds. 

Regarding pending audits by 
DCA, the memo says: "From 
time to time, other authorities 
will be selected for program 
audits." 

"These reviews should in no 
way reflect adversely on the 
authority, its staff or its 
tenants," the memo adds. 

In a March 9 letter to the 
editor of the Herald with 
similar comments, Flynn said 
it was "extremely un¬ 
fortunate" that the article 
"created the impression that 
the 40 housing authorities 
participating in the 705 


program, and ultimately all 220 
authorities, arc being actively 
investigated for possible 
corruption." 

The Newton Housing 
Authority has had two audits 
since July,1975 when the 705 
money was used to purchase 
the duplex, Quinn said. 

He was critical of the state 
auditors themselves. 

"Someone ought to in¬ 
vestigate the state auditors," 
he said. 

"They came in here (to 
NHA) and spent three months 
with their feet on the desk 
reading papers,” doing what 
amounted to two days' work 
checking NHA's books, Quinn 
charged. 


$25,000 requested 
for public works study 


Catholic High School's rental 
of North Stadium snagged 


A dispute about who should 
set the fees for the rental of 
Dickinson Stadium at Newton 
North High School and a 
scheduling snag delayed any 
final action on the use of the 
football field by Newton 
Catholic High School. 

The School Committee, 
which the Law Department 
reportedly sees as having final 
jurisdiction over who us-’s the 
field, had previously agreed to 
rent the stadium to Newton 
Catholic at a fee schedule 
recommended by the 
Recreation Department. 

Recreation Commissioner 
Russell Halloran and Director 
of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius, who supervises 
custodians, recommended an 
$80 charge for use of the field 


and the scoreboard, and a fee 
of $155 for use of all facilities 
including toilets, the pressbox, 
and facilities for athletes inside 
the school. 

Joseph Chevarley, president 
of the Newton Catholic Board 
of Education, thanked the 
Committee for being com¬ 
munity minded in its approval 
of the leasing concept. He 
noted many cases of Newton 
Catholic allowing the city and 
city residents the use of its 
facilities at no cost. 

Committeeman Edward 
Prince who proposed the rental 
agreement felt there should be 
a rental fee that would include 
the use of the field, scoreboard, 
and toilets, since the parochial 
school made it clear before 
that it did not want to use 
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facilities in the school. 

Director of Athletics James 
Ronayne at North said another 
problem would arise when rain 
cancels a public school game 
on Saturday and pushes it to 
Sunday when Catholic would 
want to use the field. The city 
high schools are committed to 
play on Sunday because of the 
leaque they are in. 

Cornelius said the two fees 
were due to the need to hire 
custodians if any facilities are 
used, whether inside the school 
or in the stadium. He clarified 
that the toilets are not located 
in the press box, but both are in 
the stadium. 

Committeeman Robert 
Cohen questioned why the 
School Committee should be 
involved in setting the fee since 
the Recreation Department 
maintains the field. 

The Committee tabled the 
matter forfurther consultation 
with the law Department and 
Newton to allow Chevarley to 
present the new conditions of 
the Sunday rental to the people 
at Newton Catholic. 



Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson last week started 
the ball rolling toward getting 
a new public works garage and 
operations facility. 

But members of the Public 
Works Committee refused to 
approve Iarson’s request for a 
$25,000, eight-month study of 
space requirements for the 
public works department until 
they meet the consultant 
larson has in mind to do the 
study. 

Larson has wanted Board 
approval of a $3 million facility 
to be built at the existing city 
yard on Elliot Street, Newton 
Highlands, but neighborhood 
and some aldermanic op¬ 
position has made him 
reconsider. 

Aid. Susan Schur has been in 
the fore of those who not only 
do not think the Elliot Street 
site is adequate for access and 
egress of the large number of 
vehicles but also doubt that a 
single facility is the best an¬ 
swer. 

Larson wants the single 
location to replace the four city 
yards serving tne public works 
department. 

l,arson now realizes that 


chances of getting the single 
facility at Elliot Street are 
dimming, but he still feels that 
is the best choice. 

The report (.arson hopes to 
get from the consultant will 
include an in-depth analysis on 
space requirements, work and 
traffic flow, long-term site 
requirements, and costs of 
operation. 

Schur wants the report to 
include a comparison of cost of 
operation of a centralized 
facility versus two facilities. 

Aid. Robert Stiller did not 
like the method of selecting the 
consultant — Larson's per¬ 
sonal choice — and the fact 
that there is no public bidding 
requirement for the process. 

"Why should you be put in 
the position of making 
'sweetheart deals?’,” Stiller 
asked. 

"I refuse to answer that," 
Larson replied. 

Aid. David Cohen said, "He's 
not in the position — you're the 
only one that mentioned it.” 

Larson agreed to bring 
examples of the consultant's 
work, the proposed contract, 
and the consultant to the next 
meeting of the Public Works 
Committee.

Stanley Miller, chairman of 
the Planning & Development 
Board, formerly the Planning

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Unequal funding in elementary schools discussed 


Sushila Rao joins BU staff 


After an hoifr of debate on the ap¬ 
portionment of> specialist time for 
physical education specialists at Wed¬ 
nesday night's school budget meeting, a 
member of the Williams School PTA 
brought up the thorny subject of unequal 
funding for creative arts programs in the 
elementary schools. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said Wednesday that there should be 
closer evaluation made of the formula for 
next year, although he said Monday "the 
allocation of time to Emerson is equit- 
table.” 

Emerson has a half-time physical 
education specialist while only .4 is 
needed under the current enrollment 
criteria, but by comparison with the 
number of classrooms, Emerson has 13 
classes and Bowen School has 14 classes 
and gets .9 of a full-time teacher. 

A study by Physical Education Coor¬ 
dinator Joan Schmidt presented in¬ 
formation that showed some schools get 
an average of 45 minutes per classroom 
and others average 88 minutes per class 
per week. 


School Committeewoman Honora 
Kaplan asked why Burr School with 14 
classrooms has .6 of a full-time physical 
education specialist, and Hyde School 
with the same number of classes has one 
full-time gym teacher. 

Superintendent Fink said the com¬ 
parisons by the number of classrooms 
was not valid because of wide differences 
in the number of students per class. 

Small classes are often combined in 
physical education with no loss to the 
students, Fink said. 

At Wednesday's meeting Schmidt 
proposed hiring five more full-time 
teachers and three teacher aides, but 
Saturday she dropped this plan. 

Superintendent Fink distributed 
Saturday a study by statistician Vin 
Silluzio that the physical education 
staffing is proportional to enrollment, 
with some schools receiving slightly 
more than a certain criteria. 

Paul Ash suggested the criteria be 
more closely examined for next year and 
Fink and Schmidt agreed. 

The School Department aims to give 


■ 


each child 60 minutes of physical 
education time with a specialist to partly 
meet the 90 minutes a week required by 
law. The rest of the time is met by 
classroom teachers following directives 
left by the specialists, Fink said. 

Susan Silbey of Williams School told the 
Committee Wednesday of the inequities 
of the elementary schools' PTAs fundinq 
of each school's creative arts program. 

The programs take place in the school 
during after-school hours with funds 
mostly from PTAs’. 

Silbey said, "I wonder if the system can 
justify inequities in something that is 
considered essential to the program." 

Kaplan said she pays $11 for a weekly 
program for her child at Beethoven 
School and she realizes that some parents 
can’t afford that. 

Fink said in previous years the topic 
has come up and he suggested PTAs 
pooling their resources into a central 
fund. He would then recommend the 
School Committee add more money and 
split it all among schools, as long as in¬ 
dividual PTAs agree not to increase 
funding to make their school’s program 


better than all the rest. 

Fink said the PTAs couldn't agree to 
the final clause so nothing formal came 
before the School Committee. 

Fink agreed there is a discrepancy 
between schools and said, "Probably the 
greatest need is where the ability to give 
is the least." 

Coordinator of Music John Harper said 
his department tries to make up for some 
of the inequities by scheduling auditions 
for his department's concert series at 
schools where the funding is the least. 

School Committeeman Robert Cohen 
questioned if some of the PTAs were 
really hurting financially or whether they 
chose to put their money into something 
besides creative arts, but Silbey said 
some are just poorer. 

Silbey plans to gather information on 
how much each PTA's budget is and how 
much they apportion to creative arts 
before making a request to the Com¬ 
mittee. 

She said she has not asked other PTAs 
how they might feel toward agreement on 
pooling money.

Adults get chance 
to go to high school? 


Newton Corner residents 
who feel their neighborhood is 
changing for the better Mon¬ 
day night oppposed the con¬ 
struction of an apartment 
house they feel will not help the 
neighborhood. 

Dianne Dumanoski, 107 Park 
St., found everything wrong 
with the proposal of Louis 
Zegarelli to build a 13-unit 
apartment building on a parcel 
of land between Vernon and 
Tremoni Streets at Park 
Street. 

The land, which is zoned for 
apartments with permission 
from the Board of Aldermen, is 
occupied by a large house built 
in 1850, which according to a 
Planning Department report 
appears to be “in fair "con¬ 
dition,” and a garage. 

Dumanoski told the Land 
Use Committee there is 
already a number of apart¬ 
ments in the area and more 
would encourage “speculative 
absentee ownership" of other 
property. 

The design is “boxy,” 
Dumanoski said, and the 
proposed landscaping is 
"poor.” 

Aid. Terry Morris opposed 
the project because he believes 
the land is “improperly" 
zoned. The land in question is 
Residence D, as is the land to 
each side and across Tremont 
Street. 

Morris also worries that the 
use of the land for apartments 
will put pressure on the nearby 
land which is occupied by 
single- and two-family houses. 

"Such lots as these used to be 
the pearls of a neighborhood. 
Now they're gold mines," 
Morris said 


Other neighbors were more 
afraid of the blasting that will 
be necessary for construction 
than they are of the increased 
density of the land’ but in 
general opponents cited the 
increased traffic and a change 
in the character of the 
neighborhood as their principal 
reasons for opposing the 
project. 

Peter Smith, 130 Washington 
St., and Dennis Ingram, 15 
Belmont St., both said there is 
neighborhood sentiment for 
restoring the house, which is 
occupied by seven people in 
five households, but offered no 
financial plan for restoration. 

Ingram reported that the 
Newton Corner Neighborhood 
Association voted 17-1 against 
the proposal. 

Former alderman Alan 
Barkin, who represented 
Zegarelli at the hearing, noted 
that the association had met 
without benefit of seeing 
Zegarelli or his plans. 

Barkin, asking for approval 
of the project, said, "This 
property is not going to im¬ 
prove itself.” 

The Planning Department 
memorandum on the petition 
recommends no action until 
revised architectural and 
landscaping plans are sub¬ 
mitted, but says the proposed 
development “is appropriate to 
the site and its surroundings." 
The Planning Board after the 
hearing voted 5-0 to recom¬ 
mend denial of the petition. 

A proposal to build 28 at¬ 
tached dwellings on a 3.5-acre 
site at 243 Waltham St. met

Superintendent of Scnools 
Aaron Fink and the principals 
of both high schools are con¬ 
sidering opening up un- 
derenrolled classes at the two 
schools to adults in the com¬ 
munity starting this Sep¬ 
tember. 

Superintendent Fink made 
the announcement at one of 
last week’s budget hearings 
when School Committee 
member Honora Kaplan 
brought up the suggestion of 
expanding daytime continuing 
education programs in the high 
schools in light of declining 
enrollment. 

Joyce Picard of Halycon 
Road, Newton Centre, a 
member of the former Citizens 
Advisory Committee on 


Declining Enrollment, 
suggested opening up the high 
school guidance and career 
centers for adult use. She said 
they are excellent facilities and 
would be used by women re¬ 
entering the work force and 
adults changing jobs even if 
there was a fee charged. 

Principals Ernest Van 
Seasholes of Newton South and 
Richard Mechem of Newton 
North expressed initial ap¬ 
proval of the idea. 

Fink suggested that adults 
could be notified of courses in 
technical vocational fields, the 
arts, and general academic 
fields that have low relatively 
enrollments after the first 
week or two of school. 


The success of the Living 
History program sponsored by 
the Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program "suggests that, given 
common ground, adults and 
secondary school students 
learn from and about each 
other and often develop mutual 
respect and and admiration’” 
Fink said. 

The superintendent will meet 
with the two principals and 
some housemasters and 
teachers on March 31 to further 
explore the adult drop-in oj>- 
tion.

This is another in a series of 
suggestions for President Carter, who is 
seeking ideas from the American people 
to help him improve the government. 

I^ast week, I suggested mailing gar¬ 
bage to dictators as a method of making 
diplomatic statements. This week, 1 will 
focus on domestic problems.

Today, a taxpayer fills out his or her 
forms and mails in the check without 
knowing what really happens to the 
money. 


It simply disappears into the vast 
national treasury. The citizen only has 
control over a meager $ 1 , which can be 
earmarked for the presidential campaign 
funds. 

The campaign check-off is a good idea, 
but it doesn't go far enough. 

Taxpayers should have the right to 
earmark each tax dollar for whatever 
programs desired. My proposal would do 
just that. After the tax has been com¬ 
puted, the taxpayer could designate that 
tax to pay for a particular program or 
series of programs. The IRS should 
change its name to the Corporation of 
Public Financing. 

Every citizen would become the head of 
his own non-profit foundation. Just as the 
Ford Foundation or public television 
does, you could decide how you wanted to 
distribute the money you must give up. 

In this way, each citizen could express 
his pleasure or dislike for each govern¬ 
mental project undertaken. 

liberals could choose to have their tax 
monies fund school breakfast, lunch, 
snack and dinner programs. 

Conservatives could finance covert 
assassination projects by the CIA. 

Corporations could direct their taxes to 
federal pay-off slush funds to be used to 
persuade foreign countries to trade with 
America. Policemen could ensure that 


LEAA would continue making grants so 
that police departments could buy low 
yield nuclear weapons. 

The options are endless. 

The results would be more impressive 
than any poll. Those agencies that didn't 
receive any tax monies from the check¬ 
off would just have to go. "Produce or 
perish" would be the dictum by which 
agencies would operate. If the Defense 
Department received only $32.65 for the 
B-l Bomber, that would be the end of that 
program. Defense couldn't run to 
Congress looking for funding; the people 
would have spoken. 

With such a direct involvement in their 
government, citizens would look forward 
to tax time. They wouldn't cheat on their 
returns and might even decide not to take 
deductions. 

Competition among interest groups 
would be fast and furious. En¬ 
vironmentalists would urge their 
breth^m to pour all their tax dollars into 
the EPA N while car manufacturers would 
fund highway construction projects. 

June 30 of each year would be bigger 
than the Super B&nJ. On that day, the last 
day of the fiscal^ar, the government 
wcxiId announce the miners and losers. 
States could conduct special tax check-off 
track betting games. People could wager 
on the point spread between HEW and 
Defense. Or bet on whether NASA's 


budget would be bigger or smaller than 
last year's. 

New businesses would be created. Take 
Stock in America analysts would tia 
needed. Taxpayers and bettors could 
consult the analysts, who would give 
advice on how the budget would turn out. 

Fundamental analysts would say that 
Medicare, despite recent poor showings 
in the last two quarters, was still a good 
program to fund because of improved 
management. Technical analysts would 
say that in charting the growth patterns 
over the past 18 months, Medicare was a 
bad choice because trends show a lack of 
taxpayer faith in the program. 

Of course, there would always be the 
apathetic citizens who just didn't care 
what happened to their tax dollars. These 
people could use the general fund check¬ 
off. Money paid into this fund would pay 
for the salaries of government officials. 

This would be a milestone in America's 
experiment in democracy. 

President Carter would be hailed as a 
great leader. The Secretary of the 
Treasury would become more popular 
than Pete Roselle.

Minimum wage reduces teen-age jobs

distribution in such a way as to cause a net reduction in 
employment opportunities." 

In his draft paper, which is marked "not for general 
circulation," Kelly challenges the assertion that the 
minimum wage has been effective in reducing poverty. 

Employing various plausible assumptions, Kelly finds 
that a likely result of abolishing the minimum wage would 
be only a three per cent increase in the number of poor 
families and a three per cent increase in the aggregate 
poverty gap. Even fairly large increases in the minimum 
wage, says Kelly, would not generate correspondingly large 
reductions in the number of poor families. 

This study is of particular interest because the Urban 
Institute is an organization that is 24-carat, 99 and 44-100 per 
cent liberal. On its board are; Charles Schultze, President 
Carter’s chief economic adviser; Joe Califano, Mr. Carter's 
secretary of HEW; Vernon Jordan, head of the Urban 
league; and Katherine Graham, publisher of the 
Washington Post. 

Finally, there is one other recent study which has found a 
correlation between the minimum wage and reduced 
employment opportunities for young people. A study done 
by the nonpartisan Congressional Budget Office, titled 
"Policy Options for the Teen-age Uemployment Problem," 
says: 

"Public regulation of the labor market, by means such as 
minimum wage laws, add to teenagers problems in finding 
jobs and acquiring job experience... More extensive use of 
a differential (lower) minimum wage ... could stimulate 
demand for teen-age labor.” 

The CBO notes that over a long period of time, some in¬ 
dustrialized countries have managed to keep teen-age 
unemployment rates relatively low compared with those in 
the United States. Singling out West Germany, Great 
Britain and Japan, the CBO says that one factor which 
contributes to the lower youth jobless rate in these coun¬ 
tries is the fact that they have low wages for teens, dif¬ 
ferentially lower minimums, or no minimum wage laws at 
all. 

In its report, the CBO suggests several options for 
stimulating the demand for teen-age workers. Besides a 
lower minimum wage, there is also the possibility of a tax 
credit to private sector employers for hiring and-or training 
teen-agers. And, there is the option of partially exempting 
teen-agers from the payroll tax.

Kelly not given 
day in court 

State Senator James Kelly of Oxford, 
chairman of the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee and one of the most prominent 
politicians on Beacon Hill, is angry, resent¬ 
ful and bitter about his role in the trial of 
Senator Joseph DiCarlo and Ronald 
MacKenzie and the treatment he received 
during that trial. 

Kelly maintains that his civil rights were 
violated during the trial. Whether they 
legally were or not, Senator Kelly seems to 
have a justifiable complaint. 

He never was given his day in court. He 
was not called to testify. He was given no 
opportunity to tell his story, to respond to 
the testimony involving him or to answer 
the charges leveled against him. 

DiCarlo and MacKenzie did not choose to 
take the witness stand. Kelly, on the other 
hand, had no chance to do so. 

Kelly claims that the McKee company 
olticial, who testified that he (Kelly) 
suggested at a Florida meeting that $100,000 
be paid to DiCarlo, was lying. But he was not 
given the opportunity to deny the allegation 
under oath on the witness stand. 

The explanation given was that Kelly 
technically was not accused of committing 
any crime and that there was no actual 
charge to defend himself against. 

Kelly's friends, however, feel that his 
reputation and possibly his public career 
were badly damaged during the trial and 
that he was accorded a strange sort of 
justice. 

Kelly was included as an unindicted co- 
conspirator in the original indictment, but 
his name was not made public until the trial 
began in U.S. District Court. In fact, there 
was considerable conjecture in advance of 
the trial as to the identity of the unindicted 
co-conspirator. 

Federal Judge Walter Jay Skinner struck 
Kelly's name from the indictment near the 
end of the trial, ruling that there had been no 
evidence that the conspiracy, of which 
DiCarlo and MacKenzie were accused, was 
linked in any way to the conversation Kelly 
allegedly had in Florida with the McKee 
company official. 

But Kelly had been badly smeared before 
Judge Skinner removed his name from the 
case. When the trial ended, a cloud hung 
over Kelly's head. His political future had 
been placed in doubt. The harm had been 
done to him. 

In all fairness, it does not seem Kelly 
should have had to appear on a radio talk 
show to tell his story. 

Meanwhile, it appears that the investiga¬ 
tion is continuing into alleged payments by 
the McKee company to political figures and 
that other persons may be indicted and tried 
before the case is finally closed. 

The Assistant U.S. Attorney, who 
prosecuted the case against DiCarlo and 
MacKenzie, is on vacation. U.S. Attorney 
James Gabriel probably will be replaced by 
President Carter in the near future. 

Officials at Gabriel s ofice declined to 
comment on what action, if any, is still 
being taken in the McKee company case. 

State Police, under the direction of At¬ 
torney General Francis X. Bellotti, are 
investigating aspects of the case which were 
revealed during the trial of DiCarlo and 
MacKenzie. 

It is likely to be a long time before the 
last is heard of this sorry mess.

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WASHINGTON — Although they are less than 10 per cent 
of the total civilian labor force, young people from the ages 
of 16 through 19 now comprise more than 20 per cent of the 
total number of people who are unemployed. For white 
teen-agers in this age group, the jobless rate is about 12 per 
cent; for nonwhite teen-agers, the rate is almost 37 per cent. 

To 70-year-old S.I. Hayakawa of California, the oldest 
freshman Senator, this situation is "intolerable." So, to do 
something about it, he has introduced legislation to lower 
the minimum wage for youth. Hayakawa says he’s doing 
this because it has been his personal experience that there 
are many jobs available, but employers regard the costs 
generated by the federal minimum wage — now $2.30 an 
hour — as too high. 

Predictably, Sen. Hayakawa's proposal will be 
denounced by organized labor and their allies in Congress. 
It’s only a matter of time before the AFL-CIO, which is now 
pushing for a $3-an-hour minimum wage, will be ex¬ 
coriating Hayakawa as a tool of the blood-sucking robber 
barons whose fondest dream is to return to that era when 
sweat shops and child labor were legal. 

But, there is a growing body of evidence that a lower 
minimum wage would do just what Sen. Hayakawa says it 
would do: improve the present youth job market The case 
against the minimum wage is summed up aptly by Dr. John 
Sealer, a researcher at the Philadelphia Reserve Bank, 
who says: 

"Teen-agers generally are low-skilled workers. Thus an 
employer will be willing to hire them only if he can pay 
them a low wage commensurate with their low level of skill. 
Such a wage, however, may be below the minimum wage 
required by law and therefore is not permitted. 

"In this case, the employer must choose either to pay a 
wage higher than he would like or to forgo hiring entirely. 
Some employers undoubtedly choose the latter alternative. 
Thus, many teen-agers find employment closed to them 
because the minimum wage law prohibits their being paid a 
wage in line with their low skill." 

Further evidence of the impact of the minimum wage on 
the teen-age unemployment rate is contained in a paper 
done for the Urban Institute, titled "Two Policy Questions 
Regarding the Minimum Wage." The author of this paper, 
Terence Kelly, says: 

"The minimum wage does affect the industrial 
distribution of teen-agers, and, further, it affects that

lively competition is shaping up for the position of U.S. 
Attorney for Massachusetts, an office now held by James 
Gabriel, who was picked for the job by Senator Edward W. 
Brooke. 

With Deomcratic President Jimmy Carter now residing 
in the White House, Gabriel’s successor will be chosen by 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy, but only after all but four of 
the candidates for the post have been eliminated by a 
screening committee headed by Richard Donahue of 
l/Twell, an aide to the late President John F. Kennedy. 

At this stage, the list of contenders seeking to take over 
Gabriel's duties seems to be comprised largely of two 
groups, one composed of attorneys who apparently could 
have the job but can’t afford the financial sacrifice involved 
in taking it, the other made up of lawyers eager to get 
thejob but unable to do so. 

Near the top of those certain to be among the four finalists 
from whom Senator Kennedy will select the next U.S. At¬ 
torney for Massachusetts — if he wants to job — will be 
Attorney Paul Kirk, an aid to Ted Kennedy for the past 

seven years. 

Kirk, however, has been offered positions with 
prestigious law firms which would pay him substantially 
more than he would receive as U.S. Attorney. 

Front-runners in the contest for the post are believed to 
include Assistant U.S. Attorney Edward Lee, who 
prosecuted the case against Senators Joseph DiCarlo and 
Ronald MacKenzie; former Attorney General Robert H. 
Quinn, Edward F. Harrington of Needham, former head of 
the federal Strike Force Against Organized Crime in 
Massachusetts; Gordon Martin of Newton, formerly of 
West Koxbury, active in Democratic politics; Assistant 
Suffolk County District Attorney Thomas Dwyer and An¬ 
drea Wasserman Gargiulo, chairman of the Boston Finance 
Commission. 


Mrs Gargiulo would be a strong contender if it is decided 
to name a woman to the post. 

Any lawyer may apply for the job of U.S. Attorney. Ap¬ 
plications must be sent to Attorney Richard Donahue in 
Lowell before April 1. His address can be obtained at 
Senator Kennedy’s office. 

Those seeking the position will be required to fill out an 
application containing 30 questions relating primarily to 
their legal background, the cases they have tried in federal 


and state courts and the percentage of civil and criminal 
cases they have handled. 

The opunon here is that every applicant, with or without a 
political background, will be given fair consideration by 
Attorney Donahue. 

It is somewhat surprising that Senator Brooke, who was 
an outspoken critic of former President Nixon and never 
actually supported him, handled federal patronage in 
Massachusetts under Nixon.

Phoney political issues 


To the Editor: 

We can be confident that 
readers of the Newton Graphic 
are not going to be taken in by 
phoney issues spewed by 
political aspirants. 

Newton residents in general 
know that their city is in the 
forefront particularly in the 
metropolitan area, with 
respect to programs for 
safeguarding Newton's 
remaining open spaces. 

The city’s mayor, aldermen 
and Planning Board and the 
Planning Department, joined 
by the Conservation Com¬ 
mission and such citizen 
groups as the Conservators, all 
share a common concern while 
giving positive support to the 
program. 

The Charter of the city 
mandates a Comprehensive 
Plan now well-developed with 
public hearings already held on 
housing and land use goals and 
policies. 

Meetings with community 
groups are scheduled through 
April with an early date set for 
the report of which several 
elements have already been 
delivered. 


Moreover, Newton has a 
functioning land acquisition 
program under which several 
significant land areas have 
been acquired. These include 
the Norumbega tract, Harwich 
Road area, Webster Vale, Cold 
Springs and earlier, land along 
Hammond Pond Parkway. 

It is utterly dishonest to 
attempt to create the im¬ 
pression Newton is without 
policies, plans or programs to 
safeguard its open spaces. 
Political opportunism is no 
excuse for denying our com¬ 
munity credit and 
acknowledgement for its 
substantial accomplishment in 
what has been already done 
and continues to be done. 

And it is wrong to give the 
impression that any program 
will put a stop to the need for 
public hearings for the purpose 
of dealing with proposed land 
use changes. Whatever the 
program, those owning parcels 
may be expected to submit 
petitions for land use changes 
as a matter of legal right. 

We can only hope to 
minimize the incidence of such 
hearings. 


In Newton we have the basic 
prerequisite that assures 
successful implementation of 
open space programs, and that 
is a concerned citizenry and 
support of the local press. 

Intelligent and prudent 
action based on fact and our 
financial capacity to pay our 
bills, not self-serving political 
distortion, has achieved much 
for us to date and promises 
much more for the future. 

Most residents of Newton are 
not being taken in by cheap 
shots at an individual Planning 
Board member who calls the 
issues as he sees them. Those 
who serve on the Planning 
Board, appointed by the mayor 
and confirmed by the Board of 
Aldermen, do so without

It is with considerable 
disappointment that I read in 
the February newsletter of the 
Newton Taxpayers’ 
Association, as well as the 
Newton Graphic, that the 
association directors voted 
support for the principle of 
cluster and planned 
development zoning. 

As a resident of Ward 8, 
where the majority of over- 
' five-acre tracts exist, I am 
conceded about the effect on 
the quality of life which we 
presently enjoy in our single¬ 
family neighborhoods. 

Developers will opt for the 
maximum number of apart¬ 
ment-type units which can De. 
legally built on each tract. This 
will increase the heavy traffic 
which already exists on some 
of our streets. 

Murley Farm offers an 
example. If the allowable 
approximate 45 single-family 
homes are built, we could 
expect 90 automobiles. If the 
120 condominiums are built, we 


could expect up to 240 
automobiles. 

A second concern is for the 
integrity and continuity of 
Newton's zoning laws. Many 
residents have purchased 
homes in Newton 
neighborhoods expecting the 
existing single-family zoning to 
be maintained. The spot 
variances given to zoning by 
the aldermen over the past 10 
years raise concern. 

Two business acquaintances 
have told me that they bought 
in Weston because they did not 
trust the continuity of Newton’s 
zoning laws. A neighbor is 
selling his home and moving to 
Weston for the same reason. 

In conclusion, let me say that 
I subscribe to the concept of the 
city purchasing and main¬ 
taining recreational open 
space. 

However, I fear that the 
cluster zoning concept will 
result in the unhappy exchange 
of open space for traffic, 
exhaust fumes and congestion.

On Feb. 28, the aldermanic 
Legislation & Rules Committee 
voted 4-1 against a possible 
ordinance that would have 
required residents of Newton to 
clear a path through the snow 
across their property sufficient 
to accommodate children 
walking to school and the 
elderly pedestrian. 

On March 7, the Board of 
Aldermen concurred’ 
defeating the ordinance 19-4. 
Only Aid. Budge, Shea, Morris 
and McDonnell voted in favor 
of the ordinance. 

The L & R Committee had 
been concerned with what it be 
believed to be the unen¬ 
forceability of such an or¬ 
dinance. 

Because of these actions, the 
city now faces rather bleak 
alternatives. 

It will have to spend $500,000 
on new snow plows for next 
year, or it will have to suffer 
another winter without 
sidewalks cleared for 
pedestrians. 

Serious consideration must 
be given to a cost analysis of 
alternative methods of 
clearing the snow from 
sidewalks. 

—Under the present system, 
the city assumes responsibility 
for clearing sidewalks. 
However, it has not been able 
to do an effective job, not only 
this year, but for a number of 
years. Many, if not most, 
streets are impassable and 
hazardous. The mobility of our 
citizens and the safety of our 
children are at stake. 


Shoveling the sidewalks 


Moreover, the inoperable 
snow plows the city now owns 
represent a waste of tax 
dollars, and the damage they 
do, when operating, costs 
further tax dollars in repair to 
private property. 

—If the city continues to 
assume this responsiblility, 
Mr. Larson, commissioner of 
public works, states the city 
requires 27 new sidewalk plows 
at a cost of $16,500 each, 
totaling $453,000 (part of a $3 
million capital investment he 
plans to propose). Fur¬ 
thermore, he estimates the 
lifetime of these plows to be 
seven to 10 years. In seven to 10 
years, you or your successors 
will need to consider a similar 
but more expensive purchase, 
given inflation, just when the 
debt for these will be at its end. 

Moreover, the man hours 
required to run the plows 
average $2500 to $5000 per 
storm. 

—By voting down this 
proposal, the committee has 
left the city only two options. 

One, spend $500,000 on 
sidewalks plows, or two, repeat 
the treacherous situation we 
have suffered this year with 
the vain hope that some child 
will not be severely injured in 
the coming years. 

Because of this proposal, 1 
have been receiving letters and 
calls from people telling of 
children falling off snow-laden 
sidewalks under moving cars 
and in front of trucks. Only the 
expert driving of a few in¬ 
dividuals saved these 
children's lives. This is not 


reliable insurance for the 
future. 

—The proposal to require 
that a path be made in front of 
each property will require 
specifications of time boun¬ 
daries, responsibility of 
residents vs. landlords' en¬ 
forcement authority and 
exemptions for need. But these 
are not insurmountable ob¬ 
stacles if the intention to shift 
the responsibility is there. 

—The enforcement problems 
are probably not as great as 
the committee would like to 
believe, if a summons system 
analogous to a parking ticket 
were adopted. It would not 
require any new ad¬ 
ministrative machinery. I 
would oppose that. The people 
of Newton are reasonable and 
cooperative and civic-minded. 

A serious publicity campaign 
would probably go a long way 
toward solving serious en¬ 
forcement difficulties, 
especially if the cost saving 
features and moral im¬ 
peratives are made apparent. 
Also, consider the possible 
revenue in fines. 

-Sidewalk plowing is a 
luxury service which very few 
municipalities provide. The 
costs of city services in Newton 
are second highest in the state 


perhaps because we do provide 
many excellent services other 
cities do not But we must 
allocate the existing tax dollars 
efficiently and effectively 
because we cannot bear the 
burden of ever-escalating 
taxes. We cannot continue to 
assume the costs and 
responsibilities for services 
which we are indeed not 
providing and which citizens 
can provide themselves, more 
□early, the time has come to 
recognize that we must 
reorient our perspective about 
the possible, if not proper, 
functions of government. 
Surely, the quality of life ir 
Newton will not be measurably 
affected if the city no longei 
assumes responsibility to plov 
the sidewalks. 

I would like to urge ou 
citizens to carefully conside 
the implications of the denial c 
this ordinance for the safety c 
our children and all ou 
citizens. The alternatives ar 
to spend at least $500,000; th 
second to do nothing. 

The first is fiscall 
irresponsible, the second it 
defensible.

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Lower Falls housing 
project still stalled 


A 60-unit apartment complex 
in Lower Falls is still- stalled 
while the developer negotiates 
with the federal Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development on the rent 
figures. 

New Falls Associates has 
mortgage commitments from 
HUD under both the 221(d)(4) 
and the Section 8 program, but 
for different rent scales, Gty 
Planning Director Charles 
Thomas told the Newton 
Planning and Development 
Board last week. 

Mel Barkan, a partner in 
New Falls, has been trying to 
resolve the differences with the 
Boston regional HUD office. 
Thomas said. 

New Falls faces a late April 
deadline to obtain financing for 
the apartment project at 
Washington and Moulton Sts. 
or it will be in default of its' 
contract with the Newton 
Community Development 
Authority, which Thomas 
chairs. 

Should that happen, the 
project will have to be rebid 

Six vacant NCDA-owned lots 
elsewhere on Moulton Street 
may be developed under a 
reactivated Section 235 HUD 
program. 

"Die NPDB agreed last week 
that Thomas should explore 
use of that program, finding a 
way to require that the buyer 
pay market value for the land. 


Vice Chairman Cecil Cad- 
well, who presided at the 
session, voiced strenuous 
objections to giving" the 
value of the lots to individuals 
who ultimately purchase the 
finished houses. 

Those people might turn 
around and resell them at 
considerable profit, Cadwell 
fears. 

Hiomas suggested putting 
conditions on the sale of the 
property to the new owner so 
that a siiding-scale percentage 
of the profit would return to the 
NCDA if the new owner sold 
within a specified time period. 

Another possibility is that 
NCDA may sell the lots in¬ 
dividually, although Thomas 
said "there are questions as to 
whether we can do this under 
the program." 

Aid. Carol Ann Shea, who 
represents the Lower Falls 
ward, told the board that area 
residents are still concerned 
over the requirement that the 
housing on Moulton Street be 
"subsidized". 

Gaims have been made that 
the Lower Falls Project Area 
Committee (LOPAC) did not 
approve the plan for the Lower 
Falls urban renewal project 
when “subsidized” residential 
use was stipulated for these six 
lots, Aid. Shea said. 

Carol Robinson, a member of 
both NPDB and LOPAC, 
denied this. 


IjOPAC is on record as ap¬ 
proving, she said. 

What did happen was that 
LOPAC members went before 
the Board of Aldermen as 
individuals and objected to the 
subsidized housing 
requirement, she said. 

In other business, the 
authority and the board ap¬ 
proved renewal of a contract 
with their legal counsel, the 
Boston firm of Withington, 
Cross, Park and Groden. 

Executive Director Gerald 
Early advised the board of a 
notice from HUD that $850,000 
in loan notes for the Lower 
Falls renewal project must be 
bid and re-financed in April. 

A LOPAC query regarding 
payment of the relocation 
allowance for a displaced 
lower Falls resident will be 
answered citing appropriate 
regulations that require 
tenants to be permanently 
relocated before this money is 
paid. 

The tenant is currently living 
in temporary, authority-owned 
housing until she can be per¬ 
manently housed, according to 
Early.

Rep. Harrington submits 
proposal for open space 


State Rep. Peter Harrington 
has submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen a plan he believes 
will solve the open-space 
problem in Newton. Planning 
Director Charles Thomas, 
after a brief reading of the plan 
said, "There are many 
serious questions about it.” 
Harrington's plan calls for a 
list of all undeveloped, 
open parcels of lands over 
five acres and an analysis by 
the Planning 

Department of the 
population increase that would 
result from various 
kinds of development. 
Harrington wants the City 
Planning Committee of the 
Board of 

Aldermen to create a 10-year 
land acquisition plan includ 
ing a survey of owners of the 
parcels of five acres and more. 
The 

survey would determine 
whether the owners would be 
willing to put their property 
in a special conservation 
district, give the land to the 
city, or sell 

it to the city for less than 
assessed value with a tax- 
deductible gift 
clause. Publicly owned land 
and land 

owned by tax-exempt in¬ 
stitutions would be put into a 
special new 

district, O District (official- 
open space district) in 
Harrington's 
proposal. 

The Board of Aldermen or 
other permit-granting 
authority must approve any 


building or structure on O 
District land, which in general 
would be kept undeveloped and 
unbuilt on. 

In Harrington's conservation 
district, the land could not be 
built on, except for roadways, 
utility transmission lines, and 
structures necessary to the use 
of the land for conservation, 
recreation, gardening, and the 
like. Real estate taxes would 
not be as high as for residential 
land. 

In order to acquire the land 
selected in the City Planning 
Committee's acquisition plan, 
Harrington proposes to ask the 
mayor to authorize a $3 million 
bond issue, which he says can 
multiply to $12 million with 
state and federal aid at its 
current level. 

The $3 million could be used 
only for buying undeveloped 
parcels of land five acres or 
more. 

Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, commenting on 
Harrington's proposal, pointed 
out that the five-acre limitation 
ignores small pieces of land, 
such as those along the Charles 
River, that are necessary to 
complete linear open spaces 
and connect parcels of land 
already in public ownership. 

Thomas thinks the state and 
federal limitation on 
processing applications for 
funds for conservation and 
recreation lands would make 
the $3 million bond 
authorization unnecessary. 
Also, Thomas said, a $3 million 
bond issue for 10 years, as 
proposed, would end up costing 


about $4 million. 

The land acquisition plan will 
be referred to the City Plan¬ 
ning Committee. 


A three-member committee 
has been appointed by the 
Newton Taxpayers’ 
Association to study the budget 
for Fiscal Year 1978 of the 
School Department, and to 
make recommendations to the 
School Committee based on 
guidelines proposed by the 
association's board of direc¬ 
tors 

The committee, named 
earlier this week by Herbert W. 
Cole, West Newton, president; 
includes Ronald L. Nuttall, 
Newton, Harry L. Walen, 


Newton Highlands, and Lorenz 
F. Muther, Jr., executive 
director. 

The three were named 
following a meeting of the 
Taxpayers' Board of Directors 
at which School Superintendent 
Aaron Fink, School Budget 
Director James Egan and 
School Committee member 
Michael LeConti reviewed the 
proposed budget. A public 


hearing is scheduled on March 
21 on the budget, which will be 
part of the Mayor's budget, 
dues for submission to the 
Board of Aldermen March 31.

Spaulding and Slye is set to 
begin construction Monday on 
two more office buildings in the 
Newton Executive Park, the 
commercial section of the 
Lower Falls redevelopment 
project at Route 128 and Route 
16 . 

Sale of the land from the 
Newton Community 
Development Authority to 
Spaulding and Slye was 
scheduled for 10 a.m. today at 
the old Newton Redevelopment 
Authority office in Newton 
Lower Falls. 

The First National Bank of 
Boston granted Spaulding and 
Slye a $3 million construction 
loan for two years to build two 
three-story office buildings, 
according to Charles Wigging 
and Arthur Gutierrez, vice 
presidents of Spaulding and 
Slye. 

The NCDA and the Newton 
Planning and Development 
Board, at thelO March joint 
meeting, voted unanimously to 
authorize City Planning 
Director Charles Thomas to 
execute the agreements with 
Spaulding and Slye dated July 
10, 1974 as amended. 

The NRA, which initiated the 
renewal project, was replaced 
by the NCDA (consisting solely 
of Thomas) and the seven- 
member NPDB in a 
reorganization that took effect 
last July 1. 

Building one, which fronts on 
Washington Street, was 
finished last fall and is now 
occupied by the anchor tenant, 


Massachusetts General Life 
Insurance Co. 

According to the 
agreements, Spaulding and 
Slye will pay NCDA $417,240 for 
lots two and three, the balance 
due after the developer paid 
$198,760 for lot one to the old 
NRA. 

A landscaping plan is still to 
be resolved by Thomas and 
architect Victor Vitols of 
Glaser, deCastro, Vitols. 

Highlighting the plaza 
around the two buildings will 
be a rock-ledge waterfall that 
recirculates water. 

Tree plantings are still under 
discussion. 

Spaulding and Slye will use 
one of its own subsidiaries as 
contractor for the two office 
buildings, with 50 or 60 workers 
expected to be employed on the 
job, according to Gutierrez. 

No anchor tenant is lined up 
for either new building, but 
there arc several prospects, 
including one who could occupy 
a ‘'substantial" portion of one, 
Wiggin said. 

Once the buildings arc 
finished, Spaulding and Slye 
will retain ownership, the 
officials said. 

The office park is rising on 
land that lies predominantly in 
the state-aided portion of the 
Lower Falls urban renewal 
project begun in the 1960's. 

Most of the land was for¬ 
merly owned by Martin Roach 
of Wellesley, who is still pur¬ 
suing court action over the 
price the NRA paid him for his 
land. 

Roach's new trial in Superior 
Court is slated for April 4. 



'No liability' in lots 
not quite accurate 


Slate Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton) wants 
owners of parking lots to notify 
parking lot patrons that despite 
the present "no liability” 
signs, owners are liable for 
certain damages. 

"All too often, people come 
nut of parking lots and find 
their cars smashed in or 
worse," DeNucci said. "And 
they leave thinking the ‘no 
liability sign' frees the parking 
lot from any responsibility.” 

DeNucci pointed out that "no 
liability" does not really mean 
no liability under all cir¬ 
cumstances. 

"Where the damage was 


caused by the negligence of the 
parking lot owners, attendants 
or the agents, patrons whose 
cars are damaged can 
recover," he said. 

DeNucci filed a bill, House 
No. 1623, to strengthen the 
Massachusetts law which 
currently voids the right of 
parking lot operators to 
disclaim or limit liability by 
putting disclaimer language on 
tickets, receipts, or signs. 

The intent of the bill is to 
dispel the fears of parking lot 
users that owners, attendants 
or other operators are totally 
immune from liability when 
they post in the lot a "no 
liability" sign.

Backman opposes forced 
work for unemployed

Sen Jack Backman today 
called on Joseph Califano, 
secretary of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare, to reject attempts by 
the Dukakis administration to 
secure a waiver of federal 
regulations which would 
enable the state to impose a 
forced work program on 
welfare recipients. 

The waiver, Backman said, 
was requested by Gov. Michael 
Dukakis on Feb. 25 and would 
allow the administration to 
immediately require some 5500 
AFDC unemployed fathers to 
work off their benefit 
payments in part-time work 
projects. The projects which 
the governor has approved 
include custodial work, litter 
pickup, guard rail painting, 
parkways and beach cleaning 
and zoo clean-up and main¬ 
tenance, according to 
Backman. 

In a letter to Califano, 
Backman vehemently opposed 
the the implementation of 
“workfare” and scored the 
Dukakis administration for 
what he called "secret tac¬ 
tics." 

Backman told Califano in his 
letter, "As recently as Feb. 18, 
at a conference on federal 


welfare reform held in Boston, 
the governor publicly stated 
his opposition to forced work 
for welfare recipients. It was 
therefore a complete surprise 
to learn that earlier this winter 
the governor had assigned a 
task force comprised of his 
secretary and undersecretary 
of Human Services, secretary 
of Manpower Affairs and 
director of the Division of 
Employment Security to 
design just such a workfare 
program." 

The proposal devised by the 
Dukakis administration would 
require AFDC fathers to work 
that number of hours per week 
equal to their cash grant, 
divided by the wage paid to 
regular workers doing similar 
work for the state. There would 
be no opportunity to earn more 
than the welfare benefit 
amount.

secret without any opportunity 
for public input. I abhor

School Committee turns 
back $130,000 to city 


The School Committee voted 
unanimously to turn back to 
the city treasury $130,640 due to 
a reimbursement to the schools 
for special education that was 
higher than anticipated for the 
current school year. 

The state reimbursement for 
Chapter 766, the special 
education law, is paid directly 
into the public school accounts, 
unlike state general aide for 
the schools that is paid into the 
city treasury. 

This year the income to the 
schools for Chapter 766 was 
{1,512,529, $130,640 more than 
expected. For next year's FY78 
budget the reimbursement will 
increase to $2’206,340. 

The increase is a result of a 
change in the state’s reim¬ 
bursement formula, not in the 
number of special education 
students. 

The $2.2 million reim¬ 
bursement directly to the 
schools will reduce the School 
Committee's requested 
allocation from the Board of 


Aldermen to about $30.2 
million' without any allowance 
made yet for collective 
bargaining increases. 

While state aid paid directly 
lo the schools has increased, 
the general aid. Chapter 70 
funding has been cut by about 
$300,000, bilingual program 
reimbursements have dropped 
$15,000, and technical 
vocational funding has dropped 
$250,000' according to Mayor 
Theodore Mann. 

For the current year all state 
reimbursement for the schools 
was expected to total $6.2 
million. $88,000 less than last 
year, and federal reim¬ 
bursements this year were 
expected to be $121,000, a 
decrease of $154,000 from last 
year. 

Last year the city also 
received $421,511 from local 
fees and tuitions, half of which 
was paid by other towns sen¬ 
ding students to Newton’s 
technical vocational depart¬ 
ment.

Pines bill would create state public defenders 
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A bill to establish an in¬ 
dependent statewide Office of 
the Public Defender, in¬ 
troduced by State Rep. Lois G. 
Pines (D-Newton), was heard 
by the Joint Legislative 
Committee on the Judiciary 
last . week. 

The bill, Pines believes, 
would replace the present 
costly and inefficient system of 
public defense, and help 
alleviate the crushing tax 


burden the present system now 
imposes on the counties. 

Both the federal and state 
constitutions require that 
criminal defendants receive 
appointed counsel if they are 
unable to afford private 
representation. "In attempting 
to meet this obligation, Pines 
stated, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts provides a 
patchwork system which 
unfairly and unnecessarily 


places the financial burden on 
the counties and consequently 
onto the shoulders of an 
already overtaxed property 
owner." 

In an attempt to meet the 
state's constitutional 
obligation, the legislature in 
1960 authorized the creation of 
the Massachusetts Defenders 
Committee under the super¬ 
vision of the Supreme Judicial 
Court. According to Pines, the 


MDC has been capable of 
performing only a small part of 
the task assigned to it and the 
huge and unnecessary void is 
filled by the costly and often 
ineffective use of private 
counsel and-or the creation of 
county defender systems. 

"This combination of public 
and private counsel and 
multiple county systems and 
the duplication, inefficiency 
and waste it spawns costs over 


$8 million annually, most of 
which is paid for through 
property tax levies," Pines 
continued. 

The creation of the Office of 
the Public Defender will en¬ 
sure the most economical use 
of public funds while also 
providing better public 
defense, the Newton lawmaker 
believes. 

The OPD would be centrally 
administered by the state, 


which would also increase its 
share of funding by ap¬ 
proximately $3.5 million’ ac¬ 
cording to the bill, H. 4143. This 
increase will be more than 
offset by direct reductions in 
county expenditures. The total 
cost is estimated at $6.5-7 
million dollars, or at least $1 
million less than the present, 
inadequate system. 

"The importance of these 
savings cannot be overstated. 


By shifting the financial 
burden from the narrow base 
of the counties to the broad 
base of the state a much 
greater return will be realized 
from our tax dollars," Pines 
said. 

"House 4143 also conforms to 
the judicial reform proposals 
made by the Cox Commission. 
The transfer of court costs 
from the counties to the state is 
an essential part of any 
program to increase the 


production, efficiency, and 
uniformity of the legal system 
while holding down the costs," 
she said.

part of the law as allowing an increase in 
the maximum density permissible with a 
special permit ipermissive usei. Dooling 
recommended that the 10 percent 
requirement be used as a bonus for 
building low-income housing, not as part 
of the number of units for which per¬ 
missive use may be given. 

Dooling felt that private development 
financing is "tenuous," and the 
requirement that the developer give up 
any number of his apartments is "a 
tremendous burden." 

Werner Gumpertz, 47 Orchard Ave., 
West Newton, objected to the proposed 
ordinance because "it is telling the other 
tenants to pay the freight for the Housing 
Authority tenants. 

Under the subsidized housing program, 
I "dice's lawyer, Saul Feldman, said the 
Housing Services Commission pays $200 a 
month for a two-bedroom apartment 
whose market rental is $475.

Feldman disputed the city Planning 
Department's view that the state zoning 
enabling act (Chapter 808 1 provides for 
such an ordinance.

guidelines for tenant selection, according 
to Ms. Volkerl. 

The 20 families selected to occupy low- 
income units on Hamlet Street will have 
to meet both NCDF and HSC criteria. 

Possible violations of HUD and state 
Department of Community Affairs 
specifications at the Thurston Road 
construction site were called to the at¬ 
tention of HSC and will be relayed to city- 
officials for investigation. 

Commissioner Donald Ferreri, a labor 
representative on the commission, 
doesn't think Newton residents are 
receiving their "fair share" of jobs on the 
Thurston Road project. 

Chapter 149, section 26 of a union 
agreement with the two agencies says 
that journeymen working on the job are 
supposed to be about 50 percent local 
residents, no matter which contractor 


won the bid, Ferreri said. 

No action was taken on proposed raises 
in the asset limits for new and continuing 
tenants in the HSC projects. 

Commissioners want to review and 
"digest" the proposals before voting on 
them. 

The housing services staff submitted 
three suggested changes: increasing 
asset levels for one person from $6,000 to 
$10,000, while retaining the $12,000 level 
for two persons; increasing asset limits 
for families from $6,000 to $10,000 for both 
initial and continued occupancy; and, 
increasing the continued occupancy limit 
for both one and two persons to $15,000. 

Changes proposed are in line with 
current DCA asset limits and are similar 
to requests that HUD is receiving from 
housing authorities elsewhere, according 
to a staff memo.

Michael LeConti proposed cutting 
another $27,000 from three areas of the 
budget, but his motion received no 
second. 

LeConti wanted to cut $5000 from the 
$12,500 out-of-state travel account, $2000 
from the custodial overtime account that 
pays men $9.12 an hour to raise and lower 
flags on holidays, and $20,000 for the new 
job of director of plant at Newton North 
High School. 

The Committee approved the job 
description for the director of plant by a 
5-3 vote with LeConti, Edward Prince, 
and Henry Delicata opposed. 

Cornelius wants to hire a mechanical 
engineer with four years of experience in 
operating boilers, swimming pools, 
electrical systems, and heating, ven¬ 
tilation, and air conditioning systems. 

The Newton North High School has 
been plagued with breakdowns and 
malfunctions of its heating, ventilation, 
and air conditioning system (HVAC) 
since it opened three years ago. 

Cornelius argued that with a full-time 
engineer to supervise custodians and 
closely monitor the equipment and 
planned repairs, the engineer may well 
save the city his salary by preventing 
some calamity. 

Curently Cornelius spends an "inor¬ 
dinate amount of his time" at the school. 


Fink said, as do many city engineers 
from the Public Buildings Department. 

LeConti argued that the person will be 
mostly a trouble shooter, and there is no 
guarantee that he or she will help solve 
any of the school's HVAC problems. 

Committeeman Paul Ash noted the 
person will "monitor," "assist," 
“study," and "instruct" on the job, but 
nowhere does it mention he or she will do 
mechanical work. 

Cornelius said, "an engineer very 
seldom works on equipment himself.” 

Committee Chairman Alvin Mandell 
recommended possibly hiring a retired 
chief Navy engineer, and Kaplan 
reminded Cornelius not to rule out a 
woman. 

The necessity for the position will be 
evaluated when the HVAC system is 
functioning properly. 

Flexibility 

Committeewoman Kaplan had con¬ 
sidered trying to add $25,000 to the budget 
Saturday afternoon, but other Committee 
members convinced her that the budget 
is flexible and no reasonable request for 
any aid to programs would be denied. 

Kaplan suggested adding two more 
teachers and two teacher aides to the 
current reserve of two each in the budget. 
This would add a greater cushion to allow

ments is not a matter of right. . . When 
some sort of use or permission is sought, 
permissive use means in and of itself 
being of benefit to the community." 

A spokesman for the League of Women 
Voters spoke in favor of the ordinance, 
but indicated its preference for a more 
detailed ordinance and a broader use of 
site plan review. The League statement 
also noted that the city has provided a 
"substantial amount" of housing for the 
elderly and should turn its attention more 
to low-income family housing. 

Aid. Terry Morris asked Planning 
Director Charles Thomas why a per¬ 
centage of the number of units in a 
development was chosen for the or¬ 
dinance rather than a percentage of the 
number of bedrooms. Thomas answered 
that the state “antisnob" zoning law is 
based on percentage of housing units, and 
according to Thomas the percentage of 
units gives the Board more flexibility.

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Fire Chief Harvey Preble 
this week explained changes in 
the "open burning" law. 

This statute authorizes open 
burning of products of open 
space land husbandry and 
management including certain 
specific materials during the 
period of March 15 to April 15, 
Preble said. 

Material specified includes 
tree branches, brush, cane, 
driftwood and forestry debris. 

The Fire Department’s in¬ 
terpretation is that the law 
allows for open burning 
associated with the following: 

-domestic tree trimming 
and pruning. 

— domestic garden 
preparation. 

—commercial nursery tree 
trimming and pruning. 

—government nursery and 


forest tree trimming and 
pruning. 

—maintenance of existing 
accessways. 

—removal of driftwood from 
beach and shore areas. 

Preble also said the statute 
specifically prohibits open 
burning of grass, hay or leaves. 

The Fire Department's in¬ 
terpretation is that the law 
prohibits: 

—residential, industrial, 
commerical and governmental 
land clearing for site or road 
development. 

—reduction of materials 
other than natural wood. 

—reduction of whole trees 
and stumps. 

—reduction of construction 
or demolition materials. 

—operation of a private or 
municipal refuse disposal area 
or any other area subject to 


provisions of Se. 150A of 
Chapter 111 of the General 
laws. 

Any open burning conducted 
under the provisions of the 
statute must adhere to the 
following rules: 

—no nusiance. 

—smoke minimizing starters 
—only during the hours of 10 
a.m. and 4 p.m. 

—on land close to the place of 
generation of the material or at 
another place specifically 
designated by permit. 

— in accordance with a 
written permit issued under 
provisions of Se. 13 of Chapter 
48 of the General Laws. 

The permit must be obtained 
from the Fire Department, 
Preble said. They are available 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. at Fire 
Headquarters, 1164 Centre St., 
Newton Centre.

Newton man faces 
counterfeiting charge 


An apartment on Auburn 
Street in Auburndale was 
apparently the first step in a 
$20 bill counterfeiting 
operation that the U.S. Secret 
Service broke up this weekend 
when agents arrested five 
persons, according to a U.S. 
attorney. 

Anthony Saville, 54, of 417 
Auburn St., Auburndale, was 
held in lieu of $5000 bond after 
being arrested Saturday, 
March 12, in Springfield, 
Special Agent Thomas Smith 
said Tuesday. 

According to U.S. Attorney 
Paul Healy, Jr., Saville is 
being held for allegedly con¬ 
spiring to counterfeit and 
passing counterfeit $20 Federal 
Reserve notes, a crime which 
could lead to a maximum of 15 
years imprisonment. 

A Waltham couple and a 
Woburn couple charged with 
coconspiracy on the same 
charges were arrested at the 
Liberty Tree Mall in Danvers 
where they allegedly passed 
the counterfeit bills, the at¬ 
torney said. 

Attorney Healy said the 
indictments state that 
bleaching equipment was 
found in the Auburn Street 
apartment, "and the inference 
is that $1 bills were bleached 


there and sent to Woburn to be 
reprinted.” 

In the Woburn home of 
Robert Mancuso, 36, of 8 
Stonewall Dr., and his wife, 
Sandra, 34, a printing press 
and allegedly counterfeit 
plates were found, Healy said. 

Thomas Mancuso, 33, and his 
wife, Noreen, 33, both of 36 
Hammond St., Waltham, were 
charged along with the other 
Mancuso couple with passing 
counterfiet money. 

The four Mancusos were 
released on their own 
recognizance after a hearing 
before Magistrate Peter Princi 
Monday. The case was con¬ 
tinued to March 23 for a 
probable cuase hearing’ Healy 
said. 

Newton Detectives Sgt. 

Joseph 
Donahue, Jr., assisted federal 
agents in the seizure of the 
bleaching equipment in 
Newton. 

Agent Smith estimated the 
first counterfeit bill hit the 
streets four to five months ago.

Consent forms were also 
mailed to parents of elemen¬ 
tary students whose records 
indicated they should be 
reimmunized, but "not very 
many” students were involved, 
Zavarine said. 

The Health Department also 
provides services to three 
private schools in the city 
where parents of Newton 
students request the service. 


These schools and the 
number of Newton children in 
them are Newton Catholic, 464; 
St. Jean’s, 58, and Our I^ady of 
the Presentation, 25. 

Zavarine emphasized that 
there is no epidemic in the 
Newton area at this time and 
none is expected, but children 
may come in contact with 
carriers from other com¬ 
munities. 

All parents are urged to 
review their children’s im- 
munzation records and consult 
with their physician if they 
have any questions regarding 
the immunization program. 

Zavarine also said all private 
schools in the city have been 
notified of her recom¬ 
mendation.

Slate Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington (D-Newton) has 
proposed legislation to require 
gun owners to obtain a cer¬ 
tificate of firearms com¬ 
petency. 

Certificates would be issued 
over a five-year period. 
Minimum qualifications would 


be established by a Board of 
Certification consisting of: 
commissioner of public safety, 
president of the Mass. 
Association of Chiefs of Police, 
president of the Mass. Council 
of Sportsmen's Clubs, canon of 
the Mass. Safety Council; and 
six members appointed by the 
commissioner including a 


consumer, target shooter, 
firearms dealer, non-owner of 
guns, liensed hunter and a gun 
collector. 

In a hearing before the Joint 
Legislative Committee on 
Public Safety, Harrington 
said: "The vote in last 
November's election is a clear 
indication that the public op¬ 
poses a ban on handgun 
ownership. 

“Since the polls and public 
surveys show that the public 


favors some laws regulating 
the use and ownership of 
handguns, I have proposed we 
establish a licensing system 
similar to that used by the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles for 
automobile drivers!” 
Harrington said. 

"The problem of misuse of 
handguns remains very 
serious. This year, 200,000 
Americans will be injured in 
firearms accidents; one-half 
will be injured within the 


home; one-third will be people 
under 15; and one-eighth will 
die. Sixty percent of those 
injuries will be caused by 
persons having nc training in 
firearms' use or safety," 
Harrington said. 

“This year more than 100,000 
guns will be stolen from among 
the 43 million privately-owned 
weapons in the United States, “ 
Harrington said. “Most of the 
stolen guns will be used to 
commit crimes. Usually, the 


stolen weapons were acquired 
easily, in a totally operable 
state and equipped with am¬ 
munition, due to the 
callousness of their owners." 

Harrington said his proposal 
was opposed by the Gun 
Owner's Action league. 

Victor Anop, executive 
director of GOAL said testing 
does not eliminate crime, nor 
does testing mean there shall 
be reductions in accidents, 
Harrington said.

Reevaluate your potential at 50

Is it realistic for suburban mothers to 
dream about Shangri-La while they 
chauffeur children around Newton, or to 
envision shedding the comfortable 
trappings of Waban for a tent on some 
remote mountain top? 

Absolutely yes, says Margery "Midge" 
Stafford Rowbotham, professional travel 
lecturer and former Waban resident who 
found a totally new lifestyle visiting the 
"roof tops of the world" in Nepal. 

At age 50 she decided that she was not 
going to “spend her days in a rocking 
chair drinking geritol,” she says. 

So, after raising eight children and 
step-children, grandmother Midge 
Rowbotham became a mountain climber. 

Now a resident of Boston she spends 
almost four months of the year living in a 


"They love warmth. They come in 
through your boots and all the cracks in 
your clothing. They attack everyone, 
especially on the feet," she explains. 
"Well. . . it gets disgusting, that's all!” 
she comments. 

On the seventh day, as soft rain fell and 
mist shrouded the high peaks of the 
Himalayas, the expedition emerged from 
the gorge it had been following. Base 
camp was set up at a sheep herders’ hut 
in preparation for the climb to the 
summit. 

The next morning the sun came out, 
revealing Macha Pucchare, theij- 
destination. Nearby was Annapurna I, 
the first Himalayan mountain ever 
conquered. The final day’s climb, amidst 
magnificent scenery and good weather, 
almost compensated for the seven days of 
leeches.

tent on the west coast, taking one to two 
month expeditions to the Himalayas. 

She returned in February to share her 
experiences with contemporaries in the 
Waban Woman’s Club whom she hadn’t 
seen since 1971. 

In the interim she has trekked up Mt. 
Everest, endured assaults from leeches 
during Asian monsoons, visited the high 
Lama at Tengboche Monastery, and 
watched whole mountainsides suddenly 
disappear in an avalanche. 

Ever since she had the opportunity to 
go with a Sierra Club group to-western 
Nepal, Margery Rowbotham has been 
hooked on two things: mountain climbing 
and the people of Nepal. 

Her four expeditions to date were an 
opportunity to get to know people of 
another culture by walking, as well as a 
challenge in physical activity, she says. 

What kind of physical preparation did 
she have, her friends wanted to know. 

To begin with, she was an excellent 
tennis player. She jumped rope. She 
walked. She went camping in the Rocky 
fountains. 

An 80-day journey to ascend Macha 
Pucchare, "the Matterhorn of Nepal" in 
central Nepal, was a prelude to more 
strenuous climbs. 

Following narrow sheep herders’ trails 
and paths laid out by an earlier ex¬ 
pedition, the seven men and two women 
in Midge’s group walked through dense 
forest and over roaring rivers she 
describes as "too swift for fish to spawn.” 

The day would begin about 6:30 a.m. 
with a small meal. Breakfast, eaten later 
during a 10 o’clock break, usually con¬ 
sisted of potatoes, eggs and a Nepalese 
pancake. Monsoon rains plagued the 
expedition, and in Nepal rain means 
leeches. "I almost didn't go to Nepal 
because of all the leeches in the stories,” 
says Midge. 


In the fall of 1975 came the opportunity 
for Midge Rowbotham to climb Mt. 
Everest. 

The two-month trip began with a flight 
to New Delhi, India, then a jaunt by 
smaller plane to Katmandu, the capital of 
Nepal. Monsoon rains were still falling as 
the expedition walked out of Katmandu in 
early October. 

Midge purchased an unbrella — "the 
best investment I ever made," she 
comments. A 15-pound backpack carried 
her personal gear. Living arrangements 
were primitive for the five women and 11 
men in the group. All food was cooked 
over outdoor fires. Rest rooms consisted 
of latrines with canvas shelters. 

"Hotels,” at 80 cents a night, were little 
more than large, one-room shelters with 
a fireplace in the center. “If you’re 
conjuring up images of the Holiday Inn, 
forget it," says Ms. Rowbotham. 

The expedition trail led through many 
small villages where natives were still 
busy harvesting potatoes and barley, two 
of the staple crops that feed the 
population. 

Walking was "surprisingly easy", even 
at the 12,000 foot altitude, says Midge. 
When she did get tired, prayer wheels at 
rest stops helped give her sustenance. 

Finally, after two weeks the expedition 
reached the Tengboche Monastery where 
there was a layover to rest, recover from 
ailments, and visit with the high Lama. 

Beyond Tengboche, at the 14,000 foot 
base camp, the scenery became like a 
barren moonscape. Here yaks, the 
Nepalese beasts of burden, took the place 
of human porters carrying equipment. 

The climbers became subjected to 
severe extremes in climate. "My skin felt 
as if it were peeling off. I was baking. 
There is no protection from the ozone 
layer,” says Midge.

"Yet, at night you know you will freeze. 
It goes down to zero," she adds. 

The next day began at 4:30 a.m. Only 
seven of the 16 people were well enough to 
tackle the final lap. Just short of the 
summit, Midge stopped, had a snack, and 
decided she was content to have come 
that far. The effort to go the last stretch 
was just too much. Then another climber 
returned from the summit. 

"Midge, if you don’t go up 25 more 
minutes you’ll regret it all your life,” he 
told her. 

She went. 

Color slides taken on Mt. Everest 
capture the aura that drives climbers like 
Margery Rowbotham up to the roof tops 
of the world — the breathtaking beauty of 
sparkling snow, azure blue sky, and a 360 
degree vista where humans can gaze 
down on giant mountain tops. 

"As we descended, an avalanche, a 
whole (nearby) mountainside, came 
down within three or four minutes and 
disappeared," she says 

Ms. Rowbotham sees pressures that 


threaten to destroy the Nepalese way of 
life, and it worries her. 

Nepal has a pre-industrial, basically 
agricultural society. 

Commerce is still carried out on the 
backs of the human population. No 
vehicles, even bicycles, are common 
outside of Katmandu. 

At least 25 different ethnic groups exist 
within the country. 

Average income is about $100 a year. 

But "progress" is beginning to take its 
toll. 

Felling of trees for fuel and the 
terracing of mountainsides for crop 
cultivation are causing soil erosion. 

That and over-population are soon 
going to cause serious problems, Midge 
believes. 

Margery Rowbotham hopes to inspire 
other people her age to expand their own 
horizons. 

You can have a family, then when 
they're grown, do something else, if you 
keep yourself in shape, she told Waban 
women. “If I can do it — well, let's re¬ 
evaluate our potential at 50," she says.

Question: I am planning a 25th anniversary party in April 
and I would like to make an ice cream cake. Could you 
please print the steps in the making of one? My greatest 
problem is in the frosting. What kind does that local ice 
cream store, Baskin-Robbins, use?

SEVEN LAYER 

Answer: Bake a 9x9"x2" cake, either devil's food or 
white cake. Cool cake; cut in half, making two rectangles; 
split each rectangle into two layers. 

If it is devil's food cake, spread one layer with coffee ice 
cream, one with pistachio, one with cherry-vanilla. If it’s 
white cake, use raspberry sherbet, butter-pecan, then 
chocolate ice cream. 

Set layers, one on top of the other, pressing them into 
shape and ending with plain cake layer. Freezer-wTap; 
freeze. To serve, unwrap, let stand a few minutes, slice. If 
you want frosting, after setting the layers, work quickly, 
spread sides of cake with whipped cream in cake decorator. 
To serve, unwrap, let stand a few minutes, slice. The local 
Baskin-Robbins manager said that they use ice cream for 
frosting and sugar icing for the decorations. 

PARTYTIME 

A second recipe calls for starting a small amount of extra 
work. Two days ahead, press one quart vanilla ice cream 
into waxed-paper lined 9" layer pan; freezer-wrap; freeze. 

Day ahead, whip one cup heavy cream. Split one 9" 
yellow or white cake layer into two layers; place one cake 
layer on waxed paper: unmold ice cream layer onto cake; 
spread with 4 cup jelly, jam or drained canned crushed 
pineapple; top with second cake layer. Frost as above. To 
serve thaw in refrigerator one hour. Cut into wedges. 


Question: Readers were concerned that young cooks 
making the recipe for Lasses cookies might not realize the 
egg and vanilla must not be exposed to heat with the 
margarine. Here is the recipe again from Mrs. N.C. Noyes, 
Dedham, with the combining methods. 

LASSES 

4 cup (1 stick) margarine (melt and cool! 

>2 cup sugar 

1 egg 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

'■ cup molasses 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

2 tablespoons boiling water 

1 1 2 to 2 cups flour 

>2 teaspoon salt 

Melt and cool margarine. Break egg into mixing bowl and 
add sugar, beating until well blended and smooth. Add 
margarine and vanilla. Pour 4 cup molasses into 
measuring cup and add one teaspoon of soda, and two 
tablespoons of boiling water. 

Add molasses mixture to mixture in bowl. Place 14 cups 
flour in sifter, add 4 teaspoon of salt and sift into bowl, a 
portion at a time, beating well after each addition. When 
thoroughly combined, drop by teaspoonfuls on greased 
cookie sheet, and bake in a 350 degree F. oven for 15 min

Passover ipesach), a spring festival, 
observed by Jews for eight days, is a 
holiday for which, over the years, 
elaborate customs have developed in 
preparation for it. Primarily a home 
festival, for women like Millie Cohen of 
Needham who combine volunteer work 
with a job, and raising a family, the 
preparation for Passover must be an 
organized effort. 

Mrs. Cohen, who is leaving the office of 
Sisterhood President for Temple Beth 
Shalom, Needham, said that she is 
"systematic and plans her menus in 
advance... I try to start cooking about 
three weeks before so I don’t have the 
burden of doing everything the day 
before." She also makes good use of her 
freezer cooking chicken soup, draining 
the vegetables and meat and freezing the 
stock. Mrs. Cohen also freezes baked 
items. Below are some of her favorite 
recipes, many of which are included in 
the Sisterhood’s cookbook, "Creative 
Cuisine". 

BROWNIES 

3*2 ounces bittersweet chocolate 
4 cup butter (margarine) 

2 eggs 

'’a tsp. salt 
two-thirds cup sugar 
4 cup cake meal 
4 cup walnuts 

Melt chocolate with butter and cool. 
Beat eggs with salt till thick, and lemony 
in color. Gradually add sugar, cake meal, 
add chocolate and margarine (mixture). 
Add 4 cup walnuts. Place in well greased 
8" square pan. Bake 350 degree for 35 
minutes. Can be frozen. 

PASSOVER BAGELS 
1 cup matzo meal 
4 tsp. salt 
1 tablespoon sugar 
two-thirds cup water 
one-third cup peanut oil 

3 eggs 


Combine matzo meal with salt and 
sugar. Bring oil and water to boil. Add to 
matzo meal mixture and mix well. Beat 
in eggs thoughly one at a time. Allow to 
stand 15 minutes. Oil hands. Shape into 
rolls, place on greased cookie sheets. 
Bake 375 degree F. for 50 minutes, till 
golden brown. 

JAM SQUARES 

2 eggs 
1 cup sugar 
4 cup oil 
1 cup coconut

1 sponge cake

6 eggs, separated 
4 cup sugar 
jo juice of two lemons

Mix jello with 4 cup boiling water. Set 
aside. In double boiler cook egg yolks, 4 
cup sugar and lemon juice until it forms a 
custard, stir constantly. Add this to jello 
mixture. Beat egg whites until stiff; add 
the 4 cup sugar gradually. Fold into jello 
mixture. Line spring form pan, bottom 
and sides with sponge cake pieces. 
Spread the above mixture over cake and 
chill. Garnish with whipped cream if 
desired. 

MUFFINS 

4 tsp. sugar 
4 Tablespoon salt 
14 cup matzo farfel 


14 cup boiling water 
3 tablespoons margarine or oil 

3 eggs 
dash pepper 

dash cinnamon, optional 

Blend together sugar, salt and matzo 
farfel Pour water over all, cover and let 
stand until cool. Water should be ab¬ 
sorbed by then. Add margarine or oil to 
farfel mixture; add eggs one at a time 
and dash of pepper; mix well. Pour 
mixture into well greased muffin tin and 
bake in 450 degree F. oven 30-35 min. 
Yields one dozen. 

MATZO KUGEL 

4 sq. regular matzo 

7 eggs, separated 

4 large apples, grated 
14 cup sugar 
4 cup white raisins 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
one-third cup chicken fat 
14 tsp. cinnamon 
salt 

Beat egg whites until stiff - set aside 
Soak and drain matzos in hot water, 
iBreak the matzo in pieces) Beat egg 
yolks. Mix egg yolks and drained matzo; 
add apples, sugar, raisins, lemon juice, 
fat, cinnamon and salt. Mix well. Fold in 
egg whites. Bake in 11 x 7 greased pan at 
350 degree F. for 45-50 min. until golden 
brown. 

CHOCOLATE WINE CAKE 

8 eggs separated 
14 cup sugar 

4 cup orange juice 
14 cup wine 
4 cup cake meal 
3 oz. melted chocolate. 

Beat egg yolks 15 min. Add sugar 
gradually; add remaining ingredients 
except whites. Beat whites and fold into 
mixture. Bake at 350 deghee for one hour 
in ungreased 9 or 10" tube pan. Invert 
immediately until cool. Serves 12.

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Car repair 
manual is 
written by 
woman 

SANTA MONICA, Calif. 
lUPI) — Deanna Solar shows 
off her carburetor as proudly 
as some women show off their 
diamonds. 

And why not? Ms. Solar not 
only puts carburetors Into 
working order, but she also 
changes spark plugs, does lube 
jobs, flushes cooling sytems 
and changes flat tires. 

She says anyone can learn 
how to do simple repairs and 
preventive maintenance on an 
automobile, and she’s written a 
book, "Auto Repair for Dum¬ 
mies" (McGraw-Hill $7.95) to 
prove it. She said It is not 
primarily for women. 

Car owners "... should learn 
how to flush the cooling 
system, be aware that the oil 
has to be changed," Ms. Sclar 
said in an interview. "Know 
how to tune the car, install 
spark plugs, new air and fuel 
filters, etc. 

"People should also know 
how to change a flat tire and to 
diagnose some problems." 

The author, a petite woman 
in her 30s, said she was 25 when 
she learned to drive, but has 
always been crazy about cars. 

She enrolled in a high school 
auto repair course after 
moving to southern California. 

"I fell in love with the 
beautiful logic with which cars 
are designed," Ms. Sclar said. 
"It made such sense. Auto 
makers do the simplest things 
because it’s cheaper. I found it 
fun to work on my car and 
found out how cheap it was to 
do my own repairs." 

She said eight spark plugs 
sale-priced for $4.80 to $6 would 
cost up to $14 for plugs and 
labor if a mechanic installed 
them. An oil change and a new 
nil filter installed by a 
mechanic would cost up to $20, 
compared with $4 to $6.50 self- 
installed. 

"I always assumed that 
women got ripped off the most 
by mechanics. Statistically 
they do, because they bring in 
most of the cars. 

"But from talking to me¬ 
chanics, the guys who really 
get ripped off are the ’closet 
dummies' who go into a garage 
with a super macho attitude 
and pretend to know what they 
are doing. And also the people 
who come with cars that they 
have completely run down." 

She suggests car owners 
learn enough to give 
mechanics a coherent 
description of their automotive 
problems. She encourages 
them to watch and show in¬ 
terest in the mechanic's work. 

Ms. Sclar said most mechan¬ 
ics prefer people to do their 
own basic work. 

"Mechanics don’t make any 
money off the little things," she 
said. “And when you do your 
own work you realize why 
mechanics charge so much for 
the complicated repairs. You 
know how time-consuming 
some things are." 

After her first car mainte¬ 
nance course, Ms. Sclar bought 
a 1959 Mercedes 190SL roadster 
she is reconditioning. 

But she still turns some jobs 
over to garage mechanics. 

"I'm limited by the fact that 
I don't have a hoist. And I draw 
the line at lying on my back 
with oil dripping on my face. 
Basic maintenance is what I’m 
after." 

She once toyed with the idea 
of becoming a mechanic ("The 
pay is good" 1, but would rather 
write for a living and restore 
old cars as a hobby. But she 
doesn’t mind giving advice to 
friends. 

"I will show anyone how to 
do anything, but after that 
you’re on your own. For a while 
1 felt responsible for strangers 
and would stop to help anyone 
who looked like they were 
having trouble. 

"But then experience showed 
me that men don't like strange 
ladies coming up and telling 
them what is wrong with their 
cars."

A group of about 100 mem¬ 
bers of Temple Beth Avodah 
Brotherhood were brought up 
to date on Newton education by- 
Alvin Mandell, chairman of the 
School Committee at the 
brotherhood's March meeting. 

The discussion began with an 
explanation of how the present 
School Committee had 
organized a group of sub¬ 
committees to do sufficient 
research to enable the mem¬ 
bers to approach all important 
topics with a reasonable grasp 
of background material, 
essential to the decision¬ 
making process. Management 
controls have been instituted, 
such as the development of a 
policy manual, preparation of 
organization charts, writing of 
job descriptions, and other aids 
to efficient operation, Mandell 
said. 

Because of state reim¬ 
bursements shown on the 
newly issued "cherry sheets,” 
Mandell said, it is possible the 
new school-budget ap¬ 
propriation will be 1211,000 less 
than last year, for a reduction 
of about 0.7 percent. Fur¬ 
thermore, Mandell added, this 
has been accomplished with an 
educational program that, in 
the words of the superin¬ 
tendent, will unequivocally 
meet "the needs of the 
students.” 

In his concluding remarks, 
Mandell offered the following 
expression of his “philosophy” 
of public education: "We are 
striving to educate our 
youngsters so that they will be 
endowed with the tools and 
benefits of our culture — 
balanced knowledge, a thirst 
for more knowledge, and an 
ability to balance history and 
the practicalities of the real 
world in which we live. 

"Thus we hope that in truth, 
rather than in pious 
generalities, the young, people 
will emerge as "thinking 
human beings" or persons who 
can reason productively in the 
real and harsher world tiiat 
awaits them and which they 
will have to strive to keep in 
one piece.”

Books 

Haywire, by Brooke Hay¬ 
ward. 

(Knopf, $10). 

This is a beautiful, tragic, 
searching book about actress 
Margaret Sullavan, her hus¬ 
band, agent-producer Iceland 
Hayward, and their family, 
written by their eldest daught¬ 
er, Brooke. 

It is a sad story about a sad 
family, and Brooke Hayward 
admits in her dedication that 
more than once she felt unable 
to finish it. 

It is the story of one family in 
show business, lots of money 
and lots of problems. Lovely 
Margaret Sullavan, who 
wanted only to give her 
children a home, was married 
four times and may have 
committed suicide; Hayward 
was married five times and 
died six weeks after a stroke 
brought on by decades of 
overwork; Brooke's younger 
sister, Bridget, scared by 
deteriorating epilepsy, was a 
probable suicide; her mother, 
sister and brother Bill all had 
breakdowns. The wonder is 
that Brooke, now 38, twice 
divorced, mother of three, 
came through it as balanced 
and coherent as she has. 

Margaret and Leland Hay¬ 
ward were among the really 
beautiful people: talented and 
popular in Hollywood and on 
Broadway. He was gregarious 
and charming; she never gave 
autographs and hated the 
telephone at home over which 
he would conduct his business 
day and night. She loved the 
children when they were small, 
and later tried too hard to run 
their lives for them; he didn't 
care for them as toddlers, but 
became closer to them as they 
grew up. 

Hayward was a womanizer 
and divorce was inevitable 
after one affair became too 
blatant. Brooke stayed with 
her mother, while Bridget and 
Bill were brought up by 
Hayward and a couple of step¬ 
mothers. 

Brooke Hayward starts the 
book with the deaths of her 
mother and sister within nine 
months of each other. Then she 
goes back over her life to seek 
the clues to this double 
tragedy. "Haywire" — her 
father's Hollywood cable 
address — shows gradually 
how the Hayward family came 
asunder. A book to read and 
remember. 

Glenne Currie (UPI) 

The Golden Clan, by John 
Corry. 

(Houghton Mifflin, $8.95 1 
When a substantial number 
of Irish immigrants or the sons 
of immigrants started ac¬ 
cumulating wealth toward the 
end of the 19th century, they 
made a different breed of rich. 

They were too close in time 
to the shabby, despised hordes 
that swarmed from Ireland 50 
years earlier for them to be 
comfortable in elevated 
society. They either tried too 
hard or did not try at all. They 
considered themselves "at 
once superior and inferior to 
everyone else," as the author 
remarked. 

And their Roman Cath¬ 
olicism, as much anathema to 
the higher reaches of 
American society as was the 
basest poverty, forever 
stamped them as different 
from other wealthy "captains 
and kings.” 

The author, an Irish-Amen- 
can newspaper columnist, con¬ 
centrates on the Murrays, 
whose patriarch developed the 
fundamental electric power 
and distribution system, and 
the McDonnells, whose money 
came from the stock brokerage 
business. 

Corry is more interested in 
how they reacted to their 
wealth than in how they got it. 
The first generation of Irish 
rich tended to live among 
themselves and marry within 
their circle. They clung fier¬ 
cely to their Catholicism to the 
point, at times, of fanaticism. 

The second generation, 
which was enormous (the 
Murrays had eight children, 
the McDonnells had 13), was 
more liberal. Some strayed 
from the church. A surprising 
number could not cope and 
ended up drunkards, dropouts 
or insane. 

But this is not a bleak book. 
These are vital people and one 
is charmed by their humor, 
their eccentricities and their 
excesses. 

LBJ: The Way He Was, by 
Frank Cormier. 

(Doubleday, $8.95) 

This is one of the best books 
written about a president by a 
witness. 

Frank Cormier, While House 
correspondent for the 
Associated Press, has written a 
memoir of Lyndon B. Johnson, 
including all the four-letter 
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to read 

words, all the warts and ail the 
humor, earthiness, ego, in¬ 
telligence, triumph and 
tragedy that formed LBJ and 
his White House. 

Cormier leaves to the profes¬ 
sors and other academics 
history's judgment of Johnson. 
But, as few White House aides 
and reporters have done, he 
has written of a president as a 
man. 

The book is stuffed with 
anecdotes about LBJ among 
the women, seducing and 
spurning the press, hunting 
deer from a platform and being 
too tenderhearted to pull the 
trigger, rollicking among 
diplomats and senators, giving 
the White House the manners 
and mores of his Texas ranch 
house, rambling through Asia, 
giving interviews In the 
bathroom. 

Cormier, a sensitive fellow, 
witnessed and felt the warmth 
and the terror of the man. The 
book reads like the diary of a 
lady being courted by Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. In sum. 
Cormier's judgment; "...our 
Lyndon, always and forever his 
own man." 

Richard H. Growald (UPI) 

The Female Experience, by 
Gerda Lemer. (Bobbs-Merrill, 
$10.50) What did women think 
of their individual lot over the 
centuries? This feminist 
history draws from letters, 
diaries, and transcripts of 
public hearings dating back to 
the mid-17th century to 
eavesdrop on the complaints 
and viewpoints of women on 
diverse subjects. The women 
are not historically prominent 
— although they do include 
Anne Hutchinson and Susan B. 
Anthony — and this is one of 
the book’s best points. But they 
are articulate, sometimes 
stoic, often passionate, and 
they see life with directness 
and honesty. 

Laughing Last, by Tony Hiss. 

1 Houghton-Mifflin, $8.95) Here 
is a defense and expose of the 
strengths and weaknesses of 
Alger Hiss, the controversial 
figure of post World War II 
days when Communists — real 
or imagined — seemed under 
every streetlight. The author is 
Hiss' son, 35 and a talented 
magazine writer who obviously 
is edgy about his subject. 
Whether you go along with the 
young Hiss' explanation about 
his father's activities, this is a 
compelling study of a deeply 
intelligent man subjected to 
extraordinary pressures. 


My Truth, by Edda Mussolini 
Ciano. (Morrow, $8.95) Quite 
revealing are these memoirs of 
Edda Ciano, the daughter of 
Italy's Fascist dictator, Benito 
Mussolini. Her husband was 
executed for trying to over¬ 
throw his father-in-law, a 
charge the dictator's daughter 
tries to refute. Her “as told to" 
biography (with Albert Zarcoi 
is full of anecdotes and at¬ 
titudes about important Nazi 
figures and, in an offhand 
manner, offers a unique view 
of life among the militarists. 

The Affair of the Blood- 
Stained Cosy, by James Ander¬ 
son. (McKay, $6.95 1 This is a 
beguiling mystery that revels 
in the nostalgic evocation of 
England in the 1930s. The 
ingredients are standard; the 
country estate at which scads 
of worthy individuals are 
gathered for the weekend; 
diplomatic maneuverings be¬ 
tween local and foreign fac¬ 
tions over a European duchy, 
plus one gross American and 
one young English lady of good 
family down on her luck. 
Altogether, a jolly exercise in 
civilized mayhem. 

The Winding Stair, by 
Daphne du Maurier. (Dou¬ 
bleday, $10) Sir Francis Bacon, 
whose current recognition is 
based mainly on his writing, 
also was a skilled political 
operator and achieved the 
office of I-ord High Chancellor 
of England during the 17th 
century. Daphne du Maurier, 
whose historical romances are 
among the most popular ever 
written, delves into Bacon's 
ascension under James 1 and 
his eventual fall. This is a 
credible performance by a 
writer who is practiced at 
manipulating larger-than-life 
characters. 


Circus: A World History, by 
Croft-Cooke and Coles. 1 Mac¬ 
millan, $14.95) If children had 
coffee table books, this tall, 
thin picture history of circuses 
would be ideal. For adults, 
however, it is but a one-ring 
circus, well-illustrated but not 
deeply told.

before 1855 and still standing 
are being inventoried and 
documented. To date five 
village publications have been 
prepared — for Auburndale, 
Waban, Newton Upper Falls, 
Newton Lower Falls and the 
latest which includes Newton 
Corner and Nonantum.

Students from France

David Phelan, a teacher of 
French and Spanish at Newton 
North High School, is looking to 
place some 150 French 
teenagers in Massachusetts 
homes this summer.

Based on his research and 
observations of South Africa, 
its people and its government, 
Rotberg has published a book 
called, “The Rise of 
Nationalism in Central Africa” 


which discusses the struggle of 
the blacks to obtain in¬ 
dependence: its chronology 
concludes in 1964 with the in¬ 
dependence of Zambia. Rot¬ 
berg has also published a 
second book; this book is a 
study of Haiti called, "The 
Politics of Squalor.” 

Other aspects of South 
African life that Rotberg will 
discuss are the disadvantages 
of governmental ownership of 
major South African in¬ 
dustries. segregation in South 
Africa, and lack of job op¬ 
portunities.

Amaryllis Care — Since a 
potted amaryllis costs 
anywhere from *5 to $7, it pays 
to keep your bulb over for 
another show. Grow yours in a 
warm room, around 65 to 70 
degs., and keep It well watered. 
If you want to slow the growth 
down a bit, place it in a cool 
place (50 degs.). You’ll find 
that the length of the flower 
stalk is regulated by the 
amount of light it gets. Grown 
in a bright window, flower 
stalks will be short, but if 
grown in a dimly-lit room, the 
stalk will be longer. 

After the giant-sized flowers 
have started to fade, keep the 
plant in a bright window so that 
the leaves that follow the 
flower spike will make food for 
the bulb. As long as the stalk is 
green it functions as a food 
maker, but as soon as it starts 
to turn yellow, cut it off. 
Sprouting leaves will make 
new food supply for the bulb. So 
continue to grow the amaryllis 
as a foliage plant indoors. Do 
not let it dry bulb, pot and all, 
out. When warm weather 
comes, set the In a semi-sunny 
area outdoors. Feed the bulb 
every two weeks with a liquid

plant food, and keep it watered. 

Before frost in fall, bring the 
pot Indoors and store it in a 
dry, cool place 160 to 65 degs.) 
and discontinue watering. This 
dry period is important as the 
bulb must be dormant for two 
or three months, otherwise it 
will not bloom. Soon after the 
rest period, a new bud will 
begin to form and that’s the 
signal to start water. Grow it In 
a warm place and it will put on 
a fine Christmas show. 

The amaryllis shoots at the 
base can be cut off and started. 
It takes three or four years to 
get a flowering bulb from the 
small bublets. Or you can start 
new plants from seed. That 
takes even longer. Allow the 
seed to turn brown before you 
sow it in pots of sand and 
peatmoss. 

Sow Salvia — If you're 
sowing seed of salvia, 
remember this one point: it 
likes a warm temperature for 
germination. Germination is 
poor If temperature is 70 degs. 
or less, so increase the heat to 
75 degs., even if you need to use 
a heating cable. After the seed 
has germinated, move the 
seedlings to a room that's 65 
degs., and when about an inch 
tall, transplant them into 

•pony packs" or similar 
containers.

Move to 
reduce 
Board size 

An alderman wants to reduce the size of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Aid. Ethel Sheehan of Ward 6 Wed¬ 
nesday filed a resolution with the Board 
of Aldermen that would put a city charter 
amendment on the ballot in November. 

Sheehan believes that the present size 
of the Board is cumbersome and would 
like it reduced from 24 to 16 — eight 
aldermen at large and one elected from 
each of the city’s eight wards. There are 
now 16 at-large aldermen and eight ward 
aldermen. 

During deliberations of the Charter 
Commission in 1970, when the city 
charter was being updated and rewritten, 
there several plans advanced for 
reducing the size of the Board of Aider- 
men, but none was ever accepted. 

The resolution must ask for a recom¬ 
mendation of the Board that the amend¬ 
ment be put on the ballot. Committee 
work on the resolution and a favorable 
i vote by the Board are necessary by mid- 
May, City Solicitor Howard Levine said, 
in order to have it on the November 
ballot. 

Newton Catholic 
and School Dept, 
agree on rental 

Newton Catholic High School and the 
School Department have reached an 
agreement on the rental of the Dickinson 
Stadium at Newton North High School, 
according to Director of Support Services 
Roy Cornelius. 

Cornelius will outline details of the 
rental plan at next Monday's School 
Committee meeting, but said Tuesday a 
compromise between the $80 and $155 
fees was agreed upon by charging the 
rental group the actual cost for the 
number of costodians required. 

Cornelius said the Catholic school 
agreed to a fee worked out with the 
Recreation Department that would allow 
it to use the field and bathrooms without 
paying for the use of anything inside the 
school.

LeConti voted “no” and Robert Cohen 
abstained from the final motion which 
included a request for the Aldermen to 
appropriate $36,224,460 for FY78. 

Cohen abstained because his wife is a 
learning disabilities teacher. He voted for 
the budget exclusive of special education. 

The appropriation request is down .9 
percent from last year because of more 
anticipated reimbursements from the 
state that apply directly to the total 
school budget of $32,430,800, a figure 
which is up $417,347 from last year, or 1.3 
percent.

She counsels only three clients at a time

A training program began Wednesday 
morning conducted by representatives of 
the truck manufacturer in California.

Newton South High School is 
virtually assured of the space, 
if not yet the money, for a home 
football field and a track. 

The Board of Aldermen 
Monday night voted 
unanimously to approve a 
slight amendment to the plan 
for Site 16, one of the wetlands 
restricted by the state 
Department of Environmental 
Management, where old plans 
have called for South athletic 
fields. 

The state department has 
selected 22 wetlands in Newton 
that will be protected from 
filling and construction. At the 
last minute before the order 
was to go into effect, Land Use 
Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen learned that the 
restriction might forever bar 
further filling of Newton South 
land. 

The Department of 


Environmental Management 
agreed not to file its order until 
April 1 to allow the interested 
municipal departments to 
determine whether any of the 
land is needed to complete 
South High School’s athletic 
facilities. 

The only question left now is 
whether the state will approve 
the small amount of filling 
called for in a plan devised by 
the Planning Department for 
siting the field and the track. 

Planning Director Charles 
Thomas said this week he has 
assurances that the plan will be 
approved. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson has said he has 
enough money left in an ac¬ 
count for Newton North High 
School — about $250,000 — to 
build the field, stands and 
track. 

The Board of Aldermen must 
approve the expenditure.

Solar heating gets tryout here

Warren Junior High School 
science teacher Charles L. 
Chiotelis has received an 
award for introducing solar 
energy into his classroom, and 
a Newtonville businessman has 
begun installing solar panels 
similar to those used at 
Warren. 

Chiotelis received a $250 
Science Teaching Achievement 
Recognition (STAR) award for 
his project last spring at 
Warren involving four solar 
panels. 

Lester Fraser, a mechanical 
contractor who runs Fraser 
Engineering at 63 Court St., 
Newtonville, has recently 
installed the first three of more 
than 20 solar panels that he 
expects will supply heat to his 
and hot water to his new 
garage and offices at the 
location. 

Chiotelis recently had one of 
his four panels hooked up at the 
school and raised the tem¬ 
perature of water circulating 
through it from 60 to 109 
degrees Farenheit within three 
hours, which is the equivalent 
of 18,000 BTUs, he said. 

His panels, like those Fraser 
has installed, are about 3x7 feet 
in size. 

Chiotelis said the school 
project "worked fantastically 
from an educational point of 
view, to show how solar 


heating can be integrated into 
a seventh grade curriculum.” 

He noted that students ob¬ 
served the change in weather 
and solar patterns and felt the 
water become hotter as it came 
out of a storage tank after 
leaving the solar panels. 

He credited other science 
teachers and teachers in other 
fields in the school who helped 
organize the project, as well as 
several city departments that 
loaned their expertise. 

The STAR award was 
cosponsored by the National 
Science Teachers Association 
and the American Gas 
Association to encourage in¬ 
novative approaches in science 
leaching. 

Fraser received permission 
from the Board of Aldermen to 
install the solar panels on his 
roof, since they technically fall 
under the definition of a roof 
sign in the new sign ordinance. 

Fraser planned the building 
for his solar experiment and 
built a large water storage 
tank in the otherwise unused 
basement. 

The offices and the domestic 
hot water are currently heated 
by gas and will require 
minimal changes to be con¬ 
verted to solar heat 

The panels on the roof will 
collect the hot water and let it 
flow into the storage tank. 
Then the hot water will cir¬ 
culate to new pipes in the gas-

fired hot air heaters. The same 
fans that blow the hot air will 
blow across the pipes with hot 
water in them and disperse the 
heat throughout the room. 

The first three panels Fraser 
has installed were purchased 
assembled, but he plans to 
make the remaining 17 to 22 
panels in the building. 

Rather than use glycol or 
another antifreeze agent in the 
water that will circulate 
through the panels, Fraser has 
designed a temperature 
controlled system that will 
drain the roof panels when the 
water is susceptible to 
freezing. 

Fraser has taken courses in 


solar technology at Nor¬ 
theastern and is building this 
system as an experiment for 
efficiency testing of the 
equipment and training for 
personnel, as he plans even¬ 
tually install such systems. 

He will have an open house 
for engineers and contractors 
on April 14 to show how solar 
heating has made progress 
since it was first used in 1929. 

Fraser, who performs a lot of 
work on city and school 
buildings, would not speculate 
on the cost or expected savings 
from his project, but Chiotelis 
said a do-it-yourself 
homeowner could recoop an 
investment in three to four 
years.

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All-night parking 
ban in effect 


The all-night street parking 
ban will remain in effect, at 
least until the state legislature 
has decided whether or not to 
allow sticker parking in 
Newton. 

The Board of Aldermen 
Monday night upheld its Street 
Traffic Committee recom¬ 
mendation to deny repeal of the 
ban, even during the time of 
year when there is no snow. 

Lifting of the ban was 
proposed by Aid. Mark White 
in response to complaints from 
some residents, particularly on 
the north side of the city, where 
often houses have inadequate 
parking space or none. 

Aid. David Cohen has 
requested action by the state 
legislature that would allow 
Newton to permit parking on 
the street if a proper sticker is 
displayed. 

The police department has 
opposed the sticker parking on 
the grounds that suspicious 
cars are more easily seen if 
. there are few or no cars parked 
on the street at nieht. 

Aid. White wanted the Board 
to wait until Cohen’s proposal 
is acted on finally by the 
General Court, as did Aid. 
Robert Tennant, Street Traffic 
Committee chairman. 

The vote to deny repeal was 
14-6. 

A related matter - the 
establishment of a list of 
private ways for which a ban 
on all-night parking is 
necessary — was recom¬ 
mended for denial, but its 
proponent, Board President 
Joseph McDonnell convinced 
the aldermen to return the item 


to the Street Traffic Com¬ 
mittee. 

McDonnell said he has had 
complaints from residents 
whose cars have been ticketed 
when parked on so-called 
private ways — small streets 
that are owned out to the center 
of the street by the adjoining 
property owners. 

Aid. Sidney Small com¬ 
mented that some years ago it 
was “accepted" that that the 
police cannot ticket on unac¬ 
cepted streets (not owned by 
the city). 

Some unaccepted streets are 
"private ways open to the 
public," McDonnell said, and 
parking may have to be banned 
on such streets. Others serve 
only the abutting houses and 
might be able to be reserved 
for parking at night by the 
abutting property owners. 

McDonnell wants 
clarification from the city 
solicitor on the distinction 
between types of private ways 
and whether parking on them 
can be regulated. 

In other business, the Board 
voted not to reconsider its 
denial two weeks ago of the 
proposed ordinance permitting 
planned developments of 
relatively high-density 
housing.

“He was absolutley obsessed 
to make things better for his 
community and the Com¬ 
monwealth,” Justice Hen¬ 
nessey said. 

Chief Justice Robert Bonin of 
the Superior Courts, the most 
recently appointed of the three 
chiefs, said Flaschner was 
among the few justices that 
was bold enough to do 
something when he saw the 
system needed reform. 

Chief Justice Samuel Zoll of 
the District Courts of 
Massachusetts said it is an 
“unequaled honor” to succeed 
the late justice who died in last 
March. 

"His inspiration and demand 
for excellence is his most 
significant contribution," Zoll 
said. 

Daniel Taylor, chief legal 
advisor to Gov. Michael 
Dukakis, noted Flaschner’s 
initiation of court reform in the 
Commonwealth that is now 
coming to a head after a report 
isssued by former U.S. Counsel 
Archibald Cox. 

Taylor said he "can’t help 
but thinking that when the 
battle has subsided and the 
battlefield is clean, it will 
become very clear that the 
foundation was laid by Chief 
Justice Franklin Flaschner."

County DA's unit to prosecute 
white collar and political crimes 


An Economic Crimes Unit 
has been created in the office of 
Middlesex District Attorney 
John J. Droney to focus ex¬ 
clusively on “white collar" 
crime and political corruptioa 1 

According to District At¬ 
torney Droney, there is a 
demonstrated need for the 
formation of such a unit to 
specifically deal with crimes of 
embezzlement, fraud, kick- 
backs, bribery, and other white 
collar crimes which often go 
unreported or undetected. 

“These crimes," said 
Droney, "are a tremendous 
financial drain to the average 
citizen as well as the business 
community. The stolen sums 
involved are often far greater 
than those of ordinary street 
crimes and in many ways so, 
too, are the social costs." 

In addition, Droney said the 
public often sees a disparity 
between the sentences of a 
street criminal and a person 
found guilty of bribery or kick- 
back payments, and as a result 
they perceive a double stan¬ 
dard of justice. 

Droney said that a program 
to combat economic crime and 
political corruption will fill an 
existing void in the criminal 
justice system, restoring 
public confidence in the 
system, and acting as a 
deterrent by “removing the 
profit from cheating the 
public." 

Heading the program will be 


Assistant District Attorney 
Dante DeMichaelis, who has 
served with Droney for over 15 
years. 

In making the an¬ 
nouncement, Droney was clear 
in stating that the office is 
undertaking the program 
without proper funding. “We 
are going to implement this 
program utilizing our regular 
budget in an effort to prove 
what we can do in this area." 

Droney’s statement em¬ 
phasized the limitations of a 
trial project because the 
complexities of white collar 
crimes call for intensive in¬ 
vestigation and often the hiring 


of an accountant. However, he 
felt it important that he signal 
his office’s continued interest 
in the white collar crime area, 
and that he demonstrate its 
capacity to successfully 
prosecute this type of crime in 
the hope of securing adequate 
state or federal funding.

The school budget 

The School Committee's discussion and 
approval of the superintendent's $32.4 
million budget for 14.700 students received 
must less public attention this year than 
past budgets have. 

Supt. of School Aaron Fink and the School 
Committee appeared to have a much better 
working relationship this year; and that is 
an understatement. 

When the "new majority” of the School 
Committee went to work on their first 
budget in January. 1976, they had the enor¬ 
mous task of gaining a working knowledge 
of the school department in a very short 
period of time. As more and more questions 
were asked, tempers became shorter and 
shorter. Post-election bitterness and suspi¬ 
cion was also evident on both sides of the 
political fence. 

The School Committee trusted the ad¬ 
ministration this year and gave Aaron Fink 
a broad mandate to bring in the tightest 
possible budget to meet the needs of the 
schools. 

We leel the superintnendent met that 
( mandate; one much more sensible than the 
! zero-increase budget of last year. 

But is the public satisfied? 

Have the taxpayers and parents gained as 
much confidence in the School Committee 
as the Committee has in the administration? 

I The main public concerns about the 
! budget had to do with physical education in 
the elementary schools and sophomore 
sports. We feel these issues can be ironed 
out without more money, but is this the only 
thing that concerns the public? 

Most of the people in the audience at 
public budget meetings were either school 
employees or recognized members of 
political-interest groups with a few 
representatives of PTAs and some private 
citizens dotting the crowd . 

Programs that were damaged by last 
year's ultra-tight budget have been restored 
to the satisfaction of most of those con¬ 
cerned, it appears. 

It is also important to remember when 
j discussing a school budget that upwards of 
! 50 percent of the population of Newton has 

no children in the schools. 

In short, the school budget has been quite 
successfully defused as a political issue, due 
to the cooperation of all parties and in the 
I best interests of the people really 
f affected—students.

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Justice delayed is justice denied 

By Gov. Michael Dukakis 


It would be difficult to design a judicial 
system more Inefficient and wasteful 
than the one we have in Massachusetts 
today. 

The current court backlog shows about 
35,000 untried criminal cases and 40,000 
civil cases. Despite such clogged dockets 
some courtrooms are left unused because 
of our present administrative rigidities. 

The courts operate on 417 separate, 
uncoordinated budgets paid for largely 
by county assessments on the property 
taxpayers, but, also, in part, by the state. 

There is, quite simply, nobody in 
charge. And even if someone were in 
control, the current administrative staff 
is wholly inadequate to meet the present 
needs of the judiciary. 

What is the result? Massachusetts now 
claims six of the 12 slowest and most 
congested county court systems in the 
entire nation. Delay of four, even five 
years is not uncommon as citizens 
throughout the Commonwealth are 
forced to wait for their constitutional 
rights “to obtain justice freely, promptly, 
and without delay." 

Passage of legislation now before the 
General Court would bring long overdue 
reform to Massachusetts' archaic 
judicial system. The reform legislation is 
based on the report of the Select Com¬ 
mittee on Judicial Needs, chaired by 
Archibald Cox and including the attorney 
general, district attorneys, judges, 
legislators, lawyers and others who know 
the operations of our court system well. 

I consider this legislation to be the 
major legislative priority of 1977. The 
attorney general shares my sense of 
urgency on the issue. And a wide variety 
of independent groups including the 
Massachusetts and Boston Bar 
Associations and the League of Women 


Voters consider the reforms essential. 

If passed by the legislature the 
proposed reforms would: 

—focus responsibility for overall 
management of the state’s courts on the 
chief justice of the Supreme Judicial 
Court. 

—consolidate the courts into a two- 
tiered system at the District and Superior 
Court levels, instead of the fragmented 
system which exists now. 

—replace the current system of 417 
separate budgets with a single budget. 

—establish practices and procedures to 
ensure that cases move expeditiously. 

—eliminate rigid jurisdictional lines 
which often prevent trials from being 
moved to available courtrooms or 
available judges. 

—relieve property taxpayers of almost 
$80 million in county court costs which 
would be gradually assumed by existing 
state revenues over the next five years. 

The purpose of these reforms is to give 
us a modern, rational judicial system 
which will allow us to tackle the court 
backlog in a sensible way without 
spending millions of dollars for new 
judges who would continue to be deployed 
in the present inefficient manner. 

Unfortunately, judicial inefficiency is 
not yet perceived as a "burning issue." In 
speaking with interested groups around 
the state, I find that people often support 
the concept of judicial reform without 
feeling that the issue applies directly to 
them. In fact, while court delay bears 
more oppressively upon the men and 
women caught up in our antiquated legal 
system, it injures everyone in the 
Commonwealth. 

Delay between arrest and trial is one of 
the major causes of increased crime. 
Prompt trial is essential to effective law 


enforcement, for without swift and sure 
punishment our criminal laws lose their 
deterrent effect. 

And the staggering social and financial 
cost of crime touches us all. In 1972 one 
out of every five persons was victimized 
by crime. We all pay taxes to support 
police and corrections. And more crime 
also means higher insurance and legal 
fees. 

A letter the Cox Commission received 
from one Massachusetts man vividly 
describes what delay can mean. The man 
witnessed an assault stopped the crime, 
called the police and agreed to testify 
against the offender. He was called four 
times to testify. He left work, traveled to 
the courthouse and waited. Each time the 
trial was continued or postponed. The 
criminal jumped bail, the police were too 
busy with more urgent matters even to 
look for him, and another citizen was left 
with a bitter taste of our judicial system. 

It takes a great deal of courage for a 
woman who has been raped to come 
forward and testify in a public cour¬ 
troom. It is something no one should have 
to prepare to do more than once. But 
victims, witnesses, attorneys and 
prosecutors are forced to return to court 
time and again in a process that is both 
wasteful and inhumane. 

How many hours are wasted as 
policemen wait in courthouses across the 
state for a case to be called? And how 
often does all that waiting court for 
nothing when a judge grants another 
continuance? One effect is certain: for 
every policeman waiting in courthouse 
lobbie there is one less policeman 
patrolling our neighborhoods. 

In civil cases, too, delay weighs 
heaviest on the people who can least 
afford it. The family who is cheated on a 


new stove or washing machine can watch 
a large and well-financed defendant 
bounce the claim between district and 
superior courts until the lawyer’s fee is 
worth more than the appliance itself. 

The only contact most people have with 
the courts is as a witness, a juror or an 
interested bystander. Continuances and 
postponements teach that the ad¬ 
ministration of justice is clumsy, inef¬ 
ficient and at times even indifferent to the 
needs and feelings of the average person. 

While no one disputes the need for 
change in our judicial system the exact 
nature of the changes which will be made 
is still open to debate. In working with the 
legislature towards developing a modem, 
flexible court system we are determined 
to resolve any conflict over single issues 
which would threaten the entire reform. 

These reforms, however, are too im¬ 
portant to allow them to be watered down 
by factional dispute and behind-the- 
scenes political maneuvering. 

There is nothing radical in the Cox 
recommendations. Most of them have 
been tried and tested in other states, and 
they work. Massachusetts has fallen 30 
years behind the times and we must catch 
up. 

Action on judicial reform is the single 
most important issue before the General 
Court this year. For if the people can no 
longer rely upon the courts to vindicate 
their rights promptly; if the people turn 
away, cynical and alienated, from the 
judicial process as they sometimes have 
turned away from the electoral process, 
then the fabric of our laws wears thin and 
our democracy itself is in danger. This 
democracy is rooted in the principle of 
justice. Today, as in the time of the 
Magna Carta, justice delayed is justice 
denied.

In other words, do something constructive. (As opposed 
to firing off an outraged letter to what passes for your 
Congressman.) 

Dwell not overlong on forecasts of gloom and doom. 
You'll only feel like shooting yourself. Besides, they'll all be 
different tomorrow. Or the next day. 

Not better, maybe. But different. 

Pollyanaism? Not necessarily. Look upon it as a 
prescription for survival. A dose of "benign neglect," if you 
wilJ, of the hysterics spilling down from the world of 
political high finance. 

Learn to ignore everybody's predictions for how things 
will be by the end of the year, especially when they concern 
prices, unemployment, the size of this summer's farm crop, 
and what George Meany will do next. Guesses, mostly, 
laced with a dash of wishful thinking. Pay them no mind. 

The secret here, friends, is to cling to the long view. Not to 
be confused with "blissful ignorance" (seductive though 
they may be in these days of economic upheaval); merely 
the ability to shrug off the fitfull ups and downs of what our 


fearless leaders call “the latest composite indexes." 

(If it helps to tell yourself they don't understand them any 
better than you do, go ahead. It's probably true.) 

Look at gold. A year or so ago it was flirting with a $200- 
an-ounce top. Then it plummeted almost $100, and folks who 
followed the "gold bugs" down the yellow brick road were 
tearing their hair. Now it's back up again. 

IiX>k at the stock market Irrational, superstitious and 
completely skittish. President Carter gets the hiccups; it 
goes down. The ground hog can’t find his shadow; Dow- 
Jones takes off. Stuff like that. 

Same way with the dollar. Headlines scream It's down in 
foreign markets and everybody frets. A week later, it's up. 
Joy abounds. Next day, down again. Does It strike you as 
sensible to worry over a yo-yo situation like that? Wait for 
the yearly reports. 

And even then, get that shrug going. If this year is bad, 
next year will probably be better. And if It isn’t, well. , . 
you’ve postponed your panic for 12 blissfully ignorant- 
months. 

This works in other pesky areas, too. Jobs, prices, in¬ 
terest rates, inflation, etc., etc., etc. 

The thing to remember here is that forces higher tlian 
your midnight insomnia are at work on the problem. One is 
that old standby, "seasonally adjusted averages." 


This covers a multitude of monetary miseries, but what it 
boils down to is an attempt to put things in some kind of 
perspective. 

Take construction, one of the important indicators of good 
times. I-ast fall it was bouncing back nicely after an 18- 
month slump with a capital S. Then came December and 
ihorrors) building declined 11 percent in one month. 

But December and January are always "down" months. 
Nobody wants to build anything when It’s so cold your 
fingers freeze to your tods. Make allowances for this 
normal drop and construction is having a strong comeback. 

. thtto with most of the other indicators. January's figures 
were almost all bad, thanks to the "winter of ’77". Not to 
panic; the economy is doing much better than the arith¬ 
metic suggests. 

In fact, February’s grades will be so high in comparison 
you might be tempted to think prosperity came in with 
Cupid. Don't. Remember "seasonal adjustment". Wait for 
the yearly curve. 

Another plus is something called "self-corrective for¬ 
ces". This is based on a formula so complicated only Arthur 
Burns could understand it, but it means that business is 
beginning to puli out of last summer's statistical slump all 
by Itself.

Traffic signals 


To the Editor: 

This is in reference to the 
letter of Arthur Wilson which 
appeared in the Newton 
Graphic concerning the 
rebuilding of some of Newton's 
traffic signals and the need for 
detection of bicycles. 

Where detection devices are 
to be used, the type of device 
will be wire loops imbedded in 
the roadway. These loops look 
like large squares made by 
cutting the roadway, placing a 
wire in the cut, and sealing the 
cut. 

The loop is tuned so that 
when a metallic vehicle passes 
over the controller, it detects 
the vehicle. A bicycle, since it 
usually is constructed of metal, 
will be able to actuate the 
traffic signals. 


The tredle switches you 
mentioned were the first type 
of vehicle detectors used. 
Eventually, they will be 
replaced both in Boston and 
Newton with the wire loop 
detectors or other similar 
detection devices. However, 
the wire loop detectors are the 
only type that can detect 
bicycles or other small, two¬ 
wheeled vehicles. 

Mr. Wilson's interest in 
traffic safety is appreciated. In 
the future I hope he is able to 
bicycle more safely and is 
provided with bicycle lanes 
separate from the motor 
vehicle roadway, such as is 
now being developed along 
Commonwealth Avenue in 
Newton.

Psychiatric building to open 


Frederick J. Thacher, 
General Director of the 
Charles River Hospital an¬ 
nounces the mid-April opening 
of a new building, the White 
Building, to house 34 
psychiatric patients. This 
brings the total number of 
psychiatric beds at Charles 
River Hospital in Wellesley to 
60. 

The hospital is a short term, 
acute crisis hospital for 
moderately to severly 
disturbed adults and young 
adults over 16 years of age. 

Renovations to the White 
Building are part of a 
modernization program at the 
hospital which opened in May, 
1976. 

James McNeeley, AIA, 
architect for the renovations 
uses color and space to 
maintain a warm informal 
atmosphere in hospital 
facilities such as his designs at 
the Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

"The existing buildings at 
Charles River were built in the 
late 1800’s as a mental in¬ 


stitution," said McNeeley, "so 
that the floor plan and struc¬ 
ture can remain intact." 

Robert Cserr, M.D., medical 
director, heads up a 
professional staff of 40 com¬ 
posed of social workers, 
therapists, psychiatric nurses 
and nursing assistants. 
Working with Dr. Cserr on 
medical diagnosis is Theodore 
Spielberg, M.D., Director of 
Internal Medicine, who is staff 
member at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. Thacher said that 
staff requirements will in¬ 
crease up to 100 by summer, 


Patients with a full range of 
psychiatric problems are 
accepted. This includes adults 
and young adults over the age 
of 16. Patients receive a 
psychological diagnosis, plus 
individual, group, couple or 
family therapy, when ad¬ 
visable. Occupational therapy 
is also available. 

Patients are referred to 
Charles River Hospital by 
primary care physicians and 
physician specialists; 
psychologists and social 
workers in private practice; 
human service and health care 


particularly for nurses aides i agencies and general hospitals. 


and food service technicians. 

Patients admitted to the 
hospital are hospitalized 
because they cannot function 
at an optimal level in society. 

There may be a medical 
reason with psychiatric im¬ 
plications such as hyper¬ 
tension, or some forms of 
chronic disease such as 
diabetes or skin conditions. Or 
the patient may have 
psychological problems which 
have reached a crisis point. 


The hospital accepts reim¬ 
bursement for patient services 
through common insurance 
carriers.

HOME OWNERS FEDERAL SAVINGS 
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Backman says federal program 
needed forwelfare, employment 


The need for a national 
takeover of welfare and a 
minimum guaranteed income, 
as well as job opportunities for 
all citizens were the central 
themes of a keynote address by 
Sen. Jack Backman, chairman 
of the Joint Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs at a conference of the 
Massachusetts Personnel and 
Guidance Association. 

"Government has an 
obligation to its citizens to 
make certain they are 
provided with job op¬ 
portunities. The government 
must be the employer of 'last 
resort,’" Backman said. 

“The government should 
also be the catalyst, an em¬ 
ployer of 'first resort' in regard 
'o applying society's man¬ 
power to serious community 


needs that have been ignored 
by industry. 

"New jobs must be created 
in such a way that they may be 
continued and long-term 
employment may be made 
available to those trained for 
this work." 

Backman also said, "Job 
programs must be fully funded 
and assisted by the federal 
government." 

In discussing welfare, 
Backman said, "Americans 
throughout this country are 
faced with the problem of 
deciding what to do about the 
public welfare mess. The 
solution that many Americans 
look to is a federally funded 
and administered system 
which will really provide equal 
opportunity to all Americans." 


Backman stated that what is 
necessary is a national 
minimum guaranteed income. 
Such a plan, said Backman, 
would set the minimum level 
for a family for four at the 
poverty level established by 
the U.S. Census Bureau, to be 
referred to as the "guaranteed 
minimum income." 

Backman emphasized that 
the program "will be funded by 
the federal government — 100 
percent." 

"Welfare reform must 
consist of a complete 
replacement of the present 
welfare system by a minimum 
annual income and a com¬ 
mitment for a transfer of 
national priority to production 
for human needs," concluded 
Sen. Backman. 


Widen scope of county 
government report says 


County government in 
Massachusetts should be 
reorganized to put a county 
executive in charge of day-to- 
day operations and return part- 
time county commissioners to 
"their rightful role as 
policymakers and planners." 

These are the central con¬ 
clusions of a year-long study by 
a group of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology 
researchers headed by Dr. 
Robert I. Rotberg, professor of 
history and political science. 

Professor Rotberg's work 
focused on Middlesex County, 
which commissioned him to do 
the study. His final report is 
titled, "The Reorganization of 
Middlesex County," but he said 
the conclusions are valid for 
Massachusetts county 
governent in general. 

While some critics of county 
government have argued for 
its abolition, Rotberg believes 
there is a need for middle-level 
government in Massachusetts

and even supports the tran¬ 
sferring to the counties of new 
responsibilities. 

The report, however, 
strongly recommends the 
reorganization of county 
government in order to achieve 
"professional nonpolitical 
management of routine 
governmental matters.” 

This would be put in the 
hands of a county executive 
similar in status to a city 
manager, who would have day- 
to-day responsibility for the 
delivery of county services, the 
supervision of the courts and 

other county offices and the 
organization of the offices of 
the commissioners. 

The report urges that the 
commissioners in each county, 
who then could become 
policymakers and planners, 
expand their number from the 
present three to eleven or more 
based on election from 
districts. 

The report also: 

—Asks the commissioners to 
persuade the legislature to 
grant some form of home rule 
to counties, either directly or 
by changing the way in which 
the legislature now controls 
county government. 

—Recommends that counties 
assume new functions, in¬ 
cluding those having to do with 
solid waste management, air 
and water pollution, tran¬ 
sportation coordination, 
central purchasing, and dog 
retrieval. 



If his recommendations for 
reorganization are enacted, 
Professor Rotberg said, 
"County government will 
become less costly and more 
efficient." 

Professor Rotberg, a former 
member of the Lexington 
School Committee, headed the 
Middlesex County Govern¬ 
mental Review Task Force 
which, in early 1973, produced 
"The Government of Mid¬ 
dlesex County.” It received 
widespread publicity and led to 
a number of reforms in the 
administration of county 
government in Massachusetts. 

As a result of the report, 
Middlesex County was 
streamlined, employee 
numbers reduced, some func¬ 
tions transferred to the state or 
abolished, and a substantial 
amount of money saved. 

The study that produced the 
new report was requested by 
the Middlesex County Com¬ 
missioners in March, 1976. 
Professor Rotberg was 
assisted by colleagues and 
students at M.I.T. and by 
assistants in Lexington. 

Professor Rotberg is the 
author of a number of books 
and articles on local govern¬ 
ment and political develop¬ 
ment. Before coming to M.I.T., 
Professor Rotberg taught at 
Harvard. Earlier he was a 
reporter for The New York 
Times and the Hartford 
Courant and a budget 
examiner in the U.S. Bureau of 
the Budget

Taxpayers call for moratorium 


on teacher salary increases 


The Newton Taxpayers’ 
Association has suggested the 
School Committee reduce 
school personnel if it decides to 
give salary increases as a 
result of collective bargaining. 

Its call for a moratorium on 
teacher salary increases was 
made before the budget was 
passed this week. 

The Taxpayers note that the 
cost of living index has gone up 
72 percent from 1967, while 
salary of the lowest paid 
teacher with a bachelor's 
degree has increased 89 per¬ 
cent from $5,500 to $10’384. In 
the same period the maximum 


for a bachelor’s degree has 
gone up 81 percent from $9,650 
to $17,464. 

Thenet equivalent of 36.74 
positions were cut for next 
year’s budget as presented by 
the superintendent. 

The group’s School Budget 
Committee also recommended 
the continual rather than in¬ 
termittent use of ‘‘zero-base’’ 
budgeting when each item is 
looked at to determine the most 
efficient way of accomplishing 
its goal. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink used this method 


last year, but started from the 
FY77 budget in building the one 
for FY78. 

In calling for the one-year 
moratorium on salary in¬ 
creases, association members 
Ronald Nuttall, Harry Walen, 
and Lorenz Muther claimed the 
projected per-pupil ex¬ 
penditure of $2205 will mean a 
budget increase of $460,000 
despite an expected enrollment 
decline of 500 students. 

Regarding the supplemental 
request for $285,000 worth of 
maintenance for the schools 
above the 2 percent of last 


year’s budget limited by the 
city charter, the taxpayers 
said all the maintenance items 
should be submitted to the 
Board of Aldermen in priority 
order. 

The Board would be able to 
consider the supplemental 
request separate from the $32.4 
million school budget. 

Executive Director Muther 
told the School Committee last 
week that the group also 
supports school closings and 
possible busing between 
schools to save the cost of one 
teacher. 
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Retirement should not be forced 


at age 65, Cong. Drinan says 


Cong. Robert F. Drinan, a 
member of the House Select 
Committee on Aging, has 
announced he is again spon¬ 
soring legislation to end 
mandatory retirement at age 
65. 

Drinan’s announcement 
came as the Committee on 
Aging held two days of 
hearings on the mandatory 
retirement question. 

"Forcing people to leave 
their Jobs at an arbitrary age is 
unwise and unfair," Drinan 
said. "Mandatory retirement 
reduces our productive 
capacity by draining the labor 
force of our most experienced 
workers. Moreover, millions of 
older Americans are prevented 
from supplementing their 
incomes to meet the rising cost 
of living." 

Pointing to surveys showing 
that nearly half of those people 
made to quit at age 65 were 
willing and able to keep 
working, the Massachusetts 
lawmaker said mandatory 
retirment "subtracts from the 
dignity of the individual." 

"For that reason,” Drinan 
continued, "It is one of the 
leading causes of stress in 
older Americans and is op¬ 
posed by many health 
professionals on medical 
grounds." 

In 1935 the Social Security 
Administration made age 65 
the age for eligibility for 
retirement benefits, Drinan 
said, and since then the figure 
has been "relentlessly applied 
to throw people out of work." 

"Compulsory retirement in 
the private sector has taken 
hold only since 1950," Drinan 
said. "In that year, 24 percent 
of the men and women 65 and 
older were working. By 1985, 


the figure will have shrunk to 
13 percent." 

"Meanwhile, the life span of 
the average citizen has in¬ 
creased significantly. The 
I.abor Department estimates 
that within 45 years one 
American in five will be 65 
years and older. Recognizing 
this important demographic 
change, we should abolish 
mandatory retirement and 
utilize the expertise of a 
growing number of older 
workers," Drinan said. 


Congressman Drinan said he 
supported an end to mandatory 
retirement by extending the 
protections of the Age 
Discrimination and 
Employment Act to those age 
65 and over. He emphasized 
that the abolition of mandatory 
retirement would not force 
people to work if they sought to 
retire, but rather would give 
older workers the freedom to 
choose whether or not to 
continue their careers.

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Mofenson bill cuts jury duty 


Slate Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) is 
continuing his fight for jury 
reform in Massachusetts by 
sponsoring a bill to assure that 
each grand jury and trial jury 
will be selected "from a fair 
and randomly drawn cross 
section of the population." 


If the plan, first to be tried in 
a pilot program in Suffolk 
County, is successful, it can 
ultimately reduce the state 
costs for juror payments, 
Mofenson said. 

"At present there are some 
38 different exemptions and 
exclusions from jury duty 


written into the law,” 
Mofenson said. "Jury duty is 
generally for a whole month, 
and many qualified people are 
excluded because of the hard¬ 
ships involved. As a result, we 
don't get a jury that really 
represents the whole com¬ 
munity.

"The goal of this reform plan 
is to open up jury duty to 
everyone in the state, but for 
shorter periods. In 80 percent 
of the cases, this means three 
days or less," he said. 

The shorter service is in¬ 
tended to involve more people 
in civic responsibility and 
make it easier for professional 
people and the self-employed to 
be away from their regular 
activity and less of a burden on 
employers whose workers are 
off the job sitting on juries. 

Part of the plan calls for 
employers to pay their 
workers’ salaries for up to 
three days. In return com¬ 
panies would benefit from the 
fact that the time served would 
be much shorter. Fur¬ 
thermore, with the employer- 
payment provision, the direct 
government expense will be 
reduced substantially, 
estimated at upward of $1 
million dollars a year 
statewide. 

Under the present system, 
all jurors receive $14 a day, 
and in many instances the 
employer makes up the dif¬ 
ference between that amount 
and what the juror would earn 
at work. 

Under Mofenson's plan, for 
both employees and self- 
employed, compensation from 
the county will commence on 
the fourth day, at a rate of $20 
per day for trial juror and $30 
per day for grand juror ser¬ 
vice. 

Under the plan the court will 
have discretionary authority to 
excuse or postpone a 
prospective juror from jury 
duty upon a showing of 
"hardship, inconvenience, or 
public necessity” with regard 
to the expected term of juror 
service. Furthermore, in cases 
of extreme financial hardship, 
an employer or self-employed 
person may be excused from 
compensating the juror- 
employee for the first three 
days of service and the cost 
will be paid by the county.

heard by the legislature's 
Committee on Urban Affairs on 
March 22. 

The proposal is designed to 
combat the rising tide of abuse 
in the condominium industry, 
the fastest-growing sector of 
the housing industry, ac¬ 
cording to the bill’s sponsor, 
Slate Rep. Lois Pines of 
Newton. 

“People interested in pur¬ 
chasing residential con¬ 
dominiums have a right to be 
told the truth about all aspects 
of the transaction before the 
closing. Many potential buyers 
enter into an agreement 
believing that state or federal 
law will protect them from 
unscrupulous developers and 
salesmen. That belief is, 
however, mistaken,” Pines 
explained. 

The legislation is designed to 
provide the consumer with 
uniform standards and 
regulations controlling con¬ 
dominium sales. 

“The need for this legislation 
becomes more imperative 
every year,” Pines said. 
"Within the next 20 years, 
according to federal estimates, 
one-half of the population will 
be living in condominiums. The 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development's 1973 
survey of 25 major 
metropolitan areas estimated 
that nearly half of all new 
housing units were con¬ 
dominiums. 

The bill, a comprehensive 
proposal, runs well over 20 
pages. Some of the major parts 
include the following: 

The purchaser of a con¬ 
dominium would have 10 days 
prior to signing a purchase- 
and-sales agreement to review 
pertinent materials and 
specific information on closing 
costs and financing 
arrangements, as well as a 
projected budget of the first 
year's maintenance costs. 


The purchaser will have 10 
days after signing the purchase 
and sale agreement to cancel 
without penalty. 

The unit must be "habitable" 
prior to closing. 

Any deposits given to the 
developer must be placed in 
interest-bearing escrow ac¬ 
counts held by an independent 
escrow agent which cannot be 
mingled with the developer’s 
own funds and would not be 
subject to the claims of 
creditors. 

The developer must provide 
the purchaser with a one-year 
warranty that the unit and all 
common areas are built in 
accordance with 
specifications, and a warranty 
against faulty workmanship. 
He shall provide a two-year 
warranty on all sewage, 
plumbing, heating, cooling and 
electrical systems and a three- 
year warranty on habitability 

The developer must provide 
the Secretary of Consumer 
Affairs with a bond to insure 
performance of the warranties. 

The condominium 
association shall be required to 
purchase adequate property 
and liability insurance to give 
adequate protection to pur¬ 
chasers of individual units. 

Pines, who has been working 
on these legal protections for 
nearly five years, is resolute in 
her determination to see this 
bill enacted. 

“A person's home is the most 
important and expensive in¬ 
vestment he will ever make. 

The abuses that have 
characterized the con¬ 
dominium industry must be 
stopped, and can be stopped by 
House Bill 3858,” the Newton 
lawmaker said. 

"This is one area where the 
consumer's best interest must 
be addressed by a tough, 
comprehensive law."

Job hunting: two perspectives 


Answering the doorbell, Judy t,ebow of 
Needham invited the reporter into the 
neat kitchen where fresh coffee was 
perking. Dressed smartly, but casually, 
in a denim dress, Judy had just returned 
from an early morning beauty parlor 
appointment. 

The 36-year-old attractive housewife 
joined the ranks of the unemployed one 
year ago. She and her husband, Joel, 
have two daughters, Lisa' 10, and

Pammi, 7. When their daughter, Pammi, 
entered first grade, Judy sought em¬ 
ployment beginning by entering her 
name on the substitute teacher's list. 

She had majored in history and 
minored in French at Simmons College 
and earned a master’s degree in 
education at Northeastern University. 
Although trained to teach and possessing 
a "love” for politics, like other women in 
her generation, she opted to stay home 
and closely supervise the rearing of her 
children. 

For five years, she was content to "stay 
home" and when discontent set in, this 
energetic, bright woman turned to 
volunteer work and performed at an 
extraordinarily high level. For five 
years, she found the work fulfilling, but 
the committment ended up equivalent to 
"full time work.” 

Her list of volunteer credentials are 
impressive. She has been president of a 
Hadassah chapter for two years, editor of 
a temple bulletin, on the executive board 
of the Sisterhood and on various temple 
committees; a member of the Hillside 
PTC, a reading and math tutor, a library 
aide and room mother. 

Many of her activities revolved around 
the children and she was active in the 
brownies and girl scouts. For herself, she 
took Hebrew lessons and dancing lessons 
which she described as a “fun thing for 
me." She used her dancing to lead a 
dance badge for six weeks. Judy also 
found time to serve as “Cookie” mother

She is not sorry does not regret 
devoting work to volunteer work, saying 
she hopes "I did something for someone 
else at the same time I was filling a 
personal need.” Nevertheless, after 
awhile, she found the work “repetitive.” 

With her husband's support, she 
decided to work, saying that “you are 
really on differently if you do work...as 
someone with more ambition...someone 
who wants to get ahead.” 

Her decision was also based on an 
assessment of what her future needs 
would be. “I want to lay the ground work 
for when the kids are out and I want to be 
able to help financially...you can't 
dismiss the financial rewards." 

However much she wants that job, 

Judy is realistic and observed "I may not 
gel a full time job." Thus she has plans to 
take a real estate course figuring she can 
juggle both jobs saying that most subbing 
jobs occur from September to March 
while the real estate business gains 
momentum from March to September. 

She will try to work as "few weekends 
as as I can, or work on Sunday mornings 
when the children are at Hebrew School.” 

Although Judy Lebow is turning her 
interests ouside her home, she still 
defines herself as a mother and want to 
perform at top capacity as a mother. She 
reasons she has a right to occupy herself 
during the hours the children are 'n 
school, but feels she wants to “be home 
for the children.” 

She says she would be content to be 
home then if she worked. . 

"When you get up and get dressed and 
have a goal, you feel like a different 
person and the family regards you as a 
different person and you end up being a 
better wife and mother." 

Also, working mothers, she feels 
provide "appropriate role models for 
children" who see that women have other 
functions in addition to homemaking. Her 
own mother and mother-in-laws were 
such role models. 

In many ways, Judy is luckier than 
other women in her age group. She has 
some of the educational tools with which 
to make choices. She has achieved career 
potential in one area and is taking steps to 
develope a second career. 

Undergoing a metamorphoses, she 
receives intangible assistance from the 
Women’s Movement by knowing that 
there are others like herself, struggling 
with the same decisions. 

Somewhat wistfully, she admits she 
feels “between two generations...I am not 
as liberated as my niece, ( who is in 
college), yet don’t feel like women ten 
years older who have no career goals 
even though they might work.”

For Martha, career planning began 
when she was a senior in high school.

An enterprising student, 
she wrote to the large corporations and 
discovered transfers were only offered 
after four or five years of employment 
and even then, not an at an employee's 
choosing.

While at Wellesley, Martha managed to 
maintain a high level of activity in 
politics which she "loves." However, she 
does not want to work for the government 
at this point feeling strongly she can best 
help the economy by “working in the 
private sector.” 

In addition she feels many government 
jobs are “needless,” adding she wants a 
job where she will "earn what I deserve 


instead of collecting it from other 
people." 

Her love of politics came from her 
parents, Robert and Patricia Brace, 
whom she said "always discussed politics 
at the dinner table" and as far back as the 
seventh grade, Martha was doing 
volunteer work for politicians She did 
volunteer work for State Rep. Charlie 
I-ong of Westwood and former Governor 
Sargeant, as well as "for Volpe and 
Brooke and people in Dedham, when we 
lived there.” 

Ultimately she decided to involve 
herself in another capacity...as a can¬ 
didate. She ran for delegate to the 
Republican convention and attended as 
an alternate. At the convention she 
“learned a lot... about the inner workings 
of Massachusetts politics...getting to 
know the people in a delegation was 
exciting.” 

"It was interesting to see how staged 
much of it is,” she says. Despite the fact 
that experience "whetted my appetite for 
politics," she would not consider running 
for an office, perhaps for another decade 
because she does not want to be a 
"professional politician" and also feels 
"the need to gain expertise in another 
area." 

Although she won’t be the candidate, 
she will not stop working for candidates 
and recently was State Youth Coordinato 
for the Mike Robertson campaign 
launched against Senator Kennedy. 

She is also interested in seeing the 
Republican Club get back on its feet and 
she serves as Chairm Chairwoman of the 
Citizen's Forum, a GOP effort to bring 
"issues of concern" to the public. The 
first program was on judicial reform with 
Archibald Cox speaking; the seond was 
on the Boston Charter reform with 
Francis W. Hatch, Jr. and Edward 
McCormack as the speakers. Subsequent 
programs will be on the bottle bill and 
housing. 

“I definitely think there is a future for 
women in politics and I have always 
thought that women can do just as well as 
men...I was brought up to feel I can do as 
well as anyone." 

She juggles her involvement with 
politics with her academic com- 
mittement saying that "I work well under 
pressure,” and then comments there is 
another activitity she forgot to mention. 
She is participating in the GOP Project 
Precinct. She manages by making lists of 
things she has to do, assigning them 
priorities and then carrying them out. 

What about the future...a husband and 
family? She laughed and said "that’s a 
big issue at Wellesley." 

“Views are changing,” she noted, 
"especially among contemporary men 
who realize that there is no8 reason why a 
woman can’t work.” 

Students today, she observed, are more 
aware of available options and that do not 
have to be boxed into one lifestyle. 
Martha pointed out some couples have 
even adopted a commuting lifestyle and 
there are "differing views on when to 
have a family." 

To Martha, it doesn't seem like an 
extraordinary task to be able to work out 
her life with her career at the nucleus. 
She says that won’t happen immediately, 
but "there will come a point when I will 
be able to integrate it all...but not at such 
a young age.”

Question: I'm a working woman on a diet. Can you give 
me some quick and easy recipes for low calorie crepes— 
since I would hate to give up my gourmet taste. 

Mrs. E.S., Sharon 

Answer: There are ways to make crepes nutrition-rich 
yet nonfattening. The best ways have been offered by 
Barbara Gibbons, who writes a column called The Slim 
Gourmet. Here are a few of her recipes. 

BASIC F.GG CREPES 

one-third cup skim milk 2 large eggs one-eighth teaspoon 
salt 4 tablespoons flour 

Fork-whip ingredients until blended. Spray a small 
nonstick skillet or omelet pan with coating for no-fat frying. 
Preheat over moderate flame, until a drop of water will 
bounce off the pan. Add about two tablespoons batter and 
rotate to spread. When the surface of the crepe is dry and 
bubbled, flip out onto a plate. Continue making crepes one 
at a time. Makes about eight, 38 calories each. 

BATTER VARIATIONS 

"FLOURLESS" CREPES - (high-protein, low- 
carbohydrate!) Replace flour with one-fourth cup 99 per 
cent fat-free cottage cheese. Beat smooth in blender. 

LOW CHOLESTEROL — replace the two eggs with four 
egg whites. Or, use one-half cup liquid low cholesterol egg 
substitute. 

SOY-ENRICHED CREPES - Substitute soy pancake 
mix for the flour: omit salt. 

MEXICAN CREPES — Replace the flour with white or 
yellow cornmeal. lUse Mexican crepes in place of fried 
tortillas in enchilada-tvpe combinations.) 

FILLINGS AND TOPPINGS: Until it’s filled, rolled and 
sauced, a crepe is nothing but a puny pancake! Here are 
some slim fillings and toppings: 

FRENCH SEAFOOD CREPES: Prepare egg crepes. 
Then, in a small sauce pan over low heat, stir together 1 and 
one-half cups skim milk, 1 tablespoon flour, 2 teaspoons 
cornstarch until thick. Stir in one-half cup shredded Swiss 
cheese until melted. Season with salt, nutmeg and a pinch of 
hot pepper. Then, combine one-half cup of the hot sauce 
with 1 and one-half cups drained canned crab meat, lobster 
or shrimp. Stir in some chopped fresh parsley or minced 
onion if .you like. 

Spoon the seafood mixture into the middle of the crepes. 11 
up, then warm in a 325-degree oven. At serving time, pour 
the hot sauce over the crepes. Makes eight, 109 calories 
each. 

CHICKEN ENCHILADA — Prepare Mexican com 
crepes. Then, in a small sauce pan over moderate heat, stir 
together one 10-ounce can fat-skimmed condensed chicken 
broth and a 6-ounce can of tomato paste. Season to taste 
with chili powder, cumin or oregano. Simmer until thick 
and smooth. Combine one-half cup of the hot sauce with 1 
and one-half cups minced cooked chicken or turkey. Spoon 
into crepes and roll up. Warm in 325-degree ovea Top with 
hot sauce. Makes eight, 122 calories each. . 

FRUIT AND CHEESE DESSERT CREPES - (serve 
chilled!) Prepare crepes. Then beat 1 and one-half cups 99 
per cent fat-free cottage cheese with a few drops of vanilla 
and sugar substitute to taste. 

Fill crepes and roll up. Chill. At serving time, spoon on 1 
and one-half cups juice-packed crushed pineapple. Add a 
dollup of plain yogurt if you like. Makes eight, about 97 
calories each.

The first two nights of Passover are 
celebrated by Jewish families in an 
elaborate feast called the "Seder." The 
story of the Exodus from Egypt and the 
liberation of the Israelites from slavery is 
read from the Haggadah and told through 
ritual, song and food. The word "Seder" 
means order in Hebrew. 


The foods eaten on Passover differ 
because no leaven is used, thus, foods 
containing baking powder, baking soda 
and yeast are forbidden as well as 
legumes as dried peas and dried beans, 
and grains. The usual flours are replaced 
with inatzo meal, matzo meal cake flour 
ifinely ground matzo meal) and potato 
flour.

"Creative Cuisine," offers the readers 
some of her favorite recipes. 


TZIMMES 

2 bunches carrots, peeled, cut up 

1 or 2 potatoes, peeled 

1 lb. sweet potatoes, peeled 

‘2 cup sugar 

2 tsp. salt 

14 lbs. flanken or chuck 

2 large tablespoons cake meal 

fat 

Place vegetables, sugar, salt and meat 
into large pot. Cover with water. Cover 
poi and simmer about 14 hours. Melt a 
little fat in a pan. Mix with some of the 
liquid from the cooked carrot nuxture. 
Add cake meal. Combine with the cooked 
vegetables and meat. Bake in 350 degree 
oven about one hour or until meat in 
lender. 


POTATO KUGEL 


3 eggs 

3 cups potatoes, grated, drained 

one-third cup potato starch 

14 tsp. salt 

4 Lsp. pepper 

3 tablespoons grated onion 

4 tablespoons melted fat or margarine 

minced parsley (optional) 

Beat eggs until thick. (For a fluffier 
kugel, separate eggs and beat whites 
until stiff; then fold into mixture.) Stir in 
remaining ingredients. Place in greased 
1*2 quart casserole and bake for ap¬ 
proximately one hour at 350 degree. 
Serves 6-8. 


FLUFFY KNEIDLACH 

3 eggs separated 

4 cup matzo meal 

4 tsp. salt 

Beat egg whites until stiff. Add yolks 
and continue beating. Fold in matzo meal 
and salt. I/el stand five minutes and then 
form into small balls. Drop into boiling 
soup or boiling sailed water. Cover and 
cook at a slow boil for 20 minutes. Serves 
4 to 6. 


For variations, cooks might try: 

1. Add a dash of ginger to mixture 

2. 1 tablespoon chopped nuts and dash 
of cinnamon or ginger. 

3. Add 2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
with or without 1 tablespoon cooked beef 
marrow. 

4. Add 2 tablespoons chopped liver. 


5. Add 1 cup cooked, strained 
vegetables to mixture.

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'Porgy and Bess’as it was meant to be

Finally, a production of "Porgy and 
Bess'' as the creators conceived it. 

Ever since its first by the Thea ter Guild 
in 1935, "Porgy and Bess" has been a 
victim of the sobering realities of 
American Cultural life. Version after 
version has adjusted the work to the 
standards and limitations of the 
Broadway musical, a place where 
commercial considerations always have 
had a disproportionate influence over 
what has been presented on the stage. 

"Porgy and Bess" is an opera. The 
existence of jazz and popular elements in 
"Porgy" does not make it any less an 
opera. Other operas employ such folk 
materials and are considered operas and 
performed as operas. 

Many compromises were made in 
previous presentations of "Porgy and 
Bess." The opening nightlife scene that 
DuBose Heyward (libretto) and George 
Gershwin (music) wanted required an 
additional set The Theater Guild, which 
mounted the original production, did not 
want to spend the money to build the set 
and the scene was cut 
Wherever the show has played, 
especially in the United States, it has had 
to contend with the Broadway-type 
Theater. This has meant that the full 
grange and power of Gershwin’s or¬ 
chestrations have been consistently 
Idiluted and altered. 

~ In musical comedy, an audience ex¬ 
pects to see the same principals in every 
■performance. But where the vocal 
■requirements are as demanding as they 
jre in "Porgy and Bess,” the leading 
singers, Porgy, Bess, and Serena, cannot 
possibly perform their parts in full voice 
•seven or eight times a weds without doing 
‘their vocal instruments irreparable 
•damage. The principals in grand opera 
are not expected to do this. Nor should 
.they be expected to in "Porgy and Bess." 

’ Traditionally, large chunks of Porgy’s 
part have been cut and in addition, 
recitatives were changed to spoken 
dialogue because even sophisticated 
theater-goers felt that recitatives did not 
■work for Broadway. 

The reason for stressing this 
background material is that this 
production of "Porgy and Bess” is unique 
in that for the first time it can be 
presented as the creators conceived it By 
restoring its original operatic dimen¬ 
sions, the show’s full force and splendor 
emerges, as originally intended. 

In “Porgy and Bess," a man in his 
■ Innocence and power is pitted in a 
struggle with nature and social forces. 

; Porgy is a spiritual brother to Melville’s 

• Jshmael and Fitzgerald's Gatsby in the 
'tragic dimensions of his strengths and 

limitations. In the banjo song "I Got 
Plenty of Nuttin’" he chants the anthem 
that whimsically refutes the materialistic 
credo. Yet he can offer little in its place 
-except his reliance of man's ability to 
' withstand all kinds of privation and his 

• benign, almost mystical faith. 

! Catfish Row, the locale, with its tightly- 
; knit society of primitive, eye-for-arveye 

• justice is a kind of pre-industrial island 
separate from the urban, technological 
world. But it is still dominated by the 
tantalizing presence of the dty with its 
lure of sin, "happy dust," and the high 
life. 

As the opera soars to its overwhelming 
conclusion, Porgy affirms man's 
Capacity to pursue his dream. His 
journey to New York in search of Bess is 
a journey far from the golden age of in-

nocence in which he lived. Whether Porgy 
finds Bess, or loses her again, one thing is 
certain: the promised land is going to be 
filled with teeming tenements, and huge 
ghettos of anonymity where the value of 
the individual man, whom Porgy em¬ 
bodies, will mean less and less. When 
Porgy sets out on his spiritual and 
physical journey, the audience is both 
exhilarated and moved to pity and tears. 
It is hoped that just possibly Porgy's 
remarkable courage and unbreakable 
will might sustain him. 

The themes, rather than the details, of 
the plot are what are most significant. 
The individual performances are ex¬ 
cellent. Donni Ray Albert tears our 
hearts as Porgy. Clamma Dale, as Boss, 
must be seen to be believed. Elizabeth 
Graham is marvelous as Clara, singing 
"Summertime.” Larry Marshall em¬ 
bodies the style that his character’s name 


embodies Sportin’ Life, the ultimate 
dude. Wilma Shakesnider stopped the 
show singing "My Man's Gone Now" as 
Serena. Andrew Smith is powerful and 
menacing as Crown. 

In smaller parts Alexander Smalls is 
good as Jake, and Raymond Bazemore is 
terrifice as Frazier, the lawyer. The 
orchestra and chorus are finely handled 
by musical director John DeMain. Robert 
Randolph’s set is particularly out¬ 
standing. The highest compliment a 
director can receive is to simply say that 
the task that he has undertaken is an 
unqualified success. 

Anyone who has seen "Porgy and 
Bess” in the past has never seen anything 
like this. They will be astounded This 
production is a "don’t-miss" for opera- 
lovers. "Porgy and Bess" can be seen at 
the Colonial Theater.

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Occupational 
hazards of 
psychiatry 

TOPEKA, Kan. (UPI) - Old 
saw about psychiatrists: You 
don't have to be crazy to be 
one, but it helps. 

Dr. Herbert Modlln of the 
Menninger Foundation repeats 
it with only half a smile. 

Modlin, a professor of com¬ 
munity and forensic psychiatry 
at the well-known mental 
health institution, has treated 
mentally ill colleagues and 
written about their problems, 
including drug abuse, suicide 
and family breakups. 

The odds of a psychiatrist 
committing suicide are more 
than 50 per cent higher than the 
average American, according 
to figures based on obituaries 
in medical journals. Psychia¬ 
trists have the highest suicide 
rale of physicians — 19 per 
100,000 compared to 16 for all 
physicians and 12 for the entire 
nation. 

Why so high for psychia¬ 
trists? 

It is not, Modlln emphasized, 
the often popular belief that all 
psychiatrists start out a little 
crazy 

The Menninger School of 
Psychiatry, as well as other 
schools, gives rigorous psycho¬ 
logical tests and Interviews to 
young doctors who want to 
specialize in psychiatry. One 
goal is to find students who 
need psychiatric help themsel¬ 
ves. 

“This is a left-handed way of 
seeking help and we do 
everything we can to weed 
them out," Modlin said in an 
interview. 

The dangers for even the 
most rock-stable of psychia¬ 
trists lie in the nature of their 
day-to-day work. 

“We therapists keep too 
much to ourselves,” he wrote 
in the Menninger Perspective 
magazine. "Instead of consult¬ 
ing with colleagues, we indulge 
in • self-supervision, self¬ 
counseling and self- 
treatment." 

Professional ethics block one 
outlet most people have for 
relieving pressure: talking 
• with your spouse. And that can 
build a communications gap in 
the marriage. 

Modlln described other relat¬ 
ed occupational hazards in the 
interview. 

"One of the problems the 
psychiatrist has is, like every¬ 
body else, he may take his 
work home with him. But 
unlike other professions, if he 
acts like a psychotherapist in 
hi? house, this is obviously 
inappropriate. He may tend to 
interpret his wife’s difficult 
behavior or his teen’s difficult 
behavior, but it would be much 
better if he’d get plain mad.” 

Family members may 
rightly resent being 
manipulated by the same 
techniques a psychiatrist uses 
at the office.. 

Often the psychiatrist may 
simply be emotionally drained 
at the end of a day. "Our 
children may react by turning 
from us toward the more 
warmly responsive parent." 

The psychiatrist and mem¬ 
bers of his family are 
sometimes viewed uneasily in 
social settings. 

"We get tarred with the 
brush of mental illness," 
Modlin said. “People are 
afraid of mental Illness. No 
matter how sophisticated on 
the surface our society is, 
we're still afraid of madness, 
and those who deal with 
madness also are suspect." 

In long-term treatment, a 
patient almost inevitably 
builds some emotional at¬ 
tachment and may sub¬ 
consciously put the therapist 
into the role of a parent or a 
spouse. This process, called 
transference, is often a 
valuable tool for bringing out 
problems, Modlin said. 

"But it is also possible for the 
therapist, since he is a human 
being, to develop some 
irrational feelings about his 
patient and slip too easily into a 
parental role or into a marital 
role, particularly If the patient 
and therapist are of opposite 
sexes. It’s quite frequent. If he 
doesn't recognize it, he and the 
patient are in trouble." 

Sex between psychiatrist and 
patient "happens oc¬ 
casionally," but most 
legitimate therapists frown on 
it. “It seems to us very difficult 
to maintain a proper treatment 
atmosphere when the 
relationship in reality becomes 
erotic." 

"Psychiatrists," he said, 
"are not a breed apart but 
fellow participants In the 
human comedy."

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LONDON fUPI) - The 
National Council of Women 
wants to ban treating to drinks 
in public places. It says that 
when a man announces. "What 
will you have?", his lady 
companion is under social 
pressure to name a drink and 
an alcoholic one at that. 

The suggestion of no treating 
in pubs, where most Britons do 
their drinking, is fairly un¬ 
realistic, but the fact that a 
serious group is willing to put it 
forward indicates the depth of 
concern at what is a 
reasonably new problem for 
Britain — the alcoholic woman. 

In a nation where most 
people drink at least a little bit, 
it might have been expected 
that a fair number would cross 
the line into alcoholism. The 
men did it long ago, but ac¬ 
cording to Helping Hand, a 
social aid organization, it is 
only in the past six years that 
the situation among women 
has become even remotely 
comparable. 
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Britain's women have a drinking problem 


In that time, the number of 
women imprisoned for 
drunkenness has more than 
doubled, it says. Dr. A. Balfour 
Solarc, of Duke Street Hospital 
in Glasgow, estimates there 
are some 150,000 women 
alcoholics In Britain. Thirteen 
years ago the ratio of women to 
.men alcoholics was one to 
seven or eight. Now it is sud¬ 
denly down to one woman to 
three men. 

"There is a new generation 
of female alcoholics 
emerging," says Bill Kenyon of 
the Merseyside Council for Al¬ 
coholism. "There are those 
who start to drink occasionally 
at the age of 15 to 16. They 
become fairly frequent 
drinkers by 17 or 18. They are 
drinking quite heavily by the 
time they are 19 or 20. And they 
are alcoholics by the age of 25 
to 30." 

Alastair Mackin, director 
general of the Health 
Education Council, says it 
lakes only three to six years to 


turn a woman into an alcoholic 
compared with eight to 12 
years for men. Helping Hand 
believes part of the surge is due 
to the frustration and boredom 
of life as a stay-at-home wife 
deprived of affection by a 
husband who is often working 
late at the office. 

David Ennals, secretary for 
Social Services, appealed for 
these "lace curtain drinkers" 
- the curtains that mask the 
rooms of suburban homes — to 
come forward for help without 
delay. 

Other reasons for the 
alcoholism increase are being 
advanced, from prestige 
drinking among teen-agers to 
the custom of housewives 
sipping traditional "tonic" 
wines. 

Helping Hand also blames 
Women’s Lib on the ground it 


encourages women to enter 
drinking establishments on 
their own. And there they part 
company with two other 
researchers, Clair Wilson, a 
psychologist, and Frankie 
Armstrong, a social worker, on 
the staff of the Institute of 
Psychiatry at Maudsley Hos¬ 
pital. 

Ms. Wilson and Ms. Arm¬ 
strong feel Women's Lib gives 
women the boost many of them 
need. 

"It helps them assert their 
own personality," said Ms. 
Armstrong, who runs "Asser¬ 
tion Classes" for women. "It 
helps them maintain their self- 
respect and respect for 
others." 

Ms. Wilson and Ms. Arm¬ 
strong are members of an 
informal group of research 
workers, medical students, 


sociologists and psychologists 
assembled by the Camberwell 
Council on Alcoholism four 
years ago. 

The council, situated in a 
working-class district of 
London, was concerned about 
the poverty of information on 
women alcoholics and, with a 
growing problem on its hands, 
suggested the group might 
research what was already 
known about the subject as 
preparation for probing new 
areas when time and money 
became available. 

Although Ms. Wilson and Ms. 
Armstrong have a formidable 
workload in their own special¬ 
ties to get through daily, they 
have nevertheless managed to 
arrive at a number of 
promising leads with the aid of 
the study team. 

"The assumption that men 


and women alcoholics should 
basically be treated the same 
is wrongly based," Ms. Wilson 
said. "They have different 
problems and motivations, dif¬ 
ferent social habits. Even 
though they may be subjected 
to the same pressures and 
suffer the same feelings, the 
reasons for them are different 
and they cope with them dif¬ 
ferently.” 

For one thing, she said, there 
is the family responsibility and 
care of children that the 
woman must consider as well 
as the fact that the stigma of 
alcoholism rests more heavily 
on a woman than on a man — 
the stigma that a woman 
alcoholic cannot fill her role in 
society as wife and mother. 

"There hasn't been much 
research on whether a child is 
worse off under a drunken 


father or an alcoholic mother," 
she said. "We have been able to 
find only one study on teen¬ 
agers with one or the other 
parent or both alcoholics and 
this showed that the teen-age 
children of a drunken father 
held themselves in lower 
esteem than did the teen-age 
children of a drunken mother. 

"This contradicts all 
speculative articles on the 
subject, most of them rooted in 
the stereotype of the drinking 
woman." 

Ms. Wilson said the group 
has found important areas of 
the subject where there is no 
data at all. It is these gaps that 
it hopes to fill in when it has 
completed its study of previous 
experiments and is enabled to 
move on to direct research. 

Many of the causes of 
alcoholic addiction ar<* well 


known. Loneliness is one, 
frustration another, pressure 
of work or running a house or 
raising children — and some¬ 
times the departure of grown 
children — and other stresses 
have all been examined and 
charted. 

What hasn't been accom¬ 
plished and this. Ms. Wilson 
says, may be one of the keys to 
ameliorating the problem, is 
how to identify a heavy drinker 
before he or she becomes "a 
labeled alcoholic," a subject of 
psychiatric treatment. 

"General practitioners 
should be able to determine 
whether a patient is on the road 
to alcoholism," Ms. Wilson 
said. "That must be the time to 
gel them. Before they reach 
the point beyond which lies 
addiction — a point reached 
earlier by women." 


'Cannibal of Slumgullion' 
recalled at student mealtime ^ 





DENVER fUPI) - A hag¬ 
gard man, wearing tattered 
blanket pieces on his feet, 
walked out of the Uncom- 
paghre Mountains on April 16, 
1883, and into history as 
Colorado's "man-eater, the 
cannibal of Slumgullion.” 

Alfred Packer, a former 
Union soldier and copper 
miner, had taken a party of six 
gold seekers into the moun¬ 
tains several months before. 
Their bodies were later found, 
partially devoured, their skulls 
split by an ax. 

Packer, originally con¬ 
demned to hang, was sen¬ 
tenced 10 years later to a 40- 
year prison term for the 
murders. 

Students at Colorado Univer¬ 
sity at Boulder named their 
student union grill for Packer 
in a possible irreverent 
allusion to institutional dining. 
This year, a 7x11 mural 
relating to the story is to be 
added in the grill. 

Presentation of the mural 
will be just one of the events 
scheduled for the 9th Annual 
Alferd Packer Day at CU on 
April 20. The festivities include 
bands, beer chugging, eating 
contests and a Packer look- 
alike contest. 

Packer, who was later called 
the "cannibal who gnawed on 
choice cuts of his fellow men," 
contracted in 1873 with 21 Utah 
prospectors for an expedition 
to Breckenridge, Colo. 

The party set out on an 
Indian summer day, but soon 
hit a bitter winter. On Jan. 21, a 
band Of Ute Indians discovered 
the ragged group and offered to 
share their winter camp with 
the prospectors. 

After several weeks of good 
food, five of the group became 
restless and convinced Packer 
to continue. The five, Israel 
Swan, James Humphreys, 
George Noon, Shannon Bell 
and Frank Miller, set out Feb. 
9. 1874. 

Sixty days later, their guide 
emerged alone from the moun¬ 
tains, looking weary but not 
noticeably thinner. 

At first, Parker said the 
group abandoned him. Several 
months later, his story 
changed while he was drinking. 
He said the party ran out of 
food and the men became 
desperate. Swan, 60, died of 
starvation and the men ate his 


body, he said. Humphreys and 
Miller followed and their flesh 
sustained the survivors. The 
others, except Parker, were 
killed in a fight. 

That version fell apart when 
Harper’s Weekly artist J.A. 
Randolph happened onto a 
campsite overlooking Lake 
City, Colo., in the Uncom- 
paghre Mountains and found 
five bodies, their skulls split by 
deep hatchet marks. 

Packer was arrested, but 
escaped and remained free for 
nine years, despite a $5,000 
reward offered for his capture. 
A chance encounter with one of 
the 21 original prospectors who 
remembered Packer's shrill 
voice put him in jail in 1883. 

In his third confession, made 
that year, Packer said the 
party was starving, surviving 
on pine needles, rosebuds and 
boiled moccasin leather. He 
said he returned to camp after 
a fruitless hunt to find Bell, 
alone, roasting meat. He said 
Bell tried to kill him and died in 
the effort. He then noticed the 
bodies of the others. 

“I tried to get away every 
day, but could not, so I lived off 
the flesh of these men for the 
bigger part of the 60 days I was 
out,” said Packer shortly 
before the jury found him 
guilty. 

"You nave oeen, indeed, a 
poor, pitiable waif of humani¬ 
ty," said Judge Melville Gerry 
in sentencing Packer to death. 

However, a change in the 
Colorado death penalty saved 
Packer from the gallows, 
although elaborately printed 
invitations to the event had 
been sent out by the sheriff’s 
office. He was sentenced to 40 
years in prison. 

At the age of 59 he was 
paroled and first settled in 
Littleton, a Denver suburb, 
where his candy-filled pockets 
and stories made him a 
favorite with children. He later 
moved to Deer Creek Canyon 
near his copper claim, pur¬ 
chased with money earned in 
prison. He died in 1907. 

A widely reported story, 
later discounted, claimed that 
Judge Gerry’s words at 
Packer's sentencing were: 

"There was only seven 
Dimmycrats in Hinsdal County 
and you, you voracious, man- 
eatin’, son-of-a-bltch, you et 
five of 'em. I sentence you to 
hang." 


Consumer complaints: 

Mail orders first 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
No. 1 consumer complaint 
coming into the government 
and elsewhere continues to 
involve mail orders. 

The Postal Service says it 
has taken on a large volume of 
correspondence since the Fed¬ 
eral Trade Commission began 
regulating companies that sell 
by mail. 

The FTC rule requires such 
firms to deliver orders within 
the time promised. If a firm 
says one week in its ad, you're 
entitled to the merchandise in 
one week. If no time is stated, 
you must get your order within 
30 days. 

If delivery will take longer 
than 30 days, you must be 
notified. You have the right to 
cancel the order at that point 
and get your money back. 


With that in mind, Better 
business Bureaus across the 
•ountry are trying something 
tew to gel companies to 
■omply. 

They provide forms Dial 
onsumers having trouble with 
nail orders can fill out and 
end to the company involved. 


A copy goes to the local bureau. 
The seller is supposed to 
respond directly to the con¬ 
sumer. If no answer comes In 
three weeks, the Better 
Business Bureau says it wants 
the customer to tell it so it can 
follow up. 

The mail order complaint 
forms are obtainable from 
your local Better Business 
Bureau. If no bureau is con¬ 
venient, write the Council of 
Better Business Bureaus Inc., 
1150 17th St. NW, Washington, 
D.C. 20036. 

If you think your new car is 
less than perfect, read this: 

Goodyear, whose products 
include plastic parts for cars, 
says new cars built in 1985 will 
have twice as much plastic in 
them as they do today. The 
company says even doors, 
hoods, trunk lids, axle housings 
and drive shafts will be plastic. 

One reason for the change is 
the lighter weight of cars. The 
Environmental Protection 
Agency earlier singled out 
automobile weight as the No. 1 
determining factor in gasoline 
consumption.

Policeman dies 
while hunting for 
'missing' girl 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Six-year- 
old Patricia Anne Dunne never 
knew Police Sgt. Michael 
Palese, but she cried when she 
learned he was dead. 

Palese, 45, died Tuesday 
because Patricia Anne did not 
tell her parents she was staying 
overnight with a friend. The 
parents told police she was 
missing. 

Palese was looking for the 
child when he was trapped on a 
railroad trestle in a blinding 
snowstorm. He was struck by a 
Milwaukee Road engine. 

“She knows she did wrong, 
but she’s still at the age where 
it hasn’t sunk in," Sarah Dunne 
said of the youngest of her 
seven children. 

"The police told us not to tell 
her this morning that the of¬ 
ficer was killed,” Mrs. Dunne 
said. "She saw it on the news at 
4:30 and was quite upset about 
Mike getting killed while he 
was looking for her." 

How do you explain the 
tragedy to a child? How do you 
say her actions caused a man’s 
death? Mrs. Dunne did not 
scold the child, nor did she 
shield Patricia from reality. 

“I kind of tried to explain 
that what she did was very 
wrong," the mother said. “I 
didn’t try to tell her she was 
bad. I tried to handle it with kid 
gloves. I mean, how do you 
explain this to a 6-year old?" 

Parese, an 18-year depart¬ 
ment veteran, was among 20 
officers and a canine unit 
searching for the first-grader. 
He was killed instantly, 
smashed into an abutment 


while trying to outrun the train 
on a trestle, police said. 

Mrs. Dunne said Parese, 
whom she never met before 
Monday night, "was quite a 
very nice man. 

"He told us not to worry. He 
said she was probably at a 
friend's house, but he wasn't 
going to take any chances. He 
tried to put my mind at ease." 

Joseph DiLeonardi, citywide 
homicide commander and 
Parese's friend for 20 years, 
wasn't surprised Parese risked 
his life for the girl. 

"He was an extraordinary 
officer. 


Escapes captors 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 24-year- 
old man says he was beaten and tortured 
with water by deprogrammers trying to 
force him to stop believing in Rev. Sun 
Myung Moon's Unification Church. 

Iaurance Baer, of Tucson, Ariz., said 
Tuesday he escaped from the 
deprogrammers after a week of captivity 
by jumping through a screened window in 
a Fresno, Calif., motel as they slept in the 
same room. 

Baer, a friend of five other adult 
Moonies waging an open court fight 
against custody petitions by their 
families who want to deprogram them, is 
in temporary guardianship of his parents 
pending a judge’s decision Friday. 

The parents, Dr. and Mrs. Richard 
Baer, of Tucson, hired the deprogram¬ 
mers who seized their son March 14 under 
authority of a court order that placed him 
in custody of the family. 

But young Baer said in a statement 
issued by the Unification Church he was 
tricked into meeting his family and the 
deprogrammers in nearby Sausalito, 
then subjected to a week of brutalization 
in Burlingame, Santa Cruz and finally 
Fresno, 200 miles away. 

In the Fresno motel, he said on one 
occasion "I requested to sleep. But when 
I lay down, they put a loud tape recorder 
right next to my ear."

Books to read 


The Distant Drum, edited by 
Philip Toynbee. 

(McKay, $9.95). 

Aging survivors muster brief 
memoirs of the 1936-39 Spanish 
Civil War in this very fine, very 
British book. 

Some of the contributors 
fought with the Soviet-support¬ 
ed Republican forces which 
lost. Fewer sided with the 
victorious Francisco Franco, 
supported by Adolf Hitler. Bui 
in memory’s twilight, the old 
warriors tend to bury the 
political hatchet and to sigh 
and celebrate the emotions of 
youth. 

Whether politically Left or 
Right, each Briton went to the 
war with the Englishman's 
innocence and willpower. 
Writes Peter Kemp: "On 
joining my (Franco) bandera I 
was at first given a platoon of 
four machineguns — 1916 
Maxims captured from the 
Republicans; I had no idea how 
they worked, but luckily my 
sergeants did." 

Shlela Grant Duff, sent to 
Spain as a spy disguised as a 
reporter, was invited to an 
execution. “I did not go. 
Instead, I went to bed and 
wedged a chair under the 
handle of my (hotel) door so no 
one could enter...” she wrote. 

Kenneth Sinclair-Loutit, in 
one of the most hilarious 
anecdotes of war, describes a 
Republican anarchist leader 
named "Pancho Villa" 
organizing a feast cooked in 
"The Largest Frying Pan In 
The World,” a 10-foot in 
diameter pan Into which 
anarchist chefs from Bar¬ 
celona dumped bags of rice, 
several sheep, a barrel of oil, 
baskets of tomatoes, onions 
and plmientos. 

"Chickens joined the sheep, 
a small goat went In: every 
time something was added 
there was a cheer. The nearby 
line was abandoned, the 16 men 
seized the 16 handles and shook 
the pan. The whole area for a 
mile around must have smelt 
that paella," he wrote. 

Hugh Thomas, Claud Cock- 
burn, Philip Toynbee and 
others write of greater judg¬ 
ments and meanings. But this 
dandy book's great treat 
consists of all the individual 
memories of a war that was, 
until Hitler blitzed Poland, the 
greatest frying pan In the 
world.

A Place to Come To, by 
Robert Penn Warren.

Robert Penn Warren’s 
newest novel is the moving, 
eloquent account of a poor 
southern boy's rise to fame as a 
worldrenowned professor of 
classical and medieval 
literature. It also is the story of 
his sexual and intellectual 
encounters and his search for 
himself. 

Jediah Tewksbury is the son 
of a drunkard father and 
illiterate mother, with that 
thirst for knowledge that 
drives some poor but in¬ 
telligent boys and girls on to 
great accomplishments — and 
defeats others. 

The book takes Jed from 
childhood In a small Alabama 
town in which hts father’s 
death In a drunken, low- 
comedy accident had become 
folklore, to his eventual return 
after his mother's death. 

In between, Jed’s football 
talent gets him into a 
jerkwater college, then on to 
the University of Chicago 
graduate school. He fights with 
the Italian partisans in World 
War II, marries three times, 
fathers a son with whom he has 
an admirable relationship and 
eventually returns to Dugton to 
meet hts stepfather. 

Most of the book deals with 
Jed’s life and affair in a 
wealthy, social setting in 
Nashville, Tenn., where he had 
accepted a teaching position. 

As usual, Warren describes 
the social structure, language, 
attitudes and prejudices of a 
widely varying group of 
characters so skillfully that 
one never doubts they are real 
people living In real times and 
real places.

The Secret of Fire 5, by Jack 
Olsen. 

(Random House, $8.95) 

Of all the ways to earn a 
living, running into a burning 
building with a hose and an ax 
surely must be classified as 
one of the least enviable. 

In this fast, funny, absolutely 
delightful novel about 
firefighters, the reader will 
come close to understanding 
why anyone would do it. 

Firemen take an almost 
absurd pride in the dangers 
they face. They revel in 
bravery that becomes a routine 
part of their jobs. But mostly, it 


seems, they enjoy using their 
muscle, skills and knowledge 
to control an elemental force of 
nature — fire. 

The book revolves around Ihe 
activities of Fire 5, an elite 
group of firemen formed to act 
as troubleshooters. They are 
“superfiremen,” experts at 
their trade. Charlie Sprockett, 
a decent, 20-year veteran, nar¬ 
rates the story in a light, 
bantering style that makes the 
pages fly past. 

The main story centers on a 
Battalion chief's attempt first 
to dishonor, then to disband, 
Fire 5, and the firemen’s ef¬ 
forts to thwart him. A diverting 
sidebar to the main action is 
the introduction of a female 
fire person into the 
aggressively male domain of a 
fire house. 

The overwhelming interest 
in the novel lies in the firemen 
and their work. The descrip¬ 
tions of firefighting are 
harrowing and fascinating; 
ventilating a burning building, 
for instance, seems a suicidal 
way to control a blaze. 

The firemen take refuge 
from the dangers of their work 
in an occupational toughness 
and scatological humor. They 
admire nothing more than a 
good dirty trick on a fellow 
fireman. The more sex in¬ 
volved in the joke, the funnier. 

How true is Olsen's view of 
firefighters? It’s impossible to 
say, but he has written a rare 
humorous book that is bursting 
with vitality.

The Luparclii Tapes, by Paul 
Meskil. (Playboy, $10.95) 
Luparelli is the mob hit man 
who assisted in the murder of 
"Crazy Joe" Gallo. He turned 
informant for the FBI after his 
mob superiors ordered him to 
kill his wife because she 
possessed too much secret 
information. A contract went 
out for both of them when he 
refused. His recorded story, 
smoothly written by 
newspaperman and crime 
specialist Meskil, gives a 
frightening peek into the 
everyday workings of the 
Mafia. 

The Man Who Got Capone, by 
Frank Spiering. (Bobbs- 
Merrlll, $10) Among the main 
abilities of Al Capone was a 
unique talent for self protec¬ 
tion. He surrounded himself 
with smart lawyers, bought 
politicians, even hired his own 
newspaperman. But one 
stubborn Treasury Depart¬ 
ment agent, digging through 
the files, uncovered the 
financial information that sent 
the most famous mobster to 
jail. The story is given a fic¬ 
tional treatment that is 
sometimes off-putting, but 
generally this is a fine, 
thumping crime drama with a 
happy ending. 


They Rose Above It, by Bob 
Considine. (Doubleday, $5.95) 
Considine, the renowned corre¬ 
spondent, before his death 
collected sketches of persons 
who hat 1 faced obstacles and 
managed to overcome them. 
He knew them personally and 
wrote about them with sympa¬ 
thy and deep feeling. The 
famous cases are well handled 
— Lou Gehrig and Babe 
Didrikson Zaharias — but 
Considine is at his best treating 
less well known people such as 
Jack Dempsey’s mother and 
the American woman who 
cared for the abandoned off¬ 
spring of American troops in 
Vietnam. This collection is well 
worth reading. 

The Bastard, by John Wain- 
wright. (St. Martin’s, $7.95) A 
routine assignment to pick up a 
suspected bank robber in the 
Yorkshire moors turns into a 
violent dual between the local 
constable and his quarry. With 
a blizzard blowing, the con¬ 
frontation takes place in a 
deserted, shabby farm building 
which at times seems to be 
filled with the murderous rage 
of the two opponents. Wain- 
wright has fashioned an ex¬ 
plosive tale that will keep the 
reader biting his fingernails. 


The Guide to Buying Plants 
by Tom Rlker (Morrow $12.50) 
is as handsome as It is prac¬ 
tical. The author, a hor¬ 
ticulturist and professional 
garden center operator, pro¬ 
vides charts and maps showing 
what will grow where In the 
United States. He identifies 
plants by their popular and 
botanical names and gives 
such useful Information as the 
height tc which different plants 
grow, the amount of sun or 
shade and soil mix needed and 
how each Is propagated.

Sacred Heart hoopsters outstanding season 


The public hearing is required before 
submission of the budget for the next 
fiscal year. 

At the hearing Mann is expected to 
explain how he intends to use the funds in 
the FY 1978 budget, which will start 
through aldermanic review beginning 
Thursday, March 31. 

Members of the public may indicate at 
the public hearing whether they agree 
with the use of the money or may suggest 
special uses for the money. 

At this time. Mayor Mann has the 1977 
full year's revenue sharing funds — about 
$ 1.2 million — plus one quarter's 
allocation from 1976 to use against 
budgeted items. 

The 1976 last-quarter allocation of 
$278,000 was not used in last year's budget 
or against the tax rate because at the 
time of setting the tax rate, there was still 
doubt that the revenue sharing act would 


be extended by Congress and whether 
there would be any last-quarter 
allocation. 

Citizen participation requirements of 
the revenue sharing act had been in¬ 
creased, while use specifications have 
been relaxed. 

Two public hearings, one to be con¬ 
ducted by the mayor and one by the 
Board of Aldermen, must be held. 

Other changes, according to Jane Pitt, 
the mayor's chief administrative officer, 
require an affirmative action plan by the 
recipients of the money, and allow the 
chief executive to use the money with 
fewer restrictions than previously. 

For example, earlier in the program, 
municipalities were restricted to certain 
percentages of the money for various 
categories of expenditures. 

Now, Pitt says, the money can be used 
for one category and may even be used 
for reduction of bonded debt. 


If Mayor Mann chooses to use the entire 
$1.5 million to offset an increase in taxes, 
the revenue sharing money would be the 
equivalent of $4 less in the real estate tax 
rate. 

If the revenue sharing money is used to 
offset the cost of city operation and not 
for programs that otherwise a city would 
not be able to afford, as was the intent of 
the act when it went into effect, there 
seems little point in public hearings. 

Whether money is put into the 
Recreation Department or the Public 
Works Department makes no difference 
in the long run, if the amounts are applied 
to regular operating costs. 

In this election year, neither the mayor 
nor the aldermen may be expected to 
press for use of the money for anything 
but offsetting taxes and thereby risk 
accusations of fiscal irresponsibility.

schools, hospitals and nursing homes, but 
annual inspections are made of com¬ 
mercial and industrial occupancies, the 
report says. 

Building Department enforcement of 
the state building code is "mainly good," 
according to the report, but there is no 
regular program for reinspection of old 
electrical work, and "some poor con¬ 
ditions exist." 


Building Commissioner Allan Fraser 
commented that there is no inspection of 
existing electrical installation required 
by law. If his department were to test 
wiring and inspect old electrical in¬ 
stallations he would need three more 
inspectors. 

In general, the report says, although 


severe fires are possible in some business 
districts, they should be able to be con¬ 
fined to the building or group of buildings 
where the fire started 

The report offers a set of recom¬ 
mendations for improvements that may 
be had upon request. Preble said he in¬ 
tends to get those recommendations as 
soon as possible.

That’s the only way to 
guard those guys, because 
they're both such good 
shooters." 

Webster, with help from J. 
(for John) Don Feeley of 
Sacred Heart, coached the 
college division's rare 117-112 
triumph over the university 
division in a regional All-Star 
game at Holy Cross. 

"I think we won because it’s 
more important to the college 
division kids. They wnat to 
prove they’re as good as the 
major college players, so 
they’re more willing to play as 
a team," he said. 

One strangely clad 
university player must have 
had Holy Cross coach George 
Blaney conjuring an image of a 
dream team. University of 
Connecticut forward Tony 
Hanson, New England's 
leading scorer, did not have the 
necessary white uniform 


available, so he wore a Holy 
Cross "home" jersey and 
shorts.

Moderation urged for those 
who wish to get into shape 


He can always be counted upon 
for good defense and solid 
rebounding. Crowley is also 
capable of scoring when the 
need arises.

He 
has also shown constant Im¬ 
provement on the varsity since 
then.

Moderation and conditioning 
can spell the difference bet¬ 
ween a healthy swing into 
spring sports and a painful 
syndrome of aches and in¬ 
juries, according to John J. 
McGillicuddy, M.D., Director 
of St. Elizabeth's Hospital 
Sports Medicine Center and 
former orthopedic consultant 
to the Boston Red Sox. 

In an interview associated 
with the opening of St. 
Elizabeth's new Sports 
Medicine Center, Dr. 
McGillicuddy offered 
suggestions for getting into 
shape and channeling 
children’s athletic efforts. 

Discussing the return to 
spring sports, Dr. 
McGillicuddy said, "I 
recommend that everyone 
have a physical examination as 
the first step in getting back 
into shape. Children generally 
have physicals as part of their 
school athletic programs, but 
adults, especially those over 
forty, should have an 
examination before they 
participate in any sport — 
whether it's jogging or tennis." 

"Jogging is the ideal way to 
get into shape. A jogger should 
avoid sprints, begin slowly and 
gradually increase speed and 
running time to 45 minute 
periods, three or four times a 
week. In this way, you can 
build endurance and develop 
muscles in the legs, spine and 
abdomen while increasing lung 
capacity and footwear for 
jogging or other sports should 
feature a strong arch. A good 
support sneaker is ideal." 

"Symptoms of ‘jogger's knee 
and jogger's foot’ usually are 
caused by trying to do too 
much too soon," explained Dr. 
McGillicuddy. "Thigh and foot 
muscles probably are not in 
good condition when these 
injuries occur. In my work as 
an orthopedic specialist, 1 
anticipate a high percentage of 
knee and ankle injuries. The 
best way of preventing this 
syndrome is to strengthen leg 
muscles and thus build up 
stronger knee and ankle 
ligaments." 

"Swimming is also an ex¬ 


cellent means of conditioning," 
he added. "It uses all the 
muscles and improves 
respiration and circulation. 
Swimming is especially good 
for people with back, knee and 
foot problems or those with a 
tendency to arthritis." 

Dr. McGillicuddy suggested 
that a good rule for all sports 
is, "stop when it hurts. Muscle 
strain, for example, is not 
going to get better if you 
continue to exercise. Heat and 
rest will get you back into 
condition for any game much 
faster than continuing to play." 

"Conditioning programs for 
high school athletes are also 
necessary," according to the 
athletic injury specialist. 
“Most of them are in a hurry, 
but they should follow a 
gradual regime. Depending on 
individual size, they can begin 
with five pound weights and 
increase slowly, working 20 
minutes three times a day, 
three or four days a week. They 
should stop and rest a few days 
if they experience any pain." 

Dr. McGillicuddy cautioned 
against permitting young 
baseball players, especially 
Little League pitchers, from 
throwing curve balls and 
sliders. "Children in this age 
range still have growing bones 
and can suffer the permanent 
damage to elbow joints that we 
call •Little League elbow’. 
Even professional league 
pitchers start with a fast ball. 
As they build up their muscles, 
they move on to more complex 
pitches." 

Dr. McGillicuddy also 
warned against the use of the 
popular skateboard. “There is 
absolutely no way to protect 
yourself from injury on a 
skateboard. A youngster can 
break anything. I definitely 
would not permit a child of my 
own to use one." 

"A few basic first aid rules 
are essential for anyone in¬ 
volved with sports," Dr. 
McGillicuddy continued. "For 
sprains and strains, I suggest 
an ice bag and ace bandage 
apply heat to increase cir¬ 
culation and speed recovery." 

"Certain injuries on the 


playing field require im¬ 
mediate attention. The athlete 
should receive prompt hospital 
care if you suspect any severe 
injury - if the player is un¬ 
conscious for any period, if 
there is an injury to the eye, or 
if there is an open wound that 
might require stitching.” 

"In the hot, humid summer 
months, you also have to watch 
out for heat exhaustion and 
heat stroke," he added, "It is a 
common misconception that 
salt should be given to persons 
exercising in hot weather. 
Actually, because the problem 
stems from loss of fluids, the 
emphasis should be on giving 
plenty of water. In the ex¬ 
treme, when the player's skin 
becomes hot and dry, and the 
body temperature starts to 
rise, the condition becomes a 
medical emergency. The 
athlete is suffering from heat 
stroke and may collapse and 
lose consciousness. This is a 
life or death situation and the 
body must be cooled rapidly by 
any available means." 

As a postscript for those who 
are thinking of trimmer shapes 
on the beach this summer. Dr. 
McGillicuddy re-emphasized 
the value of a jogging program. 
"If exercised properly, the 
body will get rid of excess fat. 
Ycu may not lose weight, but 
you will look trimmer and feel 
better."

But from a common sense point 
of view, ownership of a professional sports team is no 
longer the attractive investment it once was. It’s become an 
extremely high risk proposition, and I’m not sure I’d 
recommend it to anyone else." 

When Yawkey’s ob¬ 
servation was repeated to 
Celtics owner Irv levin 
recently, he smiled faintly, 
as if the thought had 
already crossed his mind. 

"It’s true," he nodded. 

"This can be a losing 
proposition. Especially in 
view of the fact there are 
so many businesses I could 
get involved in and make a 
lot more money than I’ll ever 
make here." 

So the obvious question 
is why did this enormously 
successful West Coast 
entrepreneur decide to try 
his hand at running a 
basketball franchise? 

"The easy answer would be to say I’ve been a basketball 
nut since my boyhood days in Chicago,” he replied. 
"During that period of my life I just about ate, slept and 
lived basketball. And I wasn't a bad high school player at 
all, but then I went out for the Freshman team at the

University of. Illinois and found myself surrounded by all 
these 6-6,6-7 farmers. I was only 5-11 and I knew I had no 
chance, so I dropped out of the program and concentrated 
on other things." 

Those ‘other things’ were his studies and his uncanny 
business instincts. After a decorated Air Force hitch in 
World War II (he flew 31 missions in the European 
Theater), Levin took an executive position in the motion 
picture industry and eventually rose to the presidency of 
National General Corp., a billion-dollar New York Stock 
Exchange conglomerate which owned more than 300 
theaters, produced and distributed motion pictures, and 
included an insurance company and a book publisher 
among it prime subsidiaries. 

For recreation, he became a Los Angeles Lakers season 
ticket holder and was on hand year after year to see Red 
Auerbach's perennial champions walk off with most of the 
honors. “As a fan I hated his guts," he smiles, "but down 
deep inside I admired the man, too.” 

When the Celtics were put up for sale in 1972, Levin's 
interest perked immediately. He put together the necessary 
financing, only to have the NBA's Board of Governors 
reject him on the basis of a potential conflict of interest due 
to his busines relationship with Seattle owner Sam 
Schulman. “I was so upset when that happened," he 
remembers. "I never expected it." 

Then he got a call from the late Bob Schmertz, a New 
Jersey real estate developer, suggesting the two of them 
join forces in buying the club. 

"That's when I made the most stupid business deal of my 
life," Levin says. "I put nothing in writing. I just had a 
handshake agreement with Bob that he would take over the 
package I had set up, with the understanding that I could 
buy 50 percent of the team whenever I wanted to in 
the future, subject to league approval, of course.” 

The deal was consummated and Schmertz became the C’s 
owner. Subsequently, Levin and Schulman dissolved their 
busines relationship, paving the way for Irv to join Sch¬ 


mertz, Schmertz, according to Levin, balked, and soon 
the 2 of them were the central figures in an historic court 
proceeding which resulted in Levin winning a $4 million 
judgement as the jury ruled the handshake legally binding. 

“By this time, owning the Celtics had become a ven¬ 
detta," levin admits. 

He accepted half-ownership of the team in lieu of the $4 
million, and immediately became an active figure in the 
club’s hierarchy. 

"Ieok," he said in his first meeting with Schmertz and 
Auerbach after the trial, "I'm an outsider, but now that I'm 
involved I don't intend to be a passive owner." 

Any potential power struggle between the two owners was 
eliminated when Schmertz died in the summer of 1975. 
I.evin becme the unquestioned head of the team. 

"The first thing I did," he says, "was to tell Red he was 
going to run the club. Period. No one had to tell me that 
I had the best basketball mind in the country running the 
team. There was no way I was going to tell Red how to run 
the Celtics, and yet it was my money up front, so I had to be 
involved in any decisions we made." 

What emerged was a surprisingly happy marriage bet¬ 
ween the flamboyant, traditionally autonomous Auerbach 
and his shrewd, aggressive boss. Levin played an integral 
role in engineering the deals which brought Curtis Rowe 
and Sidney Wicks to Boston, and he personally helped bring 
wandering Dave Cowens back into the fold last January. 

"He came here as a businessman,” Auerbach smiles, 
"and then he got emotionally involved with the club.” 

levin confesses it’s true. "My first thought was to keep 
the team a year or two, make a buck and then sell it. But 
now I've become a fan, and I don’t ever intend to sell. I'm 
sure we'll have some bad times, but I'm not a frontrunner 
and I don’t panic. Maybe I can't act 100 per cent as a 
businessman and like this team the way I do. Emotions do 
get in the way. But I’m not going to sit back and watch us 
lose. I have an ego, too. I intend to work to see that the 
Celtics keep right on winning.” 



Kansas State loses coach 


MANHATTAN, Kan. (UPI) 
— The Kansas State basketball 
press guide said the school only 
had one name on its list when it 
went looking for a head coach 
in 1970, and it was Jack Hart¬ 
man. 

"Now," the story in the press 
guide continued, “those round- 
ball-crazy folks in Purple Pride 
country wouldn’t let Jack 
Hartman go 'for nuthin.”' 

Well, Oklahoma State must 
have offered Hartman plenty 
<>f “nuthin" because he ac- 
. cepled the head coaching 
■position there Monday night, 
abandoning the best basketball 
program in the Big Eight for 
i the worst. 

"I like the challenge," ex¬ 
plained Hartman at a press 
’ conference following a 15- 
minute meeting with his final 
' Kansas State team. "Every job 
is a challenge. There’s 
definitely one at Oklahoma 
State and that has to be a 
factor." 

Hartman returns to his alma 
mater as the replacement for 
Guy Strong, who resigned at 
the end of the season. The 
■ Cowboys had the worst record 
in ihe Big Eight last year at 6- 
21 while Hartman’s Wildcats 
had the best mark at 23-8. 

Oklahoma State has not had 
a winning season since 1969-70 


and dropped 15 of 16 games to 
Hartman’s Kansas State 
teams. 

“There was only one basket- 
ball job in the country I’d 
consider and that’s Oklahoma 
Slate, my school,” Hartman 
said. "I want to emphasize that 
the people, the basketball fans 
at Kansas Slate, have been 
fantastic. I love them. I hope 
ihey understand." 

Hartman reportedly will re¬ 
ceive $100,000 a year at 
Stillwater with a guarantee 
that a new fieldhouse will be 
built within four years to 
replace the 7,400-seat 
Gallagher Hall

An estimated 20,000 to 30,000 
children in Massachusetts 
received irradiation of the 
head and neck over the past 40 
years, placing them in an in- 
creased-risk category for 
developing thyroid tumors, 
both noncancerous and can¬ 
cerous, according to material 
gathered by the Massachusetts 
Cancer Information Service 
(CIS). 

Persons who were irradiated 
should be examined by a 
physician for thyroid 
irregularities. 


Fortunately, these tumors 
are usually slow-growing, 
noncnacerous and easily 
treatable, according to CIS. 

The CIS is a statewide, 
tollfree telephone service on 
cancer-related questions for 
(he general public. The phone 
number in Massachusetts is 1- 
800-952-7420. 

If you know you were 
irradiated as a child, contact 
the administering-physician or 
hospital where the treatments 
were given and request a copy 


Head, neck, and throat 


cancer clinics planned 


Cancer of the head, neck and 
throat will be the focus of two 
free screening clinics in April 
for Newton and Wellesley 
residents. 

Sponsored by the Newton- 
Wellesley Unit of the American 
Cancer Society, the Newton 
Health Department and 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, the 
screenings will be held 
Tuesday, April 12, from 7-9 
p.m. at the Nonantum Multi- 
Service Center, 48 Silver Lake 
Ave., and on Tuesday, April 19, 
from 7-9 p.m. at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 

If you are persistently 
hoarse, or have mouth, throat 
or neck lumps or sores which 


do not heal, these screenings 
are particularly recommended 
for you. 

They are also recommended 
for those who had radiation 
treatment of the head or neck 
in childhood and are con¬ 
sequently at greater than 
normal risk of developing 
cancer of the thyroid gland. 

Appointments are required 
for both clinics and can be 
made by calling the Newton 
Health Department at 244-4700, 
ext. 241. 

Staffing the screenings will 
be Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
physicians and nurses from 
both the hospital and the 
Newton Health Department. 


of your record showing the 
amount of radiation given and 
the reason for the irradiation. 
Take the records to your own 
physician, a CIS spokeperson 
said. Even If you think you 
were irradiated but can't 
obtain exact records notify 
your physician. Your physician 
will either do the examination 
or refer you to an appropriate 
doctor, CIS explained. 

All persons who are at risk 
because of prior irradiation to 
the head and neck and those 
who have already had surgery 
for a thyroid tumor should be 
reexamined every one or two 
years, CIS pointed out. These 
abnormalities may develop 
anywhere from five to 35 years 
after irradiation. 

Beginning in the early 1920s, 
radiation therapy was con¬ 
sidered gool medical practice 
for treating such conditions as 
enlargement of the thymus, 
enlarged tonsils and adenoids, 
sinusitis and even acne, CIS 
explained. 

The Massachusetts CIS is 
part of a federally funded 
network of similar telephone 
lines in several states. In 
Massachusetts, CIS is spon¬ 
sored by the Regional Cancer 
Control Program, the 
Massachusetts Medical 
Society, the American Cancer 
Society, and the American 
College of Surgeons.

Vincent Silluzio, director of 
research and planning for 
Newton public schools, 
recently attended a three-day 
planning session in Princeton, 
N.J., to help direct the 
progress of a new testing 
program intended to improve 
students’ reading, writing, and 
math skills. 

Silluzio is one of 25 educators 
representing school districts 
from across the nation that are 
serving on the steering com¬ 
mittee of the Basic Skills 
Assessment Program. 

The committee's job is to 
help Educational Testing 
Service (ETS) develop the 
program and map out policies 
that will help teachers identify 
and give remedial aid to 
students whose skills in the 
three subjects are below a level 


of basic competency as set by 
local districts. 

Since it is intended to 
measure abilities that apply to 
"real-life” situations, the new 
basic skills program will in¬ 
clude questions on such topics 
as reading a simple recipe, 
understanding a newspaper 
want ad, and balancing a 
checkbook. The tests also 
cover the more traditional 
classroom-related skills in the 
"three R's." 

The first tests will be 
available to the schools in May, 
according to ETS. 

In addition to the schools 
represented on the steering 
committee, more than 4,000 
other districts have been 
contacted by ETS for advice 
and guidance in the formation 
and purpose of the program.

Pond life,mapmaking 
taught at sanctuary 


The Broadmoor Wildlife 
Sanctuary of the 
Massachusetts Audubon 
Society will be offering two 
courses in the ecology of land 
and water areas on Saturday 
mornings starting in April. 

Why is the Charles River 
brown? Does that mean it's 
polluted 1 What kinds of fish 
live in Little Farm Pond? How- 
do you survey fish? Dragon¬ 
flies, mosquitoes, painted 
turtles and bullfrogs all live in 
the same ponds. What do they 
eat, what are their life cycles, 
and how can we see and study 
them? 

These are some of the 
questions that will be explored 
in --The Ecology of Pond and 
Stream" an eight-week course 
at the South Natick sanctuary. 

Instructor Ken Menzies will 
use the sanctuary’s 200 acres of 
wetland for field sampling of 
water, plant, and animal life. 
Principles of pond and stream 
ecology will be taught, as will 
use of sampling equipment and 
laboratory observation 
techniques. 

Students with a more 
terrestrial bent will enjoy Bill 
Giezentanner's course "The 
Lay of the Land." Giezen- 
tanner has been working with 
the Newton Conservators in 
planning possible use of the 


Novitiate land in Newton. 

Map your property or your 
garden using a compass. Learn 
to read the land, to read maps, 
to measure distances across 
water bodies and determine 
heights of trees. 

In teams, participants will 
map part of Broadmoor by- 
locating natural features, 
topography, and vegetation. 
Simple instruments used by- 
foresters and naturalists to 
determine location will be 
used. 

This course will heighten 
your sense of orientation to the 
land and investigate micro¬ 
climates by looking closely at a 
particular section of land.

Both 
are in-the-field activities 
available by appointment only.

Proposed computers threaten 
individual privacy—Mofenson 


Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), chairman of the 
Special Legislative Com¬ 
mission on Privacy, has urged 
the U.S. House Ways and 
Means Committee to hold 
public hearings and recom¬ 
mend additional legislation to 
safeguard individual privacy 
before considering its approval 
of funds to create a new $1 
billion computer system by the 
Internal Revenue service. 

The computer system, 
known as the tax ad¬ 
ministration system, would 
contain 10 regional computer 
centers, each storing all the tax 
returns for the last three to five 
years for all the taxpayers in 
each region.

Business Today 
Styling Sells Cars 
By EDWARD S. LECHTZ1N 
UPI Auto Writer 

DETROIT (UPI) - Given a 
choice between something old 
and sometliing new, the aver¬ 
age American car buyer ap¬ 
parently still is sold on styling. 

“I have a firm conviction 
that styling sells cars," said 
Lee A. Iacocca, president of 
the Ford Motor Co. “You have 
to give value, but the sheet 
metal has to have the right 
bends and contours." 

Consumers appparently 
agree with that philosophy 
because they are giving the 
restyled and redesigned 1977 


models offered by the industry 
a strong reception. 

Both Ford and General 
Motors had re/tyled cars to 
push when the 1977-model year 
dawned last fall and everybody 
expected a bat.ie for su¬ 
premacy. 

It never matuladzed — 
partly because a nu nth-long 
strike against Ford decayed its 
cars from reaching dealer 
showrooms and because car 
buyers decided they liked both 
companies’ offerings. 

Through the first five months 
of the ’77 model year, GM’s 
"downsized" standard-sized 
models are running 30 per cent 
ahead of the same period in the 


1976-model year while Ford’s, 
restyled intermediates are up I 
74 per cent. I 

In the luxury field, the 1977 
Cadillac went through GM’s 
downsizing program — losing a 
foot and nearly 000 pounds in 
the process — and sales bet¬ 
ween October and February 
were up 16 per cent from 
already impressive results a 
year earlier. Ford restyled the 
Mark IV, renamed it the Mark 
V, and sales soared 57 per cent. 

"The people who make the 
final decision — the hovers who 
vote wltn their dollars — are 
still telling us that new is 
good," said Iacocca.

Plastics Are Used 

To Rebuild Teeth 

HOUSTON (UPI) - Space- 
age plastics are making it 
possible to rebuild and repair 
teeth with little discomfort and 
less cost, according to a 
university dentist. 

Dr. Frank Faunce, a profes¬ 
sor at the University of Texas 
Dental Branch, says the plastic 
material is bonded to the tooth 
by using a dilute solution of 
phosphoric acid to etch the 
enamel. Preformed plastic is 
then placed over the tooth to 
rebuild the fractured area. 


New Coated Food 
Trays Are Tested 
CHASKA, Minn. (UPI) - A 
food manufacturer here is test- 
marketing four frozen bake- 
and-serve vegetable products 
in coated paperboard trays 
that can be used in both 
microwave and conventional 
ovens. 

Each heats in nine minutes in 
a microwave oven, compared 
with an average of 45 minutes 
at 350 degrees Fahrenheit in a 
conventional oven. 

Richard A. Shea, marketing 
director for the frozen food 
division of Green Giant Co., 
said dual capacity trays were 
developed because microwave 
oven use is not expected to be 
large enough to support a 


separate business for three or 
four years. Currently, three 
million households in the 
United States have microwave 
ovens. An estimated 1.4 million 
bought new units last year. 

NEW TEA BLEND 

ENGLEWOOD CLIFFS, N.J. 
(UPI) — First there was the 
tea bag, and then instant tea. 
Now a major importer of the 
beverage is introducing a blend 
designed for use in automatic 
coffee brewing machines. A 12- 
ounce canister of the product 
makes about 2)0 cups of tea for 
less than two cents a cup. The 
blend of orange pekoe and 
pekoe cut black tea can also be 
used to make iced tea with the 
same appliance.

The Date Palm — Next time 
you buy some dates from the 
store, save a few of the hard, 
bony seeds and plant them. The 
date palm I Phoenix longreiri) 
is the name of the pygmy date, 
a plant of desertregions. It 
makes a fine house plant if 
you’re lucky enough to get the 
hard bony seed to sprout. They 
will if the fruit is reasonably 
fresh. Usually a natural food 
store has dates with the fruit 
and seed together. Such seeds 
have not undergone any 
treatment and are quite viable. 

To start one, take a file and 
notch the hard seed coat until 
you see white meat inside. 
Then place in a pot of sand and 
peatmoss (or one of the soilless 
mixes). Water well and place a 
plastic sheet over it. Keep in a 
warm spot (75 to 85 degs.) until 
the seed germinates. Be sure to 
keep the soil moist. Grow the 
date palm in tubs and have at 
least one of each sex because 
you need a male and a female 
tree for cross pollination. Male 
and female blossoms are on 
different plants. 

Dieffenbach Problems — Do 


you have this problem: 
whenever a new leaf on your 
dieffenbachia comes on, it 
develops a crack. New leaf 
tears as it uncurls. Hiis is a 
mechanical stress injury 
caused by too low a house 
humidity (a very common 
problem in winter months). As 
the leaf uncurls, it tear. 
Solution: Use a humidifier to 
raise the humidity. Or try 
misting the plants several 
times a day. Now that winter 
has practically gone, the 
problem should ease up 
because the air won't be so dry. 

If your dieffenbachia drops 
water from it's leaves, this is 
nothing serious. The process is 
called guttation and is quite 
common with dieffenbachia. 
Place a sheet of plastic under 
the plant to catch the water so 
it won't discolor rugs or 
flooring. If your dieffenbachia 
has grown too tall, take a razor 
blade or sharp knife and cut the 
top out, then root it in a jug of 
plain tap water. This will root 
in about two months. New 
shoots should break out along 
the cane and make your plant 
more bushy. 


Lipstick Plant — One of the 
nicest house plants you can 
grow in the "Lipstick” plant 
l Aeschynanthus), so called 
because of the flower struc¬ 
ture. It resembles a lipstick. 
Give your plant a light or semi- 
sunny window and a humusy 
soil mixture. Start new plants 
in sand, perlite or vermiculite. 
They root faster if given a little 
bottom heat. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "Are 
egg shells any good for house 
plants? A friend of mine saves 
all hers, raises fine plants, but 
can't see how plants can use 
the hard shells." 

Ans: Many people save and 
use egg shells. Crush them into 
small pieces and scatter these 
on the surface of the house 
plant. Or you can soak them in 
water and poor the liquid over 
the surface. Egg shells have 
sulfur, calcium and other 
nutrients in them which plants 
like.

than too much 

ITHACA, N. Y. (UPI) - A 
professor at Cornell University 
says too much light Is more 
dangerous to eyesight than too 
little. 

Clark Garner of the New 
York State College of Human 
Ecology at Cornell says a little 
light suitably directed indoors 
provides greater clarity than a 
lot that is not properly direc¬ 
ted. Gamer said rooms painted 
and furnished in light colors 
need less energy to light 
comfortably than dark colors. 

He said persons with vision 
problems and older people 
probably will want higher light 
levels because their eyes . 
function less efficiently. Even 
so. Gamer said, lower levels of ( 
light won't harm their eyesight 
physically.

Drive for canonization of 
saint from 'our own time' 


DETROIT (UPI) — He was a 
prison guard, logger, trolley 
conducter, rabid baseball fan 
and barely tolerable fiddler. To 
thousands of devoted followers 
the Rev. Solanus Casey was 
also a saint. 

Cardinal John Dearden, 
archbishop of Detroit, has 
endorsed a 20-year campaign 
for Roman Catholic 
canonization of the priest, 
partly because of remarkable 
healing powers that even oc¬ 
curred on the telephone. 

Brother Leo Wollenweber, 
charged with gathering evi¬ 
dence of sainthood, now works 
in aging St. Bonaventure 
Capucin Monastery in a de¬ 
pressing east side Detroit 
neighborhood where Father 
Solanus drew his most avid 
following. 

To Brother Leo, Father 
Solanus represents a chance 
for the church to honor a man 
of the contemporary world — 
unlike the many saints whose 
loosely documented lives often 
approach mythology and have 
little inspirational value for 
modern Catholics. 

"When a saint comes from 
our own time, it’s easier to 
relate to him than a saint of 
several hundred years ago," 
Brother Leo said with an easy 
smile framed by a gray 
moustache and full goatee 
similar to that of his favorite 
subject. 

But Brother Leo sprinkles | 
any discussion of miracles with I 
quick reminders that Father 
Solanus, who was 87 when he 
died in 1957, was flesh and 
blood, not a haloed apparition 1 
with unearthly powers. 

Father Solanus was bom 
Bernard Casey in" Prescott, 
Wis., in 1870. His Irish im¬ 
migrant parents had nine other 
sons and six daughters. 

After a childhood of strict 
rural life, he became a prison 
guard at 16 in Stillwater, 
Minn., where he met members 
of the Younger Brothers and 
the Jesse James gang. Later, 
he was a logger and one of the 
first conductors on an electric 
trolley. 

His boyhood ambition, howe¬ 
ver, led him to a Milwaukee 
seminary when he was 21. He 
grappled with instruction given 
in German and barely endured 
rigorous studies to become a 
member of the Capucin order 
in Detroit in 1898. He was or¬ 
dained in 1904. 


Although he worked in New 
York, Indiana and his native 
Wisconsin, he established his 
reputation in the years coun¬ 
seling, consoling and minister¬ 
ing in the impoverished area 
around the St. Bonaventure 
monastery. Demands for his 
time occasionally stretched the 
limits of endurance or pro¬ 
priety. 

“One time he was late and 
we had guests for dinner,” said 
Brother Ignatius Milne. "As he 
walked in, his superior leaned 
over to a guest and said, ‘Have 
you met the late Father 
Solanus?' 

"Some brothers could 
become quite impatient with 
him. But time left him when he 
was helping people. Father 
never hurried anyone." 

Toward the end of his life, 
with health failing, his superi¬ 
ors moved him to Huntington, 
Ind., to get away from the 
crowds seeking his help. But 
the situation improved little. 
He spent his last two years in 
Detroit. 

His life, however, was not 
monopolized by religious 
duties. When he was young, the 
10 boys in the family had their 
own baseball team, and he 
became a devout baseball fan. 

"Because of his 
background," Brother Leo 
said, "he always had an in¬ 
terest in farming.” 

One of his few pastimes was 


music, specifically a violin. 
While listeners tried to conceal 
their anguish, the father would 
occasionally saw away with 
scratchy, squeaky renditions of 
old country standbys. 

"He played the violin rather 
badly, I'm afraid to say," said 
Brother Leo with some embar¬ 
rassment. "He mostly played 
things like ‘Turkey in the 
Straw,' but usually it was by 
himself. 

Despite his renown, he 
disliked obsequious attention. 

Brother Ignatius remem¬ 
bered when a fawning dowager 
met the father and gushed 
about how everyone in town 
was talking about him. 
Drawing on his prison guard 
days, Father Solanus quietly 
replied without expression, 
"They used to talk about Jesse 
James, too." 

But sainthood is not 
bestowed for anecdotes. 

The brothers and members 
of the Father Solanus Guild 
labor daily to add to in¬ 
formation from 200 persons 
documenting reports of 
miracles attributed to Father 
Solanus' intercession. 

"His reputation was well 
known,” Brother Ignatius said. 
"You can’t go anywhere 
without someone knowing him 
or at least recognizing the 
name."

More benefits sought 
in police contract 


$70 million budget 
adds $5 to tax rate 


The Newton police union is reportedly 
asking for 5 percent increases in each of 
the two years of its contract, with one of 
the increases strictly applying to fringe 
benefits. . 

Police realize they are doing fairly well 
in wages according to other cities, but 
Newton's lack of equitable fringe benefits 
makes these comparisons faulty, one 
person said. 

The city is reluctant to go along with 
granting the fringe benefits, possible 
because of a precedent it could set with 
other negotiating units in the city. 

The administration reportedly rejected 
this proposal because Newton police 
wages would look relatively low in two 
years. 

The police are scheduled to have their 
first factfinding meeting with a state 
arbitrator Friday, April 1.

Budget minus

of factfinding after mediation between 
both sides has produced no contract. 

If the factfinder cannot bring the city 
and police to agreement, either side can 
file for final and binding arbitration 
where an arbitrator picks one of the two 
final offers that each side present. 

This is the third year of the new ar¬ 
bitration law and it expires on June 30. 

If either side files for binding ar¬ 
bitration before that date, the city and the 
union would be bound by an arbitrator’s 
choice between the two final offers even if 
the decision comes after June 30. 

The three benefits that the police 
reportedly want increased are the night 
differential, longevity, and the 
educational incentive.

Labor Relations Commission Friday to 
call for an election to determine who will 
finish bargaining with the School Com¬ 
mittee for next year’s teachers’ contract. 

Glenn Germanowski, a staff 
representative from the Massachusetts 
Federation of Teachers, said the NFT has 
"far over the 30 percent" of the 
authorization cards signed by Newton 
teachers to have an election against the 
Newton Teachers Association which is 
currently bargaining with the School 
Committee. 

Germanowski said the Labor Relations 
Commission will schedule an informal 
hearing with the NTA, the NFT, and the 
School Committee to determine who will 
vote in the election. 

The spokesman from the MFT, which is 
affiliated with the American Federation 
of Teachers, AFL-CIO, said the NFT 
would like to bargain only on behalf of 
teachers and let the NTA remain the 
bargaining group for the principals' 
administrators' and probably depart¬ 
ment heads at the high schools. 

The current contract which covers 
about 960 school professionals is at the 
heart of the disagreement with the NTA. 

Germanowski said the contract wor¬ 
ding is weak and gives the School Com¬ 
mittee "binding authority in many 
areas." 

The representative said he hopes the 
election will be before the end of the 
school year.

The new 1978 budget, as presented by 
Mayor Theodore Mann, will result in a 
tax rate increase of between $5 and $7, the 
mayor said this week. The current rate is 
$164.40. 

The $69,934,313 budget, up 1.5 percent 
from last year, will be cut by the Board of 
Aldermen, but no one will predict any 
large saving of money. 

Always a political issue, the budget this 
year assumes even more political 
significance because of Mayor Mann's 
expected opponent in the mayoralty race 
later this year. 

Aid. Eliot Cohen, who will formally 
announce his candidacy next month, has 
the chairman of the aldermanic Finance 
Committee as one of his chief supporters 
and campaign managers. 

If Small and Cohen were able to trim 
much from the mayor's budget they 
would be able to use that fact as cam¬ 
paign ammunition. In previous years it 
has been the rumored policy to leave 


Newton’s businessmen are less of¬ 
fended by the new sign ordinance itself 
than by the manner in which they have 
been treated by the Building Department, 
it appeared this week. 

At a meeting of the Land Use Com¬ 
mittee Tuesday night, attended by some 
50 businessmen, Chamber of Commerce 
director I^ewis Songer called some of the 
enforcement procedures "insulting” to 
the business community. 

About 850 letters of notification were 
sent out to businessmen, informing them 
that their signs are in violation of the sign 
code enacted last October and that they 
had a specified number of years to 
replace or modify the sign. 

Another 166 people, for whom no record 
of a sign permit could be found, received 
cease-and-desist orders requiring 
removal of signs within 30 days. Of the 
166,106 have so-called roof signs or free¬ 
standing signs, both of which were illegal 
before the new law' and 60 simply had no 
permit for their signs, which would be 
legal otherwise. 

Songer, speaking for the planning and 
zoning committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce, said the requirement to 
remove signs within 30 days "is probably 
illegal," and asked that businessmen be

Two cease and desist orders issued by 
the chairman of the Newton Conservation 
Commission remain in effect, pending 
corrective measures that satisfy the 
commissioners. 

The orders were served March 8 
against the Newton Community 
Development Foundation for allowing 
erosion from a construction site at the 
end of Hamlet Street to run down onto two 
conservation areas, and February 18 
against Sam White and Sons, Inc.528 
Boylston Street, for allegedly felling trees 
along the banks of Paul Brook. 

Commissioners Dennis Ditelberg, 
Helen Heyn, Richard Staley and Thelma 
Fleishman voted to ratify both orders 


"fat" in the budget so that the aldermen 
may publicly cut it out and gain in their 
constituents' esteem.

Board cut 
could go 
on ballot

It's not as simple as first thought to 
reduce the size of the Board of Aldermen, 
but it's not as hard as some people 
believe. 

After Aid. Ethel Shea and Carol Ann 
5R)ea filed a resolution asking the Board 
to -amend the citv charter to reduce the 
Board of Aldermen to eight aldermen-at- 
largtr.and eight ward aldermen, 
elimindhpg eight aldermen-al-large. 

Their intent was to get the question on 
the ballot in November. 

Bul City Solicitor Howard Irvine told 
the proponents that a charter commission 
must decide any change in the com¬ 
position of the Board, and then the 
question would'go to the ballot. Election 
of a charter commission and the ensuing 
procedures would take at least two, 
probably four, years. 

Now an opinion from Kenneth Collier, 
the city charter expert for the Joint 
Committee on Local Affairs of the 
legislature, says there are two ways to 
make the change in size of the Board — 
by charter commission and by a special 
act of the legislature. 

Getting the question on the ballot by- 
November would require clockwork 
timing, however. 

The Board would have to vote its ap¬ 
proval of a cut in the Board. Then Mayor 
Theodore Mann would have to sign the 
resolution; Mann has been in favor of a 
Board cut for several years. 

Then a favorable and a speedy vote by 
the state legislature would allow the 
question to be put on the ballot this 
November. The next election in which the 
matter could be voted on would be 
November, 1979, since municipal matters 
may not be on stale ballots.

Negotiation with the Solomon 
Sehechter Day School for use of 
the Memorial School in Oak 
Hill Park is continuing, after a

The playground 
will remain under the control 
of the city, Pitt said. 

Finance Committee

Proposed, goals of a new 
conservation-recreation plan 
for Newton were criticized for 
their wording and lack of 
specifics during a review 
session with the Newton 
Conservation Commission last 
week. 

The consensus of the 20 or so 
people present was that the 
overall goal of any new plan 
should be the preservation of 
Newton's existing open space. 

Stephen Gartrell, a Tufts 
University graduate student 
employed in the Planning 
Department, presented his 
draft of “goals” and “ob¬ 
jectives" for the new plan. 

Members of the commission, 
the Newton Conservators, and 
the Newton Planning and 
Development Board attending 
the March 23 discussion 
recommended some specific 
goals that should be in¬ 
corporated into the new plan, 
and amended some more 
general ones favored by

The wording of Gartrell’s 
original draft of "goals” and

plan drew criticism. 

"Protection of water 
resources” was listed as a 
"goal”, for example, with 
"preserve and protect" the 
riverbanks, brooks, ponds and 
wetlands as "objectives”. 


"These aren't ‘goal’ words, 
but operative words that 
outline the Conservation 
Commission's duties," said 
Harry Crosby of the Planning 
and Development Board. 

‘"Goals' should be what we 
want in Newton,” Crosby said. 

He suggested such goals as 
"keep out high rise apart¬ 
ments" or "rehabilitate 
villages and include elderly 
where they can shop.” 

Gartrell and Bob Merryman, 
a Planning Department 
representative, disagreed, as 
did John Bliss of the Newton 
Conservators. 

Gartrell's "goals” fit the 
wording "expected" by the 
state, Bliss said.

Police to get $1.1 m 
of city's federal funds 


The Police Department will 
get the lion's share of $1.45 
million in federal revenue 
sharing funds now available 
and coming to Newton during 
fiscal year 1978. 

Mayor Theodore Mann 
announced the allocation of the 
money at an advertised public 
hearing Monday morning 
attended by only members of 
the mayoral administration, 
one alderman and represen¬ 
tatives of the press. 

The police will get $1.1 
million. The Public Works 
Department will get $200,000 
for street reconstruction and 
the Recreation Department 
will get $100,000 for im¬ 
provement of parks. 


The Human Services 
Department will get $25,000 for 
salaries and $25,000 for 
operation of the senior citizen 
drop-in centers.. 

The $1.45 million is being 
used completely to reduce the 
expected tax increase. The 
amount is equivalent to $4 on 
the tax rate per thousand 
dollars assessed valuation. 

According to federal revenue 
sharing regulations, there 
must be two public hearings on 
the use of revenue sharing 
funds. The Board of Aldermen 
will hold its hearing at 10 a.m. 
Saturday, April 16, at City Hall 
after its review of the School 
Committee budget. 


"concrete" goals like a Charles 
River Pathway system or 
specific parcels to be acquired 
for public use, like the 
Novitiate. 

Gartrell’s "goals” as 
amended are: protection of 
natural : resources; 

acquisition and preservation of 
open space and scenic areas; 
integration of recreation and 
conservation activities; and, 
provision of a balanced 
recreation program. 

A second recommendation 
from the conservation-oriented 
group was that the city work to 
restore the "village nature” of 
Newton. 

Some villages have been 
badly split by highways or 
suffer from loss of 
neighborhood amenities like a 
grocery store. 

Recreation and open space 
programs should try to 
alleviate that, people felt. 

Weston, Needham, Waltham 
and Watertown should be 
urged to place their river 
frontage under public 
ownership, the group said. 

Finally, they recommended 
that Newton continue work 
with Boston and Brookline on 
the "emerald necklace", a 
partly completed greenbelt 
stretching from the Boston 
Common to the Charles River 
at Sawmill Brook. 

The Recreation Commission, 
at its March 21 meeting, en¬ 
dorsed Gartrell's original draft 
of "goals” and “objectives" 
but reserved the right to 
recommend development of 
open space for active and 
passive recreation. 


Comments will now be 
sought from the aldermanic 
City Planning Committee, the 
Charles River Watershed 
Association, the League of 
Women Voters, the Newton 
Conservators, neighborhood 
organizations and the general 
public before a final plan is 
written. 

Unless Newton comes up 
with an up-to-date plan by the 
end of this year, the state 
Division of Conservation 
Services could withhold state 
and federal funds for open 
space and recreation programs 
in Newton. 

To receive assistance from 
either the federal Land and 
Water Conservation Fund or 
the Massachusetts Self Help 
Program, a municipality must 
have a conservation and-or 
recreation plan that is less than 
five years old and that has been 
approved by the DCS, part of 
the Office of Environmental 
Affairs. 

Joel Lerner at DCS has told 
the Newton Conservation 
Commission that Newton’s 1969 
plan will suffice while a new 
plan is in progress, but the final 
deadline for updating is the end 
of 1977, according to a letter 
from Lerner in January. 

Steve Gartrell has been 
cataloguing all of the city’s 
open land since he came to 
work as an intern for the 
commission last summer, as a 
preliminary step to writing the 
updated plan. 

Gartrell is now a work-study 
student for the city and the 
commission and spends about 
15 hours a week on the new 
plan.

Police arrest two students 
for Newton North false alarms 


About nine Newton police 
officers, sergeants, and 
detectives responded to a fire 
alarm that proved to be false at 
Newton North High School 
Friday afternoon and, as a 
result, a complaint will be 
sought in Newton District 
Court against a juvenile who 
allegedly pulled it. 

Another high school student, 
Juanita Ricker, 17, of 14 
Wessex Rd., Newton Centre, is 
scheduled to appear in Newton 
District Court April 6 for 
disposition on a charge of 
pulling a false alarm on Nov. 
23., 1976. 

She faces a fine of between 
$100 and $500 or one year in jail 
if convicted. 

School Committee members 
Robert Cohen and Edward 
Prince were at the school at the 
invitation of students last week 


and heard suggestions on how 
to stop the false alarms. 

According to Cohen, one 
student suggested installing 
sprinklers over the alarm 
boxes so anyone who pulls it 
would be doused. This would be 
no inconvenience if there was a 
real fire, but another student 
said it would just be pulled with 
a string or a pole. 

Another suggestion was 
installing cameras to 
photograph each person who 
pulled the various alarms, but 
then it was mentioned that the 
lens could be covered. 

Newton North Principal 
Richard Mechem announced 
one or two days before the false 
alarm Friday that any class 
time missed because of a false 
alarm would be made up by 
extending the school day the 
number of minutes taken to 


evacuate and re-enter the 
building. 

However, Friday's alarm 
was pulled right after school 
was dismissed. 

Last year the building was 
evacuated 18 times, Mechem 
said, and the pace has been 
about the same this year. The 
120 alarms in the school were 
watched by students and 
faculty for a while last year, 
but that effort was too difficult 
to keep up. 

Mechem referred to the 
extension of class time in the 
actual class that is cut short as 
"mass punishment" and hopes 
it and the two arrests will creat 
"increased awareness of the 
problem.” 

Scheduling buses at the end 
of an extended day can be 
worked out, the principal said, 
but the students may have to 
move more quickly. 


Newton Catholic will 
be able to use North field 


Hie Newton Catholic Lan¬ 
cers will be able to play their 
next football game at 
Dickitison Stadium, Newton 
North High School, at a cost of 
$76. 

The final agreement with the 
School Department and the 
Recreation Department was 
passed by a 5-0-1 vote by the 
School Committee Monday 
night at the Education Center. 

School Committeeman 
Manuel Beckwith abstained 
with Alvin Mandell, Edward 
Prince, Michael LeConti, 
Honora Kaplan, and Robert 
Cohen voting in favor. 

Paul Ash was at a National 
School Board Association 
meeting, Henry Delicata was 
sick, and Mayor Theodore 
Mann had a previous com¬ 
mitment. 

The policy passed by the 
Committee charges $40 per 
game for use of the stadium 
and the scoreboard and in¬ 
cludes minimal cleanup of the 
field and stands before a game. 

Newton Catholic has also 
requested the use of the toilets 
in the stadium, and they will be 
supervised by a custodian for 
an additional maximum cost of 
$36 per game. The use of the 
pressbox is included with the 
toilets. 

If any other group requests 
to use the field and wants space 


in the school for opposing 
teams to have separate rooms 
during half time, two extra 
custodians would have to be 
paid at a current maximum 
cost of $76. 

The School Committee has 
stated in the policy that it will 
review the procedure at the 
end of the football season to 
check on the condition of the 
field. Newton North Athletic 
Director James Ronayne has 
protested the leasing of the 
field, claiming it will be 
overused. 

With the five games Newton 
Catholic has scheduled, there 
will be a total of 23 games 
played on the field next year, 
sometimes up to four per 
weekend. 

Newton Catholic and any 
other user of the field would 
have to provide several ser¬ 
vices on its own before the 
rental is approved by the 
secretary of the School 
Committee. 

Among the things to be 
provided are police protection, 
liability insurance for the 
facility and persons on the 
property at the time, medical 
equipment and personnel, gate 
attendants if desired, and a 
scoreboard operator who will 
be trained by Director 
Ronayne. 

The School Department will 


supply staging for the 
scoreboard operator, but it 
must be erected by rentee. 

There was previously 
thought to be a problem with 
Newton North games being 
pushed to Sunday, when 
Catholic plays, if it rains 
Saturday, but the league 
Newton North is in does not 
require such an arrangement. 

The Recreation Department 
has the final say in postponing 
any game on the field if 
weather conditions make the 
field susceptible to "undue 
damage. 

Peter Gilman of Hull Street 
who lives adjacent to the school 
asked if there would be 
adequate clean up after the 
games, as there is always a 
mess due to refreshments sold 
by concessionaires. 

Joseph Chevarley, president 
of the Newton Catholic High 
School Board of Education, 
said there will be no con¬ 
cessions at the games. 

Director of Support Services 
Roy Cornelius added that any 
problems with concessionaires 
should be directed to police 
who could refuse to issue 
permits. 

Chevarley also thanked the 
Committee for the sense of 
community service in passing 
the policy. 


Ethel Sheehan has the best 
attendance record and Sidney 
Small the worst among the 24 
members of the Board of 
Aldermen, according to a study 
conducted by Center, a new 
political action group. 

Center representatives 
reviewed every Board meeting 
and roll call vote between Jan. 
5, 1976, when the new Board 
took office, and March 21,1977, 
in compiling its results. 

The study indicated Aid. 
Sheehan of Ward 6 missed only 
two out of 339 roll calls in 39 
meetings while Aid. Small of 
Ward 5 missed 121 roll calls. 

Sheehan was present at all 
meetings of the Board during 
the period surveyed and Small 
missed 11 . 

The study indicated that 
Small and Aid. Robert Stiller of 
Ward 8 missed proportionately 
more meetings than any of 
their fellow aldermen. 

Stiller missed eight meetings 
and 90 roll calls. 

Of the remaining 21 aider- 
men, the most meetings 
missed was five. 

According to Center 
cochairmen Jeff Cornell, the 
study was conducted by heand 
Ron Civins-Mills, Center's 
publicity director.

Candidates need 400 
signatures of registered 
Newton voters for the mayoral 
nomination; 150 for School 
Committee or alderman-at- 
large and 50 for ward aider- 
man. 


Trail bike 
confiscated 
by police 

Newton police confiscated a 
Kawasaki trail bike from a 
Newton juvenile who was 
riding it in Cold Springs 
Playground Saturday af¬ 
ternoon. 

Lt. Charles Feeley, head of 
the Community Services 
Bureau, said the motorized 
bike is illegal to ride in the 
playground and would be held 
until the parent and child come 
in to get it and talk with police. 

Lt. Feeley said the youth 
could be charged with 
operating an uninsured, 
unregistered motor vehicle and 
could be fined up to $300.

It's not the cod that makes for a fishy legislature

Does your house 
belong to you? 

The Board of Aldermen, for the second 
time, is considering an ordinance to basical¬ 
ly give itself control over what structures in 
Newton can be demolished by their owners. 

The stated purpose of the ordinance is to 
preserve the existing scale and character of 
the city and ••specifically to prevent the 
destruction of property which can adversely 
affect the value and rights of owners of 
adjacent property and the quality of life in 
the community." 

A similar ordinance was defeated last 
year in the Legislation & Rules Committee 
and never reached the Board. 

Included are buildings at least 50 years 
old, buildings providing low-rent housing to 
low-income or elderly people, those 
representative of a particular architectural 
style (whatever that means), those that 
abut a commercial area, and buildings con¬ 
sidered of historical significance. 

The building commissioner would deter¬ 
mine whether or not your building was a 
•‘scare resource" when you went to him for 
a routine demolition permit. 

If indeed you had the misfortune to 
qualify, here's what you would have to do in 
order to tear down a building you own and 
have been paying taxes on for any number of 
years: 

File "such plans and information as may 
be necessary, including a description of the 
proposed reuse of the property,” after 
which your public hearing will be scheduled. 

Your Board of Aldermen will then con¬ 
sider the value to the community of your 
anticipated reuse, the effect of demolition 
on surrounding property values and quality 
of life, and the actual financial burden on 
you to retain and maintain the building or 
structure. 

To establish financial hardship you need 
only: file a financial statement telling them 
what you paid for the building, amount of 
taxes and abatements, itemized list of ex¬ 
penditures for capital improvements over 
$100,000, amount of revenue derived, for 
three years at least, and you must 
attempt lor six months to sell the building at 
fair market value to someone else whether 
you want to or not. 

Granted, this ordinance is in preliminary 
stages and will undoubtedly sustain some 
changes before it goes to the full Board for 
consideration. 

Nevertheless, we wish to say now we 
consider it ill-conceived, doubt its con¬ 
stitutionality, and wonder at a its necessity. 

Here are some of our comments. 

There are already restrictions on what 
can be built on an empty lot through existing 
zoning requirements. Anyone seeking per¬ 
missive use already has to come before the 
Board of Aldermen with a plan. 

There are laws against allowing an empty 
lot to become a health hazard. 

It any of the criteria of the ordinance are 
met by a property owner, he or she 
automatically must go before the Board and 
through the entire procedure as established 
by the ordinance, thus creating an even 
greater and probably unnecessary burden on 
the aldermen and their time. 

Is it to be the philosophy of this city that 
we must save every building or home over 
50 years old or every building of a particular 
architectural style? Why? 

We can sympathize with a concept that 
may be meant to control real estate specula¬ 
tion of the nature of buying up buildings 
simply to tear them down. 

We can sympathize with a concept that in 
some way would contol what replaces 
demolished buildings for the sake of the 
esthetics of Newton. 

But this ordinance is not the way, and we 
urge its defeat. 
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The 170th Massachusetts General Court — oldest con¬ 
tinuous legislative body in the country — meets these days 
on Beacon Hill in an uneasy, disturbed and, yes, ap¬ 
prehensive atmosphere in the wake of the guilty findings in 
the extortion trials of two state senators. 

In the historic House chamber, the 240 representatives 
meet under the cold eye of the famed codfish, suspended 
above the public gallery in the rear as a reminder of the 
importance of the fishing industry in Colonial days. 

In that other smaller, more elegant chamber also on the 
third floor of the State House, the 40 senators gather under 
the baleful stare of Calvin Coolidge, a former Senate 
president and 30th President of the United States, whose 
lifesize portrait hangs in the south gallery facing the 
rostrum. 

Even some members of each branch are unaware of the 
presence of these historic fixtures in their respective 
chambers. But while the codfish and Silent Cal go un¬ 
noticed, lessons can be learned from both. This is especially 
true in these troubled legislative times when lawmakers 
still in a state of near-shock from the stunning fall from 
power and grace of Senators DiCarlo and MacKenzie 

The codfish remains a symbol that our forefathers in this 
great Commonwealth endured trials and tribulations even 
greater than any of those of these days, even the latest 
scandal and shame stemming from the recent trial of the 
two senators. 

As for Cal Coolidge, Senators DiCarlo and MacKenzie 
would not be in disgrace today if they had heeded the words 


of their distinguished predecessor in the Senate when he 
said: "Service in the General Court Is not obligatory, but 
optional. It must not be undertaken as a profession or 
means of livelihood. It is a voluntary public service. The 
place each member of the General Court will hold in the 
estimation of his constituents will depend, . .not on what he 
receives, but what he gives.” 

Quite obviously, a jury of their peers ruled that Senators 
DiCarlo and MacKenzie mixed up the roles of "receives" 
and "gives" and, unfortunately, a byproduct is that, as a 
direct result, their brother lawmakers in both branches 
suffer "in the estimation of their colleagues". 

Since time immemorial, legislators have complained 
they are criticized unfairly. . .and often such complaints 
are justified. Just because rascals surface periodically 
down through the years should in no way diminish the basic 
truth that most legislators are hard-working, intelligent 
and honest. 

Unfortunately, testimony at the trial created the im¬ 
pression that Massachusetts has an over-supply of 
politicians with their hands in the cookie jar. There is no 
doubt that one aftermath is that most Bay Staters feel that 
legislators are crooked. This backlash is both unfair and 
unjustified — a conclusion that does not beggar the question 
that, yes, a few scoundrels may remain. 

This is truly unfortunate because most constitutional 
officers, state senators and state representatives are 
honest, but, as in any profession, the occasional bad apple 
taints the whole. Politicians more than any other group, 
including police officers, are hurt when one or more of their 
number is found violating his oath of office. 

Almost predictably, as lurid testimony popped from the 


extortion trial on an almost daily basis, there were 
suggestions that Governor Dukakis create a powerful, 
independent Crime Commission to investigate possible 
graft in state government This would seem needless, 
especially considering that Attorney General Francis X. 
Bellotti’s Criminal Investigations Division has shown an 
ability and commitment to probe for wrong-doing regar¬ 
dless of political consequences, as illustrated anew with the 
on-going investigation of the state tax office. 

The DiCarlo-MacKenzie mess ended up not only with a 
"guilty" verdict against them as individuals, but with a 
similar verdict in the court of public opinion as regards the 
I-egislature as a whole. With redistricting on the horizon, 
there is alarm in legislative halls about the overall im¬ 
plications of such a prevailing view. 

House membership will be cut from 240 to 160 members, 
and in the 1978 elections House candidates will run in new, 
larger districts. Small wonder incumbent representatives 
are worried about the spillover taint. 

When Governor John Volpe called for the creation of the 
Crime Commission in 1962, the end results were mixed. 
While much good emanated from that effort, numerous 
reputations wrongly were sacrificed on the altar of political 
expediency — and such abuses would not be avoided if a 
similar body were constituted today. 

If Governor Dukakis were to call for a new Crime 
Commission it would impugn the integrity of the 
Legislature, and most knowledgeable observers simply 
don’t feel such a drastic step is warranted. There is always 
someone who would swipe the State House's golden dome if 
they could. Fortunately, that number is few. 


No one says you have to watch TV violence

I've been waiting for somebody to 
challenge those experts who blame violence 
on the boob tube for most of our children’s 
fears. But so far it's been so quiet you could 
hear a body drop. 

So I guess it's up to me. 

That's news right there. I am not what you 
might call your normal TV fan. I have been 
known to kick it around some myself, mostly 
because of the blood and gore they splash 
around in living color. 

I even go along with the chewing-gum-for- 
the-eyeballs bit. But it's that way because the 
folks who twirl the dials want it that way. 
Nobody HAS to watch "Starsky and Hutch," 
you know. 

But I also happen to think that television is 
the greatest teaching tool since the Egyptians 
invented the pencil, and that if you got about 
it right you can use it to overcome most of the 
damage done to kids in the name of public 
education. 

And so I take umbrage with those studies 
that ask youngsters if the violence on TV 
scares them and, when they say it does, 
procede to draw profound socio-psychological 
meaning from it all. 

Especially when they discover that children 
who take TV in heavy doses (four hours or 
more a day) tend to be extra fearful. Also 
aggressive, materialistic and callous. At the 
same time, they're becoming more passive, 
less robust and less apt to do well in school. 

Take your choice. There’s a child expert 
somewhere who'll whip out a study to back it 
up. 

But that's not the whole picture. TV, 
through the inventive genius of "Sesame 
Street," also teaches our 3-year-olds to bite a 
peanut-butler-and-jelly sandwich into a W. 
Then to turn it over to make an M. And eat the 
sides to get a V. 

The little ladies at our house could rattle off 
the alphabet and count to 10 before they were 
out of diapers. I know, I know... that’s "rote." 
Doesn't mean a thing. 

But it got them interested in letters and 


numbers, by golly, and now' Amanda, 6, and 
Heather, 4, are reading, writing and doing 
• addition and subtraction on the calculator. 

"Sesame Street" (plus a big assist from 
their mother) has spoiled them. They don’t 
realize they're learning things; they think 
they're just having fun. 

Ditto for "Electric Company," "Zoom" 
and : "Mister Rogers."

And it's where the sandbox set picks up a lot 
of information teachers don’t talk about 
much: that it’s okay to resent the new baby in 
the house ... or worry about having your 
tonsils out ... to cry when someone you love 
dies ... and to wonder about being adopted. 
(Psychiatrists teach this — but they charge 
$75 an hour.) 

And that's only the beginning. Amanda and 
Heather, budding ballerinas both, have 
watched stars like Nureyev and Fonteyn 
perform in all the great ballets. Last week 
they sat through most of “La Boheme" and 
learned about great Italian tenors from 
Luciano Pavarotti. 

TV has opened the world to them in a way 
we never knew. They've been all over the 
ocean floor with Jacques Cousteau ... toured 
Africa and South America with Marlon 
Perkins ... and learned just about all there is 
to know about every animal that made it to 
the Ark. And some that didn't. 

They not only know where babies come 
from, they've watched them actually being 
bom. Human babies, colts, minnows, spiders 
... you name it, they've midwifed it. 

They're up on national affairs, too. When I 
was a kid, back in the prehistoric days 
before TV, I didn't know what a president of 
the United States was. I’d never even heard of 
the United States. That was the year we 
learned to tie our shoes. 

But Heather can tell you all about Jimmy 
Carter and how he got to the White House. Not 
that she understands it all, but she’s AWARE 
of the presidency, which is more than my

April's eve look at Washington

President Ford has had five months 
since the election to build his own ad¬ 
ministration and he's put that time to 
good use. Proving that he is his own man 
has been a major aspect of Ford's initial 
steps. 

Most of the Nixon holdovers he 
inherited are gone now, although a few 
remain in less sensitive posts. Ford's 
decision to keep Earl Butts in his ad¬ 
ministration as special advisor on the 
American shoe industry was, however, 
ill-advised. 

Capitol Hill is abuzz with rumors about 
where Elliot Richardson will turn next. 
Richardson has become bored with 
Commerce and has been hinting he would 
like to try his hand at Interior. Richard¬ 
son says he’s only following a normal 
career enrichment program, but 
Democrat wags are saying that within a 
year, Cabinet meetings will consist of 
Ford, Richardson and a stenographer. 


Ford's decision to once again support 
the common situs picketing bill and urge 
an increase in the minimum wage to $3 
have been two examples of his deter¬ 
mination to break with the past and woo 
organized labor to the GOP banner. His 
veto of common situs last year almost 
cost him the support of labor, and he 
doesn’t want to make that mistake again. 

By winning every state except Georgia 
and the District of Columbia, Ford feels 
confident that he has a mandate to push 
ahead with his program of cuttine in¬ 
flation. His overwhelming victory, 
coupled with the gain of six Senate seats 
and 95 House seats, should make it much 
easier for the Republican Administration 
to bring its programs into reality. 

Vice President Dole, as president of the 
Senate, is well on his way to becoming a 
strict taskmaster of the upper house. 

President Ford's decision to make Dole 
the field commander for the 
Administrations' plans for new 
legislation turns out to be a clever move. 

Although the White House press corps 
at fust made light of it, Dole’s quiet ami 
well-reasoned persuasiveness has 
brought many new converts to the 
President’s banner. 

But the master stroke was putting Dole 
in charge of a quiet little campaign to win 
over the intellectual community. Dole's 
visits to universities to meet with faculty 
to explain in highly-techmcal terms the 
thinlang behind Ford’s programs has in 
three months made him the darling of the 
academicians and added yet another ally 


in Ford’s battle to move a foot-dragging 
Democrat Congress. 

But what has happened to the 
Democrat party and its humiliated 
standard bearer is even more supr- 
prising. 

It remains a mystery just how an 
unknown peanut farmer from Georgia 
could have won the nomination of the 
Democrat party. Yet, win it he did and 
then went on to lose the election by a 
wider margin than McGovern did in 1972. 
Although some zealots may bemoan this 
defeat, there are many party leaders 
breathing easier because an outsider did 
not capture the the leadership position of 
the Democrat party. 

The Democrats suffered even greater 
losses, especially in Massachusetts and 
one has to start asking if there is a future 
for the once great Democratic Party. 

The decision to make Shirley MacLaine 
party chairwoman must be considered ill- 
conceived. 

The loss in Massachusetts by both Ted 
Kennedy and Robert Drinan, as well as 
scores of state legislative seats can only 
spell the doom for the Democrats. After 
losing 2-1 to their respective opponents, I 
think we can say that an end to the 
Kennedy dynasty and ultra-liberal 
philosophy is at hand. We won't have 
Kennedy and Drinan to kick around 
anymore. 

Congressman Mason's career in 
Washington will be interesting to watch. 
It certainly shows how well-respected he 
is in Washuigton when the President 


decided to come to a town meeting in 
Wayland, which is in Mason's district. 

But the real headline-grabber has been 
Senator Robertson. His first act in 
Washington was to file a bill outlawing 
the manufacture, sale and distribution of 
school buses. This, more than anything 
else, demonstrates the Kennedy era is 
over. 

The days of Democrat domination are 
drawing to an end in Massachusetts. The 
Republicans now hold 14 Senate seats and 
87 House seats on Beacon Hill, including 
every legislative seat in Newton. 

After such a sweep, we must force 
ourselves to contemplate the very real 
possibility that the Democrat party is 
dying. 

One party rule is never healthy, yet it’s 
clear by 1979 the GOP will hold a two- 
thirds majority in both houses as well as 
the governor's office and most of the 
Constitutional offices. Just what that 
aging handful of remaining Democrats 
can do remains to be seen. We can only 
bemoan the passing of a once great in¬ 
stitution and hope out of its ashes a new 
political party or a born-again Democrat 
party arises.

The Newton Teachers 
Association (NTA) would like 
to take this opportunity to 
comment on this years's 
budget. 

There is an obvious im¬ 
provement this year in the 
process used to produce this 
budget. This improvement has 
been brought about by in¬ 
creased understanding and 
communication by all parties 
involved in the process. The 
climate for discussion has been 
much more favorable than in 
previous years. 

We would like to 
acknowledge the fine 
collaboration by the School 
Committee, subcommittee on 
budget, as well as Vin Silluzio, 
director of research; Jim 
Egan, budget director; and 
Supt. Aaron Fink and his entire 
staff. 

The NTA is encouraged that 
many budgetary items lost last 
year in the drive to save money 
have been restored. 

The result should create a 
much richer educational op¬ 
portunity for students in our 
Newton schools. In addition, 
this restoration leads to a 
healthier working climate for 
Newton staff members. 

We would like to suggest 
some additional thoughts for 
future budget consideration the 
the in the coming years: 

—That there be more NTA 
input into future discussions 
regarding school closings. 

—That a sincere concern for 
the impact of sudden shifts in 
professional employment 
become a part of the decision¬ 
making process in equal 
relationship to financial 
considerations. It is necessary 
to recognize the traumatic 
impact drastic shifts in per¬ 
sonnel can have on the staff. 
This impact affects the entire 
educational climate of the 
school system and the city. 

—That there be an equitable 
distributoion of opportunities 
for students deceiving in¬ 
struction for specialists, such 
as music, art and physical 
- education teachers. 

—That the School Committee 
consider most carefully the 
consequences of staff cuts. 


When you cut a teacher from 
any area, you reduce the 
number of opportunities 
available to the student. 

—That while accepting the 
philosophy of staff im¬ 
provement through a precise 
evaluation program, the NTA 
would like to see a School 
Committee commitment to 
expanding teacher competence 
through in-service educational 
opportunities for staff and the 
funding of programs for 
teacher growth. 

—That the School Committee 
support the idea of com¬ 
prehensive education and the 
integration of programs for 
adult education and special 
needs. We support Mr. Fink’s 
position that classroom space 
should be made available to 
any Newton citizen of any age. 

—That all opportunities to 
improve programs through the 
budget-making process be fully 
explored. It should not be 
necessary to submit all 
changes through collective 
bargaining. It is the NTA’s 
hope that wherver possible, 
less rigid procedures be em¬ 
ployed regarding changes 
which are mutually beneficial 
to the committee, the ad¬ 
ministration and the 
professional staff. 

—That budget funds include 
projections sufficient for 
negotiated raises for staff 
members. This should be in¬ 
cluded in this year's budget 
and in future budgets. 

The NTA is gratified that this 
year’s budget has been a 
collaborative effort. This is a 
consequence of a maturing, 
mutual respect of all parties 
involved. 

The NTA believes there is a 
growing recognition of the 
necessary and proper roles 
which all groups representing 
constituencies must perform. 
The adversary process can be 
healthy when mutual respect 
for the collective performance 
an and conduct of all involed. 

This year’s process has 
demonstrated that "collective 
spirit,” and the NTA hopes it 
will continue into the future.

After attending every hour of 
each budget hearing, I feel 
compelled to reply to your 
recent editorial dealing with 
the school budget. Several 
points need public scrutiny. 

First, the School Committee 
would have taxpayers believe 
that this $32.4 million budget is 
a good, tight budget with no 
significant increase. This is 
politicially advantageous but 
untrue. 

While Mr. Fink and his staff 
can be congratulated for a 
clear presentation of their 
work, the Committee's in¬ 
terpretation is another matter. 

Since the largest expense is 
teacher salaries, and the 
Committee did not include 
figures for increments in those 
salaries, we don't know the 
real budget yet. 

Of course when salaries are 
settled, it will be easy to blame 
the teachers for burdening the 
taxpayers even more’ thus 
providing more of an un¬ 
necessary alienation between 
teachers and citizens. So, we 
must begin with the knowledge 
that we have not seen the real 
budget. 

Second is the overriding 
question of how this budget 
could increase at all. With 
declining enrollment, the 
closing of Memorial School and 
no salary increases, why 
doesn’t this budget show a 
significant reduction, not an 
increase? How do we have less 
and still pay more? 

Third, as your editorial in¬ 
dicates, more that 50 percent of 
the citizenry does not have 
children in the schools. The 
minutes of almost every 
committee meeting will show 
that I asked and urged that 
they initiate some means of 
public information to let people 
know how their taxes are 
spent. 

Because there are so many 
taxpayers who have no 
children, and so many parents 
who should also be told, I 
repeatedly suggested that the

The School Department has 
made its annual notification of 
personnel it cannot presently 
plan to rehire in the fall, but 
Assistant Superintendent for 
Personnel Hope Danielson 
expects that there will be 
positions opening up for most 
of the people who have been 
working in the system for more 
than one year. 

The teachers must be 
notified by April 15 if they are 
not to be rehired in the fall, but 
after this time many teachers 
tell the personnel office that 
they won't be coming back to 
Newton in the fall. 

Danielson said about 18 
professionals who have been 
with the system for more than 
one year but less than four 
i when tenure is automatically 
attained) have been notified, 
but that 15 vacancies are 
known to exist and there will 
soon be a decision on about 10 
persons who will receive 
sabbatical leave. 

In addition, there are 53 


elementary and secondary full- 
and part-time teachers who 
were hired for one year only or 
just for the balance of the 
current school year that were 
not reappointed. 

Also, there were 14 full- and 
part-time persons who are 
hired with state Metco or 
federal Title 1 money who were 
not reappointed, but probably 
will be when funding is 
assured. 

There were 27.75 
professional positions cut from 
the school budget for next year, 
but Danielson expects that 
most of the people who have 
worked here more than one 
year will be able to find 
positions. 

Persons who are not 
recommended for rehiring 
because of their professional 
performance usually agree to 
resign, she said. 

Vacancies currently known 
to exist for next year cannot be 
filled yet because they have to 
be advertised according to the 
current teachers' contract. 


School Dept, has 
jobs for teachers 


State Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton) has 
spoken out in favor of a strong 
code of ethics for legislators. 

"Now, more than ever 
before, when a person decides 
to serve the public he must be

Over 800 summer jobs 
available through CETA 
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Over 800 disadvantaged 
youths from the 10 com¬ 
munities served by Newton 
Area CETA will be working 
this summer as part of CETA’s 
Summer Youth Program. 

Newton Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann announced the figure, 
along with news that $648,000 in 
federal funds has been 
obligated to this youth work- 
experience program. This 
represents an increase in 
funding of $179,000 over that 
available for summer em¬ 
ployment last year. 

To get jobs, youths must be 
between the ages of 14 and 21, 
and must have a family income 
below federal poverty levels. If 
a family is receiving public 
assistance for a child’s sup¬ 
port, that child will 
automatically be considered 


within poverty guidelines. 

Eligible youths must also fit 
into one of three educational 
groupings — enrolled in 
secondary school, high school 
dropouts, or 1977 high school 
graduates. 

Each youth will spend nine 
weeks working in a municipal 
department or nonprofit 
agency, paid at minimum- 
wage levels. 

Mayor Mann also announced 
that Newton Area CETA is 
requesting summer youth- 
work projects from area 
nonprofit and public agencies. 

Agencies interested in 
summer projects should 
submit to the CETA work- 
experience coordinator a 
project summary which in¬ 
cludes the number of em¬

'TO percent rule' 
goes to Board 


The "10 percent rule" was 
formally approved as an 
amendment to the zoning or¬ 
dinances Tuesday night by a 5- 
1 vote of the Land Use Com¬ 
mittee and will be presented to 
the Board of Aldermen for a 
vote next Monday night. 

The zoning amendment was 
created in response to a recent 
adverse decision by the 
Supreme Judicial Court, which 
ruled that the city could not 
require developer Michael 
Iodice to lease five apartments 
to the Newton Housing 
Authority. 

The requirement that a 


developer make 10 percent of 
his new apartments available 
at reduced rents for low- 
income persons has been a 
policy of the Board of Aider- 
men since 1968 but was never 
given ordinance status. 

The court decision cited the 
absence of an ordinance as one 
reason for its decision in favor 
of Iodice. 

In favor of the ordinance 
were Aid. Ethel Sheehan, Carol 
Ann Shea, Matthew Jefferson, 
David Cohen, and Eliot Cohen. 
Aid. James Miller was op¬ 
posed, and Aid. Robert Gaynor 
abstained from voting. 


Two assessors wait

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
has announced the ap¬ 
pointment of Henry Bertolon as 
assessor.

For next year the School 
Committee approved a budget 
of $6000 to include the cost of 
secretarial time. 

A change in the policy this 
year is that students are 
requested to bring in their 
requests for books in person 
and can be notified then 
whether or not the School 
Department uses the requested 
books as texts.

Textbooks are defined as

laid out by the School 
Department: 

Newton residents who are 
students in private schooLs (or 
their parents) may pick up 
applications for the loan of 
texts used by the Newton 
schools. These applicatons are 
available at the office of the 
assistant superintendent for 
program, Room 130, 100 
Walnut St., Newtonville, 02160. 

Completed applications 
listing books requested and 
signed by a parent and a 
private school official must be 
returned to the office of the 
assistant superintendent for 
program by June 1. 

A listing of testbooks used by 
the Newton schools and 
therefore available for loan 
will be available for use in the 


office of the assistant 
superintendent for program 
after April 18. 

Books requested by June 1 
can be picked up in the office of 
the assistant superintendent 
for program by the student (or 
parent) after August 29. 

Books presently on loan to 
Newton residents attending 
private schools are due back at 
the office of the assistant 
superintendent for program by 
June 15. Obligations for lost 
books are due on June 15 also.

A stronger program of 
sophomore orientation may be 
one of the reforms made in the 
open campus privilege at 
Newton South High School next 
year. 

South Principal Ernest Van 
Seasholes said he will decide on 
about April 7 what the changes 
in the six-year-old system. 

"There will be some kind of 
modification” Seasholes said 
this week after a meeting with 
about 60 students and parents 
last week. 

Seasholes said last week that 
open campus started in the fall 
of 1971 as a rationale for a more 
effective use of space when the 
school was more crowded. 

It was also to provide a 
stimulus for student govern¬ 
ment, better student-teacher 
relationships, and more 
community activities inside 
the school, in addition to 
enrichment programs. 

Richard Shohet, head of the 
English Department at South, 
said the 1971 report which 
recommended the open 
campus was "naive, fatuous, 
stupid, and rotten” in 
assuming that "magically" 
students from junior high 
school would be able to handle 
open campus. 

Open campus allows 
students to go anywhere inside 
or outside the school building 
when they are not scheduled 
for class. 

This system replaced 
supervised study halls and 
passes in the building. Students 
can go to the library or the 
"commons” in each of the four 
houses at South, or congregate 
outside the school or in the 
hallways or cafeteria. There 
are also specialty rooms for 
each of the major subjects that 
students can use. 

Shohet, a member of a 
faculty committee that toured 
more than 11 area schools to 
view the openness of cam¬ 
puses, said that closed-campus 
schools that were allowing 
students more freedom at least 
had an apparatus for moving 
back to a closed campus. 

Most of the students who use 
the open campus time well will 
not be effected by any change 
in the system, Shohet said. 

“Obviously the vandals, the 
hard core fatheads' are not the 
people we are essentially 
concerned with”’ he said. 

Despite the "era of nar¬ 
cissistic rights" Shohet 
referred to, he thinks most 
teachers don't think they’re 
paid merely to coexist in a 
system where all is fine as long 
as students don't bother other 
students. 

"When a kid is hanging on a 


comer for three hours and 
causing no trouble, there's 
reason to say there are better 
things for him to do to make his 
diploma more valuable," the 
English Department head 
said. 

Shohet credited Principal

Averbach wondered where 
the line would be drawn bet¬ 
ween students qualifying for 
open campus and those not. He 
mentioned several different 
levels of academic 
achievement, but Seasholes 
seemed most concerned with 
students wasting time. 

Nell Scovell agreed that the 
current open campus is a 
privilege and feels it would 
work if the present rules were 
enforced. 

Regarding stricter rules for 
sophomores, she said they 
shouldn't be punished for what 
the upper classmen have done 
in the past. 

Seasholes noted that 


sophomores tend to schedule 
more of their 32 blocks of time. 
The two high schooLs require a 
minimum of four major 
courses a year, but 
sophomores average five to 
five and a half, and seniors 
average four to four and a half. 

He is thinking of making a 
requirement in the arts, but 
this would have to done in 
conjunction with Newton North 
since both must have the same 
graduation requirement. 

Seasholes said Tuesday that 
questions and comments from 
the 60 people at the Parent- 
Teacher-Student Association 
were encouraging in that the 
parents didn’t want a rigid 
program.

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The commission views the incident as a 
violation of the board order drawn up 
when the Newton Board of Aldermen 
granted permission for NCDF to build its 
project. 

In addition, the erosion violates an 
order of the state Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering 
which superseded any Newton restric¬ 
tions on December 1, 1975, according to 
Secretary Heyn. 

By last week, NCDF's contractor had 
pounded hay bales into trenches in the 
ground and spread gravel on top and in 
front of the hay, to form a temporary dam 
for the water and silt that runs downhill 
from NCDF land and the Cohen Con¬ 
servation Area. 

The dam allows some of the silt to settle 
out before water runs through the hay: 

The hay filters out more sedimefft 
before water drains through it into the 
Vale below. 

Two consultants have visited the 
Webster Vale to view the damage and 
make recommendations for cleanup. 

Donovan Bowley of Town Engineering 
Associates visited the site on March 12. 

Bowley, who inventoried plant life in 
the Vale three years ago after the city 
bought the land, said that there "appear 
to be very fine sand, salt and silt" in the 
Vale. 
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The heaviest concentration is at the 
upper end of the Thompsonville Brook, 
amounting to ten or twelve feet at some 
points, Bowlev said. 

He recommended a temporary settling 
basin below the uncompleted NCDF dike 
and removal of the concrete from the 
dike's "spillway", but not clean up of the 
Vale. 

Trying to remove silt from the Vale is 
likely to cause more damage than leaving 
it there, unless cleanup is done by a 
gardener or someone especially sensitive 
to the vegetation in the Vale, Bowley 
advised. 

Commissioner Heyn was critical of the 
whole incident and NCDF's lack of 
foresight. 

"They went through two years of ad¬ 
judicatory hearings. One would have 
thought they would take extraordinary 
care (to see that no damage was done to 
the conservation land)," she said. 

It is hard to see how the DEQE decision 
was so ignored by NCDF and the con¬ 
tractor, she added. 

No further action will be taken on the 
Vale land until an inspection is made 
later this spring by the Conservation 
Commission and the city engineering 
department.

and he got them. 

Robert Norcross of the Norcross Corp., 
255 Newtonville Ave., had mailed a 
photograph of his building to every 
alderman. The building is identified by 
the word “Norcross" in standing letters 
at the top edge of a small marquee. The 
letters had been called a "roof sign" by 
the building inspectors and were ordered 
removed. 

Building Commissioner Allan Fraser 
acknowledged that an error had been 
made. 

William Halliday, representing a 
Beacon Street restaurant with a free¬ 
standing sign that will have to be 
removed, suggested that the new sign 
ordinance will benefit the city but "is too 
stringent on time." He would like to see a 
revision of the schedule for replacement 
based on the cost of the sign, not on its 
age. 

Victor Nicolazzo, a businessman and 
owner of business buildings, wants the 
insertion of a "grandfather” clause in the 
ordinance that would allow a sign to

remain until a new tenant took over. 

This had been discussed at great length 
during the deliberations on the sign or¬ 
dinance and rejected. 

Another error occurred in the issuance 
of a cease-and-desist order to Harry 
Quint Greenhouses, Centre Street, 
Newton Highlands, according to Fraser. 

Earl Quint said his father had had the 
free-standing sign erected in 1932. The 
first sign control went into effect in 1939. 

Fraser said the sign therefore is non- 
conforming, meaning technically not in 
compliance but allowed because it 
predates the law, and instead of an order 
to remove it Quint should have been told 
how many years he has until it must be 
removed. 

George Weinfield, 103 Beaumont Ave., 
brought a touch of humor to the 
proceedings when he said he had received 
a removal order foria sign he had had 
nailed to a tree on his property for 35 
years. 

He described the sign as giving his 
name and the street number on a sign 2 
inches by 8 inches. 
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To obtain a hardship permit, the owner 
must present detailed financial in¬ 
formation on the property and must have 
tried to sell the property for at least six 
months at fair market value to someone 
willing to maintain the building. 

The ordinance would not apply to 
buildings that have been ordered 
demolished by the Building or Health 
Department. 

Several members of the committee had 
trouble with the vagueness of the wording 
of the "scarce resources" criteria. 
Planning Director Charles Thomas said 
he. too. had trouble with definitions. 

The preservation of buildings because 
they are housing low-income or elderly 
people is not a proper approach, Aid. 
Domenic Taglienti said. 

The Newton Housing Services Com¬ 
mission should be building housing for 
low-income people, Taglienti said, but 
Morris replied that "it takes too long and 
costs too much." 

Rehabilitation, Morris feels, is the 


answer, since it does not change the 
appearance of the street and is cheaper. 

Aid. Robert Tennant called the 
demolition restriction an "imposition.” 
He asked, "How long are you going to 
keep butting into private enterprise?” 

Howard Passman of Ward 8 warned the 
committee that the proposal must have 
exclusions, as for commercial areas in 
which there are dwelling units. 

"Outside developers will find it wiser to 
do business elsewhere,” Passman 
cautioned. "Newton is getting older," he 
said, "and we'll have to look to the 
private sector for renewal." 

"If a developer wanted to create a 
fairly substantial investment, he's not 
going to come before the Board of 
Aldermen — he's just not going to do it." 

Thomas pointed out that the ordinance 
only creates a review procedure, a 
"screening mechanism,” and does not 
forbid the demolition of any building. 

The committee held the matter for at

million budget, of which $30.2 will have to 
be appropriated, $300,000 less than last 
year.

The NCDF cease and desist order can 
be lifted by Ditelberg with the consent of 
the law and the engineering department, 
but sources indicate this is not likely to 
happen for several more months. 

The cease and desist order to the White 
firm, issued after complaints from a 
neighbor of the landscaping firm, 
requires the contractor to submit a plan 
to the commission for whatever he is 
doing.

There is still considerable work to oe 
done on the ordinance, and the Land Use 
Committee will meet again to complete 
the revisions.

Extra $287,000 requested for 
school repairs goes to Board 


The School Committee 
passed a supplementary 
budget of $287,000 for main¬ 
tenance of the schools beyond 
the amount limited by the city 
charter. 

The $30,000 for the 
replacement of the Weeks 
Junior High School gymnasium 
floor and $12,650 for the 
repaving of the Education 
Center parking lot received the 
most criticism prior to the 4-2 
approval by the Committee. 

The request will be sent to 
the Board of Aldermen where it 
will be considered separately 
from the regular school budget 
that includes $640,000 for 
maintenance. That is the 
charter limit of two percent of 
the previous total School 
Department budget. 

Robert Cohen asked how 
urgent the need was for the 



new floor at Weeks since the 
school may be closed even¬ 
tually due to declining 
enrollment. 

Director of Suppport Ser¬ 
vices Roy Cornelius said, 
"some sections are hazardous, 
where nails keep coming up, 
and other sections are just a 
crummy gym floor.” 

Cohen felt if it was hazardous 
the gym should be closed 
immediately, but Cornelius 
said it could go until the 
summer. Currently some 
Weeks activities are per¬ 
formed in the MacKenzie 
Center gym belonging to the 
Sacred Heart Church. 

Michael LeConti, who voted 
against the supplementary 
budget with Edward Prince, 
objected to the $12,000 for the 
Education Center parking lot. 

"Why is this more important 
than other school projects?" 
LeConti asked. 

Cornelius said that if it not 
repaved there won’t be any 
asphalt left since the lot is 
already broken up. 


Most of the items in the 
supplementary package will be 
done by private contractors, 
Cornelius said later. 

These include masonry work 
at Newton North and six 
elementary schools, 
replacement of doors at three 
juniors highs and Newton 
South, the recommended 
annual draining of the Newton 
North swimming pool for 
$15,000, painting the outside of 
three schools and the inside of 
10 for $55,000, and roofing and 
tile work at various schools. 

Various lighting projects 
including outside lights at 
North High and Davis School 


will cost $ 10 , 200 , with 
miscellaneous items including 
the repaving of the Education 
Center and the replacement of 
South High lockers and locks 
would cost $30,000. 

School Committee members 
were concerned how this 
request would be taken with 
the Board considering no ac¬ 
tion has been taken by the 
Finance Committee regarding 
the $1.1 million for health and 
safety items in the Nine 
Schools Study. 

This will probably be a topic 
of the joint meeting with the 
aldermanic Education Com¬ 
mittee set for April 6.

Raising a learning disabled child 


"The parents of special kids almost seem 
especially chosen...were they caring before or 
are they caring because of the problems they 
face? I find they are remarkable people, tuned 
into each other's needs,” says llani Yaffee of 
Dedham, the parent of an autistic child. 

She was one of five parents gathered recently 
at the Dedham home of Sidney and Alice Wood to 
discuss raising children with learning 
disabilities. The children of those in the room 
had disabilities ranging from the simple to the 
severe, which is autism. The other parents were 
Sue Cook and Jeanne Riley. All are members of 
the Association for Children with Learning 
Disabilities, a nationwide organization with state 
and town chapters. 

Much has been written about Chapter 766, 
termed an educational bill of rights for the 
special needs children; however, little has been 
writen about their parents. These parents, llani 
noted "are as much the victims as the children." 

Emotions were close to the surface as each of 
the parents outlined their struggle to get ap¬ 
propriate education for their children. They 
were blunt about the feelings they experienced 
along the way. There were moments for each of 
them when they questioned whether they had a 
right to have had these children. 

Alice Wood began speaking first, referring to 
notes she had prepared for the evening. Behind 
her controlled voice, the depth of her feelings 
were evident. Four of the five Wood children 
have learning disabilities. 

They became aware their son had a learning 
disability "due to repeated failures in school.” 
After taking the youngster to New England 
Medical Center, he was diagnosed as “per¬ 
ceptually handicapped in visual and auditory 
areas." Like other children with l.d., Tommy has 
an above average I.Q., but children with these 
disabilities have different learning styles. 

Parents of these children, says Alice, must 
deal with the fact that "this was a type of child 
we never expected to have." She admitted it was 
a long time, and with great difficulty that they 
could acknowledge publicly their children had 
learning disabilities. 

For the Woods, and other parents, every ac¬ 
complishment meant turning around and finding 
to a new hurdle to jump. For example, their 
daughter, Kathy, is a “real success story.” After 
spending three years at the Kingsley School in 
Boston, she was "mainstreamed” into Dedham 
Junior High School this year where she made the 
honor roll. 

That is the accomplishment. The hurdle? The 
Woods hope the program will continue at the 
high school where, presently, there is one 
learning disabilities teacher and one aide for 
1,960 children. 

Toughened and tenacious after their long 
struggle, the Woods will not give up. Moreover, 
they have become advocates for other children 
and parents. To parents, Alice says "listen to 
your children and their concerns, take time and

make them aware of what disabilities are 
because the children can grow up in a world of 
misunderstanding about themselves." 

Many times these "misunderstandings" about 
themselves are reinforced by the fact that 
children who leave a neighborhood by taxi to go 
to a special school face harassment, namecalling 
and even rocks. All parents can do, says Alice, is 
talk to them "talk to them, give them support, 
and hope they will not turn around and be cruel 
to someone else." 

They are transported out of their areas, 
because despite Chap. 766, there are still not 
places in the public schools for educating 
children with complex disabilities. 

To her own children Alice says “take each day, 
each new experience with new hope . . . never 
forget you are you and you are special." 
Poignantly she added, "I had to learn this, I 
wasn’t born with this instinct... I learned a lot 
from my children, from their own courage and 
from seeing how hard it is for them to achieve." 

It is difficult for most people to understand 
that a child may see things backwards, or that 
the auditory process is so jumbled sounds are 
heard differently. 

Often fathers find it difficult, says Sid, "to 
recognize the chridren have a learning 
disability...I have neard more mothers go it 
alone...it takes a combined effort...alone it takes 
longer to make the accomplishments." 

Sometimes the differences are not understood 
by the schools or by neighbors. Parents are 
called “high pressure" or blamed for the child’s 
handicap. 

Sue Cook and her husband encountered all 
these difficulties. Their son, diagnosed as 
hyperkinetic (hyperactive), was dislixed by 
neighbors. A highly intelligent boy, he had a 
creative penchant for getting into difficulty and 
in school, where he was bored, he was annoying 
to others. 

They became aware of how bad the situation at 
school was only after a neighbor called to tell 
them their son was spending his school hours in 
the hallway. Sadly, Sue said, “often the parents 
are the last to know.” 

After investigating the problem at the school, 
the Cooks removed their son and enrolled him in 
a nearby school. When they contacted the Woods 
for help, the Cooks learned, for the first time, 
their son was eligible for special services. 

Today the boy who "hated school,” and was 
doing C-D work, is an A student with a B in self 
control. A fourth grader, he works at a sixth 
grade level. He is happy and the time when he 
was labelled a "bad boy” with "obnoxious 
parents" is only a memory. 

For llani Yaffee’s son, the solutions are less 
simple. Ethan, now 11, is autistic, the severest 
form of a learning disability. llani described her 
arduous fight for her only child in compelling 
terms. 

Born normally, Ethan developed precociously 
until, at 15 months he became ill and ran a 105o 
fever. At the lime the pediatrician told the 
Yaffees it was roseola; however, the child was

sick for two weeks. Today, it is suspected that 
Ethan had encephalitis. Two subsequent 
illnesses delayed complete recovery. 

When Ethan was healthy again, he could no 
longer walk... he had to learn again. He was 
different, he had developed a faraway look in his 
eyes. Ethan had become autistic, a fact revealed 
to the Yaffees one Saturday morning by a harsh 
neurologist who said the youngster was 
“hopeless" and advised the stricken parents to 
institutionalize him. He asked llani why she was 
crying. 

Despite his advice, llani stubbornly decided to 
fight, but looking back, she says "we didn’t know 
what hell we would go through" to keep Ethan. 
She fell that "every child has a right to be loved 
and to have custodial care." 

Love came easy to this warm, wisp of a 
woman. Everything else was a battle. Ethan was 
accepted at a nursery school with normal 
children only because a graduate student was 
pursuing a research project. Somewhat 
ironically, llani pointed out they had to pay for 
the research. 

Autism, which affects four in 10,000 children, 
was once thought of as a severe emotional 
problem, however, llani said recent research by 
Dr. William Condon of Boston University 
Medical Center reveals autistic children have a 
delayed reaction to sound. Their ears "are out of 
phase” and it is hoped that from these latest 
findings will emerge a design for a hearing 
device. 

The Yaffee's were fortunate because when 
Ethan was four, Dr. Martin Kozlof took an in¬ 
terest in his case and began to work with him as 
part of a project. Through a program of behavior 
modification, using food as a reward, Ethan was 
ultimately able to be toilet trained at the age of 
six years and three months. 

It was also through behavior modification 
Ethan's urge to destroy himself, typical of many 
autistic children, was "extinguished within two 
weeks." For two weeks, llani sat in a room 
preventing Ethan from hurling himself against 
the wall, holding him down forcibly saying "no." 

Presently Ethan is at the Massachusetts 
Mental Health Center in a "active residential" 
program which allows him home on weekends, 
llani pointed out there is "a desperate need for 
this kind of program" through which the parent 
receives a much needed break and the child gets 
therapy and outings. In two years, Ethan will be 
too old for the program and Ilani's search has 
already begun. 

Chapter 766 is far from perfect. It is a begin¬ 
ning. The parents hope that all parents of 
children with learning disabilities will unite to 
fight for the children's needs and overcome 
feeling that having a child with a learning 
disability is a stigma. 

"Parents ana protessionals can work together 
and produce,” says Alice, adding, "the new law 
has changed the lives of special needs children 
from despair to hope." 

There is more work ahead.

Today, everyone is seeking their "Roots" and what better 
way to conduct the search than through food. Readers are 
invited to share their favorite ethnic recipes with other 
readers through this column. To start, here are a few: 

INDIAN BEEF CURRY 
1 tablespoon flour 
lMt teaspoon salt 
teaspoon pepper 

1 lb. round, cut into *4” cubes 
■-4 cup fat or salad oil 

2 cups sliced onions 

's minced clove garlic 
1 teaspoon curry powder 
1 beef bouillon cube 
1 cup boiling water 
'2 cup tomato juice 

Combine flour, salt, pepper; roll meat in flour mixture. In 
two tablespoons hot fat, in skillet or Dutch oven, brown 
meat well on all sides. Add rest of fat, onions, garlic; saute 
until light brown. Sprinkle with curry powder; add bouillon 
cube, water. 

Simmer, covered, 1L hours or till meat is fork-tender. 
Add tomato juice; reheat. Serve on hot fluffy rice, or with 
mashed or boiled potatoes. 

Serve with curry accompaniments arranged in separate 
bowls: 

chutney crisp bacon bits 

tomato wedges currant jelly 

raisin s chopped, hardcooked eggs 

salted almonds shredded coconut 

salted peanuts sweet or sour pickles 

sliced avocado sauteed onion rings 

pineapple chunks grated orange rind 

HUNGARIAN GOULASH 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
3 cups thinly sliced onions 

2 V 4 teaspoons salt 
1*2 teaspoons paprika 

l l 2 lb. boned chuck, rump, or round, cut into 1 " cubes 
4>2 teaspoons paprika 
About 3 cups water 

In hot butter in Dutch oven or deep kettle, saute onions 
with salt until golden. Stir in well l‘s teaspoons paprika, 
meat; simmer, covered, 1 hour. Add 4*2 teaspoons paprika 
and enough water to just cover meat. Simmer, covered one 
hour, or until meat is fork tender, adding more water 
toward end of cooking time if you want extra gravy. 

Serve on boiled noodles, or mashed potatoes or fluffy rice. 
Makes 4-5 servings. 

STUFFED CABBAGE 

Here is a wonderful kitchen hint. If you planned to make 
stuffed cabbage, buy the cabbage several days before and 
freeze immediately. The night before you are going to cook, 
take cabbage out and let it defrost. The leaves will wilt and 
you will be able to cut and roll them without boiling. It 
really takes the work out of making stuffed cabbage. 

Large head cabbage 
1 lb. chuck, ground 

‘2 cup raw regular or processed white rice 

1 grated small onion 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon salt 
v 4 teaspoon pepper 

1 sliced large onion 

2 8 -oz. cans tomato sauce 

2 No. 2'i cans tomatoes (7 cups) 
juice of 2 lemons 
1 teaspoon salt 
t '4 teaspoon pepper 
*2 to 1 cup brown sugar 

Remove 12 large leaves from cabbage. Trim off thick 
part of each leave. Start heating oven to 375 degreesF. 
Combine meat, rice, grated onion, eggs, one teaspoon salt, 
*4 teaspoon pepper. Place mound of meat mixture in cup 
part of each leave. Start heating oven to 375 degrees F. 
up. 

In bottom of Dutch oven, place a few of remaining cab¬ 
bage leaves. Arrange layers of stuffed cabbage, with seam 
sides down and sliced onion in Dutch oven. Pour on tomato 
sauce, tomatoes, lemon juice. Add 1 teaspoon salt, '4 
teaspoon pepper. Bring to boil on top of range. Sprinkle with 
sugar to taste. Bake, covered, one hour; uncover, bake two 
hours. Makes 8 servings.

5 thin lemon slices 
two-thirds cup currant jelly 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
Cumberland Gravy 
(recipe follows) 

1. Trim excess fat from lamb. Rub 
lamb with mixture of salt, mustard and 
ginger. Place, rounded-side up, on a rack 
in roasting pan. If using meat ther¬ 
mometer stick it into the thickest meaty 
part without touching bone.

5. Continue roasting h to 1 hour longer, 
or until thermometer registers 160 
degrees for pinky-medium, 180 degrees 
for well done. 

6 . Remove to heated serving platter; 
pull out wooden picks from lemon garnish 
before carving roast. Keep hot while 
making gravy. Makes 8 servings, plus 
enough for another meal. 

CUMBERLAND GRAVY 
Remove rack from roasting pan. Tip 


pan and pour off all fat leaving drippings 
in pan. Return 1 : cup fat to the pan. Blend 
in > = cup all-purpose flour, l l : 
teaspoons salt and '4 teaspoon pepper; 
cook, stirring constantly, just until 
mixture bubbles. Stir in 4 cups water; 
continue cooking and stirring, scraping 
baked on juices from bottom and sides of 
pan, until gravy thickens and bubbles 3 
minutes. Makes 4 cups. 

TORTONI MARSALA 
Of Italian origin, this is a puff of cream, 
wine and crunchy almonds.

l 4 cup Marsala wine 
Or W cup cream sherry 
1 cup heavy cream 

1. Chop almonds very fine. 

2. Toast in slow oven (300 degrees) 20 
minutes, or until lightly browned; cool. 

3. Beat egg whites and salt until foamy- 
white and double in volume in small 
bowl; beat in the sugar, 1 tablespoon at a 
time, until the meringue stands in stiff 
peaks. Gradually stir in wine until well 
blended. 

4. Beat cream until stiff in small bowl;

Trail Blazers 
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One man's 
fight to 
save birds 
of prey 

TIMES BEACH, Mo. (UPI) 

- "That's Iago. He's another 
[ gunshot ease." 

Walt Crawforo pushed his 
finger through the wire-mesh 
screen on the door and began 
talking softly to the majestic 
bald eagle. 

"The problem with him is he 
thinks he still can fly," 
Crawford said. "He jumps off 
that perch and goes pflaat." 

Then Crawford pointed to a 
barred owl sitting solemnly in 
a corner. 

"This is Iggy. He was shot 
six limes — twice in the leg, 
twice in the wings and twice in 
the chest. Owls are easy 
targets; they don’t move.” 

Crawford walked across the 
straw-covered floor, snapped 
open a lock and entered a third 
| room. A great horned owl 
startled by the intruders 
hissed and ruffled its feathers 

"Easy, Samson, Easy." 

The bird relaxed and rotatec 
its head toward the voice. 

"As long as I'm between hin 
and you, it’s all right,' 
Crawford said. "The birds 
become very antagonistic 
toward people because of whal 
people have done to them. They 
have an animosity toward mar 
after they've been busted with 
a shotgun." 

Crawford was taking a 
visitor on a tour of two 
dilapidated, frame buildings at 
the Tyson Research Center - 
2,000 wooded, hilly acres 20 
miles west of St. Louis. Most of 
ihe tract was given to 
Washington University for a 
research center by the federal 
government, which used the 
land as an ammunition dump 
in World War II. 

Concrete bunkers still dot the 
valleys but the land now is an 
oasis set aside for study and 
preservation of wildlife. 

Crawford, 32, is a St. Louis 
University student studying 
birds of prey for his doctorate. 
Washington University has al¬ 
lowed him to use the two 
buildings. 

"This isn't exactly a first- 
class operation," Crawford 
said. "I finance the work 
myself. On the weekends, I 
grab my friends and drag them 
out here and we mend the 
roofs. (Watch the floor here.) 
But it’s very quiet. There’s not 
a lot of interference with the 
animals. It's perfect for me." 

The tour would have been 
depressing if not for 
Crawford’s work. Left alone in 
the wild, the injured birds 
surely would have died. Now 
they are mended and eating 
and perhaps will produce off¬ 
spring to be released into the 
forests. 

"There are a lot of problems 
in breeding birds of prey, even 
physiologically sound speci¬ 
mens," he said. "We’re hoping 
with the use of artificial in¬ 
semination, and a little bit of 
luck, we might be able to breed 
some of these birds. 

"We had a couple of pairs lay 
eggs last year. This year, I 
think we can pull it off. The 
young will be trained to hunt 
and turned back into the wild. 
That way we’re realizing a 
resource from a bird that 
would have been destroyed. 
What we get is strictly a 
bonus.” 

Federal and state conserva¬ 
tion officials have aided Jen¬ 
kins in his project. Interior 
Department workers in Texas 
recently shipped Jenkins a 
wounded golden eagle which 
was "irreleasable." 

Crawford is especially proud 
of a pioneering effort to equip 
birds with artificial legs. Using 
an elbow-shaped piece of 
plastic, Crawford said, the 
operation cost $5, including 
anesthetic and pencillin shots. 

"Right now I’ve got 20 bird- 
s," Crawford said. "I've got 
one that hit a high-tension wire, 
three that were struck by autos 
and, let’s see, one, two, three, 
four, five six, seven — seven 
gunshot cases. 

"It’s a misconception that’s 
been going on for generations. 
The old chicken-hawk concept 

— every hawk's a bad hawk. If 
you find a hawk that is taking 
chickens, in other words, not 
taking it's normal prey, it’s 
because man has changed the 
habitat in that area and altered 
its food supply 

"It's not the hunters that do 
it; it's the people who shoot 
indiscriminately. 1 wish I knew 

hy they do it If I had the 
answer to that

Computers 
help save 
birds of prey 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
encroachment of civilization 
often is blamed for the loss of 
wildlife. Now, the computer is 
being put to work to help 
preserve the bald eagle, the 
nation’s living but endangered 
symbol. 

The National Wildlife 
Federation's expert on bald 
eagles, Jeffrey Lincer, has the 
job of establishing a national 
information service on the bald 
eagle and other birds of prey. 

The center will collect and 
classify data, encourage re¬ 
search, operate educational 
programs and give rewards for 
information leading to the 
conviction of people who shoot 
eagles. 

The Exxon Corp. provided 
$85,000 in seed money for an 
NWF “bald eagle data bank,” 
and Lincer, 33, of Sarasota, 
Fla., was chosen to run the 
information clearing house. 

"I’ve been involved with 
birds of prey for about a 
decade now,” Lincer said in an 
interview. His interest began in 
forestry college in Syracuse, 
N.Y., when he got involved in a 
pioneering study of pesticides 
and the reproduction of preda¬ 
tor birds that are at the top of 
the food chain. 

Once it gets going, the center 
will have: 

— A computerized referral 
system “so when somebody 
calls in and asks, ‘Who's 
working on bald eagles in 
Arizona?' we can tell them.” 
Ads are being put in wildlife 
journals requesting in¬ 
formation and student interns 
will search libraries for 
reference sources. 

— Movies: A film called “We 
Can Save the Eagle” is being 
produced and the center also 
will publish a newsletter. 

— Rewards: The center will 
administer a program estab¬ 
lished in the early 1970s by the 
. federation in response to eagle 
killings. 

“We offer a $500 reward for 
anybody that provides critical 
information that leads to the 
arrest and conviction of per¬ 
sons shooting a bald eagle. 
We've given about half a dozen 
so far," said Lincer. 

"This year has been a pretty 
bad year for bald eagles,” he 
added. “They’ve been the 
victim of a number of 
shootings. Then there have 
been a number of other bald or 
golden eagles caught in preda¬ 
tor traps." 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service is in final stages of 
proposing to formally list as 
endangered all bald eagles in 
the lower 48 states, except 
those in the Northwest and 
Great Lakes States which 
would be 1 i s t e d as 
“threatened.” 

About 3,000 bald eagles live 
in the lower 48 states, and 
many more thrive in Alaska 
where the population is not 
considered endangered. So 
why all the fuss about them? 

"It’s the national bird,” said 
Lincer. 

"We're at a point now where 
interest is high and there 
seems to be a willingness on 
the part of the public to make a 
longterm commitment to bald 
eagles and other birds of 
prey." 

Eagles have five major 
breeding areas in the lower 48 
states: in the Northwest; the 
Great Lakes states of 
Michigan, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin; Maine; the 
Chesapeake Bay region and 
Florida. They are in trouble in 
areas like Maine where "they 
are still suffering the affects of 
pesticides," Lincer said. In 
Florida, where the largest 
number of breeding pairs exist 
outside Alaska, development is 
rapidly destroying their 
habitat.

group’s first album, “Sea 
Level” (Capricorn CP-0178), a 
collection that showcases an 
impressive arsenal of musical 
firepower, ranging from funky 
rock to the nether reaches of 
fusion jazz. 

Certain to delight most of the 
Allman Brothers' former fol¬ 
lowers as few of the Allmans' 
more recent efforts have, Sea 


Level’s debut should also 
establish the band as a new 
source of badly needed 
creative adrenaline for rock ‘n’ 
roll. The members of Sea Level 
are boundary-stretchers. 

"We have had a bit of an 
identity crisis, of course,” 
admits Leavell, "with every¬ 
body focusing on the fact that 
there are three ex-Allman 
Brothers. But it hasn't really 
been that much of a problem. 
Some people come to our shows 
expecting to hear the old 
sound, but I think they're 
pleasantly surprised." 


Except for Johanson’s tight 
and complex percussion and a 
kind of melodic mood that 
sometimes emerges during 
extended keyboard and guitar 
solos, there is surprisingly 
little of the “old sound” in Sea 
Level. 

Densely structured guitar 
harmony was critical to that 
Allman sound and with only 
one guitarist, Sea Level has cut 
itself off from those particular 


roots. It's probably all to the 
good; those incredible Duane 
Allman-Dicky Betts licks are 

better remembered than 
copied. 

I^aveU says the band's all- 
encompassing direction — if 
such a term is not too much of a 
paradox — is defined in its 
name. 

"See, you have all these 
different elements — the 


mountains and the plains and 
the creeks and the rivers — and 
they all flow to one point, 
where it all meets and comes 
together. At sea level. So that's 
what we're trying to do.” 


It's likely neither Leavell 
and company nor any other 
musicians will ever actually 
achieve such a Nirvana. But 
they will certainly make some 
fine music trying.

days a week to homeless men. 

Besides many other projects 
in Greater Boston, Walk funds 
also support Network, an 
organization for legislative 
education based in 
Washington, concerned 
specifically with poverty and 
hunger legislation. 

Abroad, walk funds help the 
American Friends Service 
Committee coordinate 
agricultural development 


among the Araucanos, a poor 
native Chilean people. 

In Africa they support 
OXFAM-America, working in 
Gorom Gorom Upper Volta, a 
region afflicted by the Sahel 
drought, and Sister of Holy 
Union, working on rural 
development in Moloundou, 
Cameroun. 

Finally, in Calcutta, walk 
monies help Mother Teresa in 
her efforts to take lepers, or¬ 
phans and the terminally ill off 
the streets and help them 
through schools, feeding 
centers and shelters.

Another, aspect of Red Cross 
safety training which is im¬ 
possible to measure, but is just 
as important, is the impact 
which training and preparation 
have on a person's resolve. If 
one is confident, if one is 
prepared to act, he or she will 
act.

“I finally made contact with 
my wife in Phoenix. She 
returned so we could dismantle 
the craft and truck it to 
Phoenix,” he said. "It was a 
problem getting back in to get 
the craft, but we made it in 
time for the 11 a.m. takeoff the 
next morning." 

In the Smirnoff Derby, the 
contestants are required to 
land at, or as close as possible 
to, a given airport. If they don't 
make it to that airport, they 
have to dismantle the craft and 
have it towed to the next 
starting point. 

Most of Schreder's soaring is 
done in national competitions 
organized by soaring clubs. 
There are about 200 such clubs 
across the country. 

This year he is entered in 
three divisions — the standard 
class in June in Ionia, Mich., 
the 15-meter class early in July 
in Hobbs, N. Mex., and the 
open class in Caddo Mills, Tex., 
in late July. 

Each national competition 
covers a 10-day period and is 
held at one location. Each day 
consists of a different triangu¬ 
lar task, usually of about 350 
miles. Each competitor is 
timed for his performance and 
the winner of each task gets 
1,000 points. 

Schreder has won the nation¬ 
al championship three times — 
1958, 1960 and 1966. 

This year he will probably be 
soaring in one of the craft he 
built himself. He is currently 
working on his 19th. 

He makes his sailplanes 
from fiberglass, aluminum and 
foam to give them their light 
weight. 

His craft is equipped with 
retractable gear, two-way 
radio and oxygen. 

This spring he plans to insert 
two three-and-a-half pound 
turbo-fan jets, each three-and- 
ahalf inches in diameter and 22 
inches long. These engines will 
make the craft self-launching. 

Schreder, manager of the 
Williams County Airport, built 
his first craft in 1927 at the age 
of 12. 


Schreder has a mechanical 
engineer’s degree from the 
University of Toledo. His 
knowledge of building the craft 
got the attention of Soaring 
magazine, a publication for 
sailplane owners and en¬ 
thusiasts. The magazine pub¬ 
lished his articles about con¬ 
structing a sailplane, complete 
with pictures and illustrations, 
in six consecutive issues. 

Learning to soar and become 
licensed depends on how active 
you are in it, he said. 

"Sometimes you can solo 
after 25 flights, and some 
flights are 10 to 15 minutes 
long, so you could solo after 
eight hours,” he said. But he 
was quick to point out that also 
depends on the ability of the 
pilot. 

“You have to have more time 
in the air if you plan to carry 
passengers," he said. 

In general aviation, a student 
could solo after only 10 hours of 
instruction, and get a license 
after 40 hours. 

Schreder holds several li¬ 
censes — among which are 
commercial, single and multi- 
engine, land-and-sea, instru¬ 
ment and instructor’s. 

"I don’t give instructions, 
because I just can’t find the 
time," he said. "Even if I had 
50 hours in the day, I don’t 
think I could get everything 
done I want to." 

Schreder’s love of soaring 
doesn’t stop with his participa¬ 
tion and building the kits for 
the craft and trailers. 

He has also designed a toy 
glider-kite for children ages 
four and up, his first attempt at 
trying to get the younger set 
involved. 

The toy he designed, and 
which must be assembled, is 
marketed under the name of 
Cobrajet at Airmate, a second 
firm at the airport. It is being 
distributed by Ohio Art here, 
which has asked him to develop 
more. 

The Cobrajet is a foam craft 
in a kit. The wing and tail fit 
into a fuselage, a metal nose 
balance clip is attached when 
the toy is flown inside as a 
glider. That clip is removed 
and a string attached below the 
wing to fly it outdoors as a kite.

Canadians cop Youth Hockey 
Intermediate AA championship

Bob Lafreniere fired a wrist 
shot high over Islander goalie 
Bobby Mazzola for the game 
winner only 45 seconds from 
the final buzzer to lead the 
Canadiens to a 3-2 victory over 
the Islanders in the deciding 
game of the best of three 
championship series Sunday in 
Newton youth hockey Inter¬ 
mediate AA (13-14 yrs.) action 
at Fessenden. 

The first period began with 
the Islanders in total control as 
they had three two on one 
breaks in the first minute, 
however they were not able to 
get off a good shot because of 
some outstanding defensive 
play by Canadien Mark 
Boenisch. Then at the three 
minute mark of the period 
Canadien goalie David Atkins 
was upset at the officials for 
not stopping play when his net 
moved, so he moved it more. 

Referee Andy Levin im¬ 
mediately tabbed Atkins with a 
penalty shot for moving the net 
deliberately. The Islanders 
picked top scorer Steven 
Mosca to take the shot. He 
walked in on goalie Atkins and 
deked to his backhand. Atkins 
played the deke perfectly and 


foiled Mosca’s bid to score as 
the shot glanced off the side of 
the net. 

So for the second time in the 
series Atkins had stopped a 
penalty shot. (It was lucky for 
the officials that Mosca didn't 
score because it was learned 
aftef the game that there 
should not have been a penalty 
shot awarded the Islanders, 
but merely a minor penalty 
assessed to Atkins for delay of 
game.) 

As the first period came to a 
close Boenisch and Atkins were 
able to hold off the Islander 
assault until there was only a 
few seconds remaining. At that 
time Steve Mosca was sent in 
alone on Atkins and zipped a 
shot into the far comer to put 
the Isles up 1-0 after one 
period. Steve Taub and Kenny 
Fay drew assists on the goal. 

If the first period was all 
Islanders, the second was 
exactly the opposite. Here the 
Canadiens came to life and 
stormed the Isle’s end for two 
goals. The first came just 4 
minutes into the period when 
Billy White picked up a loose 
puck in front of the Isle net and 
fired it past Mazzola. Joe Ryan 
and Jim Goldblatt picked up 


assists on the play. Then 
minutes later when Scott 
Chapman was serving a 
penalty for the Canadiens 
Ryan picked up the puck at 
center ice and walked around 
the Isle defense beating 
Mazzola to the short side to 
give the Habs a shorthanded 
goal and a 2-1 lead. Bob 
Lafreniere and Boenisch 
assisted on the play. The period 
ended with the Canadiens still 
controlling play and leading 2- 
1 . 

Shortly after the third period 
started Islander Captain 
Bobby Mosca picked up a loose 
puck in his own end and carried 
it the length of the ice beating 
the Canadien defense and 
goalie for a spectacular 
unassisted goal to even the 
count at 2. 

The remainder of the period 
saw much exciting back and 
forth action with the Canadiens 
controlling most of the play, 
but not able to beat Mazzola. 
With four minutes remaining 
Mark Grodberg had a golden 
opportunity to put the Habs 
ahead when his own rebound 
came back to him and he had 
an open net to shot at. However 
just as he let the backhand go 


David Green of the Islanders 
slid in front of Grodberg's shot 
and smothered the puck. 

Two minutes later goalie 
Atkins was called for tripping 
and the Isles had a power play. 
They were not, however, able 
to get off one shot and the game 
seemed headed for the second 
overtime of the series. 

Lafreniere ended those 
thoughts as he ripped his 
championship winning goal 
into the top corner. 

The play started with David 
Scafidi of the Canadiens 
digging the puck out of the 
corner (which he had done so 
well all season) to Chapman 
whose shot deflected to 
lafreniere and the Canadiens 
had the 3-2 lead. There were 45 
second left and the Isles pulled 
Mazzola for a sixth attacker. 
The puck stayed in center ice 
as each time the Isles ap- 
proahed the blue line Boenisch 
and Goldblatt would fire it out. 

The Isles had one last chance 
with five seconds left. There 
was a face-off in the Canadien 
end, but Golfblatt won the draw 
back to Boenisch who cleared 
the puck and the championship 
was theirs.

Denver Pyle is playing a crusty 
old coot in his third television 
series as Mad Jack in "The 
Life and Times of Grizzly 
Adams." 

White haired and bearded, 
Pyle is 57 years old but 
established himself on televi¬ 
sion playing men a good deal 
older in "Tammy" and “The 
Doris Day Show." 

Pyle is a man of many parts 
and interests. He is, among 
other things, enormously rich 
thanks to his Tri-Island I,and 
and Cattle Co. 

His firm owns nine oil wells 
in Colorado and West Texas 
and a gas well in Southern 
Utah. All the wells are 
producing. His company also 
includes a new mining venture 
in Arizona. 

Pyle has been divorced five 
years. His sons, David, 21, and 
Tony, 20, are in college. 

Until two years ago the 
actorbusinessman rattled 
around in a spacious San 
Fernando valley house. Now he 
lives in a twobedroom apart¬ 
ment which doubles as an 
office and workroom. 

The apartment reflects the 
man. It is filled with precious 
antiques, old clocks and rare 
paintings. 

When Pyle sold his home he 
intended to live on his 50-foot 
power boat which he refinished 
and refurbished himself. But 
he couldn't bring himself to sell 
or give away his treasured 
belongings. 

The cost of storing so many 
objects was prohibitive. So 
Pyle rented the apartment 
originally as an inexpensive 
place to store his things. The 
apartment became so com¬ 
fortable he sold the boat and 
became a landlubber.

often win 


encores 

Good performances often 
win encores and that's why you 
see re-runs on television and 
hear re-issues of recordings. 

- Recorded anthologies can be 
of value if the artist is dead and 
his early hits are no longer 
available. And they can be 
useful, too, if they can compact 
the songs or tunes of several 
albums into one LP. 

"Young Louis Armstrong — 
1932-1933" (Bluebird AXM2- 
4419), a two-record set, is an 
excellent collection of numbers 
played by Satchmo in his prime 
as a musician. Among the 
sidemen who backed up Arm¬ 
strong in these sessions were 
Teddy Wilson on piano, Louis 
Jordan on alto sax, Chick Webb 
on drums, Sid Catlett on 
drums, and Mezz Mezzrow on 
bells. 

There are 35 numbers on the 
four sides, including "Dinah,” 
“Si. James Infirmary," “I’ve 
Got the World on a String," 
"St. Louis Blues" and "You 
Rascal You.” 

Bob Wills will be remem¬ 
bered by country music fans 
for "San Antonio Rose,” but he 
and his band produced count¬ 
less other favorites. "Bubbles 
in My Beer" is one of 24 hits on 
"Bob Wills and His Texas 
Playboys” (MGM MG-2-5303). 

This anthology plays back 
"St. Louis Blues,” "Bottle 
Baby Boogie,” "Boot Heel 
Rag,” "Sittin’ on Top of the 
World, "Spanish Fandango” 
and "I Laugh When I Think 
How I Cried Over You." 

Tom Jones, one of the best 
pop singers in this second half 
of the century, has 10 numbers 
in his encore album, "Greatest 
Hits" (London LC-5000). 

“I’ll Never Fall in Love 
Again,” a smash hit a couple of 
years ago, and "Help Your¬ 
self," which oozes Tom Jones' 
vitality, are probably the best 
of the songs selected. Others 
are "It's Not Unusual," 
••What's New Pussycat,” “I’m 
Coming Home," "Delilah" and 
"Green Grass of Home.” 

Like Tom Jones, John 
Denver is very much alive and 
winning new fans with each 
performance. His latest album, 
"John Denver's Greatest 
Hits," Volume 2 (RCA CPL1- 
2195), offers the classic "Back 
Home Again” and "Thank God 
I’m a Country Boy." Also there 
is a reprise of "Fly Away" 
sung by Olivia Newton-John. 

••Phil Spec-tor’s Greatest 
Ibis" (Warner Bros. ZSP-9104) 
is a nostalgic remembrance of 
this gregarious producer's 
output. Specter was the brain 
behind the scenes who in¬ 
fluenced Barry Maniiow, Elton 
John, the Carpenters and 
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Pyle plays old coot but is a rich dude 


Among the antiques is a 300- 
year-old Thai chair which he 
says took three generations to 
carve. His paintings include a 
Matisse, some Lionel Bar¬ 
rymore etchings and the works 
of a Japanese artist. His 
favorite is a portrait of himself 
at 22 done by his painter 
brother. 

He owns a dozen old Seth 
Thomas clocks which he keeps 
in tiptop repair. Currently he is 
fixing four others that have 


been sent to him by people 
from various parts of the 
country. 

Every room of his apartment 
is filled with books. He has one 
of the most complete private 
libraries of reference and 
research books dealing with 
the oil industry. 

Three shelves in his fully 
equipped kitchen are laden 
with cookbooks. Pyle is a truly 
expert amateur chef. He is 
noted for his beef stew, with a 


special tang provided by the 
addition of chorizo, a Mexican 
sausage. 

On special occasions he 
makes a steak Wellington — 
the best steak available 
wrapped in dough and baked 
with shallots and pate. 

Pyle is a lady's man of note. 
He dates a variety of attractive 
women. “I usually take them 
out to dinner," he says, "or 
bring them home and cook for 
them — depending on the stage 


of our relationships." 

When Pyle isn’t otherwise 
occupied, he's out tinkering 
around with his collection of 
vintage automobiles. 

He owns a 1955 Bentley 
classic, a Lotus Cortina race 
car, a 1949 “woody" Ford 
station wagon and currently is 
converting a 1973 Volkswagen 
into a 1938 Ford by adding and 
subtracting chassis and body 
parts. He does all the work 
himself. 


The NBC-TV series is filmed 
entirely on location in and 
around Park City, Utah, and 
Payson, Ariz., from September 
until January. When the show 
is in production he works from 
dawn until nightfall. 

During haitus, Pyle travels 
the southwest on his business 
enterprises and works at his 
various hobbies. If acting jobs 
come up, so much the better. 

Pyle is in excellent physical 
condition. But he isn’t tied 


down to any exercise schedule. 

Instead, he spends 20 days at 
a time working as a crew 
member of a commercial 
fishing boat off the coast of 
Mexico, another dawn till dusk 
job. 

"I do that to keep my body in 
shape and my brains cleared 
up," he says. "Besides that, I 
get seven per cent of the catch. 
It’s a 70-foot gill-netter with a 
crew of four. 

"It’s great to be with people 


who don't care about television 
or want to talk about show 
business." 

When Pyle is in Los Angeles 
his sons come to visit almost 
every weekend. They head for 
the ocean where the young men 
surf while their father fishes 
from the beach, pulling in 
perch and corbina. 

Denver Pyle leads a full and 
rich life and, what’s more, he 
appears to enjoy every minute 
of it.

Two residents retire 
from AMMRC office 


Barnett Gillis of 60 Botsford 
Rd., Chestnut Hill and Mona E. 
Crowley of 14 Dana Rd., West 
Newton were at a recent 
ceremony honoring their 
retirement from the Comp¬ 
troller Office of the Army 
Materials and Mechanics 
Research Center (AMMRC) in 
Watertown, 

Mrs. Crowley entered 
federal service in 1953 with the 
Murphy Army Hospital in 
Waltham. Her government 
career has been spent in the 
fields of secretarial, ac¬ 
counting, and bookkeeping 
work. At the time of her 
retirement she was working as 
an accounting technician in the 
Finance and Accounting 
Branch, Comptroller Office, of 
AMMRC. 

In 1976 she received the 
Director’s Award, the highest 
honor which the center can 


bestow, for the excellence of 
her work. 

Gillis joined federal service 
in 1942, with the War Depart¬ 
ment, Signal Corps, in Boston. 

He served with the Civilian 
Production Administration in 
Hartford, Conn., and with the 
War Assets Administration 
before joining the Watertown 
Arsenal in 1956 as a cost ac¬ 
countant in the Comptroller 
Office. 

He became a supervisory 
cost accountant in 1957; ac¬ 
counting officer in 1966; and 
financial manager (Chief of the 
Comptroller Office) in 1974. 

Gillis received his certificate 
of retirement and a letter of 
appreciation for his valuable 
contributions to the U.S. 
Army’s mission at Watertown 
from Dr. Edward S. Wright at 
a special ceremony conducted 
in the director’s office. 


Sentiment that the New 
England economy is continuing 
to improve is indicated in a 
March survey of small- 
business executives in the 
region. 

But while survey respon¬ 
dents generally declared 
business conditions were 
progressing, some economic 
indicators were only now 
returning to prerecession 
levels, some having been 
adversely affected by the 
unusually cold winter. 

These are conclusions 
reached in the report of the 
monthly survey conducted by 
The First National Bank of 
Boston and the Smaller 
Business Association of New 
England and directed by 
James M. Howell, senior vice 
president and chief economist 
of the bank. 

Most noteworthy, according 
to the report, is the continuing 
upward trend in shipments 
(sales), new orders and profits, 
although they have yet to 
exceed levels prior to the 
recession. Other indicators 
considered are inventories, 
wages and prices. 

Howell said that 68 percent of 
the March respondents 
reported increased shipments, 
"a continuation of the trend we 
have monitored over the 14 
months of the survey." But he 
also reported that 27 percent of 
the executives told of shipment 
declines and described this 
result as “one of the largest 
percentages recorded since the 
survey’s inception. This may 
be a temporary phenomenon, 
however, since many of the 
businessmen referred to winter 
conditions in explaining their 
sales drops." 

Nationally, Howell said there 
had been a “flattening out" of 
shipments and blamed some of 
this on weather and natural gas 


problems. For the country, he 
predicted an uneven monthly 
pattern in manufacturers’ 
shipments, but forecast an 
increase of about 6 to 7 percent. 

Half of the March survey 
participants reported in¬ 
creases in their profit levels, 
according to the report. "But," 
said Howell, “a disappointing 
36 percent reported lower 
profits while 9 percent reported 
their profit pictures unchanged 
and 5 percent reported them 
mixed. He referred to weather 
and lack of volume as among 
the reasons for declines. 

Across the country, the 
economist said corporate 
profits after taxes advanced 
sharply throughout 1976 but for 
the near term "we believe that 
it is important to stress that the 
cold weather and natural gas 
problems will not bnly in¬ 
fluence the timing of profit 
gains but also the profit 
levels...For the year as a 
whole, we still forecast pre-tax 
book profits to be up about 15 
percent." 

As for Inventories, Howell 
said “they were up for only 50 
percent of the March 
respondents, reflecting a wait- 
and-see attitude toward a 
recovery which some feel is not 
fully here. Fourteen percent 
had declining inventories while 
the other 36 percent reported a 
■tatic inventory condition.” 

According to the report, 
inventory figures were af¬ 
fected somewhat by the timing 
and frequency of inventory 
build-up. Howell noted that 
some factors involved were 
seasonality, cash flow control, 
price increase anticipation and 
the amount of materials 
needed in early stages of 
production. 

For the country, the report 
showed, total business in¬ 
ventories (manufacturing,

wholesale and retail) advanced 
sharply through the fall but 
flattened out in early winter 
“largely the result of a slowing 
in the increase In manufac¬ 
turing and wholesale in¬ 
ventories.” 

Howell explained that “the 
recent drop in the national 
inventory-sales ratio suggests 
that overall stocks may be as 
much as $5 billion below their 
equilibrium level. Usually this 
would suggest a rather 
vigorous rise in inventory 
investment over the next two 
months, but the cold weather 
and natural gas shortages have 
significantly distorted the pace 
at which an orderly inventory 
replenishment can take place. 
Our expectation is that there 
must be inventory increases 
quite beyond the $5 billion 
figure to bring inventory-sales 
ratios back into balance. This 
should take place over the next 
five to six months."

Books to read 


How To Save Your Own Life, 
by Erica Jong. 

(Holt, Rinehart and Winston, 
$8.95). 

Once upon a time when a 
reviewer called a novel a 
"woman’s book,” he probably 
meant it was a three-handker¬ 
chief tearjerker, a happy- 
ending romance with all the 
reality of a Technicolor sunset, 
or a gothic that featured on its 
cover a woman in a nightgown 
running away from a castle. 

Such stereotypes fell in the 
early days of the feminist 
revolution. Nowadays women’s 
books are those in which a 
confused modem woman is 
trying to sort out her life, 
decide which of the old verities 
to trust and which should be 
thrown out with the bubble 
bath water. 

"Women’s books" also can 
contain every bit as much 
explicitly erotic material as 
men’s, and perhaps more. It 
appears likely that the success 
of such books may owe as 
much to male chauvinist 
readership as emancipated 
women buyers. 

Erica Jong, who wrote the 
best selling “Fear of Flying," 
which was a woman's book of 
the new genre, now has a 
sequel — "How To Save Your 
Own Life." 

In it she picks up the life of 
Isadora Wing three years after 
the readers left her in "Fear of 
Flying." 

She is still struggling with 
life and love, and Miss Jong 
details how her marriage falls 
apart, as Isadora struggles 
with wellfounded jealousy and, 


in its way, equally well- 
founded guilt. 

Isadora goes on to success as 
a novelist, but she still is 
learning to fly. For better or 
worse, she does much of her 
flight training in various beds, 
which adds spice, if not depth, 
to the book. 

She has realized in this book, 
partly because of the suicide of 
a poet-friend, that really the 
basic choice is between life and 
death. Either choice is possi¬ 
ble; only indecision is unaccep¬ 
table. 

"How To Save Your Own 
Life” is not everyone’s book. 
Chances are those who liked 
"Fear of Flying” will enjoy its 
successor. But it is not for 
those who are turned off by all 
the details of a modern 
woman's sexual adventures. 
This book has sex and, 
perhaps, love, but look 
elsewhere for oldfashioned 
romance.

Green 

Thumb 

By GEORGE ABRAHAM 
Gloxinias — Our modem 
gloxinias are something else. 
Unlike the older types, they 
don’t need a rest period. After 
yours finishes blooming, it can 
be kept watered and grown on, 
in a bright window where it will 
produce new buds and blooms. 
It won't be necessary to repot a 
plant that's been in for a year, 
but after that it’s a good idea to 
repot the plant right after 
blossoming. 

You can also take cuttings of 
the leaves and start them in a 
dish of perlite or plain tap 
water. A tiny tuber and roots 
will form at the base of the 
stem. Pot this up in a loose 
mixture, one part each of sand, 
peat and loam. 

Some gloxinias may want to 
go dormant after blooming. 
You can help them along by 
withholding water, then put¬ 
ting the pot in the cellar and 
forget about it until you see a 
small shoot starting in fall. 
That's the signal to start the 
plant into active growth. Give 
it a warm room (72 degs.), a 
bright window and a uniform 
supply of water. 

Potting up a gloxinia tuber 
isn’t much of a job. Place some 
pieces of broken pots, or 
pebbles, in the bottom for 
drainage, using a 5 inch pot. 
Then add a soil mixture of one 
part each of sand, peat and 
loam, with perlite or ver- 
miculite added. Set the tuber in 
and cover with soil. Some 
gardeners like to let the top of 
the tuber stick out, but we think 
it's better to cover it with about 
a half-inch of soil. Add .some 
water, avoiding overwatering, 
since the tuber cannot take up 
moisture yet. Too much water 
will cause it to rot instead of 
root. After rooting takes place, 
you can add more water. Grow 
the plant in a bright window, 
otherwise you'll get a leggy 
plant. 

Strawflowers — Take your 
seed catalog and look at the 
nice selection of materials you 
can use for dried 
arrangements in winter 
bouquets. Better order see of 
the following: Strawflowers 
(helichrysum), coming in 
dwarf types (15 inches) and tall 
ones (3 feet), and in many 
colors. Also consider the Globe 
Amaranth (gomphrena). It has 
clover-shaped flowers, white, 
pink, reddish purple, and in 
dwarf and tall sizes. Statice 
(limonium sinuate) is another 
easy one. It likes full sun and a 
fair soil, as long as it’s well 
drained. Honesty (Silver 
Dollars) is another one. 

Also try Blue Statice, 
Bachelor’s Buttons, Bells of 
Ireland and the common 
"immortelle xeranthemum 
annum”. You can dry many 
flowers, but some work out 
better than others. To dry 
them, remove foliage, tie in 
bunch and hang upside down in 
the garage or any cool, airy 
place. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "Our 
Schefflera plant is doing badly. 
Lower leaves are turning 
brown and drying up. What 
causes this?" 

Ans. — Sounds like over- 
watering. This plant likes 
perfect drainage and seems to 
do best if the soil is allowed to 
go dry between waterings. If in 
a plastic pot, ittakes less water 
than in a clay pot.

Pity the poor tenors, 
often cast as fools 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Tenors 
consider themselves the heroes 
of grand opera, but often they 
find themselves cast as fools. 

A few weeks ago four 
distinguished music critics 
were asked on the Metropolitan 
Opera’s Saturday afternoon 
radio quiz show to name some 
stupid tenors. 

One of the panelists called 
Nemorino in Donizetti’s 
“L'Elisir d’Amore” a dunce 
because he enlisted in the 
Army to get enough money to 
buy a “love potion” from a 
conniving charlatan, Dr. Dul¬ 
camara. But Nemorino was no 
fool. Even though the elixir 
was nothing but cheap Bor¬ 
deaux wine, Nemorino got a 
good buzz from the grape juice 
and his ensuing boldness and 
lack of inhibition won him the 
girl's hand. 

Another panelist thought Al¬ 
fredo Germont in Verdi's “La 
Traviata" was a chump be¬ 
cause he believed his girl 
friend. Violetta, had jilted him 
for another. He had no way of 
knowing until it was too late 
that Daddy conned Violetta, a 
reformed hooker, into leaving 
Alfredo’s love nest. Daddy, a 
baritone, knew best after all 
because Violetta died at an 
early age of galloping tuber¬ 
culosis and Alfredo didn’t have 
to hack it 

None of the eminent operatic 
authorities mentioned Otello, 
the subject of one of Shakes¬ 
peare’s tragedies which Verdi 
transformed into an opera. 

Otello, the moor of Venice, 
must have been the most stupid 


of all the operatic tenors. Here 
was a man who overcame a 
blighted birthright and rose to 
the rank of general. And he 
married a beautiful babe 
named Desdemona who truly 
loved him. Although Des¬ 
demona kept the faith with her 
husband, the villanous Iago, a 
trouble-making baritone, 
subtly and by suggestion 
tricked Otello into believing 
she was having love trysts with 
another. Trusting his 
treacherous aide, Otello in a fit 
of jealousy strangled 
Desdemona and then killed 
himself. 

Then there was Don Jose in 
Bizet's "Carmen," who let 
Carmen lead him around by 
the nose. The gypsy chippie 
eventually caused Don Jose to 
desert the army and join a 
band of smugglers. Without 
ceremony, Carmen jilts Don 
Jose for a bullfighter, a 
baritone, and before the final 
curtain goes down the rejected 
lover stabbed her. 

The principle character in 
Verdi’s first smash hit opera, 
"Ernani,’’ was almost as 
stupid as Otello. A Spanish 
nobleman exiled by the king, 
Ernani emerges as a bandit 
chief. During his attempts to 
prevent his girl friend, Elvira, 
from marrying her rich uncle, 
Ernani runs afoul of the king. 
He teams up with his rival, the 
uncle, and in a stupid, un¬ 
solicited act of bravado gives 
the old man his hunting horn 
and promises to kill himself if 
his new partner ever sounds it 
in anger.

"The argument that this bill 
would be detrimental to 
Massachusetts employment, is 
an argument not supported by 
evidence, and has been set 
forth in propaganda largely 
influenced by out-of-state in¬ 


terests whose sudden devotion 
to Massachusetts employment 
should be questioned by any 
intelligent citizen." 

The economists also cited 
energy savings, conservation 
of scarce materials, and 
reduced solid waste disposal 
costs as reasons for their en¬ 
dorsement. 


Rep. Pines stated that, "the 
collective judgement of this 
distinguished group indicates 
that the weight of evidence in 
favor of the bottle bill is 
overwhelming. In light of this 
impressive support, the 
economic arguments advanced 
by the bill's advocates can no 
longer be dismissed by the 


beverage and bottle lobbies," 
she declared. 

The bottle bill was refiled 
this session after a narrow 
defeat as a referendum 
question last November. 
According to Pines, the loss

"The willingness of 
distinguished individuals such 
as these economists, to express 
themselves on this complex but 
critical issue will help to 
clarify the positive economic 
benefits of the bill. 


"We are confident," she 
continued, "That this group’s 
support, in addition to en¬ 
dorsement of the bill by 
government officials at all 
levels, civic groups, and 
thousands of concerned 
citizens, will result in the 
adoption of a Massachusetts 
Bottle Bill."

Dr. Wirthlin appointed to 
help curb Medicare abuse 


HEW with the concurrence of 
the Program Review Team. 

Where a physician or other 
provider of services 
misrepresents the services 
offered, HEW can terminate 
the provider from Medicare 
participation without the in¬ 
volvement of a Program 
Review Team. 

The Program Review Team 
in Massachusetts, appointed by 
the HEW Secretary, was 
selected after consultation with 
insurance organizations that 
serve as Medicare in¬ 
termediaries and carriers; 
with State and local 
professional societies and. 
consumer representatives. 
Normal term of office is two 
years, but some of the mem¬ 
bers were appointed to one- 
year terms to provide con¬ 


tinuity in the future. Dr. 
Wirthlin’s term will expire in 
September, 1977. 

Massachusetts is one of 10 
States across the country in 
which the first program review 
teams are being appointed. 

Nationally, some 250,000 
physicians and more than 
16,000 institutional providers of 
service submit bills each year 
under the Medicare program. 

Regional Commissioner 
Green emphasized that fraud 
and abuse play a small part in 
the operation of the total 
Medicare program. 

"The Program Review 
Team," Green said, "will 
provide one more tool for 
dealing with whatever abuse 
does exist, and, even more 
important, should serve as a 
deterrent to abuse.”

Court awards 
temporary custody 

BURLINGTON, Vt. (UPI) — The 
Vermont director of the Unification 
Church has blasted a California court 
decision which awarded temporary cus¬ 
tody of five church members to their 
parents for intensive "deprogramming.” 

Ralph Kasbow said Saturday the 
superior court decision last week 
presents "a very great danger to the 
freedom of religion.” 

"People have a right to belive what 
they wish when they’re 18 years old,” he 
said. 

But Essex Junction lawyer Eric 
Schuppin, a staunch opponent of the 
church, said the court action has made 
him "cautiously hopeful that the medical 
proof of psychological damage is 
beginning to get the attention of the 
church.” 

Schuppin and his wife, Elizabeth, tried 
unsuccessfully in 1975 to "kidnap" their 
daughter, Tamara, 20, from the church. 
They have since filed a $1.8 million 
federal court suit, claiming the church 
has held Tamara in involuntary ser¬ 
vitude. 

The church is headed by the Korean 
evangelist, the Rev. Sun Myung Moon. 

A Senate bill is pending which would 
provide the state with a conservatorship 
law similar to that of California. Although 
the California law is nonappealable, 
attorneys for the children are appealing 
the decision on constitutional grounds.
